A.  D.  1783, 


HE  firft  event  demanding  our  attention  in  the  year  1783  was  a 
moft  aufpicious  and  important  one,  the  conclufion  of  the  prelimin- 
ary articles  of  peace,  which  was  accompUflied  on  the  20'"  day  of 
January  at  Paris  by  Mr.  Fitzherbert  with  the  comte  de  Vergennes  for 
France,  arid  with  the  conde  de  Aranda  for  Spain.  The  Dutch,  as  they 
were  the  laft  in  getting  into  the  war,  were  now  as  backward  in  getting 
out  of  it:  they  demanded  advantages  which  could  not  be  granted,  and 
.  even  fet  up  a  claim  of  indemnification  for  the  lofles  they  had  fuftained. 
In  confequencc  of  fuch  iradmiffible  pretenfions,  no  preliminary  treaty 
was  concluded  with  them :  but  they  were  comprehended  in  the  agree- 
ment for  an  immediate  general  ceflation  of  hoftilities :  fo  that  they  were 
in  fad  at  peace,  though  they  feemed  unwilling  to  acknowlege  it. 

It  was  ftipulated  in  the  preliminary  treaty,  that  all  prizes,  which 
Ihould  be  taken  in  the  Channel  or  the  North  fea  withhi  twelve  days 
in  the  Mediterranean  or  in  the  Ocean  as  for  as  the  Canary  iflands 
withm  one  month,  beyond  the  Canaries  as  far  as  the  Equinodial  line 
in  two  months,  and  in  all  more  remote  parts  of  the  world  in  five 
months,  fhould  be  freely  reftored. 

Though  the  adjuftment  of  the  jarring  and  intricate  interefts  of  fo  many 
powers,  as  were  engaged  in  this  war,  protraded  the  negotiations  for  the 
peace  till  the  month  of  September,  yet,  as  the  ground-work  of  it  was 
now  concerted,  and  as  all  the  parties  henceforth  aded  in  all  refpeds  as 
if  the  peace  were  definitively  fettled,  I  think  it  will  fcarcely  be  confider-

ed  as  an  anticipation  to  give  at  once  a  briet  abridgement  of  the  treaties 
in  this  pi, ice. 

By  tlie  treaty  with  France 

Article  4)  Great  Britain  was  maintained  in  the  poffeflion  of  New- 
foundland and  the  adjacent  iflandc,  agreeable  to  the  thirteenth  article 
of  the  treaty  of  Utrecht,  except  thofe  of  S,.  Pierre  and  Miquelon,  which 
were  fully  ceded  to  France. 

5)  In  order  to  prevent  the  difputes  inevitable  in  a  concurrent  fiOiery 
it  was  agreed,  that  the  French  fhould  enjoy  the  fifliery  on  the  coaft  of 
Newfoundland  from  Cape  S'.  John  in  50"  north  latitude  to  the  north 
pomt  of  the  ifland,  and  thence  along  the  weft  fide  to  Cape  Raye,  which 
is  the  fouth-weft  corner  of  it. 

6)  The  French  werealfo  to  enjoy  the  fidiery  in  the  Gulf  of  S'.  Lau- 
rence, as  agreed  on  in  the  fifth  article  of  the  treaty  of  Paris  in  1763. 

7)  In  the  Weft-Indies  Great  Britain  reftored  to  France  the  ifland  of 
S'.  Lucia,  and  ceded  the  ifland  of  Tobago,  ftipulating  that  the  proteft- 
ant  inhabitants  of  thofe  iflands  ftiould  not  be  molefted  on  account  of 
their  worfliip,  and  that  all  Britifli  lubjeds  fliould  retain  their  pofleflions, 
upon  the  fame  titles  and  conditions  by  which  they  had  acquired  themi 
or  have  liberty,  within  eighteen  months  after  the  ratification  of  the  de- 
finitive treaty,  to  fell  their  eftates  (but  only  to  French  fubjed^s)  and  re- 
move, from  the  iflands,  without  any  reftraint  upon  their  perfons  or 
property,  unlefs  on  account  of  debt  or  criminal  profecutions.  For  the 
greater  lecurity  of  the  inhabitants  of  Tobago  the  king  of  France  agreed 
to  abolifli  the  droit  d'aubaine  in  that  ifland  *. 

8)  France  reftored  to  Great  Britain  the  iflands  of  Grenada,  and  the 
Grenadines,  S'.  Vincent,  Dominica,  S'.  Chriftophers,  Nevis,  and  Mont- 


•  111  the  preliminary  treaty  there  was  no  ftipu- 
lation  for  tlie  abolition  of  the  droit  iPaubaiite  in  be- 
half  of  tlie  Britiih  inhabitants:  an  J  the  neglecl  of 
It  produced  no  fniull  tunllcrnation  among  Inch  of 
the  proprietors  of  that  ifland  as  were  tiien  in  Britain, 
and  the  mortgagees,  wlio  had  lent  above  lialf  a 
million  of  money  on  the  fetuiity  of  eftates  in  it : 
for,  by  the  laws  of  France,  the  ctfeftt  of  all  ptr- 
fons,  nut  fubjecte,  dying  in  any  of  tlic  Frcncii  do- 
minions. Were  ftized  for  tlic  ufe  of  the  king  by 
virtue  of  the  Jrtil  d'aii' r.int,  without  paying  the 
fmallcft  regard  to  tlie  rights  of  alien  heirs  or  cre- 
ditors. Thofe  gciitlcnieii  being  informed  by  the 
miniller,  that  lu-  conlj  do  "otliing  for  them,  next 
determined  upon  tjying  wha.  could  lie  done  at  the 
court  of  Fiance,  and  requcl  rd  of  General  IJlcl- 
yille,  lately  the  governorgencral  of  the  Ceded 
iflands,  of  whicli  Tobago  was  one,  and  Mi. 
Youn^  (now  Sir  Wiljiam  Young)  to  undertake 
the  folicitation  ot'  lelieF  for  them.  It  was  a  for- 
tun;itc  ciiviiinllance  for  tlicm,  that  General  Mel- 
\ille  had  been  governor  of  the  Frencii  illand  of 


Guadaloupe  and  its  dependencies  when  in  our 
poiTeflioji,  and  that  his  impartiality  and  benevol- 
ence to  the  Fiench  inhabitants  on  that  occafion 
were  fo  well  known  at  the  court  of  France  as  to 
havi  conliderable  influence  in  obtaining  a  very 
favourable  anfwer  to  his  application,  whereby  the 
droit  d'aubaiiie  was  abolifhed  in  Tobago,  ag  it  wai 
alfobythe  fame  ediit  (dated  in  June  1783)  in 
S'.  Lucia  and  French  Guyenne.  The  king 
moreover  gave  a  declaration,  that  all  obligations 
contradlcd  under  the  Britifli  laws  fliould  be  held 
good,  and  thtt  the  courts  of  jullice  Ihould  be  in- 
llruited  to  art  accordingly  ;  terms  much  more  fa- 
vourable than  thofe  granted  to  the  French  inha- 
bitants of  Grenada,  &c.  at  the  peace  of  1763,  and 
which,  moreover,  fliow,  that  a  liberal  and  bentvo!- 
ent  conduct  to  a  conquered  enemy  is  much  truer 
policy  than  rigorous  treatment  and  cruel  conlifca- 
tioni.  And  thus  it  was  that  the  abolition  of  the 
droit  d'aubaint  came  to  be  infcited  in  the  definitive 
treaty.

produdtive  of  reciprocal  accommodation  and  advantage,  and  that  all  the 
commercial  privileges  provided  to  the  fubjeds  of  either  by  former 
treaties,  (hould  be  preferved,  and  augmented  if  poflible 
By  the  treaty  with  Spain 

Articles  4.  5)  Great  Britain  ceded  to  Spain  the  ifland  of  Minorca  and 
'he  province  of  Weft  Florida  and  alfo  Eaft  Florida,  the  Britifli  inhabit- 
ants teing  allowed  eighteen  months  nfter  the  exclange  of  the  ratifica- 
tion of  the  treaty  to  fettle  their  affairs,  and  remove  themfelves  and  their 
effeds,  free  of  any  reftraint,  unlefs  on  account  of  debts  or  criminal  pro- 
iecutions  ;  and  it  that  time  fhould  be  found  infufficient.  the  king  of 
bpam  promifed  to  grant  tnem  a  reafonable  prolongation  of  it 

6)  The  right  of  cutting  and  fhipping  logwood,  building  houfes  and 
magazines  (but  no  fortifications)  together  with  a  free  fifhery  in  the  ad- 
jacent lea,  was  fecured  to  the  fubjeds  of  Great  Britain  on  that  part  of 
the  coaft  of  the  Bay  of  Honduras  comprehended  between  the  River 
Bahze  (or  Walhs)  on  the  fouth  fide,  and  the  Rio  Nuevo  and  the  Rio 
Hondo  on  the  north  fide,  the  fovereigmy  of  the  country  ftill  remaining 
to  Spam.

The  ninth  article  contains  the  fame  words,  which  are  in  the  eight- 
eenth article  of  the  treaty  with  France  ;  after  which  follow  three  other 
articles  for  fixing  the  terms  of  reftitution,  &c.   and  declarations  were 
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alfo  added  on  both  fides,  expreOive  of  the  defjrc  of  the  fovcicicns  to 
edabhih  commerce  on  the  raoft  favourable  footing  for  both  nations

Thus  was  a  period  put  to  the  flaughters  and  the  defolations  of  war : 
thus  were  the  enemies  of  Great  Britain  gratified  with  the  accomplifh- 
raent  of  their  defires,  the  difmcmberment  of  the  Britifh  empire:  and 
thus  was  Britain  relieved  from  the  burthen  of  the  greateft  part  of  her 
American  colonies. 

The  terms  of  the  pacification  were,  as  ufual,  cenfured  in  parliament 
by  thofe,  who  were  not  admitted  to  have  any  hand  in  it,  and  defended 
by  the  miniftry.  The  treatment  of  the  loyalifts  of  America,  who  were 
left  to  the  generofity,  or  mercy,  of  the  feveral  ftates,  and  the  abandon- 
ment of  the  Indians,  hitherto  accuftomed  to  look  up  to  Britain  as  the 
greateft  power  upon  earth,  were  loudly  execrated.  The  boundaries  of 
the  United  ftates  with  the  provinces  of  Quebec  and  Nova  Scotia  were 
laid  to  be  fo  fettled,  that  the  forts  and  pafies,  neceflary  for  fecuring  the 
fur  trade,  were  unnecelfarily  given  away.  The  navigation  of  the  Mif- 
filhppi,  rclerved  to  us  by  the  treaty,  was  reprefcnted  as  ufelefs  and 
abortive  f.  The  ceflion  of  Florida,  the  reftitution  of  S'.  Lucia,  and,  in 
fliort,  every  fingle  article  in  favour  of  the  other  powers  in  any  quarter 
of  the  globe,  were  fcverely  reprehended  ;  as  if  we  had  had  it  in  our  own 
power  to  recover  all  our  lolFcs  in  the  war,  and  alfo  to  retain  all  our  con- 
c[uefts.  Dunkirk,  ib.ut  old  bone  of  contention,  was  now  reprelented  as 
u  port  of  ihe  greateft  confequence,  capable  of  containing  twenty  or 
thirty  ftiips  of  a  formidable  fize,  of  deflroying  our  commerce,  of  con- 
vrolhng  England  in  the  Channel,  and  of  attacking  her  in  the  very 
mouth  of  the  Thames.

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of  their  own  country.     It  was  proper  to  avoid  all  liarfti  difcuflions  with 
America,  and  to  lay  the  foundations  of  an  afFedion  and  unity    which 
would  terminate  in  a  grand  commercial  intercourfe,  and  in  a  com- 
munication of  mutual  greatnefs  and  felicity,  which  might  endure  for 
ages  to  come.     The  retention  of  the  forts  in  the  back  country  would 
be  attended  with  an  enormous  expenfe  to  no  purpofe,  and  would  infall- 
ibly lay  the  foundation  of  new  quarrels  with  America.     It  was  alleged 
that  the  whole  province  of  Qiiebec  was  no  objed  for  the  continuation 
of  any  war,  much  lefs  fuch  a  one  as  we  had  been  engaged  in  :  the  value 
of  the  goods  imporced  from  it  was  only  about  ^50,000  a-year,  wliilc 
thc  gov.'rnment  of  it  in  fix  years  had  colt  almoft  fix  millions.     But  the 
trade  ot  the  province  was  not  given  away  :  ii  was  only  divided  in  a  man- 
ner advantageous  to  Britain.     Rivallhip  would  advance  the  fpirit  of 
commerce,  which  monopoly  never  can  do  * :  and  it  muft  be   remem- 
bered that  the  fur  of  the  beaver  is  vaftly  more  valuable  in  the  north- 
ern than  in  the  louthern,  parts  of  the  country.    It  was  alleged,  that  the 
exclufion  of  the  Americans  from  the  Newfoundland  fifhery  muft  be 
anendlefsfourceotanimofity  and  contention,  and  was  in  fad  impof- 
fible  to  be  accomphfhed      There  are  two  feafons  for  the  Newfoundland 
fifhery      The  firft  m  iebruary.  which  is  lefs  important,  muft  be  aban- 
doned  to  the  Americans ;  for  no  ftaips  from  Europe  can  be  there  fo 
early  f.     And  as  to  the  fecond,  and  more  important,  filTicry  in  May  and 
June  It  cou  d  not  be  refufed  to  the  Americans,  who  had  formerly  en- 
joyed It,  without  indicating  the  moft  rooted  hoftility  to  them  ;  and  for 
a  hberty  of  fo  litt  e  importance  to  Great  Britain,  it  would  be  moft  ab- 
furd  to  lacnfice  all  our  hopes  of  the  benefits  to  be  derived  from  the 
friendft.p  of  America  t     As  to  the  independence  of  America,  which 
lome  had  demed  the  power  ot  parliament  to  alienate,  it  was  obferved 
that  nothing  was  given  to  the  Americans  by  the  treaty,  but  what  thev 
had  already  enjoyed  for  feveral  years.  ^

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It  was  affirmed,  that  the

trom  the  French  by  the  treaty,  was  more  valuable  than  the  additional 
portion  refigncd  to  theni  on  the  weft  fide ;  and  that  the  fifh  are  larger, 
-more  plentiful,  and  alfo  more  eafihr  cured,  on  the  coaft  marked  out  as  the 
exclufive  property  of  the  Britifli  fiihermen,  than  on  the  weftern  coaft 
where  the  fogs  are  more  prevalent.  In  the  Weft-Indies  the  lofs  of  To- 
bago was  palliated  by  the  confideration,  that  it  was  unhealthy  ;  and  the  re- 
ftoration  of  S^  Lucia  was  well  recorapenfed  by  the  recovery  of  fix  fugar 
iflands  taken  from  us.  Senegal  and  Goree  were  reprefented  as  exceed- 
ingly unhealthy,  and  as  objeds  of  little  importance  in  refpea  of  com- 
merce*; and,  as  they  previoufly  belonged  to  the  French,  they  had 
the  beft  title  to  them.  But  the  River  Gambia  being  navigable  for  fe- 
^eral  hundred  miles,  and  near  the  Gold  coaft,  might  lead  to  profpeds 
of  benefit :  and  the  trade  of  all  the  reft  of  Africa  was  ftill  open  to  Brit- 
am.    The  ceffions  to  France  in  the  Eaft-Indies  were  vindicated  by  the

confequence,  incapable  of  receiving  large  fliips,  but  extremely  well 
adapted  for  carrying  on  the  Englifii  and  Irifti  trade  to  the  Low  countries 
a  branch  of  commerce  of  acknowleged  great  importance. 

Such  were  the  jprincipal  heads  of  the  parliamentary  cenfures  and  de- 
lences  of  the  pacification. 

At  this  time  many  people  apprehended,  that  it  would  be  impoffible 
tor  Great  Britain  ever  to  recover  from  the  diftrefs  brought  upon  her 
by  the  enormous  accumulation  of  debt  created  by  the  war    and  by  the 
total  privation  of  the  American  trade,  which,  it  was  fuppofed,  would  go 
entirely  among  the  other  nations  of  Europe,  efpecially  thofe  who  had 
been  allied  with  America  in  the  war  f.     Some  went  even  fo  far  as  to 
forebode,  that  our  commerce  muft  foon  be  at  an  end.  and  confequently 
our  maritime  power  be  annihilated.     But,  from  conjedures  and  melan- 
choly apprehenfions.  let  us  turn  our  eyes  to  fads,  the  review  of  the  part 
bemg  the  only  rule  given  to  man  for  judging  of  the  future.     «  In  the 
courfe  of  former  hoftiUties.'  fays  Mr.  Chalmers,  in  his  judicious  E/?/- 
mate  of  the  eomparativejlrength  of  Great  Britain,  [p.  162.  ed.

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The  American  ftates,  along  with  their  independence,  gained  the  free- 
dom of  trade  with  all  nations,  from  which,  as  dependent  colonies,  they 
had  been  in  a  great  meafure  debarred.  It  was,  however,  queftioned  by 
fome  eminent  political  writers,  immediately  after  the  peace,  whether 
they  would  find  the  benefits  arifing  from  their  univerfal  trade  fufficient 
to  counterbalance  the  lofs  of  thofe  advantages  and  immunities,  which 
they  abandoned,  when  by  their  independence  they  became  foreigners 
in  the  ports  of  Great  Britain,  and  were  entirely  excluded  from  thofe 
of  the  Britilh  colonies.  But  the  territories  of  the  United  ftates  are  of 
fuch  extent,  and  alfo  fo  compad,  and  entirely  free  from  the  encum- 
brance of  diftant  poflfeflions ;  'hey  are  increafing  fo  rapidly  in  popula- 
tion, produdlions,  and  refources,  and  are  moreover  favoured  by  Nature 
with  fuch  facilities  for  inland  and  foreign  commercial  navigation,  that 
they  will  probably  foon  furmount  every  difficulty.  At  this  time  Ame- 
rica exhibited  to  the  admiring  world  the  important  and  interefting  fpec- 
tacle  of  the  firft  independent  community  of  civilized  people  in  the  weft- 
em  hemifphere  ;  of  a  confederacy  of  commonwealths  rifing  into  power 
and  confequence,  which  in  the  nineteenth  century  may  probably  eclipfe 
many  of  the  old  eftablifh^d  kingdoms  and  empires  of  the  antient 
world. 

The  confequences,  refulting  to  Great  Britain  from  the  independence 
of  the  American  ftates,  may  with  great  truth  be  called  advantages,  how- 
ever differently  the  exulting  enemies,  or  the  defponding  friends,  of  this 
country  may  have  progiiofticated.  A  great  and  obvious  advantage  was 
the  relief  from  the  expenfe  of  governing  and  protecting  them,  and  from 
the  wars  entered  into  on  their  account,  the  two  laft  of  which,  befides 
the  lofs  of  lives,  loaded  this  nation  with  above  a  hundred  millions  of 
additional  debt,  to  fay  nothing  of  the  ftill  greater  debt  fuperadded  by 
the  late  conteft.  Among  the  lefler  advantages  may  be  reckoned  the 
relief  from  the  payment  of  bounties,  which  had  been  very  liberally 
granted  for  the  encouragement  of  many  articles  of  American  cultiva- 
tion, that  can  now  be  imported  without  taxing  the  people  of  this  coun- 
try for  the  benefit  of  the  American  planters.  And  a  very  important 
advantage  was  the  recovery  of  the  valuable  Uade  of  fliip-building  *, 
which  had  in  a  great  meafure  been,  very  impolirically,  facrificed  to  the 
zeal  for  promoting  the  profperity  of  the  colonies,  infomuch  that,  not- 
withftanding  the  very  great  inferiority  of  the  gr'iateft  part  of  the  Ame-t 


*  During  the  war  the  (hip-yards  in  every  port 
of  Britain  were  full  of  employment ;  -md  confe- 
quently  new  (liip-yards  were  let  up  in  places,  where 
fliips  had  never  been  built  before.

The  fame  may  be  obferved  of  many  places  of 
Scotland,  where  valuable  foreils  of  oak  and  fir  had 
for  a  long  fucccflion  of  ages  flouriOied  and  perifii* 
ed,  iifglefted  and  unknown,  which,  by  being  con> 
verted  into  the  hulls  and  fpars  of  velTcls,  now  be- 
came profitable  tu  their  proprietors  and  the  pubUc. 
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rican  oak,  a  large  proportiop  of  the  veflels  belonging  to  the  different 
ports  of  Great  Britain  were  built  in  America  *. 

It  is  true,  that  Britain  no? longer  poirefFed  the  exclufive  trade  with 
America,  as  it  was  fecured  by  \m.  But  the  advantages  of  that  trade 
which  were  undoubtedly  very  confiderable,  had,  through  ignorance  or 
prejudice,  been  moft  enormoufly  exaggefated,  when  the  rage  for  colo- 
nization'tr^sm  its  ftih  force.  It'waj  then  the  creed  of  our  political 
Ipeculator^,  that  every  man  expowe,^  to  America  was  as  valuable  to  this 
country  as^^iqwn  femaining  t<  nliotoe.  About  fixty  years  ago  fomc 
ofthem.ftill  more  fa»guine  and  viMary.  infilled,  that  the  labour  of 
one  man  m  the  plant^^s  wa^;  wprf&  as  much  to  this  country  as  that 
cffour  men  at  home  :  a%i,  having  cftimated  the  population  of  the  pro- 
vince of  Virginia  at  500,00a  iQuls.^pf  i^hich  120,000  were  faid  to  be 

rhfe-4#*^  "  ^or^anfik^^th^t  every  white  man,  woman,  and 
^r^,^ft  Virginia  produecd  by  tfifr  confumption  of  Britifh  produce  and 
manufaaures  ^12,  or  at  a  low  valuation  at  leaft  ^10,  a-year  to  this  na- 
tion t ;  whenoe  it  followed,  that  the  white  people  of  that  one  colony 
were  worthim  anmuty  of  jlt  leaft /i, 200.000  to  Great  Britain,  befides 
about  ;Ci50.ooo  for  Ipols,  8cc.  expended  by  the  negroes.

t  18  the  annual  labour  of  four  men  in  Britain  worth  only  ^fio  ot£i2> 
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fica,  which,  It  was  (perhaps  ignorantly)  aflerted,  took  off  at  leajl  one  half 
of  our  manufaaures  *,  fhould  ever  fail  us,  or  that  it  ihould  not  continue 
to  become  more  and  more  advantageous.     An  eafy  anfwer  to  thefe 
flouriflies  of  rhetoric  is  furniflied  by  the  cuftom-houle  books,  and  by 
more  authentic  enumerations  of  the  people  of  Virginia.    By  the  former 
we  find,  that  the  merchandize,  exported  to  Virginia  and  Maryland  to- 
gether, never  amounted  10X^300,000  in  any  year  before  1749,  and  was 
under  X^20o,ooo  fo  late  as  1 745  f  ;  and  about  that  time,  it  was  very  fel- 
dom  that  the  exports  to  any  other  of  the  provinces  equaled  thofe  to 
Virgmia  and  Maryland.     Now,  if  we  take  the  exports  to  Virginia  only 
10  l.igh  as  /^2oo,ooo,  and  divide  that  fum  by  iao,ooo,  the  aflumed 
number  of  white  people,  we  ftiall  find  the  confumpt  of  each  of  them  to 
be  only  X^i  :  13  : 4,  reckoning  nothing  for  the  negroes;  and  to  that 
amount,  and  no  further  (fuppofing  the  calculation  not  over-rated)  each 
of  thole  inhabitants  of  Virginia  encouraged  the  prodrdtive  induftry  of 
the  mhabitants  of  Gteat  Britain.     The  n"mbef  of  the  people  of  Vir- 
gmia in  1756  was  reckoned  to  be  254,545  of  all  ages  and  colours ;  and 
even  m  the  year  1782  they  Were  eftimated  by  the  congrefs  at  only 
400,000,  though  that  number  was  apparently  under  the  truth.     So  the 
importance  afcribed  to  Virginia  on  account  of  its  population  muft  be 
reduced  to  about  one  half,  and  on  account  of  the  confumption  of  the 
mdividuals  to  one  fixth.     Great  Britain,  to  be  fure,  enjoyed  other  ad- 
vantages from  the  monopolized  importation  of  the  tobacco  of  Virginia, 
as  alfo  of  the  produce  of  the  other  colonics,  efpecially  the  fouthern  ones' 
m  Britiih  velTels,  and  moreover  by  the  remittances  proceeding  from  the' 
circuitous  trade  of  the  northern  ones.     But  ail  thefe,  rating  them  at  the

The  ad  for  allowing  the  exportation  of  tobacco-pipe  clay  to  the  fugar 
colonies  in  the  Weft-Indies,  continued  till  24""  June  1787. 

The  ad  for  eftabliftiing  reduced  duties  on  the  importation  of  the  fe- 
veral  fpecies  of  afties  ufed  in  manufadures,  continued  till  31"  May  1786.

Rice,  paddy,  Indian  corn,  and  the  meal  of  it,  were  permitted  to  be 
imported  free  of  duty,  till  30'''  September  1783.     [23  Geo.  Ill,  c.  9.] 

The  permiflion  to  import  talian  organzined  filk.  was  prolonged  till 
25'''  March  1784.     [23  Geo.  Ill,  c.  10.] 

Some  new  regulations  were  enaded  refpeding  the  carriage  of  tobacco, 
in  order  to  prevent  fmuggling.  For  the  fame  reafon  currants  were  not 
allowed  to  be  imported  in  packages  of  lefs  than  five  hundredweight ; 
nor  wine  to  be  imported  in  calks  fmaller  than  hogflieads,  the  indulg- 
ence of  admitting  it,  when  for  private  ufe,  having  been  found  liable  to 
be  abufed.  The  full  duty  was  allowed  to  be  drawn  back  up<5n  all  cho- 
colate nuts  exported.

Neutral  veflels,  cleared  out  from  foreign  ports  in  Europe  for  the 
iflands  of  S'.  Chriftophers,  Nevis,  Montferrat,  Dominica,  S'.  Vincent, 
Grenada,  and  the  Grenadines,  before  the  1"  of  April  1783,  were  allow- 
ed to  land  their  cargoes  in  thofe  iflands ;  and  alfo  to  import  the  pro- 
duce of  thofe  iflands,  and  of  Tobago  and  S'.  Lucia  for  a  limited  time 
upon  payment  of  the  Britifti  plantation  duties.  The  goods  imported 
from  the  iflands,  when  poflefled  by  the  French,  were  alfo  allowed  to  be 
taken  out  of  the  warehoufes  on  paying  Britifti  plantation  duties.

April  3"— The  American  dates  being  now  acknowlegcd  fovereign 
and  independent,  the  king  of  Sweden  entered  into  a  treaty  with  them, 
to  be  in  force  for  fifteen  years,  wherein  each  agreed  to  confider  the  fub- 
jedts  of  the  other  as  the  moft  favoured  nation  in  commercial  matters. 
In  cafe  of  either  of  (he  parties  being  engaged  in  war,  a  free  navigatioii 
was  ftipulated  for  the  party  remaining  neutral,  with  the  ufual  exception 
as  to  contraband  goods ;  wherein,  however,  it  may  be  obfervcd,  that  all 
kinds  of  materials  for  the  conftrudion  and  equipment  of  fhips  (except 
arms,  powder,  and  ball)  are  reckoned  among  free  goods.  This  treaty, 
confifting  of  twenty-feven  articles,  befides  five  feparate  ones,  was  figned 
at  Paris  by  the  Swedifli  ambaflador  and  Dr.  Franklin  on  the  3"  of  April. 

Ruflia  about  the  fame  time,  alfo  entered  into  a  commercial  treaty 
with  the  United  ftates. 

April  i8"'_The  reftoration  of  the  Bahama  iflands  to  the  Britifh  do- 
mmion  was  anticipated  by  Colonel  Devaux,  an  American  loyalift  who 
bemg  unmformed  of  the  peace,  cojleded  a  fmall  handful  of  irregular 
volunteers,  with  whofe  help  he  obliged  the  Spaniards,  though  far  fupe- 
rior  m  numbers,  and  ftrongly  fortified,  to  furrender  the  iflands  to  him.

The  truth  was,  that  Britain,  inBead  of  being  ruined  for  want  of  com- 
merce with  America,  as  liad  been  predidcd,  (and  indeed,  contrary  to  a 
received  maxim,  that  a  trade,  once  turned  out  or  its  channel,  cannot  be 
i^coveted  again)  was  in  danger  of  fuffering  from  the  too  great  ardour 
of  the  merchants  for  forming  new  connedions  in  that  continent,  many 
of  which,  as  they  found  to  their  coft,  were  with  people,  who  could  never 
have  obtained  credit  for  a  fhiUingfrom  thofe  among  whom  they  refidet'f.

vileges of  Britifh  fubje^s  %,  and  that  the  Navigation  ad,  fo  long  efteerned 
the  Palladium  of  the  naval  power  of  Britain,  <hould  be  infringed  by  a 
.  free  admiflion  of  their  veflels  into  the  ports  of  our  Weft-India  iflands. 
The  prefs  teemed  with  pamphlets  written  in  Tuppcrt  of  thefe  new 
maxims  of  commercial  policy  ;  and  fom^  of  the  governors  of  the  iflands 
in  reality  aded,  as  if  they  thought  the  peace  had  placed  the  Americans 
precifely  m  the  fame  condition  they  were  in  iiefore  the  revolution,  and 
freely  admitted  them  into  their  ports.     Many  of  the  Weft-India  planters 
alfo  were  induced  to  think,  that  the  pr6fperit>  of  the  iflands  depended

Charlottetown)  was  fet  on  fire  in  the  night  of  Eafter  Sunijay  in  the  year 
1 78 1 ,  not  withoui  ftrong  fufpicion  of  the  conflagration  being  occanoi;- 
cd  by  the  governor,  who  is  accufed,  hke  Nero  (and  perhaps  more  juft-' 
ly),  of  enjoying  the  fight,  and  refltaining  the  humanity  of  his  foldiers 
irom  giving  a^fifiancc  to  the  Britifh  inhabitants.  Their  loites  in  bvuld- 
ings  and  valuable  goods  were  cftimated  at  jQzQOfiOo :  and  the  town, 
thus  reduced  from  about  i  ,000  houfes  to  half  the  number,  has  never 
fince  recoTcred  its  former  condition.  Under  thefe  complicated  difirefles 
it  is  no  wonder,  that  the  ifland  declined,  and  that  about  thirty  fugar 
plantations  were  abandoned  by  the  proprietors. 

July  2" — A  proclamation  by  the  king  in  council  was  iflued  ft)r  per- 
mitting Britifli  fubje«fts  to  carry  in  Britifh  veflels  all  kinds  of  naval  ftores,

This  order  was  confidered  by  adminiftration  as  an  indulgence,  both 
to  the  iflands  and  to  the  United  ftates  :  but  it  was  not  received  as  fuch 
by  either  of  them.  The  Weft-India  planters  cried  out,  that  the  iflands 
linuft  inevitably  be  ruined,  if  there  were  not  as  free  and  unreftrained  an 
intercourfe  between  them  and  the  continent,  and  as  flee  admifllon  of 
American  veflels,  as  there  was  when  the  later  was  under  the  Britiflx  do- 
minion ;  and  the  Americans  were  fo  much  offended  by  it,  that  the  af- 
femblies  of  three  of  the  ftates  actually  made  a  requifition  to  the  con- 
grefs  that  thfey  would  prohibit  all  commercial  intercourfe  with  the  Brit- 
ifli colonies  *.

Britifh  Eaft-Indies  and  that  the  fervants  of  the  company  had  not  paid 
due  refj^ea  to  the  lawful  authority  of  this  kingdom,  proceeded  to  define 
the  hmrts  of  the  powers  entrufted  to  the  governor-general  and  the  pre- 
sents and  councils,  and  ordered  that  all  their  proceedings  (hould  be 
tjur  and  open,  and  that  they  fhould  fix  up  their  ordinances,  written  in 
the  languages  of  Perfia  and  Hindooftan,  in  every  provincial  court  of 
the  territory  to  which  they  related.     The  governor-general  was  prohib- 
ited from  im%iding  the  territory  of  any  prince,  unlefs  a  majority  of  the 
council  fhould  declare  under  their  hands,  that  fuch  prince  ^  as  about  to 
attack  the  territories  of  the  company,  and  alfo  from  forming  any  alli- 
ance for  the  purpofe  of  iharing  any  territory.

But  Mr.  Fox  controverted  fo  many  articles  of  the  account,  that  he 

Itated,  injteadof  a  favourable  balance  of  near  four  millions,  a  deficiency  of 

6bwe  mne     'lltons,  upon  the  fuppofition  that  the  company  were  to  aaon 

m  their  bufmefs ;  as  fome  of  the  articles,  for  example  the  houfes  and 

buildmgs,  could  not  be  brought  to  account,  unlefs  the  company  were  to 

be  diflolved,  and  all  property  of  every  defcription  to  b>  foldoff.     To 

'  this  great  deficiency  he  moreover  added  ;C3.20o,ooo,  the  amount  of  the 

company  s  capital  ftock  ;  which  muft  furely  in  any  way  of  reckonine 

be  allowed- to  be  a  part  of  their  joint  property,  and  by  no  means  a  debt 

tipon  them,  to  be  deduced  from  it. 

The  fupporters  of  the  bills  expatiated  in  parliament  upon  the  cruelty  ^ 
and  treachery  of  the  fervants  of  the  company  to  the  Indian  fovereigns, 
from  the  Great  mogul  down  to  the  zemindars  and  other  petty  princes. 
They  obferved,  that  the  former  conquerors  of  India  had  fettled  them- 
iclvefe  in  the  country,  and  made  fome  amends  for  the  defolations  attend- 
ifig  their  mvafions  by  their  fubfequent  attention  to  the  arts  of  peace 
•  and  the  works  of  magnificence.     But  they  affcrted,  that  our  conquefts 
u''''^'.^  If''  ^  P°r^^o"  of  twenty  years,  were  in  as  crude  a  ftate  as  on 
the  firft  day.     None  of  the  company's  fervants  went  to  India  with  an 
intention  ot  remaining  there  :  none  of  them  cultivated  any  Ibciety  with 
the  natives    or  Ihowed  any  fympathy  for  them.

Such  was  the  effed  of  the  opinion,  jrone  forth,  of  the  company's 
fu  ids  being  in  a  bad  way.  that  their  (lock  fold  in  November  (when 
there  was  a  dividend  nearly  due)  fo  low  as  120,  and  fome  even  at  iig 
The  government  funds  at  the  fame  time  fell  greatly  below  the  prices 
they  had  been  at  in  September.  The  fall  in  both  may  be,  at  leaft  part- 
ly, alcribed  to  the  great  extenfion  of  our  commerce  after  the  peace  and 
the  mfufficiency  of  the  circulating  money  to  fupport  the  increafed  ex- 
portation, which  obliged  many  jx-ople  in  trade  to  fell  out  of  the  funds  * 
Ovvnng  to  the  fame  caufes  there  was  aUb  an  extraordinary  drain  of  cafti 
from  the  bank,  efpecially  in  the  month  of  Odoberf. 

The  king  of  Pruffia  i.  faid  to  have  expended  two  millions  of  crowns 
annually  for  twenty  years  pad  in  improving  his  country,  eftablilTiing 
manufaaures.  and  encouraging  commerce  and  navigation.  An  account 
drawn  up  by  one  of  his  mihifterst  fays,  that  the\iumber  of  Pruflian 
vcllels.  which  palled  the  Sound  in  the  courfe  of  this  year,  and  navigated 
the  different  leas  of  Europe  as  far  as  the  Straits  of  Gibraltar,  approach- 
ed that  of  the  five  great  maritime  powers,  and  even  furpafled  the  num- 
ber ot  merchant  lliips  of  all  the  reft  of  Europe  taken  together It 

will,  perhaps,  not  be  amifs  to  make  fome  allowance  for  exaggeration  in 
this  mimfterial  account  of  the  PruHian  navigation. 

The  merchants  of  Glafgow,  when  their  American  trade  was  inter- 
rupted by  the  war,  extended  the  Weft-India  branch  of  their  commerce 
and  rcfumed,  or  enlarged,  their  trade  with  the  continent  of  Europe* 
which  their  convenient  fituation  for  the  trade  with  America  had  made 
them  in  fome  degree  ovcr'ook  for  many  years  bypaft.

than  foreign  trade.  Some  account  will  afterwards  be  given  of  the  con-- 
dition  of  the  increaled  and  new  manufadures  of  Glafgow  in  a  more  ad- 
vanced ftage  of  their  progrcfs.  I  (hall  here  only  obferve,  that  from  about

In  confequence  of  the  peac^.grqat  numbers  of  the  inhabitants  of 
New- York,  and  other  loyalifts,  removed  to  Nova-Scotia;  where  vacant 
lands  were  allotted  to  them  by  government.  In  the  month  of  May  the 
foundation  ofa  new  town,  called  Shelbume,  was  laid  at  Port-Rofeway 
near  the  fouthren  extremity  of  the  peninfula,  the  inhabitants  of  which 
arter  the  mcreafe  produced  by  the  final  evacuation  of  New-York  were 
computed  to  be  about  9,000.  They  immediately  applied  to  prepara- 
tions for  the  hihmg  bufmefs,  which  was  held  out  as  the  principal  fource 
of  their  profperiiy,  with  fuch  ardour,-that  above  a  hundred  fiftiing 
fhalops  were  to  be  feen  at  once  on  the  flocks  in  this  firft  winter  after 
the  foundation  of  the  town;  and  they  had  very  fanguine  hopes' of  foon 
rifing  into  great  ;;ommercial  importance. 

Near  to  Shelburne  another  town  was  laid  out,  which  was  intended  folely 
for  the  reception  of  the  fwarms  of  negroes,  whom  the  war  had  delivered 
trom  flavery,  and  caft  upon  the  BritiOi  government  for  fupport.    About 
1 ,200  of  thofe  people  were  now  fet  down  in  this  new  fettlement  and  fur- 
nifhed  withprovifions,  clothing,  agricultural  tools,  &c.  But  the  nature  of 
th(  climate  and  agriculture  of  that  country,  fo  different  from  what  they 
had  been  accuftomed  to,  was  fufficient,  independent  of  the  idle  habits 
they  had  acquired  as  followers  of  the  army,  to  prevent  them  from  hav- 
ing-any  fuccefs  in  the  line  of  fober  agricultural  induftry.     Many  of 
them  took  opportunities  of  getting  to  London,  where  they  fauntered 
about  the  ftreets  as  beggars,  till  government   took  compaflion  upon 
them,  and  fhipped  them  off  for  Sierra  Leona  on  the  coafl  of  Africa 
Others  of  them,  who  were  of  a  more  adive  difpofition,  got  to  the  Weft^ 
Indies,  where  negro  labour  is  inrequeft,  and  there  earned  their  bread  as 
free  labourers. 

The  loyalifts  of  South  Carolina,  Georgia,  and  the  Floridas  went 
moftly  to  the  Weft-India  iflands,  the  climate  and  produdions  of 'which 
were  more  adapted  to  their  conftitutions  and  former  purfuits,  and  alfo 
fitter  for  their  negro  flaves,  than  thofe  of  Nova  Scotia.  Many  of  them 
became  planters  of  cotton,  an  article  of  rapidly-increafing  demand  for  the 
Bntilh  manufadures :  and  great  numbers  of  thofe  who  went  to  Jamaica 
applied  to  the  cultivation  of  indigo,  which  they  found  more  profitable 
there  than  on  the  continent,  the  quality  being  greatly  fuperior.

It  is  pleafing  to  turn  from  the  horrors  of  war,  and  the  infincerity  of

American  produce  at  thofe  iflands.  and  loading  with  the  commodities  of 
the  iflands,  or  thofe  of  the  Eaft-Indies  and  China  in  return. 

The  arrival  of  a  floop  loaded  mth  Eaft-India  goods  at  New  York  this 
lummer  diffufed  great  joy  among  the  inhabitants  of  that  city    who 
thought  the  importation  of  fucli  articles,  without  the  n.ediation  of  Eu- 
ropean merchants  a  fplendid  commercial  acquifition.     The  command- 
er fpoke  highly  of  the  civility  of  the  Dutch  at  the  Cape  of  Good  hope 
but  complamed  that  he  liad  been  verv  uncivilly  treated  at  S'.  Helena  * '. 
The  rejoicing  of  the  people  of  New"  York  upon  the  arrival  of  an  Eaft, 
India  cargo  was  not  the  only  proof  given  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  Umt- 
ed  ftates  of  their  eagemefs  to  aOume  the  charaderof  a  great  commercial 
n^ion,and  to  go  largely  into  d.ftant  foreign  trade,  contrary ™o  the 
judgement  of  fonaeof  the  wifeft  of  their  fellow^itizensf.     The  legiflature 
of  Conneaicut  about  this  time  made  a  law,  conferring  feveral  pfivileees 
upon  every  perfon,  who  flwuld  annually  import  goSds  from  Eurofe 
Afia,  or  Africa,  of  the  value  of  not  lefs  than  ^3,000  ;  without  pavbt- 
any  attention  to  exportation,  which  in  the  polKi-comm  "rS  ar^rS 
ments  of  all  other  nations  is  conftantly  the  favourite  objed.     IndfL 
congrefs  about  the  f^e  time  recommended  to  the  leg  Haturef  of   he 
different  ftates  a  general  refolution  to  prohibit  for  fifteen  yearrthe  im!

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foreign  trade,  feem  almoft  to  have  forgot,  that  foreign  trade  can  only  bo 
fupplied  from  the  rtfrf«»</a«frof  capitals,  commodities,  and  manufadures, 
over  the  demand  for  home  confumption  ;  and,  facrificing  the  greater  ob- 
jed  to  the  lefler,  precipitately  puflied  ail  kinds  of  goods  to  America  and 
other  countries  *,  and  were  much  difappointed  at  finding  their  remits 
tances  flow  and  precarious.     The  confequence  was,  that  the  manufac- 
tures of  the  country,  which,  next  to  agriculture,  ought  to  be  the  firft  ob- 
ject of  attention,  as  the  bafis  of  all  trade,  were  ftarved  for  want  of  capit- 
al ;  and  the  operative  manufadurers,  with  the  lower  clufles  of  the  com- 
munity in  general,  were  in  the  greateft  diftrefs,  and  confequently  dif- 
contented  and  riotous.     While  things  were  in  this  fituation,  a  great 
number  of  the  people,  mifapprchending  the  caufe  of  the  diftrefs,  and  not 
adverting  that  a  retaliation  on  the  part  of  Great  Britain  muft  inevitably 
ruin  their  linen  manui-adure,  took  it  into  their  heads,  tliat,  if  foreign  ma- 
nufadures,  including  Britifh,  could  be  entirely  fhut  out  by  high  duties, 
thofe  of  Ireland  could  not  fail  to  flourilli.     The  confequence  was,  that  a 
general  outcry  was  raifed  for  proteding  duties,  as  they  were  called, 
which  was  fucceeded  by  the  adoption  of  non-importation  agreements  in 
every  part  of  the  country.    So  general  was  the  voice  of  the  people  in 
favour  of  this  expedient,  that  even  the  grand  jury  of  the  city  of  Dublin, 
who  had  ufually  been  under  the  influence  of  the  court,  on  this  occafion 
gave  their  fandion  to  the  popular  agreement :  and  the  parliament  of 
Ireland,  though  they  refufed  to  enad  the  proteding  duties,  laid  duties 
on  Britifli  refined  fugar,  beer,  wire,  and  printed  calicoes,  in  order  to 
give  a  preference  to  their  own  manufadures  of  thofe  articles.     It  was, 
however,  fcarcely  pofllble,  that  every  one  fliould  refifl:  the  temptation  of 
advantage  to  be  reaped  by  breaking  through  the  non-importation  agree- 
ment.    But  thofe  wjio  vci^tured  to  tranfgrefs,  as  foon  as  they  were  dif- 
covered,  were  fubjeded  by  the  populace  to  the  \merican  punifliment  of 
tarring  and  feathering  f.     A  magnificent  coach  was  alio  fmeared  over 
with  tar,  and  covered  with  feathers,  becaufe  it  was  made  by  Mr.  Hatchet 
of  London  :  and  it  was  faid  to  have  been  in  agitation  to  treat  the  lord- 
lieutenant  himielf  with  a  drels  of  this  new  fpecies  of  Irifti  manufadure. 
Great  exertions  were  afterwards  made  by  the  parliaments  of  both  king- 
doms to  produce  a  regular  and  permanent  fy  ftem  of  commercial  regula- 

olJ  as  the  expedition  of  Richard  I  to  the  Holy 
land.  Tlie  dofe,  when  adminiftered  according  to  the 
royal  piefcription,  was  much  more  fevere  than  the 
modern  democratic  application  ;  for  King  Richard 
ordered  that  tliievcs  fhould  have  ioi/ing  pitch  poured 
over  their  heads,  and  then  be  covered  with  feathers, 
as  a  mark  to  know  them  by  ;  bcfides  which  they 
were  to  be  caft  ondiorc  on  the  firft  land  to  be  feen 
afterwards.  [^Hovtdcn,  inter  Siript,  pofl  BeJam,f.

In  fome  of  the  remote  fhires,  e.  g.  Catnefs  and  Sutherland,  thewh/e 
value  of  the  linen  flamped,  would  fcarcely  fupport  the  ofBcer  employed 
to  ftamp  It,  if  his  fubfiftence  depended  upon  it.  On  the  other  hand  it 
may  be  obierved,  that  a  very  large  quantity  of  linen  is  woven  from  yam 
Ipun  in  families,  which,  not  being  for  fale,  is  never  ftamped.  The  quant- 
ity of  fuch  houlehold  linen  in  the  fhires  of  Edinburgh,  Aberdeen  Ayr 
Bute.  Argyle,  Stirling,  Clackmannan,  Bamf.  and  fome  others,  is  probably 
not  lels  than  the  half,  and  the  value  much  more  than  the  half  of  the 
linen  flamped  in  thofe  (hires.  * 

This  yeai-  no  herrings  appeared  upon  the  coaft  of  Sweden.  But  on 
t^he  weft  coafts  of  Ireland  and  Scotland  the  abundance  of  thofe  heaven- 
direded  vifitors  was  inconceivably  great.  On  the  Irifh  coaft  the  fiflier- 
men  generally  loaded  their  boats  with  a  fingle  haul  of  a  net,  and  each 
boat  cleared/54  in  the  three  months  of  the  fummer  filhing.  though  thp 
hernngs  were  iold  dur-ng  the  firft  month  (July)  for  about  10^.  a  thou- 
fand.or  from  4^.  to  6^.  for  as  many  as  a  horle  could  carry;  though 
milhons  were  boiled  down  for  oil,  and  millions  were  thrown  away.  On 
the  coaft  of  Scotland  as  many  herrings  were  caught  in  one  inlet'of  the 
fea,  called  Loch  Urn  m  Invernefs-fhire,  in  kvcn  or  eight  weeks,  as,  if 
they  could  have  been  brought  to  market,  would  have  fold  for  /?6  ooo*-

It  Is  fome  fatisfadion  to  fay.  that  the  exertions  of  thefe  two  friends  of 
the  country  were  not  entirely  in  vain. 

In  confequence  of  the  deftrudion  of  the  plantane  trees  •  in  Tamaici 
by  a  dreadful  hurricane  on  the  jo"-  of  July,  the  lieutenant  governor  was 
prevailed  upon  to  iflbe  a  proclamation  on  the  f^  of  Auguft.  permittine 
the  free  importation  of  provifions  and  lumber  in  foreign  vefTels  for  four 
nionths.    But,  the  time  being  fo  fliort,  very  few  American  velTels  arriv- 
•   ed  the  fmail  liippl.es  they  brought  fold  at  enormous  prices,  and  the  in- 
habitants faw  the  horrors  of  famine  approaching.    Though  the  alTembly 
carneftly  and  repeatedly  urged  the  lieutenant-governor,  in  confideration 
ot  the  very  diflrefTcd  fituation  of  the  ifland.  to  prolong  the  free  import- 
ation till  the  end  of  March  1785,  when,  it  was  hoiked,  the  provif.ons  then 
on  tjie  ground  would  be  fit  for  ufe,  he  could  not  be  brought  to  depart  fo 
tar  from  his  mftrudions  as  tu  g,ant  their  rcijucn  fully  ;  but  he  ventured 
to*i;large  the  time  till  the  end  of  January.    The  governors  of  fome  other 
lintifli  iflands  this  year  alfo  found  themfelves  under  a  neceffity  of  crrant- 
jng  fimilar  indulgences  to  the  provifion  trade  of  America.  ^ 

This  year  the  trade  of  all  foreigners  with  China  was  in  danger  of  be- 
ing entirely  cut  off  in  confequence  of  a  mere  accident.     On  fome  occa- 
sion of  ceremony  the  guns  were  fired  onboard  the  Lady  Hughes  a  Ihip 
belonging  to  Britifh  fubjeds  refiding  in  India  ;  and  one  of  the  guns  be- 
mg  unfortunately  fliotted.   (truck  a  Chinefe  boat,  and  killed  two  of  the 
people  f.     The  viceroy  of  the  province,  who  befides  the  national  con- 
tempt for  foreigners  in  general,  had  a  very  unfavourable  opinion  of  the 
Hntilh.  alleged  it  was  a  wilful  murder,  and  demanded  the  commanding 
offKcr,  or  the  gunner,  to  be  delivered  up  in  order  to  be  put  to  death 
In  vain  the  fupercargoes  reprefented  the  innocence  of  the  parties  and 
endeavoured  to  convince  him  that  accidental  death  ought  not  to  be  pu- 
juflied  as  murder.     The  viceroy  put  a  ftop  to  all  commerce  with  Eu- 
ropeans, and  being  relolved  on  having  a  vidim,  feized  one  of  the  chief 
iupercargoes  of  the  Britifli  flidory.     So  violent  a  ftep  alarmed  all  the 
Europeans  in  Canton,  who  immediately  made  a  common  caufe  of  it. 
Their ^/hips  were  numerous  and  ftrongly  armed.     They  prepared  for  hof- 
tilities:  and  the  viceroy  alfo  colleded  a  military  force.     In  this  crifis  it

Apnl_.Thc  .ollowing  tranfaaion,  fo  honourable  to  the  eentleraen 
concerned,  ought  not  to  be  fupprefled  in  a  hiftory  of  commerce.  The 
merchants  of  Cork,  underllanding  that  the  long  cominuance  of  eafterly 
winds  had  reduced  many  vefTels.  which  were  then  near  the  coaft  of  Ire- 
tand.  to  great  diftrefs  for  want  of  provifions,  immediately  fet  on  foot  a 
lublcription,  which  was  inftantly,  and  liberally,  filled  :  and  then  they  dif- 
patched  a  confidential  perfon  in  a  faft-failing  cutter.  loaded  with  beef 
pork,  bread,  water,  and  frelh  provifions,  with  inftrudions  to  cruife  off 
Cape  Clear,  and  to  give  relief  to  all  veffels  in  diftrefs.  whatever  nation 
they  might  belong  to.  And  he  was  particularly  charged  by  no  means  to 
accept  any  thing  m  return,  the  pleafure  of  doing  good  being  the  fole 
gam  his  generous  employers  propoledto  themfelves  from  this  vovaeeof 
philanthropy.  ^  ^ 

This  fpring  the  inhabitants  of  Nova  Scotia  were  afflicted  with  a 
icarc^ty  of  provifions.  approaching  to  a  thraine  ;  and  the  m^iLnftrates  of 
bhelburne  repeatedly  made  urgent  applications  for  relief  Such  a 
icarcity,  tliough  only  temporary,  feems  to  prove,  that  there  cannot  for 
lome  time  at  eaft,  be  any  dependence  for  a  fupply  to  our  Weft-India 
ifiands  upon  that  colony.  The  diftrefs  was,  no  doubt,  augmented  by 
the  rapid  mflux  of  inhabitants,  who  had  in  the  courieof  a  year  increafed 
from  twenty-fix,  to  fixty-fix.  thoufand  ;  an  augmentation  of  confumers 
with  which  the  mcreale  in  the  cultivated  produce  of  the  country  could 
not  immediately  keep  pace.  But  it  svas  not  long  before  the  tide  of 
population  began  to  ebb.  The  agricultural  people  from  the  fouthern 
or  middle  provinces  were  difcouraged  by  the  p'rotraded  rigours  of  a 
winter  of  ^even  months  ;  and  the  other  dalles  of  inhabitants  found  the 
trade  and  fifiienes  lefs  produdive  than  they  had  expeded  ;  whence  it 
to  [lowed  that  people  of  all  defcriptiens  gradually  left  the  p-ovince  in 
onhderaLie  numbers. 

^""'r  A~'r^^i'^''  '^'^  ^'5''^"  "P°"  '^'^  '^^"'^  o^  Newfoundland  were  in 
great  diftre^  for  want  of  provifions  in  the  beginning  of  the  year  1784 
fome  Britifii  vefiels  brought  them  a  fupply  from  the  United  ftates  of 
America.  Admiral  Campbell,  the  governor  of  Newfoundland,  there- 
upon called  a  council  to  determine,  whether  provifions  fo  imported 
might  be  admitted  to  entry  in  a  Britilh  colony;  and  they  decided  that 
the  provifions  might  be  imported.

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June  13"' — An  annual  tax,  of  from  fix  pence  to  two  fhillings  in  the 
pound  of  the  rent,  was  impoftd  on  all  fhops  throughout  Great  Britain, 
from  which  baker's  fliops,  warehoufes  for  wholefale  only,  and  manu- 
fadturing  fhops  were  exempted,  fo  that  the  tax  fell  entirely  upon  the 
retail  fliopkeepers  *.     [25  Geo.  Ill,  c.  30.] 

The  remainder  of  the  navy  bills,  and  other  fuch  floating  public  debts, 
were  now  funded,  and  added  to  the  five-per-cent  joint  fund  created  lafl 
year  by  funding  the  firft  divifion  of  them.  But  the  general  price  of 
the  funds  being  lower  now  than  then,  the  proprietors  received  ^i  1 1:8:0 
for  every  X^ioo.     [25  Geo.  Ill,  c.  32.] 

Dodor  Edward  Bancroft,  having  difcovered  a  method  of  applying 
certain  vegetable  fubftances  of  the  growth  of  America  to  the  purpofts 
of  dying,  Itaining,  printing,  and  painting,  the  parliament  granted  him 
the  exclufive  fale  of  them  in  England  and  Wales  for  fourteen  years. 
[25  Geo.  Ill,  c.  38.]  Such  difcoveries  arc  of  great  confequence  to  com- 
merce. The  fuperiority  of  a  colour  is  fufficicnt  to  fecure  an  extenfive 
fale  to  the  goods  dyed  or  printed  with  it. 

The  woollen  manufa(flurers  in  the  counties  of  Bedford,  Huntingdon, 
Northampton,  Lcicefter,  Rutland,  and  Lincoln,  and  the  ifle  of  Ely,  be- 
ing expofed  to  great  damage  by  the  fraudulent  practices  of  the  peo])le 
employed  by  them,  regulations,  nearly  fimilar  to  thole  enaded  in  the 
preceding  feflion  \c.  3]  for  the  county  of  liuffolk,  were  now  enaded  for 
ihofe  counties f.     [25  Geo.  Ill,  c.  40. J 

July  4"' — The  earl  of  Dundonald,  having  made  great  improvements 
in  the  art  of  cxtrading  tar,  pitch,  &c.  from  coals,  had  taken  out  a  patent 
in  the  year  1781,  and  in  order  to  carry  on  fo  important  a  bufmcfs  on  a 
large  fcale,  had  taken  fome  gentlemen  of  large  capitals  into  partnerfliip, 
:in(l  entered  into  extenfive  contrads  and  heavy  cxpenfes.  But,  his  part- 
mrs  having  failed  to  make  good  their  engagements,  he  found  himfelf 
involved  in  difficulties,  which  threatened  to  be  ruinous  to  his  paternal 
cftatc.  Other  gentlemen  of  property  were  defirous  of  being  conneded 
with  him,  if  the  exclufive  patent  could  be  enlarged,  for  which  purpol'e 
a  petit io:i  was  prefcntcd  to  parliament  on  the  4'''  of  March.  And  ic 
being  proved  by  the  evidence  of  men  of  fcience,  and  of  naval  officers 
who  had  ufed  Lord  Dundonald's  coal  tar,  that  his  procefs  was  a  great 
improvement  upon  the  method  difcovered  in  the  year  1779,  the  ])arlia- 
nient  vcfted  in  him  and  his  heirs,  Sec.  the  fole  ufe  and  properly  of  his 
method  of  extrading  tar,  pitch,  eilential  oils,  volatile  alkali,  mineral 
acids,  flits,  and  cinders,  from  pit  coal,  throughout  the  whole  of  the  Brit-

Buflcs  or  veflels  above  eighty  tuns  burther  which  '".d 
hitherto  been  totally  excluded  from  the  bounty,  were  now  allow.'d  to 
receive  bounty  for  eighty  tuns.  Ihe  fifhing  vell'els  wer  rov,  alfo 
relieved  from  the  hardfliip  of  making  a  fuperfluous  circiitot  >  'age 
merely  for  the  purpofe  of  muttering  at  a  rendezvous,  and  were  nniimit- 
ted  to  proceed  diredly  to  the  fifhery  any  time  between  tue  i"  .  June 
and  the  i"  of  Odober.  They  were  pernatted  to  employ  ti  ^u;,  (hip- 
ped for  curing  herrings,  in  curing  cod,  ling,  or  hake  ;  fuch  cod,  ling, 
or  hake,  however,  not  being  entitled  to  any  bounty  on  exportation,  and 
to  be  diftinguifhcd  by  part  of  the  tail  being  cut  off.  The  bufles  were 
now  allowed  to  purchafe  frefh  herrings,  cod,  ling,  or  hake,  from  any 
boats  belonging  to  Britifh  fubieifts*  ;  and  alfu  to  fhip  their  fifh  on- 
board other  vefiels,  for  the  fake  of  obtaining  the  earlieft.  fale  for  them, 
under  certain  regulations.  But  vefiels,  which  do  -not  iona  fide  catch 
their  cargoes  of  herring"  themfelvcs,  or  which  return  into  port  in  lefs 
than  three  months,  computed  from  the  time  of  firft  (hooting  their 
iiets,  with  lefs  than  a  full  cargo,  are  not  entitled  to  any  bounty.  '  And 
for  reviving  and  enco  i  aging  the  fifheries  in  the  North  fca,'  and  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  Iceland,  vefiels  bound  to  that  filhery  were  allowed  to 
have  Britifli  fait  free  of  duty,  under  the  reftridions  impofed  upon  oilier 
(ifhing  veflels  refpedinf  fait ;  North-fea  fifh,  however,  not  being  entitled 
to  any  bounty  on  exportation.  A  'aft  multitude  of  reftridions  and  re- 
gulations arc  added  for  preventing  impofitions  on  the  revenue  by  dif- 
pofing  of  the  fait  for  any  other  ufe  than  that  of  the  (iftiery.  [2«  Geo.

The  manufadurcs  in  iron  and  fteel  being  objeds  of  great  importance, 
the  exportation  of  any  of  the  tools  or  engines  ufed  in  them,  or  of 
models  or  plans  of  fuch,  was  prohibited  under  the  penalty  of  one  year's 
imprifonment  and  a  fine  o(  £:  00,  befides  forfeiture  of  the  articles  ftiip- 
ped,  or  proved  to  have  been  intended  to  be  fliippcd.     The  fame  fine

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tobacco  fhould  be  imported  in  no  vefTels  under  feventy  tuns  burthen, 
nor  in  quantities  fmaller  than  450  pounds,  packed  in  one  folid  compadl 
mafs  m  each  cafk  or  package,  and  into  no  other  ports  of  Great  Britain, 
but  London,  Briftol,  Liverpool,  Lancafter,  Cowes,  V7hitehaven,  Hull] 
Port-Glafgow,  and  Greenock.  Tobacco  may  be  imported  direftly  from 
the  United  ftates  of  America,  either  in  American  or  Britifli  veflcls  navi- 
gated according  to  law.  From  any  of  the  Britifh  colonies  it  muft  be 
imported  in  Britifli  veflels  only,  and  they  may  bring  from  the  Britifh 
colonies  any  American  tobacco,  which  has  been  carried  from  the 
United  ftates  to  fuch  Britifli  colony  in  Britifli  veflels.  The  importers 
have  their  option,  either  to  pay  down  the  duty,  or  to  lodge  the  tobacco 
in  the  cufl:om-houfe  warehoufe,  and  give  bond  for  the  whole  duty  pay- 
able in  twenty  months,  which  may  be  cancelled  by  exportation  of  the 
tobacco,  or,  if  it  fliould  fo  happen,  by  its  being  deftroyed  by  fire  in  the 
warehoufe,  while  under  the  cuftody  of  the  r,;venue  ofl[icers.  [21;  Geo.

During  this  feflion  acls  were  pafled  for  making  two  additional  dry 
docks  and  piers  in  the  harbour  of  Liverpool  (c.  15) ;  for  improving  the 
harbour  of  Sunderland  and  the  navigation  of  the  River  Were  (r.  26) ; 
for  improving  the  harbour  of  Yarmouth  and  the  navigation  of  the  rivers 
running  into  it  {c.  36) ;  and  for  maintaining  and  improving  the  liar- 
hour  of  Cromarty  (c.  39), 

Several  ads  were  alio  pafled  in  the  courfe  of  the  feflion  for  canals, 
roads,  and  other  improvements. 

It  has  already  been  obferved,  that  many  people  on  both  fides  of  the 
Atlantic  forgot  (or  afteded  to  forget)  that  the  independence  of  the 
Americans  neceflarily  placed  them  in  the  fame  fituation  with  other 
foreign  nations  in  refped  to  their  intercourfe  with  Great  Britain,  and 
confequently  excluded  them  from  the  ports  of  the  7'nitifli  colonies. 
The  people  of  Bofton,  however,  were  highly  offended  by  the  exclufion 
troni  the  ports  of  the  Weft-Indies,  by  the  high  duties  on  rice,  oil,  and 
tobacco,  and  by  the  regulitions  for  the  Britifli  fiflieries  in  the  American 
ieas.  They  were  alio  greatlj  alarmed  at  the  eftablifliment  of  Britifli 
fadors  in  their  country  (a  meafure  rendered  necelfary  by  the  enormous 
deficiencies  of  fome  of  thofe,  who  afliimed  the  charader  of  merchants 
in  America  immediately  after  the  peace)  and  they  prefented  a  petition 
(22'*  April  1785)  to  the  congrefs  for  regulations  to  counterad  thofe  of 
Great  Britain  ;  which  was  foon  followed  by  an  ad  of  the  common- 
v^ealth  of  Maflachufets  (June  23-')  for  the  regulation  of  navigation  and 
commerce,  whereby  they  prohibited  the  exportation  of  any  Ame- 
rican produce  or  manufidire  from  their  ports  in  veflels  owned  by 
Britifli  fubjeds  after  the  i"  of  Auguft  1785,  with  a  provifional  excep- 
tion in  favour  of  thofe  Britiih  fettlements,  whole  governors  fliould 
reverie  their  proclamations  againft  the  admiflion  of  American  veflels  in 
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their  ports.  They  alfo  enaded  feveral  extra  duties  to  be  paid  by  vef 
fels  belongmg  to  foreigners,  and  particularly  by  Britifh  fubjSs  with  a 
permiffion,  however,  for  new  velTels,  built  in  Maflachuf«r  %ho  ,cr^ 
partly  or  wholely  owned  by  Britifh  fibjeds.  to  Se    rcSt^es  °^^

thofe  of  the  moft  diftinguiflied  real  benefadors  of  mankind. 

The  manufatSture  of  cahcoes,  which  was  begun  in  Lancafliire  in  the 
year  1772,  was  now  pretty  generally  eftublilhed  in  feveral  parts  of  Eng- 
land and  Scotland.  The  manufadure  of  muflins  in  England  was  begun 
in  the  year  1781,  and  was  rapidly  increafing.  In  the  year  1783  there 
were  above  a  thoufand  looms  fet  up  in  Glafgow  for  that  moft  beneficial 
article,  in  which  the  fkill  and  labour  of  the  mechanic  raife  the  raw  ma- 
terial to  twenty  times  the  value  it  was  of,  when  imported*.  Bengal, 
which  for  feme  thoulands  of  years  flood  imequaled  in  the  fabric  of 
muflins,  figured  calicoes,  and  other  fine  cotton  goods,  is  rivaled  in  ;ev> 
ral  parts  of  Great  Britain  :  and  now  thofe  articles,  which  ufed  to  drain 
vaft  fums  of  money  out  of  this  country,  help  to  fwell  the  profitable  ba- 
lance of  the  Britiftj  commerce. 

The  piogrefs  of  the  Irilh  in  the  fame  line  of  induflry  raufi  not  be  over- 
looked ;  and  the  laudable  and  fpirited  exertions  of  Captain  Robert  Brooke 
deferve  to  be  more  particularly  noticed.  In  the  year  1 780  that  gentleman 
efiabliihed  a  cotton  manufadure  on  his  lands  fituated  on  the  great  canal 
about  eighteen  miles  weft  from  Dublin.  In  1782  the  government  of 
Ireland,  underftanding,  that  fome  of  the  raanutadurers  of  Manchefter 
intended  to  remove  to  America  and  carry  their  mnchinery  with  them, 
found  means  to  perfuade  them  to  go  tu  Ireland,  md  gave  Captain 
Brooke  about  ;^3,ooo  for  fettling  them  in  houfes  on  Ins  lands:  and 
they  afterwards  advanced  him  ;^32,ooo  upon  intcreft  and  fecurity,  that 
he  might  give  employment  to  a  great  number  of  weavers,  who  were 
then  ftarving  and  riotous  for  want  of  employment  in  Dublin  f ,  at  his 
fettlement,  wbei-e,  it  was  hoped,  they  would  behave  induftrioufly  and 
quietly,  being  at  a  dillance  from  the  contagion  of  the  metropolis.  By 
means  of  theie,  aiul  other,  acquifitions  of  inhabitants,  the  raanufadtur- 
ing  village,  which  wais  called  by  the  aufpicious  name  of  Profperous, 
confifted  now  of  feveral  hundred  houfes,  ereded  on  a  fpot,  where  in  the 
year  1780  there  flood  one  fingle  but  ^  and  the  manufadlure  gave  em- 
ployment to  about  three  thou&nd  people,  men,  women,  and  children. 

Befides  Captain  Brooke's,  which  wa.s  the  principal  one,  there  were 
at  this  time  feveral  other  manufadhires  of  cotton  eftabhlhed  in  various

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reckoned.  The  French  merchants  having  ftill  the  liberty  of  fending 
their  veflels  to  the  Ifle  of  France  and  eftabHftiing  commercial  houfes  in 
it,  that  ifland,  from  being  a  thinly-fettled  agricultural  colony,  immedi- 
ately became  a  populous  commercial  entrepot,  the  center  of  a  vigorous 
and  extenfive  commerce. 

The  tide  of  faftiion,  which  in  this  country  had  run  fo  long  and  fo 
flrongly  in  favour  of  French  goods,  efpecially  thofe  depending  upon 
fancy,  had  now  fet  as  flrongly  in  the  contrary  direction ;  and  Englifh 
manufactures  of  almofl  all  kinds  were  in  fuch  requeft  in  France,  that 
the  fhop-keepers  ufed  to  write  over  their  doors,  '  Warehoufe  for  Eng- 
*  lifli  goods.'  The  king  of  France,  in  a  decree  ifliied  on  the  10'"  of 
July,  very  liberally  declared,  that  nothing  could  be  more  agreeable  to 
his  own  principles  than  a  general  liberty  of  trade,  which  fhould  permit 
the  free  circulation  of  the  produce  and  manufactures  of  all  nations, 
making  them  all,  as  it  were,  but  one  nation  in  point  of  trade.  But, 
xmlefs  fuch  a  liberal  fyftem  could  be  univerfally  and  reciprocally  eftab- 
lillied,  he  muft  confult  the  intereft  of  his  kingdom  by  prohibiting  the 
importation  of  white  calicoes,  ftuffs  of  cotton  and  linen  mixed,  handker- 
chefs,  dimities,  and  nankeens,  except  thofe  imported  by  the  India  com- 
pany or  veflels  licenced  by  a  late  decree.  Foreign  printed  calicoes, 
whether  imported  from  India  or  Europe,  were  ordered  to  be  exported  : 
and  all  muflins,  gauzes,  and  lawns,  of  foreign  manufacture  were  ftrJCtly 
forbidden  to  be  fold  in  the  kingdom.  But  he  allowed  his  fubjeCts  till 
the  10"'  of  Auguft  1786  to  difpofe  of  the  goods  already  in  their  poflef- 
fion,  and  alfo  fix  weeks  to  receive  goods  already  ordered  from  foreign, 
countries.  And  he  excepted  from  the  prohibition  blue  linens,  checks, 
&c.  fit  for  the  Guinea  trade. 

July  17'" — In  a  few  days  this  decree  was  followed  by  a  fecond  one, 
the  preamble  of  which  ftates,  that  the  induftry  of  the  country  was  dif- 
couraged  by  the  demand  for  foreign  goods,  *  and  chiefly  Englifh  ones, 
'  which  from  fafhion  and  fancy  have  obtained  a  preference,'  which  was 
the  more  intolerable,  as  French  goods  were  rigoroufly  prohibited  in  Eng- 
land. Therefor  the  king  flriCtly  prohibited  the  importation  of  Englifh 
fadlery,  hofiery,  woollen  cloths,  hardware,  and  all  other  Englifh  goods, 
except  thofe  allowed  by  a  decree  of  the  year  1601,  whereof  a  lift  was 
annexed.  All  polifhed  fleel  wares  (except  tools  and  inftruments  for  the 
fervice  of  the  arts  and  fciences)  and  glafs  and  chryftal  of  foreign  manu- 
facture, were  alfo  flriCtly  prohibited.  Thofe  who  carried  on  no  trade 
were  permitted,  upon  obtaining  a  fpecial  licence,  to  import  fmall  quant- 
ities of  foreign  goods  for  their  own  ufe  only  :  but,  that  the  enjoyers  of 
luxuries  might  be  obliged  to  contribute  to  the  general  utility,  they  were 
to  pay  a  duty  of  above  thirty  per  cent  on  the  value,  to  be  applied  for 
the  encouragement  of  the  national  manufacture,  and  upon  no  account 
to  be  remitted  to  any  pcrfon  of  whatever  rank  or  quality.

Neverthelefs,  though  the 
manufaclurers  throughout  the  whole  kingdom  were  moft  dreadfully 
alarmed ;  and  above  fixty  petitions  againft  the  propofitions  were  pre- 
fented  to  the  houfe  of  commons  while  the  affair  was  depending,  and 
though  they  were  violently  oppofed  in  parliament,  the  propofitions, 
with  very  important  alterations  and  large  additions,  were  pafled  in  the 
houfe  of  commons  on  the  I2'\  or  rather  at  eight  o'clock  in  the  morn- 
ing of  the  13",  of  May ;  after  which  it  remained  for  the  parliament  of 
Ireland  to  judge  of  the  propriety  and  equity  of  the  conditions,  and  to 
ratify  them  by  iheir  acceptance,  or  to  rejed  them. 

Without  attempting  to  give  any  detail  of  the  arguments  for  and 
againft  the  propofed  arrangement,  which  might  entertain  the  reader 
with  hopes  and  apprehenfions  (both  in  fome  degree  imaginary)  in  a 
work  appropriated  to  the  narration  of  fads,  I  here  lay  before  him  in 
one  view  complete  cojpies  of  the  feveral  propofitions,  as  they  were  agreed 
to  in  each  of  the  parliaments.

tual benefit  of  both  countries. 

II)  That  a  full  participation  of  commercial

fered by  the  grand  canal  of  Languedoc  *,  and  alfo  on  a  much  grander 
fcale,  having  nine  feet  depth  of  water,  with  a  rife  of  3,000  feet,  and  a 
length  of  420  miles.  Two  tUoufand  foldicrs  and  as  many  peafants  are 
employed  a$  labourers  upon  this  great  national  improvement,  which, 
even  in  countries  the  moft  advanced  in  civilization  and  the  progrefs  of 
ufeful  fcience,  might  be  reckoned  a  ftupendous  undertaking.  In  May 
1 785  the  bank  offered  to  defray  the  whole  expenfe  of  this  great  work  ; 
which,  it  was  fuppoled  may  be  finifhed  in  about  thirty  years  (reckoning 
from  the  commencement  of  it)  provided  Spain  might  enjoy  peace  fo 
long ;  a  blefling,  not  to  be  expeded  in  the  prefen  fyftem  of  Europe. 
When  it  is  perfeded,  the  produdions  of  the  various  parts  of  that  great, 
and  once  flourifhing,  country,  which  the  impoffibility  of  carriage  at 
prefent  renders  ufelefs  in  many  places  to  the  proprietors,  will  find  their 
proper  value  ;  and  the  accefs  to  new  markets  will  roufe  the  people  to 
induftrious  exertion. 

In  the  beginning  of  the  year  1785  the  king  of  Spain  eftabliftied  the 
Royal  Philippine  company.  Their  capital  was  about  ;C  1.300,000  ft^r- 
ling.  They  have  the  charge  of  difpatching  the  fhips  for  South  America, 
other  (hips,  alfo  under  their  diredion,  being  appointed  ro  carry  on  the 
trade  between  Acapulco  (on  the  weft  coaft  of  America)  and  the  Philip- 
pine iflands,  the  inhabitants  of  which  fubfcribed  a  tenth  part  of  the 
company's  capital  ftock.  The  king  of  Spain  alfo,  for  the  further  en- 
couragemcnt  of  trade,  opened  the  ports  of  the  Philippine  iflands  to  all 
nations  f .  In  general,  Spain  may  be  faid  to  have  made  confiderable 
efforts  to  fliake  off  the  torpor,  which  had  for  fome  centuries  funk  that 
fine  country  beneath  its  due  place  in  the  fcale  of  Europe.  The  empire 
of  fuperfliition  began  to  lofe  ground :  learning  and  the  ufeful  arts  were 
cultivated ;  and  a  fpirit  of  liberality  and  improvement  was  generally 
diffufed|. 

In  the  oppofite  extremity  of  Europe  the  Ruffians  were  making  large 
ftrides  to  emulate,  in  point  of  enterprife  and  improvement,  the  other 
nations,  who  had  got  the  ftart  of  them  in  civilization.  The  emprefs 
ordered  an  expedition  by  land  for  exploring  the  remote  parts  of  her 
dominions :  and  ftie  fent  another  by  fea  from  the  River  Anadir  to  coaft

About  the  end  of  this  year  thisre  wag  a  new  coinage  of  louifi  d'or  in 
France  to  the  value  of  twenty-feven  miliiong  fterling.  The  ftandard  of 
the  gold  in  the  new  money  was  21  {.^  carats :  and  the  proportion  of  fiiver 
to  gold  was  fixed  at  fifteen  for  one. 

The  duty  on  coaches  in  Great  Britain  amounted  this  year  to  j^  1 63,988; 
a  proof  of  the  profperity,  as  well  as  of  the  luxury,  of  the  country. 

If  the  eftimated  amount  of-the  poor's  rate  in  the  years  1750  and  1774 
viz.  three  millions^  was  nearly  corred,  [fee  above,  V.  iii,  p.  560]  it  muft  have 
fallen  much  lower  afterwards,  even  in  time  of  war,  which  is  ratlwr  im- 
probable.

It  is  evident  that  a  hmd,  pofleffing  fo  many  copious  fources  of  accu- 
mulation, and  having  no  outlet  of  expenditure*,  muft  foon  increafe  to  a 
prodigious  amount.  And  indeed  the  meafure  has  been  of  very  import- 
ant fervice,  not  only  to  the  public  in  a  corporate  capacity,  but  alfo  to 
the  vaft  number  of  individuals,  who  have  property  in  the  public  funds, 
and  to  fuch  landholders  as  have  occafior  to  bring  their  eftates  to  mar- 
ket. In  fo  fhr  as  it  keeps  the  intereft  to  be  gotten  by  buying  into  the 
public  funds  from  getting  up  to  a  very  cAiravagant  height,  it  is  alfo  of 
great  benefit  to  the  commercial  world.  Some  political  writers  have 
amplified  the  advantages  flowing  from  this  permanent  finking  fund  to 
an  incalculable  extent.     But  the  merits  of  it  need  no  exaggeration. 

The  abatement  of  duty,  allowed  on  fait  carried  to  the  ifland  of  Mann, 
was  leffened.  The  quantity  of  refined  and  baftard  fugar,  to  be  annually 
carried  to  the  fame  ifland,  was  limited  to  four  hundred-weight  of  the 
former,  and  ten  hundred-weight  of  the  later,  to  be  fliipped  only  at  Li- 
verpool in  Britifh  veflels,  and  to  be  landed  only  at  Douglas ;  and  the 
people  of  Mann  are  not  allowed  to  export  any  part  of  it.  The  liberty 
of  importing  foreign  fifh  in  Mann  was  refcinded,  except  upon  a  failure 
of  the  filhery  on  the  coafts  of  the  ifland,  in  winch  cafe  the  magiltrates, 
called  the  keys  of  Mann,  are  authorized  to  permit  the  importation  of 
foreign  herrings,  not  exceeding  ten  thoufand  barrels,  for  the  confump- 
tion  of  the  ifland.

22J  are  equal  to  the  annual  fum  of  ;(;i  26,000,  payable  to' 
the  company  by  the  public,  as  intereft  at  three  per  cent  on  ;(;4,2oo,ooo 
advanced  at  various  times  by  the  company,  the  debt  of  the  public  to 
the  company  being  a  collateral  fecurity  to  the  holders  of  the  annuities. 
The  company  were  alfo  empowered  to  add  to  their  ftoclc  the  fum  of 
jC8oo,ooo,  at  the  rate  of  £160  to  be  paid  for  every  ;^ioo  of  ftock  fub- 
Icribed  for,  and  the  prefent  proprietors  of  ftock  were  entitled  to  a  pre- 
ference in  fubfcribing,  as  far  as  50  per  cent  upon  the  ftock  held  by 
them.

9)  Goods  are  not  to  be  charged  with  duties  for  the  weight  of  the  cafks 
cherts,  &c. :  but  the  fair  tare  (hall  be  allowed  for  the  weight  of  every 
package. 

10)  In  cafe  the  mafter  of  a  veflel,  his  interpreter,  or  fador,  make  any 
miftake  in  entering  the  cargo,  if  there  is  no  manifeft  appearance  of 
fraud,  neither  veflel  nor  cargo  floall  be  forfeited  ;  but  the  miftake  may 
be  reaified  without  any  penalty,  unlefs  wheii  goods  are  landed  without 
making  the  due  declaration. 

1 1)  Tf  either  party  fhall  eftablifh  prohibitions,  or  augment  the  import 
duties  upon  the  commodities  of  the  other,  not  fpecified  in  the  tariff, 
fuch  prohibitions  or  augmentation  fliall  in  like  manner  aflfed  the  like 
goods  of  the  other  moft  favoured  European  nations  :  and  any  revoca- 
tion of  prohibition,  or  diminution  of  duties  on  the  articles  of  any  other 
European  nation  fhall  alfo  be  reciprocally  extended  to  the  fimilar  arti- 
cles produced  or  manufadured  in  France  or  Great  Britain. 

13)  Each  party  referves  a  power  of  adding  to  the  duties,  impofed  by 
this  treaty,  in  confequence  of  bounties  being  granted  by  the  other  upon 
the  exportation  of  any  particular  article  ;  but  not  in  confequence  of 
drawbacks,  or  reflitutions,  of  duties,  allowed  upon  exportation. 

14)  The  advantages,  granted  to  Britifh  fubjeds  in  virtue  of  this  treaty 
are  to  take  effed,  as  foon  as  the  legiflatures  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland 
pafs  laws  for  fecunng  the  reciprocal  advantages  granted  to  the  fubieds 
of  France  *. 

15)  It  is  agreed,  that  Britifh  vcfTels  fhall  not  pay  freight  duty,  or  any 
other  fuch  duty,  in  the  ports  of  France  ;  and  French  veflels  fliall  be  ex- 
empted from  the  duty  of  5/,  and  every  fimilar  charge,  in  the  Britifli 
ports. 

16)  Foreign  privateers,'  belonging  to  any  prince  or  flate  at  war  with 
either  of  the  contrading  powers,  Ihall  not  be  permitted  to  fit  out  in  the 
ports  of  either  kingdom,  nor  to  fell  their  prizes,  nor  even  to  purchafe 
viduals,  except  merely  what  may  be  ncceflary  to  carry  them  to  the 
neareft  port  of  their  own  country. 

17)  Seamen  belonging  to  one  country  are  not  to  be  permitted  to  de- 
fert  their  veflels,  when  in  the  ports  of  the  other,  on  account  of  difputes 
with  their  commanders :  but  the  magiflrates  of  the  place  ftiall  require 
the  perfon  accufed  to  give  the  accufer  a  declaration  in  writing,  binding

Another  between  Ruflia  and  Auftria, 
whereby  the  fubjedis  of  the  later  are  exempted  from  duties  in  the  port 
of  Riga,  and  enjoy  the  privileges  of  natives,  and  a  mutual  redudion  of 
duties  is  agreed  upon.  And  yet,  with  all  this  attention  to  the  com- 
mercial interefts  of  her  fubjeds,  the  emprefs  of  Ruflia  allowed  ihc  com- 
mercial treaty  with  Great  Britain  to  expire  on  the  20"  of  June  this  year  ; 
though  the  Englifli  were  the  very  lirfl:  civilized  commercial  people,  who 
found  their  way  by  fea  to  the  coafts  of  Ruflia,  and  though  the  trade  with 
Britain  is  more  than  equal  to  all  the  other  foreign  trade  of  Ruflia. 

The  Dutch  Eaft-India  company,  heretofore  fo  flourjflting  and  power-

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Tfc«d»reaori  had  imprudently  got  fo  largely  conneded  with  a  fet  of 
gamblers,  who  wer«  carrying  on  vaft  projeas  in  the  national  funds,  the 
ftock.  of  tla«  newEaftJndia  company,  &c.  that  the  credit  of  the  bank  was 
believed  to  be  involved  in  the  operation*  of  the  flocks  market,  and  to 
depend  upon  the  ruccefs  of  the  fpecuhuors.  It  being,  moreover,'  a  gen- 
eral opinion,  that,  if  the  bank  fhould  flop  payment,  the  national  credit 
muft  be  very  materially  affedled  by  it,  the  French  miniflry  found  them- 
fclves  under  a  neceflity  of  fupporting  the  credit  of  this  bank  and  fome 
other  bankers  at  Paris  by  an  advance  of  ;C5oo,ooo  fterling,  one  half  in 
cafh,  and  the  other  in  treafury  bills. 

Conneded  with  the  zeal  of  the  French  for  commerce  is  their  improve- 
ment upon  the  conftrudion  of  light  houfes.  It  is  efFcded  by  large  re- 
fledors,  ^hich  magnify  the  mafs  of  th-j  light ;  and  a  rotitory  motion 
of  the  lantern  (cr  place  containing  the  light),  introduced  in  fome  of  the 
hght-houfes,  produces  a  viciflitude  cf  flalhes  of  light  and  momentary 
darknefs,  which  ferves  to  give  a  different  charader  to  the  lights,  and' 
thereby  more  effedually  diftinguiflies  one  light  from  another  upon  the 
fame  coaft;  an  objed  of  the  utmoft  importance  to  veflels  coming  in. 
upon  the  land  in  hazy  weather  or  fliort  days. 

February  23''_An  ad  was  pafled  for  enforcing  more  rigoroufly  the 
laws  againft  unlicenced  dealers  in  lottery  tickets,  lottery  infurances,  and 
otlier  fchemes  or  projcds  grafted  upon  the  ftate  lottery.  Proprietors  of 
whole  tickets,  however,  were  permitted  to  infure  them  for  the  whole 
reman>mg  term  of  the  drawing,  but  not  from  day  to  day :  and  to  pre- 
vent multiplied  infurances  0:1  the  fame  tickets,  they  muft  immediately 
after  making  the  infurance  be  depofited  in  the  flamp-office.  [27  Geo.

There  being  a  great  number  of  convids  under  fentcnce  of  tranfport^ 
ation,  and  the  king,  in  confequence  of  the  power  vefted  in  him  by  law 
havmg  appointed  the  eaft  coaft  of  New  South  Wales,  or  fome  of  the 
illands  near  it,  for  the  place  of  their  exile,  it  was  thought  neceflary,  that 
a  colony,  and  a  civil  government,  with  a  court  of  criminal  jurifdidion 
fliould  be  eftabhftied  in  the  country  :  and  the  king  was  therefor  em-l 
powered  to  commiflion  a  governor,  lieutenant-governor,  a  court  of  judic- 
ature, &c.  for  the  intended  colony  of  New  South  Wales.

In  confequence  of  this  ad.  Captain  Arthur  Phillip  of  the  navy  ap- 
pointed governor  of  New  South  Wales,  with  the  other  officers  of  govern- 
ment, and  a  mihtary  force  confifting  of  marines,  failed  in  a  fliip  of  war 
a  tender,  and  nine  tranfports  and  ftore  ftiips,  carrying  600  men  and  250 
women,  bamfhed  from  this  country  for  their  crimes,  and  deftined  to  be 
the  orig:nal  founders  of  the  projeded  colony,  together  with  an  ample 
fupply  of  provifions,  plantation  tools,  and  ftores  of  every  kind  for  their 
comfortable  fettlement  in  their  new  country.

Freili  fifli  of  every  kind,  caught  by  BtitWh  vellfels,  ai-e  allowed  ^b  fee  im- 
ported  free  of  any  duty ;  as  are  alfo  turbots  and  lobfterSi  caught  ahd 
imported  m  any  veffels  whatever. 

The  whole  duties  of  every  kind,  being  now  united  in  one  general  ac- 
count, form  ibe  tonfoUdatedfund,  out  oF  which  are  paid  all  the  ahhuities 
or  mterefts  upon  the  various  branches  of  the  national  debt,  and  the  an- 
nual million  verted  in  the  commilfioners  for  the  reduction  of  it  the 
whole  national  income  being  moreover  engaged  as  an  additional  fecuri- 
ty  to  the  creditors  of  the  public.  Laftly,  the  lords  of  the  treafury  are 
required  annually  to  ay  before  parliament  at  the  beginning  of  every 
feffion  an  account  of  the  produce  of  the  duties  of  cuftoms,  excife,  ftamps

Tiiis  year  the  Frcach  hegm  to  import  cotton  and  indigo  from  their 
Icttlement  at  Goree  on  the  coaft  of  Afwca :  and  Englift  dyers,  who 
have  ufed  the  indigo,  have  pronounced  it  equal  to  that  of  ACuatiraj^la 
and  fuperior  to  all  .other  Weft-Iadia  indigo.    If  the  fiwopeans  would 
encourage  the  Africans  to  cukri'ate  the  valuable  prodmflion^  of  their 
own  excellent  foil,  there  feems  no  re^on  to  doybt.-that  every  article  of 
produce  imported  frona  Afia  and  Araerica  might  alfo  be  imported  from 
that  hitherto-negleaed  quarter  of  the  world,  which  is  nearer  to  vs  than 
either  of  the  others,  is  even  now  more  populous  than  America,   and 
would  be  infipitcly  raor«  fo,  if  a  trade  in  produce  were  eftablifhed  in- 
fteadofatrade  in  human  creatures :   and  much  greater  pcofits  would 
accrue  to  «mai;  fa<Shu-mg  nation  from  the  voltmtary  induftj-y  of  fr^c 
men  living  happily  in  their  own  country,  than  can  ever  be  derivied  from 
the  extorted  labour  of  flaves  forcibly  dragged  away  froip  all  that  .is  near 
and  dear  to  them. 

The  king  of  Alraamy,  a  diftrid  near  the  mouth  of  the  River  Sene- 
gal, hpving  in  his  youth  received  a  better  f      ation  than  moft  other 
African  princes,  encouraged  his  fubjeas  to  cultivate  their  lands,  raife 
cattle,  and  pradife  feveral  branches  of  induftry.    He  entirely  prohibited 
the  flare  trade  throughout  his  territory  ;  and  he  redeemed  his  iubjeiSls, 
when  they  were  feized  by  the  Moors.    He  rejeaed  with  difdain  the  pre- 
fems,  offered  to  him  by  the  flave-dealers  in  order  to  corrupt  his  virtue  ; 
and  this  year  he  refufed  to  allow  them  to  drive  their  flaves  through  his* 
country.     If  the  other  Negro  princes  would  follow  his  example,  tliere 
would  be  no  occafion  for  European  legiflators  to  deliberate  upon  the 
juflice  or  expediency  of  tolerating,  or  fupprefling,  the  flave  trade.

It  has  been  remarked,  as  a  Angular  circumftance,  that  the  colledions 
of  fkins  from  fo  vafl:  an  extent  of  country,  though  fubjeCl  to  be  aiTeded 
by  accidents  of  weather,  the  caprice  of  the  Indians,  and  the  condudl  of 
the  traders,  have  continued  very  nearly  the  fame  for  feveral  years  after 
1786. 

The  governments  of  Great  Britain  and  France  appear  to  have  been  at 
this  time  very  fincerely  difpofcd  to  prevent  any  collifion  of  commercial 
interefts  from  interrupting  the  harmony  between  the  two  kingdoms. 
Tn  addition  to  the  arrangements  already  made  for  promoting  a  friendly 
intercourfe  in  Europe,  they  now,  by  a  particular  convention,  cleared  up 
fome  difficulties,  which  had  arifen  in  the  Eaft-Indies  relarive  to  the 
meaning  and  extent  of  the  thirteenth  article  of  the  treaty  of  peace. 

By  the  firft  article  '  a  fafe,  free,  and  independent  trade,  fuch  as  was 
*  carried  on  by  the  French  Eaft-India  company,'  wa  fecured  to  the 
fubjeds  of  France,  '  whether  they  exercife  it  individually  or  as  a  com- 
'  pany,'  as  well  in  the  nabobfhip  of  Arcot,  and  in  Madura  and  Tanjore,

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,  178-8,  January — Captain  Arthur  Phillip  of  the  navy,  appointed  go- 
vernor ol'  the  intended  colony  in  New  South  Wales,  arrived  at  Botany 
bay  in  thnt  country  with  his  fleet  of  tranl'ports  and  his  coloiiifts,  to- 
gether'vith  fi  (lock  of  horfes,  cows,  Ihecp,  gouts,  rabbits,  and  poultry, 
in  January  1788.  But  not  liking  the  harbour  nor  the  appearance  of 
the  country  around  it,  he  removed  to  Port-Jackfon,  the  next  harbour  to 
the  northward,  where  he  found  a  foil  generally  good,  and  a  country 
thinly  inhabited  by  a  race  of  black  people  in  the  loweft  ftate  of  lavage 
hfe:  and  there  he  eftablilhed  his  colony,  confifting  chieHy  of  convids, 
whofe  defcendenrs,  when  purified  from  the  vicious  habits  of  the  firfl: 
fettlers,  may  perhaps  make  an  important  figure  in  the  hifloric  page  of 
the  nineteenth  century. 

Conneded  with  the  commencement  of  this  extraordinary  colony  was 
the  lafl:  intelligence  received  in  Eurorc  concerning  the  illuftrious  French 
navigator,  Mr.  De  la  Peroufe,  who  arrived  in  Botany  bay  a  few  days 
after  Governor  Phillip.  Two  frig:.tes,  called  the  BoulTole  and  the  Aftro- 
lable  *;  failed  from  Breft  on  the  i"  of  Augufl:  1785  under  the  command 
of  Commodore  De  la  Peroufe  and  Captain  De  Langle,  who  were  ac- 
companied by  men  of  the  tirll  abilities  in  every  fuitable  department  of 
icience  and  the  arts.  I'he  ini[JoitaiiL  objoSt  of  iheir  voyage  was  to  fup- 
ply  whatever  was  wanting,  and.  to  alcertain  whatever  was  doubtful,  in 
the  difcoveries  of  preceding  navigators,  fo  as  to  render  the  geography 
of  the  V  aole  world  full  and  complete ;  and  alfo  to  difperfe  ufeful  veget- 
able^ tnroughout  the  innumerable  iflands  of  the  South  fea  for  the  be- 
nevolent purpofes  of  adding  to  the  comforts  of  the  natives,  and  fiirnifli- 
ing  refrefliments  to  the  navigators  of  fucceeding  ages.  Neither  was  any 
thing  omitted  in  the  king's  inflrudions  to  the  commander,  which  could 
tend  to  promote  the  intcrefts  of  the  French  commerce  and  policy,  or  of 
general  fcience.  The  commodore,  having  made  the  weft  coaft  of  No-tb 
America  at  Mount  S'.  Elias  in  about  60°  north  latitude,  traced  that  c  .d\ 
of  which  Captain  Cook  had  for  the  moft  part  only  a  tranfient  view,  as 
far  as  Monterey,  a  Spanifli  lettlemcnt  in  California,  and  conftruded  a 
chart  of  it,  which,  from  the  number  of  accurate  oblervers,  and  the  good- 
nefs  of  the  inftruments  f,  employed  in  afcertaining  the  pofitions,  he  re- 
commends with  an  honefl  eonfcioulnels  of  diligence  and  abilities,  to  the 
confidence  of  navigators  and  the  learned  :{:.

Pcroufe  made  it  an  invariable  rule  to  give  every  ifland  or  country  in 
his  charts  Its  proper  indigenous  name,  if  he  could  obtain  it ;  if  not,  lie 
retamed  the  name  given  by  the  firft  European  difcovercrs,  giving  new 
names  only  to  fuch  places  as,  he  had  reafon  to  beUeve,  were  firft  dif- 
covered  by  himfelf  *.  Indeed,  he  was  fo  far  from  arrogating  to  him. 
leit  the  honours  due  to  other  diftinguilhed  navigators,  that  he  was  ever 
ready  to  give  them  all  due  prail'e,  and  in  particular  embraced  every  on- 
iwtumty  to  exprefs  the  greatell  refpcd  for  the  memory  of  the  immort- 
al  Cook,  whom  he  called  the  greatejl  of  navigators ,  and  of  whom  he  was 
a  moll  worthy  follower  f . 

This  enlightened  navigator,  all  his  philofophical  ailbciatcs,  and  the 
crews  ot  both  fhips.  were,  moft  probably,  fwallowed  up  in  the  ocean, 
loi  nothing  was  ever  heard  of  them  after  their  departure  from  Botany 
bay  on  the  ii"  of  March  1788.  Had  they  been  fpared  to  return  tJ 
i^urope.  the  world  would  have  been  greatly  enriched  by  the  (lores  col- 
Icded  m  almoft  every  branch  of  Icience  by  fo  many  raeu,  each  of  whom 
was  eminently  quahfied  to  execute  the  talk  h-  had  taken  upon  himfelf. 
What  we  poffefs  of  the  fruits  of  their  labour  and  refearch  was  fortunate- 
ly lent  home,  as  they  found  opportunities,  and  chiefly  from  Kamtfchat- 

The  progrefs  and  general  diffufion  of  fcience  have  humanized  the 
manners  of  mankind,  and  foftened  that  ferocity  which  difgraced  form- 
er agfs.  One  of  the  confeqences  of  this  improvement  in  the  moral 
lentiments  and  feelings  of  mankind  is,  that  thejuftice  of  carrying  the 
natives  of  Africa  intj  flavery  has  been  queftioned  by  moft  people  who 
are  unconneded  with  the  flave  trade  or  property  in  llaves,  and  ablolute-

Thfty  raife  tdbsdco  df  an  inftrior  quality  for 
their  own  ufe  :  and  It  tnay  be  pfefumedi  that  they  might  as  eafily  raif^ 
the  beft,  if  thfe  f^ed  were  introduced  among  them.  They  haVe  cotton  of 
fet'er&l  cjualities  and  eohurs.  The  country  is  covered  with  a  great  var- 
ifcty  of  valuable  woods ;  and  gold,  iVory,  and  wax,  are  found  in  it. 
Sugar-canes,  and  indigo  of  a  fuperior  quality,  grow  fpontaneoufly ;  ani 
there  can  be  no  doubt,  that  every  produwaion  of  thfe  tropical  countries 
tnight  be  cultivated  to  advantage,  though  I  have  only  feleded  a  few^ 
which  are  articles  of  eftablifhed  cottimerce  f .  If  the  Europeans  would 
*ondud  their  interfcourfe  with  the  Negroes  fo  as  to  perfuade  them  that 
they  had  their  intereft  at  heart,  they  would  be  eafily  induced  to  apply 
to  the  cultivation  of  valuable  articles  for  trade.  *  But  the  flave-tradd 
naturally  has  a  tendency  to  make  both  the  natives  and  the  people  em- 
ployed in  it  ferocious  :{:.' 

In  moft  parts  of  the  country  the  kings  ftre  abfolute.  They  rhake  War 
tipon  their  neighbours  for  thfe  purpofe  oif  getting  prifoners.  Of  thefc 
the  handfomeft  of  the  Womfen  are  referved  for  domeftic  flavfes  or  con-* 
Gubines ;  and  the  men  and  the  reft  of  the  women  are  fold  to  the  flave- 
traders.  It  is  alfo  aflerted,  that  flaves  are  bred  up  tor  fale,  as  cattle  are 
other  countries.  Formerly  murder  was  punidied  by  death,  and 
other  crimes  by  fines  of  cattlcj  &c.  paid  to  the  party  injured  ;  but  now, 
in  order  to  (lock  the  flaVe  market,  all  crimes,  from  murder  to  the  moft 
petty  offence,  real  or  imaginary,  are  punifhed  by  foreign  flavery|[.  Ac- 
cufations  of  adulter  md  witchcraft  are  often  procured  againft  obnoxi* 
ous  perfons ;  and  fuch  crimes,  or  the  pretence  of  them,  not  only 

the  fuppofed  criminal,  but  alfo  his  whole  family  are  condemned  to 
flavery.  Many  are  alfo  made  flaves  for  debt.  When  the  demand  fof 
flaVes  is  brifk,  the  kiiigs,  chiefs,  and  black  traders,  make  no  icruple  of 
panyarhtg  (feizing  and  carrying  off)  the  inhabitants  of  whole  villages, 
againft  whom  no  oifonee  is  alleged  ;  and  armed  men  go  out  fingly,  or 
in  fmall  parties,  to  waylay  and  feisce  defence lefs  ftragglers.  The  Europ- 
ean flave-traders  are  charged  with  encouraging  thefe  enormities :  and, 
I  fear,  it  cannot  be  denied,  that  the  flaving  captains  have  frequently 
been  guilty  of  the  fame  atrocities,  for  which  the  Negroes  have  fome*

Captain  Hills  of  the  navy,  Captain  Heatly  in  the  flave  trade,  and  Mr. 
Dalzell,  chief  governor  of  fhe  fettlements  under  the  direction  of  the 
African  committee,  were  of  opinion,  that  a  colony  could  never  intro- 
duce habits  of  induftry  among  the  natives,  who  are  incurably  indolentf, 
and  have  no  idea  of  property  in  the  foil.  But  Mr.  Devaynes,  formerly 
a  governor  of  one  of  the  African  forts  and  at  this  time  a  director  of  the 
Eaft-India  company,  gave  it  as  his  opinion,  that  '  They  have  capacity 

*  and  natural  parts  enough  to  learn  whatever  might  be  taught  them, 
'  and  would  become  induftrious,  if  properly  encouraged.  They  have 
'  many  virtues,  and  great  courage  and  attachment  to  their  tnafters  and

The  flaves  are  brought  down  to  the  coaft,  fome  of  them  from  a  dif- 
tance  of  feveral  months'  journey,  by  the  traveling  traders,  who  fell 
them,  either  to  the  rcfident  traders,  or  diredly  to  the  flaving  captains. 
The  payments  are  made  partly  in  gold,  but  chiefly  in  JBritifli  and  Eaft-

mortality  at  fuch  times  is  very  great. 

Mr.  Dalzell,  who  had  been  a  furgeon  and  captain  in  the  flave  trade, 
eftimated  the  mortality,  allowing  two  flaves  for  every  tun  of  the  veflel's 
burthen,  at  from  three  to  ten  per  cent*,  according  to  the  different  parts 
of  the  coaft,  where  they  are  taken  in.  But  he  mentioned  two  voyages 
made  by  himfelf,  in  one  of  which  he  loft  about  a  fourth,  and  in  the 
other  near  a  third,  of  his  cargo  of  flaves :  and  he  afcribes  the  great 
mortality  on  thefe  voyages  to  being  long  detained  upon  the  coaft,  before 
he  could  complete  his  cargo  ;  a  circumftance,  which  clearly  points  out 
a  great  advantage  in  employing  fmall  veftels,  which  may  foon  be  filled, 
in  fuch  a  trade  f.  It  is  evident,  that  a  tedious  paflage,  whether  occafi- 
oned  by  calms  (during  which  the  air  in  the  tweendecks  muft  be  fuffo- 
cating)  or  by  bad  weather,  muft  alfo  prove  very  deftrudive  to  the 
flaves. 

On  their  arrival  in  the  Weft-Indies  the  flaves  are  carefully  made  up 
for  fale  by  the  furgeon  of  the  ftiip,  by  rubbing  their  fliins  with  oil,  and 
clofing  their  wounds  and  fears  by  mercurial  ointments  and  repellent 
drugs,  in  confequence  of  which  their  diieafes  break  out  afterwards  with 
redoubled  virulence,  whereby  vaft  numbers  of  thofe  devoted  vidims 
perifti  foon  after  their  arrival  in  the  iflands.  As  foon  as  they  are  made 
fit  for  exhibition,  they  are  forted  into  clafles,  containing — i )  the  healthy 
and  prime  flaves ;  2)  the  weak  and  puny  with  thofe  under  age  and 
the  fuperannuated ;  and  3)  the  refufe,  confifting  of  the  emaciated,  and 
thofe  whom  no  art  can  drefs  up  to  appear  paflable  ;  and  of  thefe  the 
largeft  fliips  have  generally  the  largeft  proportion.  A  Guinea  factor, 
to  whom  the  cargo  is  configned,  then  advertifes  the  fale,  and  difpofes 
of  them  to  the  beft  advantage,  tlie  payments  being  generally  made  in 
bills  of  exchange  upon  England.     The  refufe  Negroes  are  often  fold  fo

of  the  bufincfs  appears  to  have  amounted  to  fnur 
aiiJfiVt  eighlfji  per  cent,  neared,  in  Jamaica.  The 
f  ommitice  of  the  affen.LIy  cf  thut  iilaud  ilaled  in 


their  report,  that  out  of  7,873  flaves,  configned  to 
Mr.  Lindo,  a  Guinea  factor,  in  the  years  1786- 
178S,  and  reported  at  tlie  culloin-houfe  as  arrived, 
363  peridied  in  tiic  harbouroflvingfton  before  the 
falcs  ;  and  of  the  whole  number  of  Negroes  brought 
fo  Jamaica  from  the  year  1655  to  1787  inchlfive, 
being  676,276  who  were  reported  at  the  cuftom- 
houfe,  31,181  had  died  in  the  haibour.  Tlie  ex- 
traoidinary  mortality  in  that  concluding  part  of 
pafiage  mull,  apparently,  be  imputed  to  the  noxi-

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breakfeft  on  the  field  and  dinner  at  their  own  houfes.     In  crop  time 
H^hich  lafts  about  five  months,  they  alfo  work  half  the  night    being 
divided  into  two  fpells,  or  watches,  who  relieve  each  other  at  noon  and 
rnidnight,  as  the  operation  of  boiling  the  fugar  is  never  interrupted 
throughout  the  week. 

The  Negroes  are  tried  for  capital,  or  heinous,  crimes  by  two  juftices 
of  the  peace  aflifted  by  three  freeholders  *.     And  they  are  punifhed  by 
whipping  for  fmaller  crimes,  negled  of  their  work,  &c.  of  which  the 
overfeer  or  manager,  to  whom  the  proprietor  commits  the  charge  of 
the  plantation,  is  judge;  and  not  only  he,  but  alfo  the  inexperienced 
young  men  who  are  retained,  under  the  mifapplied  name  of  book-keepers, 
as  his  affiftants,  and  even  the  black  drivers  f .     When  the  overfeer  hap- 
pens to  be  a  man  of  humanity  (and  on  this  occafion  it  was  aflerted  that 
overfcers  were  now  much  more  humane  and  enlightened  than  they 
ufed  to  be  formerly  %)  the  punifiiments  arc  perhaps  not  more  frequent 
or  fevere  than  may  be  necefl*ary  to  compell  flaves  to  perform  work,  in 
the  fuccefs  of  which  they  have  no  intereft.     Negroes,  who  are  bred  to 
trades,  efpecially  if  they  are  good  workmen,  meet  with  better  encourage- 
ment :  and  houfe  flaves,  particularly  the  handfome  wenches,  are  fre- 
quently fpoiled  by  exceflive  indulgence.     The  health  of  plantation  flaves 
IS  taken  care  of  by  a  furgeon,  who  is  retained  by  the  year  at  a  fixed 
rate  per  head,  with  additional  payment  for  extraordinary  cafes,  as  inno- 
culation,  &c  :  and  a  houfe  or  hofpital,  called  the  hot-houfe,  is  allotted 
for  the  reception  of  the  fick  Negroes  upon  every  plantation. 

The  advocates  for  the  flave  trade  infifted,  that  it  was  impoflible  to 
keep  up  the  fl;ock  of  Negroes  without  continual  importation  from  Africa. 
It  IS,  indeed,  very  evident,  that,  as  long  as  the  importation  is  continued, 
and  two  thirds  of  the  flaves  imported  are  men,  the  fucceeding  genera- 
tion, in  the  mou  favourable  circumftances,  cannot  be  more  numerous 
than  if  there  had  been  only  half  as  many  men ;  or,  in  other  words,  at 
leaft  half  the  men  may  be  faid,  with  refped  to  population,  to  die  with- 
out leaving  any  pofterity.  If  that  inequality  cannot  be  redified  by  an 
extra  importation  of  women  (and  the  flave-merchants  fay,  they  are  not 
to  be  had^)  a  fioppage  of  importation  would  of  itfelfcorredt  the  evil  in

Having  now  attended  the  Negroes  from  their  feiziire,  or  condemna- 
tion, and  their  embarkation  as  flavcvs  in  their  own  country,  to  their  final 
fettlement  in  the  Weft-Indies,  and  indulged  in  the  profped;  of  the  happy 
efiefts  which  may  be  expeded  to  refult  from  an  abolition  of  the  import- 
ation of  flaves,  it  is  proper  to  take  a  view  of  the  eflfeas  of  the  flave  trade 
upon  the  feamen,  who  are  employed  in  tranfporting  thofe  miferable 
creatures  acrofs  the  Atlantic  ocean,  and  of  the  extent  of  the  trade. 

The  whole  of  the  habitable  part  of  the  veflel  being,  as  defcribed' 
above,  affigned  to  the  flaves,  the  feamen  Iiad  no  place  to  lodge  in  during 
the  pafluge  from  Africa  to  the  Weft-Indies,  commonly  called  tbt  middh 
pqffage,  and  were  obliged  to  fleep  upon  the  booms,  under  the  booms, 
m  the  boats,  in  the  tops,  or  wherever  they  could  find  any  fpare  rooni 
above  deck,  where,  if  they  had  not  an  awning,  they  were  expofed  to 
the  fcorching  heat  of  the  fun,  and  frequently  to  torrents  of  rain.  There 
were  many  complaints  of  bad  and  fcanty  provifions  and  water  f,  and  of

for  keeping  up  the  (lock,  is  proved  by  the  example 
of  North  America,  a  country  lefs  congenial  to  the 
conftitution  of  the  Negroes  than  the  Weil-Indies, 
where,  notwiihftanding  the  dellruciion  and  dcfcr- 
tion  of  the  flaves  occaiioned  by  the  war,  the  number 
of  Negroes,  though  perhaps  not  of  flaves,  has 
greatly  incrcafed— becaufe  lliice  the  war  they  have 
ilnported  very  few,  and  of  late  years  none  at  all, 
«Kcept  in  the  fouthern  dates.  The  fmall  commun- 
.  jty  of  the  Bermiidians  affords  an  example  ftiU 
jicarer  to  themfelves  in  every  rtfpeft  :  and  there 
the  (lock  of  Negroes,  though  the  men,  being  mollly 
failors,  are  continually  expoftd  to  the  daiiger  of 
the  fea?,  and  moreover  to  flaughter  and  captivity 
in  time  of  war,  has  at  lead  been  kept  up,  though 
there  does  not  appear  to  have  been  any  importation 
liom  Africa,  but  one  corifilling  of  only  90  Negroes, 
from  the  year  1744  till  1788,  and  probably  none 
fince  that.  Above  all  let  them  attend  to  the 
dreadful  example  of  the  confequence  of  having  too 
many  Negroes  in  the  dcflrudlion  of  the  noble  co- 
lony of  St.  Domingo,  where  they  had  increafed 
about  180,000  fince  the  year  1775  >  "P""  which 


I  (hall  quote  the  words  of  Mr.  Edwards,  a  Jamai- 
ca  planter,  who  was  formerly  rather  an  advocate 
for  the  flave  trade,  in  the  conclulion  of  his  Hi/lory 
of  S',  Domingo — '  To  the  refident  planters  I  ad- 
'  drefsmyfelf  with  ilill  greater  folicitude  j  and,  if  It 

•  were  in  my  power,  would  exhort  them,  with  more 
'  than  mortal  voice,  to  rife  above  the  foggy  atroo-

•  render  of  temporary  advantages,  do  that  which 
'  the  parliament  of  Great  Britain,  in  the  pride  and

•  their  operation,  will  be  fure  and  certain  in  their

From  the  manner  of  making  up  the  accounts  it  was  impoffible  to 
afcertain  the  c^uantity  and  value,  or  even  the  fpecies,  of  Britifh  man- 
ufadlUres  exported  in  this  trade,  though  they  were  undoubtedly  very 
conridcrabK;.  We  may  alfo  very  well  believe,  that  in  both  the  kinds  of 
trade  carried  on  with  foreign  fettlements,  there  was  much  more  bufinefs 
done,  than  came  under  the  Cogtiizance  of  the  cuftom-houfe  officers. 

From  thefe  accounts  \Ve  find,  that,  however  fome  particular  iflands 
may  at  time*  have  been  diftrefledforprovilions,  the  Britiih  Weft-Indies, 
taken  generally,  had  for  the  moft  part  a  redundance  for  the  fupply  of 
other  countries. 

The  committefe  of  council  for  trade  added  to  their  Report  a  view  of 
the  information  obtained  concerning  the  trade  of  other  European  na- 
tions to  Africa,  of  which  I  fliall  give  a  very  concile  abftraft. 

The  number  of  flaves  exported  by  each  of  the  European  nations  en- 
gaged in  the  trade  has  already  h^tn  given. 

The  Portuguefe,  the  firfl:  of  the  modern  nations  who  found  the  way 
to  the  coaft  inhabited  by  the  Negroes,  befides  the  flaves  Carried  from' 
the  weft  coaft  of  Africa  to  Brazil  eftimated  at  about  20,oco  annually, 
carry  about  4,000  frbm  Mozambique  to  their  fettlements  in  India.  It 
appears  ti":  the  flaves  ate  colledted  by  fadors  refident  upon  the  coaft, 
and  ready  for  ftiipping,  whereby  their  veflels  are  enabled  to  make  two 
Voyages  in  the  year  between  Africa  and  Brazil.  They  carry  Negro  feamen, 
the  very  fight  of  whom,  even  if  they  cannot  underftand  their  language, 
is  a  great  comfort  to  the  flaves:  and  ail  the  feamen  are  interefted  in  the 
prefervation  of  the  flaves  by  means  of  a  premium  allowed  for  every  one 
who  arrives  faffe.  They  do  not  crowd  their  veflels  now  fo  much  as  form- 
erly, and  conl'equently  carry  more  of  their  flaves  alive  to  a  market.

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Spain  held  an  cxcliifive  privilege.  The  whole  was  under  the  dire^on 
of  an  agent-general  eftabliflied  in  the  Havanna,  who  fent  Spanilh  veOeU 
in  fearch  of  flaves  to  the  foreign  iflands,  and  particularly  to  Tamaica, 
vii  nee  at  leaft  three  fourths  of  the  fJegroes  were  fupplied.  The  num- 
ber annually  imported  into  the  Havanna  was  from  2,500  to  3,000  ;  and 
about  half  that  number  were  fent  to  Carthagcna  and  Porto  Bello,  whence 
Ibme  of  them  were  marched  over  land  to  Panama,  where  they  were  rc- 
fhipped  for  Peru,  &c.  The  company  had  the  privilege  of  importing  three 
barrels  of  flour  for  every  Negro  ;  and  both  flour  and  Negroes  were  ex- 
empted from  duty.  In  the  year  1779,  when  the  afliento  expired,  a  gen- 
eral '  teiicc  wai  granted  to  all  Spanifti  fubjeds  to  carry  flaves  to  the 
Havanna,  either  in  Spanifli  or  neutral  veflels,  paying  a  duty  from  a6 
to  40  dollars  per  head  according  to  the  fize,  and  9^  per  cent  on  the 
money  carried  away.  On  the  termination  of  the  war  the  trade  was  re- 
ftrided  to  Spanifli  veflels,  and  the  duties  lowered  to  9  dollars  per  head, 
and  6  per  cent  on  the  money  carried  away.  In  the  year  i734Meflieurs 
Baker  and  Dawfon  of  Liverpool  contraded  with  the  government  of 
Spain  to  fupply  Trinidad  and  the  province  of  Caracas,  with  4,000  flaves, 
to  be  picked  from  different  cargoes,  at  1 50  dollars  per  head  clear  of 
every  duty.  In  1786  they  made  another  contrad  to  fupply  Caracas  and 
the  Havanna  with  flaves,  not  lefs  than  5,000  nor  more  than  6,000,  on 
the  fame  terms.  Of  the  proceeds  a  fmall  part  was  brought  home  in 
hides  and  other  raw  materials,  and  the  reft;  in  fpecie  to  the  amount  of 
near  half  a  million  of  dollars  annually.  At  one  time  a  minifterial  order 
was  fent  out  to  receive  no  female  flaves ;  but  the  merchants  obtained  an 
alteration  of  this  order,  and  then  two  thirds  males,  and  one  third  fe- 
males, were  accepted  *.  In  February  1788  a  third  contrad  was  nego- 
tiated for  not  fewer  than  3,000,  but  as  many  more  as  they  could  deliver, 
two  thirds  to  be  males,  and  one  third  females,  at  the  prices  of  aoo 
dollars  for  men,  190  for  women,  175  for  boys,  and  145  for  girls. 
This  contrad,  when  ready  for  the  king's  fignature,  was  put  back,  on  the 
propofal  for  aboliftiing  the  flave  trade  in  this  country  being  heard  of  in 
Spain.

cattle  and  other  live  flock,  bread,  flour,  peas,  beans,  potatoes,  wheat, 
rice,  oats,  barley,  and  other  grain,  tl^  produce  of  the  United  flatcs,  into 
the  Wefl-Indics  in  Britifli  veflels,  legally  navigated,  was  authorized  : 
and  all  other  articles  were  prohibited  on  penalty  of  fortciture '  of  the 
vefTel  and  cargo.  Goods  or  produce,  which  may  be  lawfully  exported 
from  the  W'eft-Indies  to  any  foreign  country  in  Europe,  may  be  carried 
to  the  United  ftates,  as  may  alfo  fugar  *,  mclafll's,  c^^ffte,  pimento,  ca- 
coa  (chocolate  nuts),  and  ginger  ;  the  two  later  articlts  puying  the  fame 
duty,  as  when  carried  to  the  Britifli  colonies  in  America.  Both  imports 
and  exports  mufl:  be  only  in  Britifli  vefTels  navigated  according  to  law.

The/^<?  veflels,  entitled  to  another  clafs  of 
premiums  by  the  fame  adl,  were  in  future  to  fail  within  the  time  now 
prefcribed  for  the  fifteen,  and  to  return  before  the  laft  day  of  the  year 
fubfequent  to  that  in  which  they  failed,  but  fo  as  not  to  be  lefs  than 
fourteen  months  out.  Additional  premiums  of  ^("800,  ;C7oo.  and  ^C^oo, 
were  allowed  to  three  of  the  twenty  veflels  above  mentioned,  which 
Ihould  employ  four  months  in  firtiing  to  the  weftward  of  Cape  Horn, 
and  return  on  or  before  the  1"  of  December  in  the  fecond  year  after 
faiUng,  fo  as  not  to  be  lefs  than  eighteen  months  out,  with  the  greateft 
quantities  of  pure  oil  or  head-matter,  being  not  lefs  than  thirty  tuns  at 
the  leart. — VcfTels  pafllng  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  were  now  permitted 
to  go  north  as  far  as  the  Equinodial,  and  eaft  as  far  as  51"  eaft  from 
London  :  and  vefFels  paiDng  Cape  Horn  may  proceed  north  to  the 
Equinodlial  and  weft  to  1 80"  weft  from  London.  They  muft  be  pro- 
vided with  licences,  agreeable  to  the  former  ad,  from  the  Eaft-India 
company  and  the  South-fea  company,  and  muft  give  bond  to  the  form- 
er that  no  goods  ftiall  be  taken  onboard,  except  ftores  and  ncceflaries 
for  the  veflels  and  crews,  and  alfo  fubmit  to  be  fearched  when  they 
call  at  S'.  Helena.  Veflels  of  not  lefs  than  200  tuns  burthen,  mtending 
to  pafs  either  of  the  Capes,  may  be  armed  for  their  defence,  on  obtain- 
ing a  licence  from  the  admiralty — Foreigners,  formerly  employed  in 
the  whale  Hfliery,  who  might  be  defirous  of  fetthng  with  their  families  in 
this  kingdom  for  the  purpofe  of  carrying  on  fuch  fifliery,  were  allewed 
till  the  I  "of  January  1790  to  bring  their  veilels,  if  built  befor  the  i" 
of  January  1788,  not  exceeding  forty  in  all,  and  each  carrying  at  leaft 
twelve  men  accurtomed  to  the  fiftiery,  and  to  have  licences  for  ufing 
them  in  the  whale  filhery  only,  and  to  import  the  oil,  &c.  free  of  duty  ; 
but  not  to  be  entitled  to  the  premiums.  Such  foreigners,  after  refiding 
in  Britain  and  carrying  on  the  whale  fifliery  for  five  years,  become  en- 
titled, on  taking  the  oaths  of  allegiance,  to  the  privileges  of  Britifti  fub- 
jeds,  and  to  regifters  for  their  veflels,  which  thenceforth  are  entitled  to 
the  premiums. — For  tlie  greater  encouragement  to  fuch  foreigners  to 
ellabUfli  themfelves  in  this  country,  each  of  the  eleven  firrt  vcfl'cls  which 
Ihould  arrive  were  permitted  to  import  70  tuns  of  oil  or  head-matter, 
the  produce  of  marine  animals  caught  by  the  crews,  for  which  the  firft 
fix  were  to  p.iy  no  duty,  the  next  two  £s  per  tun,  and  the  remaining

In  order  to  prevent  the  difagreeablc  confequences  of  fquabbles  and 
contefts  between  the  Britifti  and  French  fiihermen  on  the  coaft  of  New- 
foundland, the  king  was  invefted  with  a  power  to  give  from  time  to 
time  proper  inftrudions  to  the  governor  of  Newfoundland  to  remo"e  all 
Britilh  veflels  and  fifliing  apparatus  from  that  part  of  the  coaft  afligned 
to  the  French  fiftiermen,  and  to  ad  in  every  refped  fo  as  to  fulfill  the 
conditions  of  the  treaty  of  peace  on  the  moft  liberal  conftrudion.  [c.  35.]

On  the 
other  hand,  Sir  Jofeph  Banks  the  prefident  of  the  royal  fociety,  and 
Mr.  Arthur  Young,  well  known  for  his  extenfive  obfervations,  and  his 
writings,  on  agricultural  and  rural  affairs,  appeared  to  prove,  that  the 
avenige  exportation  for  five  years  back  had  been  only  1,100  packs,  and 
fince  the  commercial  treaty  with  France  only  480.  The  manufiidurers 
prevailed:  and  all  the  exilling  laws  againft  the  exportation  of  wool  were 
repealed  to  make  way  tor  a  new  ad^  whereby  the  exportation  of  live

Earl  Comwallis,  governor-general  of  India,  and  the  nabob,  whereby  it 
-was  agreed,  that  all  duties  fliould  be  paid  agreeable  to  the  tenor  of  cuf- 
tom-houfe  pafles,  certifying  the  quantity  or  value,  i^ich  (hould  be  given 
to  all  perfons  conveying  goods  from  the  one  territory  to  the  other.  The 
rates  of  duties  on  the  various  fpecies  of  goods  were  condefcended  upon : 
and  penalties  of  double  duties  were  denounced  againft  merchants  at- 
tempting to  evade  payment,  and  much  more  rigorous  penalties  againft 
revenue  officers  guilty  of  oppreflion. 

September — Captain  Read,  the  commander  of  an  American  ihip  in 
the  Eaft-India  trade,  arrived  at  Philadelphia  from  a  voyage  to  China, 
wherein  he  had  performed  the  outward  pafTage  by  ftrctching  from  the 
Cape  of  Good  Hope  to  the  fouth  part  of  New  Holland  *,  and  along 
the  eaft  fide  of  that  vaft  ifland.  The  officers  of  the  European  ihips  at 
Canton  were  much  furprifed  to  fee  a  fliip  arrive  in  December,  and  ex- 
prefled  great  fatisfadion,  when  he  fhowed  them  the  track  of  his  new 
route. 

About  the  fame  time  a  fiver  mine  was  difcovered  near  Efopus  in  the 
ftate  of  Nev7  York,  and  another  at  Conway  in  Maflachufet's  bay. 

It  is  worthy  of  obfervution  that  orders  were  font  from  Paris  to  Mr. 
"Wilkinfon,  a  gentleman  of  great  eminence  in  the  iron  manuladure,  for 
iron  pipes  to  the  extent  of  no  lefs  iXvcU  forty  miles,  to  be  ufed  in  fupply*- 
ing  that  capital  with  water. 

The  knowlege  of  the  furs  of  the  fea-otter,  and  of  the  great  profits  to 
be  made  by  them,  obtained  by  means  of  Captain  Cook's  laft  voyage, 
excited  a  (pirit  for  fending  veflels  to  the  north-weft  coaft  of  America, 
the  country  where  thofe  pretious  furs  are  to  be  found.  In  the  year 
1 78 1  Mr.  Bolts,  whom  I  have  already  had  occafion  to  mention  as  the 
condudor  of  an  Auftrian  projeft  of  colonization  on  the  eaft  coaft  of 
Africa,  fitted  out  the  Cobenzel,  an  armed  ftiip  of  700  tuns,  for  that 
trade,  to  fail  from  Triefte  under  Imperial  colours.  This  capital  (hip 
was  to  be  accompanied  by  a  tender,  and  to  carry  out  men  of  eminence 
•in  every  department  of  fcience  :  and  the  fivour  of  the  various  maritime 
powers  of  Europe  was  promiled  to  the  navigatoi-s,  who  were  to  engage 
in  a  voyage  of  fcientific,  as  well  as  commercial,  purfuits.  But  the  ex- 
pedition, lb  promifing  in  every  refped-,  except  perhaps  in  the  too  great 
fize  of  the  ftiip,  was  fruftrated  by  means  of  fome  intereftcd  manojuvres 
•at  the  court  of  Vienna. 

After  this  aboriivt  attempt,  the  firft  veflel,  that  adually  accompliflied 
a  voyage  in  that  trade,  was  a  fmall  brig,  fitted  out  from  Canton  by  the

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The  Rufilans  have  alfo  engaged  in  this  trade,  in  which  they  have  ad- 
vantages over  all  other  European  adventurers  :  but  they  never  carry 
their  furs  to  Canton,  and  the  quantity  is  unknown. 

From  the  above  account  it  appears,  that,  though  the  value  at  Canton, 
the  only  market  to  all  nations  except  the  Ruflians,  be  very  high,  when 
compared  with  the  coft  of  the  articles  given  in  exchange  for  the  furs  to 
the  American  Indians,  yet  the  whole  amount  of  the  fales  is  fcarcely  ad- 
equate to  the  expenle  of  the  outfits,  cfpecially  from  Britain,  and  that  it 
will  probably  never  be  any  great  objedt  to  individuals,  and  far  lefs  a 
great  national  objed. 

Some  further  account  of  this  trade,  and  of  the  quarrel  it  almofl  en- 
gaged us  in  with  the  court  of  Spain,  with  the  fubfequent  negotiations, 
wiil  be  given  hereafter. 

About  this  time  a  number  of  new  experiments  were  made  upon  the 
materials  and  the  conilrudion  of  vefTels,  both  for  inland  and  ocean  na- 
vigation. In  the  preceding  year  Mr.  Wilkinfon,  the  proprietor  of  a 
very  extenlivc  iron  work,  conftrudted  a  barge  for  the  Birmingham  canal 
navigation  of  70  feet  long  and  6  feet  8^  inches  wide,  of  iron  plates, 
which  could  fwim  in  8  or  9  inches  of  water,  and  carry  32  tuns  of  goods : 
and  this  year  a  fimilar  barge  was  conftrudted  at  Shrewfbury,  A  veflel 
with  a  bottom  entirely  of  copper,  without  any  plank,  was  built  laft 
year,  and  another  of  the  lame  metal  in  the  year  1789.  At  Leith  a 
vefiel  was  built  with  two  bottoms  ;  or  rather  two  very  narrow  veflels 
were  joined  together  by  the  beams  of  the  lower  and  upper  decks.  She 
had  five  malis,  and  was  furnilhed  with  five  wheels,  under  the  lower  deck 
and  between  the  two  bottoms,  which  were  intended  to  make  way  in  a 
calm,  or  ag;unft  the  wind  ;  and  it  was  expeded,  that  the  double  hold 
flie  had  of  the  water  would  enable  her  to  carry  an  extraordinary  quan- 
tity of  canvafs  with  very  little  heeling.  But  in  a  paflage,  which  fhe 
made  to  Peterfburg,  the  two  bottoms  were  found  to  ad  as  levers  againft 
each-other,  not  merely  in  keeping  her  ftifF  (or  upright),  but  alfo  in 
ftraining  the  whole  frame,  whereby  flie  was  fo  much  injured,  that  no- 
body cared  to  venture  home  in  her,  and  fhe  was  left  in  Ruflia  *.

from  thofe  of  the  moft  illuftrious  painters  of  Italy,  are  univerfally 
known  and  admired  *.  But  his  meritorious  exertions  were  confined  to 
the  labours  of  his  own  hands :  and  feveral  years  elapfed,  before  the  pro- 
dudions  of  our  engravers  came  to  be  in  general  eftimation,  either  at 
home  or  in  foreign  countries.  It  was  referved  for  the  fpirit  and  perfe- 
vermg  zeal  of  Alderman  Boydell  to  turn  the  balance  of  chalcographic 
fame,  and  of  the  confequent  commercial  advantages,  in  favour  of  Great 
Britain. 

That  gentleman,  who  begr  bufinels  as  an  importer  of  foreign  prints, 
chiefly  from  France,  made  it  the  great  objed  of  his  unceafing  endea- 
vours to  call  into  adion,  and  into  -/iew,  the  talents  of  the  moft  promif^ 
mg  pamters  and  engravers  of  this  country ;  in  fhort,  to  create  a  British 

SCHOOL  OF  HISTORICAL   PAINTING,   and   3L  BRITISH    SCHOOL    OF   ENGRAVING. 

His  patriotic  zeal  and  attention,  and  his  liberal  patronage  of  rlfmg  ge- 
nius, have  been  crowned  with  the  deferved  fuccefs :  and  he  ha?  had  the 
latisfadion  to  fee  Britifli  anifts  elevated  from  humiliating  inferiority  to 
acknowleged  fuperiority  over  the  rival  artifts  of  the  continent,  and  Brit- 
ifh  prmts  lought  for  in  every  part  of  the  globe  enlivened  by  any  rays 
ot  tafte  and  fcience  f .     With  refped  to  the  trade  with  foreign  nations 
m  the  article  of  prints,  the  imports,  which  ufed  to  be  confiderable,  are 
now  fo  fm.all,  and  the  exports  fo  great,  that  the  value  of  the  later  is  cf- 
tunated  to  be  to  that  of  the  former  as  five  hundred  to  one  ;  a  circum 
ftance,  which,  if  we  confider  fine  prints  merely  as  a  manufadure,  is  of 
confiderable  importance  in  a  commercial  view.    And  confequences  vaft- 
]y  more  important  may  be  expeded  to  flow  from  it :  for  if  a  country  fo 
tar  abounds  with  the  works  of  art  as  to  attrad  the  vifits  of  foreigners, 
the  money  expended  by  them  during  their  refidence  becomes  the  fmall- 
eft  part  of  the  national  advantages  derived  from  fuch  vifits  :  they  ac- 
quire a  tafte  for  the  manufadures,  and  carry  home  to  their  own  coun- 
tries the  choiceft  fi^ecimens  of  them,  whereby  they  acquire  more  extenf- 
ive  celebrity,  and  coniequently  a  greater  fale,  than  they  could  other- 
ways  have  had.     But,  independent  of  every  confideration  of  profit,  the 
honour  conferred  upon  the  country  by  fo  remarkable  a  reflux  in  the 
bufinefs  of  fine  prints  muft  give  real  pleafure  to  every  Well-wiflier  to  the 
profperity  of  Great  Britain.

The  corn-fadors  in  London  and  the  fuburbs  were  required  to  give 
weekly  accounts  to  the  infpedor  of  corn  returns  of  the  corn  brought 
by  fea  into  the  River  Thames,  and  fold  by  them,  with  the  value,  and 
the  names  of  the  purchafers ;  from  which  he  is  to  compute  the  average 
price  of  each  fpecies  for  London,  Eflex,  Kent,  and  SufTex.  And  when 
the  price  of  any  kind  is  above  the  rates  fpecified  in  the  ad  [13  Geo.  Ill, 
c.  43]  for  regulating  the  corn  trade,  fuch  com  may  be  imported  into 
the  ports  of  London,  Elfex,  and  Kent,  on  payment  of  the  duties  known 
by  the  name  of  tlie  low  duties :  and  the  exportation,  or  prohibition  of 
exportation,  of  Britiih  corn,  and  the  bounties  thereon,  are  regulated  in 
lliL-  iame  manner.  All  the  other  maritime  counties  of  England  and 
Wales  were  divided  into  eleven  diftrids  for  the  purpofc  of  ci-  termining, 
in  confequence  of  returns  made  from  them  to  the  infpedors  of  corn 
returns,  the  places  in  each  diftrid,  where  foreign  corn  may  be  import- 
ed on  payment  of  the  low  duties,  or  Britifli  com  may  be  exported. 

For  the  benefit  of  the  Newfoundland  fiflieries,  150  tuns  of  bifcuit  and 
100  quarters  of  peas  are  allowed  to  be  exported  from  Greenock  in  any 
one  year  under  the  regulations  of  the  ad  14  Geo.  lil,  c.  5.  Starch  is 
alfo  allowed  to  be  exported  to  all  places,  whatever  the  price  may  be. 
For  the  fupport  of  the  Britifh  fcttlers  on  the  Bay  of  Honduras,  limited 
quantities  of  flour,  bread,  peas,  oatmeal,  and  bailey,  may  be  carried  thi- 
ther from  ary  port  of  England  under  licences  from  the  commiflioners 
of  the  cufl:oms.  In  confideration  of  the  (carcity  in  the  province  of  Que- 
bec, 2,000  quarters  of  wheat,  2,000  lacks  of  flour,  and  8,000  quarters 
of  peas,  were  permitted  to  be  carried  to  that  province,  whatever  price 
they  might  be  at — The  duty  upon  the  importation  of  rape  ieed  from 
Ireland  being  regulated  by  the  price,  the  corn-fadors  and  importers  of 
grain  were  direded  to  include  the  iaies  of  Britifli  rape  ititA  in  their 
weekly  accounts  tranfmitted  to  the  receiver  of  corn  returns  in  London; 
and  the  impoitation  of  ii,  and  warehouliiig  it  without  payment  of  duty, 
were  put  under  the  fame  regulations  as  corn.     {c.

was  totally  prohibited.  Any  vefTel  found  hovering,  or  at  anchor,  with^ 
in  four  leagues  of  the  coaft,  and  having  tobacco  or  fnuff  onboard,  weigh- 
ing altogether  more  than  100  pounds  over  the  allowance  of  5  pounds  for 
each  man  onboard,  is  liable  to  feizure  and  condemnation.  American 
tobacco  miift  be  imported  dired  from  the  place  of  its  growth,  either  in 
Britifh  vefTels  navigated  according  to  law,  or  in  vefTels  belonging  to  tht 
United  Itates,  whereof  the  commander  and  three  fourths  of  the  crew  arf 
fubjedts  of  the  ftates.  Tobacco,  lawfully  imported  in  Britifli  vefleis  from 
the  United  Itates  into  the  Britifli  Weft-India  iflands,  may  be  imported 
thence  into  Great  Britain,  the  names  of  the  vefleis  and  their  command- 
ers, by  whom  it  was  carried  to  the  Weft-Indies,  being  expreffed  in  the 
manifeft  of  the  vcflel  which  brings  it  home.  No  tobacco  or  fnuff  is  al- 
lowed to  be  imported  into  any  other  ports  of  Great  Britain  than  Lon- 
don, Bnftol,  Liverpool,  Lancafter,  Cowes,  Falmouth,  Whitehaven,  Hull, 
Port-Glafgow,  Greenock,  and  Leith,  on  pain  of  forfeiture  of  veffel  and' 
cargo.  But  vefleis  loaded  entirely  with  tobacco  may  enter  the  ports  of 
Cowes  and  Falmouth,  and  there  remain  fourteen  days  waiting  for  or- 
ders, without  being  fubjec^  to  the  regulations  of  this  aft Damaged  to- 
bacco, which  the  importer  is  unwilling  to  pay  the  duties  upon,  or  to  ex- 
port, muft  be  burnt. 

The  ad,  which  confifts  of  173  fedions,  contains  a  vaft  multiplicity  of 
precautions,  penalties,  and  regulations,  to  prevent  frauds  in  landing,  re- 
fliipping,  and  manufaduring,  tobacco  and  fnuff,  and  alfo  to  prevent  the 
adulteration  of  them  ;  all  the  minutia:  of  which  muft  be  known  to  thofe 
concerned  ;  but  they  would  be  little  interefting  to  others.

There  feems  to  be  fufficient  proof,  that  there  is  a  very  excellent  fifti- 
ing  bank  running,  apparently,  parallel  with  the  weft  coaft  of  Ireland, 
and  thence  ftretching  northward  on  the  outfide  of  the  Weftern  iflands 
by  Hirta  (erroneoufly  called  S'.

Mindful,  how- 
ever, of  the  objed  of  his  niiaion,  he  had  procured  confiJcral.le  inform- 
ation from  the  traders  concerning  the  (late  of  the  fcvtral  countries,  and. 
of  their  commerce. 

Such  information  will  at  prefent  be  at  leaft  amufing :  and  it  may, 
perhaps,  hereafter  be  really  ufeful  to  know  the  nature  of  the  trade  car^ 
ried  on  in  the  heart  of  Africa,  which  Mr.  Beaufoy  (who  drew  up  the 
account  of  the  proceedings  of  the  aflociation),  fcarcely  lefs  fanguine  than 
Mr.  Vaila,  (fee  above,  p.  143)  confiders  as  capable  of  adding  a  hundred 
millions  of  confumers  to  the  trade  of  this  country  ;  for  he  thinks,  that, 
where  the  merchants  of  Fczzan  can  make  a  profit  on  the  Ude  of  Europ- 
ean goods,  which  they  muft  buy  at  a  very  advanced  price  at  Tripoli, 
Britifh  traders  may  have  fuch  advantages  '  as  few  commercial  adven- 
•  tures  have  ever  yet  been  found  to  yield,'     Nor  need  they  doubt  of  a 
kind  reception,  as  the  Negroes  reckon  '  ibe  merchant  the  general  friend  of 
mankind:     In  confequence  of  fuch  a  trade,  '  and  by  means  as  peace- 
'  able  as  the  purpofes  are  juft,  the  conveniencies  of  civil  life,  the  bene- 
'  fits  of  th*^  mechanic  and  maaufaduring  arts,  the  attainments  of  fci- 
ence,  the  energies  of  the  cultivated  mind,  and  the  elevation  of  the 
human  charader,  may  in  fome  degree  be  imparted  to  nations  hither- 
'  to  configned  to  hopelefs  barbarifm  and  uniform  contempt.' 

Fe-zan  is  a  diftrid  lying  to  the  fouthward  of  Tripoli,  inclofed  by  a 
circular  range  of  mountains,  which  feparate  it  from  the  furrounding 
defert.  The  people,  a  mixed  race  of  Arabs  and  Negroes,  in  whom  the 
Negro  blood  predominates,  are  ftrid  Mohamedans,  and  mofily  employ- 
ed in  agriculture  and  pafturage.  Their  merchants,  whofe  commercial 
fpirit  no  diftance  nor  difficulties  can  difcourage,  form  the  bond  of  con- 
nedion  between  all  the  nations  of  the  north  and  middle  parts  of  Africa. 
About  the  end  of  Odober,  when  the  heat  begins  to  moderate,  the  cara- 
vans for  Tripoli,  Bornou,  Cafima,  and  the  nations  beyond  the  River 
Niger,  take  their  departure  from  Mourzouk,  the  capital  of  Fezzan. 

The  caravans  for  Tripoli  carry  trona  *,  fena,  gold  duft,  and  flaves,  the 
produce  of  their  trade  to  the  fouthward  ;  and  in  return  they  get  cutlery 
ware ;  woolen,  linen,  and  filk,  goods ;  raw  filk  j  copper,  and  brafs ;  and

confiderable  river  running  north,  till  he  adually  arrived  at  the  Frozen 
ocean,  in  which  he  faw  fome  fmall  whales  among  fields  of  ice,  and  ob- 
ferved  the  rife  and  fall  of  the  tide.  On  an  ifland  at  the  mouth  of  his 
river,  to  which  he  gave  the  name  of  Whale  ifland,  he  ereded  a  poll 
near  fome  very  old  deferted  huts,  and  engraved  on  it  his  name,  the 
number  of  perfons  with  him,  the  time  they  remained  there,  and  the 
latitude,  69°  14  *. 

This  journey,  or  voyage,  of  difcovery,  and  alfo  that  of  Mr.  Hearne  in 
the  year  1771,  (fee  V.  iii,  p.  527)  having  ftretched  acrofs  all  the  un- 
frequented regions  of  America,  ought  fu rely  to  be  fufficient  to  prove 
the  utter  impofllbility  of  the  exiftence  of  a  navigable  communication  in 
any  temperate  part  of  that  continent :  and  we  might  reafonably  expe<5l 
to  have  no  more  conjedures  or  fpeculations  upon  that  fubjedf. 

The  conveyance  of  goods  between  London  and  Briflol  being  very 
expenfive  by  land,  and  very  tedious  and  dangerous,  efpecially  in  time 
ofwar,  byfea,  an  inland  navigable  communication,  for  uniting  the 
Thames  with  the  Severn  by  an  artificial  channel  of  about  40  miles,  was 
projeded  in  the  reign  of  Charles  II.  But  the  execution  of  it,  and  of 
fome  other  canals  projecled  in  that  reign,  was  referved  for  the  prefent 
more  enlightened  and  fcientific  age.  In  the  year  1 783  fome  individuals, 
moftly  merchants  in  London,  obtained  an  ad  for  executing  the  canal, 
which  was  planned  and  executed  by  Mr.  Whitworth.     It  extends  iu  a

Another  circumtlancc, 
i»n  which  great  Urtfs  has  been  laid  by  the  advocates 
for  a  noith-\vc(l  palTagc,  is,  that  whales  have  been 
♦ound  in  the  Pacific  ocean  with  European  harpoons 
(licking  id  their  fU(h,  wherewith  they  mull  have 
bctn  wou.idcd  in  the  Gncn'and  ftas.

very  probable,  that  there  is  a  continuation  of  fca 
between  the  Atlantic  and  the  Pacific  oceans,  by 
which  whales  and  other  fidics  may  m^n  3  palfage 
under  the  ice  ;  neither  (houid  it  be  abfolutely  de- 
nied, that  palfages  may  poflibly  have  been  made 
between  the  Pacific  and  the  .'Atlantic  .l.'-ough 
Bering's  llraits,  or  perhaps  fome  other  (I  raits  now 
unknown  in  the  north-weft  extremity  of  America, 
by  Maldonado,  Urdaniclta,  Loario,  &c.  But 
granting  a  few  fuch  palfages  to  \\^^t  lit  en  fuccefs- 
fully  cffcfted  in  the  courfe  of  two  centuries,  though 
they  are  all  almoll  as  doubtful  as  the  (loi-y  of  Juan 
de  Fuca,  (of  which  the  (lory  of  the  Spaniards  at 
the  Cape  ieems  a  new  edition)  it  does  not  follow, 
that  palfages  can  be  regularly  made  in  fuch  frozen 
feas.  Nor  is  it  probable,  that,  though  the  route 
were  difcovcred,  any  adventurers  will  now  be  found 
willing  to  rilli  their  livep,  or  even  their  property, 
in  the  profecutloii  of  a  vovage  (0  very  dangerous 
wh'-h  no  experience  can  ever  bring  to  be  gener- 
ally i.'eful.  Indeed,  the  idea  01  a  praiSlicable 
north-well  palfage,  though  a  reward  is  (lill  held 
out  by  parliament  for  the  difcovery  of  it,  is  now  a- 
completely  given  up  by  all  thinking  people  ai  that 
of  the  imaginary  Ttrra  auflral'u,  which  for  many 
ages  made  fo  cohi'pieuous  a  figure  in  the  m«p«,  and 
in  the  writings,  of  geographers.  ^

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Thus  of  86  veflels  there  are  6x  belonging  toBritifii  fubjedls,  of  which 
number  the  21  in  the  fervice  of  the  company  are  the  largeft  and  beft 
appointed  merchant  fhips  that  fwim  upon  the  Ocean ;  and  of  the  40, 
called  country  fhips,  maiyr  are  very  little  inferior  to  the  company's  (hips. 
Of  the  remaining  25  veflels,  15  belong  to  the  dependents  of  Britons 
fettled  in  America ;  and  it  is  not  improbable,  that  fome  of  them  are 
partly  fitted  out  by  Britifti  capitals,  as  is  alfo  known  to  be  fometimes 
the  cafe  with  other  foreign  Eail-India  fhips  *. 

The  cultivation  of  coffee  in  the  French  part  of  S'.  Domingo  was  fo 
furprifmgly  incrcafed  in  a  few  years,  that  inflead  of  Jive  millions  of 
pounds,  the  quantity  exported  in  the  year  1 770,  the  exports  of  that  art- 
icle this  year  amounted  to  no  lefs  than  feventy-ftx  millions  of  pounds, 
which  at  ^'4 :  10  per  hundredweight  was  worth  ;^3,420,ooo.  [^Edwards's  ■ 
Hifi.  of  the  Wejt'thdies,  V.  ii,^.  299.]

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1790  February  as'*— In  the  year  1784,  General  Roy,  a  gentkman  of 
great  mathematical  and  geographical  icience,  by  his  Majefty's  command 
made  a  very  accurate  meafurement  of  a  bafe  on  Honflow  hearh,  pre- 
paratorjkto  a  furvey  to  be  made  by  a  feries  of  triangles  extending  to  the 
eaft  coaft  of  Kent,  and  thence  to  the  coaft  of  France,  for  the  purpofe  of 
afccrtaining  precifely  the  relative  fituations  of  the  royal  obfervatories  of 
Greenwich  and  Paris,  whereby  the  ipaps  and  charts  of  the  two  countries 
may  be  rendered  reciprocally  mcwe  ufeful  than  they  have  hitherto  been. 
A  moft  capital  inftrument,  whidi  the  general,  in  his  defcription  of  it, 
fays,  '  may  be  called  a  greasC  theodoTer,'  having  been  made  by  Mr! 
Ramfden  exprefsly  for  the  furvey,  and  a  correfpondence  opened  with 
the  academy  of  fciences  ft  Paris  refpedting  the  co-operation  expeded  oa 
their  part,  that  learned  body  appointed  the  comte  de  Caffini  *,  with 
Mcflieurs  Mechain  and  Le  Gendre,  to  concert  with  the  general  and 
Dodor  Blagden  the  operations  to  be  performed  on  each  coaft.  On  the 
23""  of  September  1787  thefe  amhujjadors  of  fcience  met  at  Dover,  and 
immediately  adjufted  their  plan.  By  the  help  of  white  lights,  ufed  on 
the  preconcerted  nights,  they  were  enabled  '  to  eftablifti  forever  the 

*  triangular  connexion  between  the  two  countries  :'  and  the  other  tri- 
angles were  taken  with  unparalleled  exadnefs  in  the  fummers  of  1787 
and  1788.  The  general  now  laid  before  the.  royal  fociety  a  memoir, 
containing  an  account  of  his  operations ;  -and  he  recommended,  *  that 

•  the  trigonometrical  operation,  fo  fuccefsfully  begup,  fliould  be  con- 
'  tinued,  and  gradually  extended  over  the  whole  ifland,'  and,  by  means 
of  white  lights,  alfo  to  Ireland,  by  which  means  only  we  can  obtain 
good  maps  of  the  Britilh  iflands. 

It  is  proper  to  add,  that  his  advice  has  been  followed ;  that  the  fur- 
vey is  ftill  going  on  under  the  diredion  of  eminent  geographers,  who 
have  been  appointed  to  the  fuperintendence  of  this  great  national  work, 
lince  death  deprived  the  country  of  the  valuable  fervices  of  General 
Roy  ;  and  that  we  may  hope  to  fee  the  day,  when  it  (hall  no  longer  be 
faid  that  Britifh  navigators  find  the  coafts  of  their  own  country  lefs  ac- 
curately laid  down  in  their  charts  than  thole  of  almoft  any  other  coun- 
try they  have  occafion  to  vifit. 

The  Britifli  government  in  India  and  Tippoo  Saib,  the  fultan  of  My- 
fore,  had  never  been  cordially  reconciled :  and  in  March  1 790  their 
mutual  animofities  upon  a  very  trifling  occafion  broke  out  in  hoftilities, 
of  which  it  is  fortunately  not  my  province  to  enter  into  any  narrative. 

The  planters  and  merchants  interefted  in  the  Weft-India  iflands  hav- 
ing rcprefented  to  government,  that  the  bread-fruit  of  the  South-fea 
iflands  would  be  a  valuable  acquifition  to  the  Weft-Indies  as  a  fecurity 
againft  the  famines,  which  have  Ibmetimes  made  fuch  dreadful  havock

water  of  the  Forth  into  the  Clyde  ;  a  ceremony  of  much  more  pro- 
priety and  meaning  than  the  annual  marriage  of  the  dukes  of  Venice 
with  the  Adriatic  fca. 

Thus,  after  the  labour  of  twenty-two  years  (or  at  lead  twenty-two 
years  after  the  commencement  of  it)  was  finifhed  the  moft  arduous  un 
dertaking  of  the  kind  in  Great  Britain  ;  a  canal,  which  communicates 
with  the  tides  of  two  oppofite  feas,  and  elevates  vefle Is,  capable  of  navi- 
gating the  Ocean,  to  the  height  of  156  feet  above  the  level  ofthe  fca,  and 
in  one  of  the  aqueduds  to  the  height  of  65  feet  above  the  natural  river*, 
affording  a  fafe  and  commodious  pafTage  for  veflels  between  Ireland,  or 
the  weft  fide  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  eaft  fide  of  the  country,  or  the 
continent  of  Europe  f . 

From  many  fads,  related  in  the  firft  volume,  the  reader  has  already 
feen  the  high  eftimation  in  which  the  wool  of  England  was  held,  and 
the  avidity  wherewith  it  was  fought  after,  by  the  manufadurers  of  other 
countries,  efpecially  thofe  of  the  Netherlands,  Italy,  and  Spain,  which 
laft  country  is  now  univerfally  acknowleged  to  pollefs  the  fineft  wool 
in  Europe.  Guicciardini,  a  refpedable  Italian  hiftorian  of  the  fixteenth 
century,  defcribes  the  wool  of  England  as  fuperior  to  that  of  Spain, 
which  he  ranks  next  to  it  %.  He  alfo  repeatedly  mentions  the  wool  of 
Scotland,  as  in  great  requeft  in  the  Netherlands  in  his  time ;  and  we 
know  that  it  was  a  chief  article  of  the  exports  of  Scotland  §  till  the  year

About  this  time  many  patriotc  gentlemen  in  different  parts  of  the 
kingdom.  impreOed  with  a  due  fenfe  of  the  great  importance  of  a  nat- 
ive ftock  of  fine  ^yool  turned  their  attention  to  the  improvement  of  the 
breed  of  fine-«"ioled  fheep.

the  farmer.  The  Report  of  their  committee  (publifhed  this  year)  flates, 
that,  there  appear  to  be  two  kinds  of  fine-wooled  Iheep  in  tlie  Shetland 
iflands,  of  which  that  called  the  kindly  Jhee/-  is  almoft  entirely  covered 
with  wool  of  a  moft  excellent  quality,  and  worth  at  lead  5/ per  pound; 
the  other  fpecies  having  the  fine  wool  only  about  the  neck  and  fome 
other  parts  of  the  body.  But  fo  deficient  are  the  people,  who  poflefs 
this  mn/l  pretious  wool,  in  the  management  of  it,  and  elpecially  in  lorting 
it,  that  they  work  up  the  fineft  along  with  the  coarfc  wool  of  inferior 
fheep  in  knitting  ftockin);s,  which  they  fell  from  ^d  to  3/a-pair,  (ftock- 
ings  made  entirely  of  the  fineft  wool  lellas  high  as  two  guineas)  whence 
it  frequently  happens  that  fome  of  them  contain  as  much  fine  wool  as 
is  worth  more  in  a  jaw  ftate  than  the  price  of  the  manufadurcd  ftock- 
ings  *. 

The  fociety  ftrongly  recommended  it  to  the  proprietors  of  fmall  iflands 
to  pay  attention  to  the  breed  of  their  fheep,  which  fuch  fea-girt  paftures 
can  beft  prcferve  from  being  debafed  by  mixing  with  fheep  of  interior 
quality  ;  to  be  careful  to  obtain  the  beft  kinds  for  breeding  from, 
efpecially  the  rams ;  to  breed  only  the  beft  fpecieo ;  and  to  extirpate 
the  inferior  kinds  as  foon  as  pofTible  f . 

If  the  antient  fuperiority  of  the  Britifh  wool  fhall  ever  be  recovered, 
it  is  apparently  from  the  remote  iflands,  that  that  bleffing  muft  be 
fpread  over  the  kingdom ;  a  blefTing  certainly  attainable,  under  the 
favour  of  the  Almighty  dii'pofer  of  all  events,  bv  judicious  and  perfever- 
ing  efforts.  The  focieties  who  fhall  fuccecd  in  their  moft  meritorious 
endeavours  to  render  Great  Britain  entirely  independent  of  foreigners 
for  the  materials  of  fo  important  a  manufadure,  will  fiirely  delerve  the 
very  higheft  praife  and  g:  uitude  and  the  mo  it  diftinguifhed  honours 
from  their  country. 

The  profe^tion  of  the  trade  in  lea-otter  furs  on  the  weft  coaft  of 
America  (of  the  commencement  of  which  fome  account  has  already 
been  given)  involved  us  in  a  conteft  with  the  court  of  Spain.  In  tlv-^ 
beginning  of  the  year  1786  fome  Bntifh  merchants  refiding  in  India 
fitted  out  two  vellels,  called  the  Nootka  and  the  Sea-otter,  under  the 
toiiunatid  of  Captain  Meares,  for  the  fur  trade  on  the  weft  coaft  of 
Apierici.

Whilfe  the  Britilh  vefTels  were  thus  feized,  and  their  officew  and  crews 
trefated  with  Cruelty  and  infult  by  tire  Spanifh  commander,  the  Colum- 
bia and  the  WaOimgton,  two  American  veflels  under  the  command  of 
CaptamKendrick*  which  were  then  alfo  in  Nontka  found  upon  the 
fame  bufinefS  of  coUedting  fea-otter  furs,  were  favourably  treated  by 
him,  and  were  employed  to  carry  the  Britifh  feamen,  and  fuch  part  of 
the  fiirs  as  he  thought  proper  to  reftore,  to  China,  for  which,  by  his  or- 
der, they  were  to  have  the  extravagant  allowance  of  thirty  per  cent  on 
the  amount  of  the  fales  in  the  name  of  freight.

And  (ince  the  peace  many,  efpeclally  In 
the  northern  ftates,  who  difapproved  of  Negro  flavery,  have  thought  it 
meritorious  to  promote  the  manufadture  and  confumption  of  a  fugar, 
which  can  be  provided  without  the  labour  of  flaves.  This  manufacture 
has  the  extraordinary  advantages  over  that  of  the  Weft-India  fugar,  that 
the  tree  grows  without  requiring  any  attention  to  its  cuhure,  and  con- 
tinues feveral  years  to  yield  the  facharine  juice^  and  that  the  feafon  for 
making  fugar  is  chiefly  in  February  and  March,  froft  being  neceflary  to 
make  the  Uquor  run  from  the  trees,  when  many  other  branches  of  rural 
induflry  are  fufpended  by  the  extreme  rigour  of  the  feafon  in  a  great 
part  of  America :  and  it  grows  rather  more  plentifully  in  the  northern 
regions,  where  the  great  length  of  the  winter  renders  it  aimoft  impof- 
fible  for  the  farmer  to  maintain  the  number  of  fervants  requifite  to  per- 
form the  work  neceflary  to  be  done  in  the  few  weeks  of  fummer.  Hence 
the  manufacture  of  fugar  becomes  an  important  objed  to  fill  up  the  in- 
duflry of  the  farmers  of  Canada  and  Nova  Scotia,  whole  labours  hither- 
to have  been  rather  unproiitable  for  about  half  the  year :  and  the  coun- 
try people  bring  fugar  to  market  at  Quebec,  Halifax,  &c.  as  regular  as 
other  country  produce. 

Though  the  people  in  the  middle  ftates  of  America  had  been  accuf- 
tomed  to  make  fmall  quantities  of  maple  fugar,  it  was  not  tiU  the  year 
1790,  that  they  began  to  pay  any  confiderable  attention  to  that  branch 
of  hufljandry.  It  was  then  taken  up  as  an  important  national  objed; : 
and  fome  refined  maple  i'ugar  was  fold  in  Philadelphia,  which  was  pro- 
nounced equal  to  any  loaf  fugar  made  from  Wefl:-India  mufcovado  fu- 
gar.

In  proportion  to  this  quantity,  afcertained  by  official  document,  the  fu- 
gar neceflary  for  the  whole  of  the  United  ftates  was  eftima'^'-d  to  be  about 
forty-two  millions  of  pounds,  which  quantity,  it  is  fuppofed,  may  be 
produced  from  263,000  acres  of  land  bearing  the  fugar  maple :  and 
it  is  aflerted  that  there  are  eight  counties  in  New  York  and  Pennfylva- 
nia,  any  one  of  which  is  more  than  fufficient  to  fupply  the  whole  of 
that  large  quantity,  with  fcarccly  any  interruption  to  the  other  avoca- 
tions of  the  farmer,  as  two  men,  one  woman,  and  a  child  of  ten  years 
of  age,  are  capable  of  performing  all  the  labour  necefliary  in  producing 
1 ,000  pounds  of  fugar  in  the  two  months  of  February  and  March  *.

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nation  by  the  national  afTembly.  They  alio  aboliflied  the  pernicious 
and  partial  tax  upon  fall,  which  had  for  au;es  opprefled  the  people,  and 
provoked  defperate  fmu^gling  and  frequent  tumults,  together  with  the 
taxes  upon  oil.  foap,  ftarch,  leather,  and  iron  ;  and  they  alfo  abolilhed 
the  heavy  tax  upon  tobacco.  And  inttead  of  them  a  light  tax  was  im- 
pofed  upon  fixed  property,  and  alfo  a  rate  per  cent  upon  perfonal  pro- 
perty and  annuities,  a  duty  upon  patents,  and  {lamp  duties  upon  con- 
tradls  and  other  writings.  In  confequence  of  thefe  alteranons,  fait  and 
tobacco  became  for  the  firft  time  confiderable  articles  of  general  com- 
merce in  France.  The  aflembly  reftorcd  the  property  of  the  proteftants, 
which  had  been  feized  on  the  revocation  of  the  edid  of  Nantes,  to  their 
defcendents  ;  and  they  relieved  the  Jews  from  the  heavy  extra  tax  levied 
npon  them.  They  alfo  ordered,  that  jullice  fhould  be  adminiftered  gra- 
tuitoufly  to  all  the  people :  and  they  eflabliflied  a  board  of  conciliation 
in  every  diftrid,  to  which  the  parties  were  to  be  fummoned,  and  proper 
means  ufcd  to  bring  them  to  an  amicable  adjuftment  of  their  differences  *.

Additional  duties  of  excife  were  alfo  laid  on  malt,  and  an  addition  of 
ten  per  cent  on  feveral  other  taxes,  for  the  fame  purpofe  ;  which  were 
alfo  to  ceafe,  when  that  purpofe  fhould  be  efteded.     [c.

In  confequenee  of  the  perniilllon  contained  in  the  ad  28  Geo.  Ill, 
i\  6,  there  were  imported  this  year  from  the  United  dates  into  Nova  Sco- 
tia 40,000  barrels  of  bread  and  meal,  and  80.000  bufliels  of  grain  ;  and 
alio  54,000  Haves  and  heading.  16,000  hoops,  924.980  feet  of  boards, 
and  285,000  flungles.  This  importation  affords  a  clear  proof,  after  a 
trial  of  (even  years,  that  Nova  Scotia  is  very  far  indeed  from  being  able

India  company,  that  on  the  31"  of  March  1794  the  capital  or  debt  of 
)C4, 200,000  owing  to  them  by  the  public,  together  with  all  intereft  due 
uf'on  it,  (hould  be  paid  off,  that  parliament  might  be  at  hberty,  agree- 
able to  the  terms  of  the  contradl  between  the  public  and  the  co.tipany, 
which  requires  three  years' notice,  to  lay  the  trade  to  India  open.  And 
from  feme  fubfequent  inveftigations  it  appears  to  have  been  really  in 
contemplation  to  admit  the  veflels  of  private  individuals  to  a  pa  rticipa- 
tion  of  the  commerce  of  India. 

In  confequpnce  of  an  a(5l  of  the  legiflature  of  the  United  dates  of 
America,  pafTed  in  March  1790,  an  enumeration  of  the  whole  inhabit- 
ants wiis  made  between  Augufl  1790  and  April  1791  ;  and  the  ni  mbers 
in  each  ftate  were  found  to  be  as  follows.

the  military,  was  supposed  to  he  only  a  few  thousands ;  whence  the 
whole  number  of  people,  of  a  llsorts,  then  in  the  territories  of  the 
United  states,  .ippears  to  iiave  bwn  \ery  near  fovr  millions. 

Two  American  writers  of  diftinguiflied  merit  and  eminence  have  en- 
tertained very  oppofite  opinions  refpecSing  the  policy  of  pufhing  for- 
ward the  populati  m  of  America  beyond  the  natural  increafe,  by  holding 
out  invitations  to  European  emigrants.  Mr.  JefFeribn,  author  of  Notes  on 
Virginia,  apprehended  dangerous  confequences  from  too  rapid  an  influx, 
and  too  great  a  proportion  of  foreign-born  people,  many  of  them  bred 
up  under  arbitrary  governments,  and  either  infedled  with  their  prin- 
ciples, or,  if  difgulled  with  tyranny  and  oppreflion,  apt  to  run  into  the 
extremes  of  licentioufnefs,  who,  in  virtue  of  their  citizenfhip,  mud  be 
admitted  to  a  participation  of  legiflative  authority,  whence  there  muft

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When  the  price  of  wheat  lifes  to  46/",  rye,  pens,  and  beans,  to  j^o/^ 
barley,  bear,  ami  bigg,  to  23/,  and  oats  to  \ej,  tiie  cxportatiou  of  tliem, 
or  of  flour,  meal,  malt,  or  bread,  made  of  them,  is  prohibited  on  pen- 
alty of  forfeiture  of  the  veflel  and  cargo,  with  a  fine  of  29/*  for  every 
bufiiel  of  grain  or  flour,  and  1/  for  evciy  pound  of  bread.  From  this 
prohibit-on  are  exempted — grain  ncceflary  for  the  fubfiOence  of  Ihips 
of  war  and  garrifons,  beans  carried  to  the  court  of  Africa  for  the  flave 
trade,  and  liniited  allowances  of  the  I'cveral  fpecies  to  be  fliippcd  from 
certain  ports  for  Gibraltar,  Guernfey,  Jerfey,  Aldcrney,  Mann,  the  Eaft- 
India  company's  fettlements,  the  forts  in  Africa,  the  Weft-Indies,  the 
Bay  of  Honduras,  Hudfon's  bay,  Newfoundland,  Nova  Scotia,  Bay  Cha- 
leur,  and  Labrador.  Liberty  is  alfo  given  to  expv>rt  bear  or  bigg  from 
Orkney  to  Portugal  or  clfewhere,  under  the  diredion  of  the  committee 
of  the  privy  council  for  trade — Corn,  flour,  &c.  may  be  exported  to 
Ireland,  when  there  is  an  embargo  on  the  exportation  of  them  from 
that  kingdom. — In  time  of  war  the  king  is  empowered  to  authorize  an 
increafed  exportation  to  a  limited  amount. 

Three  feveral  rates  of  duties,  varying  according  to  circumftances, 
from  6d  to  24/3  on  wheat,  and  in  proporticui  on  the  other  fpecies,  accord- 
ing 10  the  market  prices,  were  made  payable  on  imjwrtation  from  for- 
eign countries :  and  the  importation  of  all  kinds  of  malt,  and  «f  meal 
or  flour,  made  from  rye,  peas,  beans,  barley,  bear,  bigg,  and  Indian  corn, 
was  totally  prohibited. — A  fimilar  fet  of  duties  was  enaded  for  the  im- 
portation from  Ireland  and  the  Britifli  co!)nies  in  North  America. 

'  In  order  to  promote  and  extend  the  commerce  of  the  merchants  of 
'  this  kingdom  in  foreign  corn,  and  to  provide  ftores,  which  may  be  al- 
'  ways  ready  for  the  relief  of  his  Majefty's  fubjeds  in  times  of  dearth,' 
it  was  eiiaCk'd,  that  foreign  corn  might  be  warehoul'ed  without  paying 
any  duty  till  it  fliould  be  delivered  out  for  iiome  confumption. 

The  ad  contains  a  muliiplicity  of  ret^vilaiions  for  the  coafting  car- 
riage of  corn,  and  for  carrying  it  upon  the  canal  between  the  Forth  and 
the  Clyde  ;  and  it  alfo  contains  a  new  diltrib\ition  of  the  mariiime  pans 
of  Cireat  Bri'iin  into  diftricts  for  the  purpofe  of  rcgulaiing  tlie  imports 
and  exports  01  corn,  and  the  various  rates  of  duties  ;  and  a  lill  of  the 
places,  which  by  their  market  prices  are  to  regulate  the  trade  in  each 
diftrid.  And  it  moreover  contains  rules  to  be  obferved  by  the  infpedor 
of  corn  returns,  the  corn  factors  and  dealers,  and  the  receiver  of  corn 
returns,  who  is  direded  to  publilh  the  average  prices  of  every  week  in 
the  Loudon  gazette,     [c.  30.]

The  king  in  council  having  illued  an  order  authorizing  the  import- 
ation of  I, coo  tuns  of  faltpetre  from  any  country,  on  fecurity  being 
given  by  the  importer  to  pay  fuch  duty  as  parliament  fliould  determine, 
and  to  difpofe  of  it  in  the  manner  prefcribed,  all  perfons  ading  under 
that  order  were  indemnified  by  ad  of  parliament :  and  the  duty  payable 
on  the  faltpetre  imported  by  them  was  fixed  at  7/9  per  hundredweight.

For 
the  fame  reafon  the  Eaft-India  company  were  required  to  put  up  at  their 
fales  every  half  year  5,000  bags  more  than  the  quantity  of  that  article 
fold  by  them  on  the  average  of  their  four  laft  fales,  at  the  price  of  31/ 
per  hundredweight  in  time  of  peace,  and  40/"  in  time  of  war,  and  alfo 
to  deliver  annually  500  tuns  of  faltpetre  into  the  king's  flores  at  the 
average  of  their  upfet  price  for  the  ye?r  :  and  on  failure  of  either  of 
thefe  rcquifitions,  tl\e  king  in  council  may  authorize  the  importation  of 
the  neceilary  quantity  from  any  country  at  the  low  duty  of  ^d.~~The 
bounty  allowed  on  the  exportation  of  gun-powder  by  ad  4  Geo.

Auguft-f-The  Spanifli  government  having  iflued  an  order  that  all  for- 
eigners refiding  in  Spain  fhould  be  divided  into  two  clafles,  viz.  tranfient 
and  dom  dilated,  Meffieurs  Keith  and  Macdonald,  two  Britifh  merchants 
in  AHcant,  who  had  chofen  the  later  clal's,  were  ordered  "to  leave  Ali- 
cant  within  fifteen  days,  and  to  take  an  oath  of  implicit  obedience  to 
the  Spanifli  laws  during  that  time.  For  negleding  to  comply  with  this 
order,  which  muft  have  had  ruinous  confequences,  the  governor  of 
AHcant  fhut  them  up  in  the  caftie.  The  Spanifli  miniftry  immediately 
difavowed  the  governor's  condud,  and  put  an  order  for  the  releafe  of 
the  two  gentlemen  into  the  hands  of  Lord  S'.  Helens,  the  Britifti  am- 
baflador  at  Madrid,  adding  that,  unlefs  the  governor  could  make  good 
his  charge  againft  Meflleurs  Keith  and  Macdonald,  he  fliould  be  com- 
pelled to  make  them  ample  ftuisfadion  ;  and  that  circular  letters  were 
forwarded  to  prevent  fimilar  opprelfions.

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become  a  fcene  of  carnage  and  defolation,  from  the  efFeds  of  which  ij  will 
require  the  repofe  and  profperity  of  many  years  to  recover  it. 

In  all  the  Weft-India  colonies  there  are  three  clafles  of  people,  whofe 
conditions  in  the  community  are  marked  by  ftrong  lines  of  diftindion. 
The  firft  comprehends  the  white  people  of  all  ranks,  who  enjoy  all  kinds 

of  political  rights  according  to  theconftitution  of  the  colony The 

fecond  comifts  of  the  free  people  of  colour,  fome  of  them  black,  but 
moftly  of  a  mixed  breed  of  all  the  gradations  between  white  and  black. 
In  the  French  Weft-Indies  the  people  of  this  clafs  are  allowed  to  poflefs 
property  of  every  kind,  and  fome  of  them  are  very  opulent.  Being 
much  more  numerous  in  the  French,  than  in  the  Britifli,  iflands  in  pro- 
portio.a  to  the  whites  *,  the  hatred  of  the  later  is  rendered  more  in- 
veterate by  jealoufy  and  apprehenfion,  and  they  are  treated  with  great, 
and,  I  may  fay,  authorized,  contempt  by  the  very  loweft  of  the  whites. 
In  the  Britifn  iflands  the  child  of  a  meftee  by  a  white  (being  the  fourth 
in  delcent  from  a  negro  anceftor)  enjoys  every  privilege  of  a  white  per- 
fon  :  but  the  laws  of  the  French  colonies  continued  the  ftigma  and  dif- 
qualifications  of  the  negro  blood  to  the  remoteft  pofterity,  fubjeded 
them  to  many  grievous  hardflaips  and  labours,  and  abfolutely  excluded 
them  from  every  office,  profeffion,  or  employment,  proper  for  a  gentle- 
man, except  that  of  a  planter:  fo  that  thefe  unfortunate  people  enjoyed 
very  few  of  the  natural,  or  civil,  rights  of  free  men.  But  they  ac- 
counted themfelves  very  much  fuperior  to  the  flaves,  upon  whom  they 
retaliated  (if  I  may  be  permi'^ted  the  expreflion)  the  infults  and  opprei- 
ilons  they  fufFered  from  the  whites. — The  third,  and  by  far  ihe  moft 
numerous,  clafs  comprehends  all  the  flaves,  whether  negroes  or  of  mix- 
ed blood,  who  are  the  abfolute  property  of  their  mafters  as  much  as 
their  fellow-labourers,  the  mules  and  oxen,  and  cannot  be  faid  to  pof- 
fefs  any  political  rights  whatfoever — No  harmony  could  at  any  time  be 
expedcd  to  fubiift  among  people  with  fuch  jarring  interefts  and  fo  many 
fources  of  exafperation.  It  is  not  furprifing  then,  that  the  accounts 
they  received  of  the  political  ftate  of  France  ferved  to  increufe  the  ani- 
molities  among  thofe  clafles  in  the  French  Weft -Indies.  In  S'.  Domingo 
the  white  people,  diipleafed  with  the  condud  of  the  national  afl^embly 
of  France,  whom  they  thought  inclined  to  be  too  favouralle  to  the 
other  clafles,  eleded  a  colonial  aflembly  by  their  own  authority  and  pro- 
ppfed  to  open  their  ports  to  all  nations,  and  even  to  transfer  their  alleg- 
iance to  the  crown  of  Great  Britain.  The  free  people  of  colour,  en- 
couraged by  a  decree  of  the  national  aflembly,  which  was  afterwards 
repealed,  claimed  an  equal  participation  of  rights  and  privileges  with 
the  whites.  And  the  flaves  thought,  that  the  commotions  in  the  colony 
prefentcd  a  favourable  opportunity  for  them  alfo  to  afl^ert  tlieir  claim  to 
liberty,   and  made  a   moft  formidable  inlurredion  at  Cap   Francois

In  New  England  a  very  fimple  method  was  difcovered  of  preferving 
timber  from  being  deftroyed  by  the  worm,  which  confided  only  in 
foaking  it  well  in  oil. 

Several  improvements  were  alfo  made  in  the  manufadures  of  cotton, 
linen,  &c.  One  was  an  invention  in  Ireland  of  a  loom,  which  weaves  two 
webs  of  cotton  or  linen  at  once,  more  perfedly  and  more  expcditioufly 
than  a  fmgle  web  can  be  made  in  a  common  loom.  Another  was  a  new 
method  of  bleaching,  whereby  a  piece  of  cotton  may  be  bleached  in  the 
moft  complete  maimer  in  about  five  hours,  or  a  piece  of  linen  in  about 
forty-eight  hours,  without  cxpofing  them  to  the  fun  or  air,  or  doing  the 
fmalleft  injury  to  the  fabric  of  the  goods.  Mr.  Locket  of  Donnington  in 
Berk-(hire  alto  difcovered  a  method  of  making  cloth  of  the  ftalks  of  hops. 

The  following  ftatement  of  the  Britifh  velfels  employed  in  the  flave 
trade,  and  of  the  number  of  negroes  imported  into,  and  exported  from, 
the  Britifh  colonies  in  the  Weft-Indies,  is  exitrafted  from  the  c^Ewial  ac- 
count made  up  for  the  ufe  of  the  houfe  of  commons  by  Mr.  Irving,  ia- 
fpedor-gcneral  of  the  imj»rts  and  exports  of  Great  Britain  *.

1794,  Fcbmary,  March — ^The  Increafing  confuraption  of  fagar  in  this 
country  *,  owing  in  a  great  meafurc  to  the  redu€tiaft  of  the  price  of  tea 
by  the  commutation  ad,  and  tha  increafed  demand  for  it  abroad,  ow- 
ing to  the  deficiency  of  the  French  importation  from  S'.  Domingo,  had 
faifed  that  article  to  a  price  far  above  what  had  ever  been  known,  fince 
the  cxtenfive  cultivaticm  ©fit  in  the  Welt-Indies  had  brought  it  into 
general  ufe.

Sugar  may  be  obtained  from  the  Eaft-Indtes  in  any  quantity  that  all 
Europe  can  require,  even  with  the  disadvantage  of  the  freight  being  fo 
much  heavier  than  from  the  Weft-Indies,  provided  the  Eaft-lndia  com- 
pany were  placed  upon  the  fame  footing  with  rcfpedt  to  duties  and  draw- 
Hcks  as  the  Weft-India  planters  f . 

The  confumers  upon  the  continent  could  not  continue  to  buy  Britifh 
fugars  at  »heir  very  advanced  price }  and  veiTels  from  various  parts  of 
Europe,  and  alfo  from  the  United  ftates  of  America,  were  getting  into 
the  trade  of  importing  Eaft-lndia  fugars  for  the  European  market. 
There  being  thus  reafon  to  apprehend  the  lofs  of  the  fugar  trade,  toge- 
ther with  the  carrying  trade  and  the  other  advantages  to  the  commerce 
and  revenue  of  Great  Britain  attached  to  it,  the  public  had  for  fome 
years  paft  looked  to  the  Eaft-lndia  company  for  afliftancc ',  in  confe- 
quence  of  which  the  diredors  had  ordered  fome  fmall  parcels  of  fugar 
home  from  Bengal :}:,  by  way  of  experiment ;  and  they  had  repeatedly 
applied  to  government  for  an  equalization  of  the  duties  upon  fugars 
produced  in  the  Britijh  territories  in  the  Eqft-Indies  with  thofe  paid  upon 
the  produce  of  the  Britijh  territories  in  the  VJrJi-Indies  §.  But,  though 
it  is  evident  that  the  great  difference  in  the  freight  muft  give  a  decifive 
and  permanent  fuperiority  to  the  Weft-India  fugars,  without  the  addi- 
tion of  a  prohibitory  duty,  the  government  did  not  think  proper  to 
comply  with  their  requcft  ||.

prices  during  the  preceding  fix  weeks.  It  was  enaded,  that,  if  the  aver* 
Age  price  of  mufcovado  fugar  in  July  1792  ftioukl  exceed  ^,  or  in 
Odober  1792  Ihould  exceed  ,55/",  or  thereafter  (hould  exceed  50/ i^er 
htindredweight  t.  clufive  of  duties,  the  drawback  allowed  upon  the 
exportation  of  mufcovado  fugar,  and  the  bounty  upon  tiie  exportation 
df  fcfined  fugar,  fliould  be  difcontinued,  till  tower  prices  fhould  again 
render  the  allowance  of  them  expedient.  The  exportation  of  iugars  to 
Ireland  and  fomc  other  parts  of  the  Britifh  dominions  wji,  however  ex- 
trepted  from  the  operation  of  this  ad  ;  but  the  quantities  to  be  carried 
to  the  iflands  of  Guernfey,  Jerfey,  Alderney.

Sugar  and  cotFee,  the  produce  of  foreign  colonies,  were  alfo  permit- 
ted to  be  imported  in  Britifli-built  veflels,  owned  and  navigated  accord- 
ing to  law,  from  any  port  not  in  Europe  into  the  ports  of  London, 
Briftol,  Liverpool,  Lancafter,  Glafgow,  and  Leith,  and  to  be  warehoufed 
at  the  expenfe  of  the  importer,  and  to  the  fatisfadion  of  the  officers  of 
the  revenue,  without  paying  any  duty.  Such  fugar  and  coffee  may  alfo 
be  re-fhippcd  for  exportation  without  paying  any  duties.  But  if  they

Su;^r  and  coffee,  the  produce  of  foreign  plantations,  were  permitted 
to  be  imported  in  foreign  veflels  into  the  Bahama  and  Bermuda  itlands, 
fubjed  to  the  regulations  contained  in  the  ods  27  Geo.

Jt  confifts  in  eftablifliing, 
along,  with  the  funds  necelTary  for  paying  tbe  intereft  of  any  debt  to  be 
created,,  an  additional  annual  fund  of  one  bundrcdtb  part  of  the  cepital 
crfoted*  .  This  plan  \vas  fandioned  by  the  authority  of  parliament,  the 
funds  appropriated  for  it  being  placed  under  the  management  of  the 
fame  coramifEoners  who  have  the  charge  tjf  the  annual  million,  and 
they  improving  the  proceeds  of  it  in  the  fame  manner.  And  it  was  en- 
a(Sed,  that,  when  the  income  of  the  fund  fliould  arife  to  three  millions 
annually  cxclufive  of  the  fums  paid  in  from  the  exchequer,  the  divid- 
ends fliould  no  longer  be  iffued,  and  the  capital  to  that  amamu^auld

This  is  by  far  the  mod  judicious,  and  the  moft  powerful,  diiJblver  of 
the  national  debt  ever  yet  invented^  and  it  has  the  peculiar  advantage  of 
bringing  the  antidote  along  with  the  difeafe.  This  finking  fund,  and 
that  eftablifhed  in  the  year  1786,  have  made  a  filent,  but  a  rapid,  pro- 
grefs  in  reducing  the  debt  in  the  taireft  poflible  way  by  buymg  at  the 
ciu-rent  price  from  thofe  who  are  defirous  of  feUing.  There  need  no 
louger  be  any  of  the  tumult,  vexation,  and  diftrefs,  which  have  been 
produced  by  the  violent,  not  to  fay  cruel  and  unjuft,  meafure  of  com- 
pelling any  of  the  national  creditors  to  receive  payment,  or  to  fubmit 
to  a  redudion  of  their  income,  which  ought  furely  to  be  as  facred  to 
the  proprietors  of  five-per-cents  and  four-per-cents  as  to  thofe  of  three- 
per-cents,  as  they  muil  be  equally  prefumed  to  liave  acquired  their  pro- 
perty by  fair  purchafes  *.  And  furely  a  compulfion  to  accept  lower  in- 
terefl  (for  if  the  creditor  knows  of  no  other  opportunity  to  employ  the 
money,  the  option  of  payment  or  redudlion  of  intereft  is  a  compulfion) 
cannot  be  deliberately  defended  by  any  man  of  integrity,  who  will  al- 
low Tome  regard  for  the  individuals,  who  compofe  the  nation,  to  have 
its  due  weight  in  the  fcale  with  his  zeal  for  the  intereft  of  the  nation  in 
its  corporate  capacity. 

It  is  alfo  a  great  beauty  of  this  plan,  that  the  higher  the  intereft  of 
money  is,  or,  in  other  words,  the  lower  the  prices  of  the  funds  7re,  the 
quicker  is  the  progrefs  made  in  extinguifhing  the  national  debt,  or  of 
transferring  the  dividends  from  the  fellers  to  the  national  purfe,  for  the 
purpofe  of  annihilating  in  time  a  portion  of  the  taxes,  which  prefs  fo

Aits  were  pafled  for  improving  the  harbours  of  Ramfgate,  White- 
haven, Bofton  in  Lincoln-ftiire,  Broadflairs  in  Kent,  and  Beer  in  Dev6n- 
fhire ;  and  alfo  for  feveral  navigable  canals,  roads,  bridges,  and  other 
improvements  for  the  advancement  of  the  commerce  and  general  pro- 
fperity  of  the  country.

He  alfo  confented  to  cede  to  the  com- 
pany and  their  allies  the  half  of  his  dominions,  to  confift  of  fuch  diftrids 
as  they  fhould  think  mod  convenient  to  be  annexed  to  their  refpeidlive 
pofleflions,  and  moreover  to  pay  thera  a  large  fum  of  money  *.  And  he 
gave  two  ofliis  fons  as  hoftages  for  the  performance  of  his  engagements.

.  The  king  of  Denmark  iflued  an  ordinance  (March  20"'),  which  per- 
mits the  flave  trade  to  be  carried  on  by  his  fubjeds  till  the  year  1803, 
after  which  it  is  no  longer  to  be  tolerated  in  any  of  his  colonies.  The 
X>ani(h  Weft-India  merchants  expreiled  no  diflatisfadion  on  the  puUica- 
tion  of  this  order. 

The  diredors  of  the  Sierra  Leona  company  fent  out  five  fliip*  f  to 
their  fettlement  on  the  coaft  of  Africa,  with  a  governor,  council,  and 
other  officers,  a  mineralogift,  and  a  botanift,  together  with  a  fmall  mi- 
litary eftubliftiment  for  the  prote(5tion  of  the  fettlers.  They  gave  the 
natives  to  underrtand,  that  their  eftablifhment  was  for  the  purpofe  of 
exchanging  Bricilh  goods  for  African  produce,  and  that  they  would  have 
no  ctxncern,  nor  would  j)ermit  any  perfon  in  their  fervice  to  have  any 
concern,  in  the  flave  trade ;  that  they  would  carefully  avoid  having  any 
quarrel  with  the  natives,  and  would  eflablifh  feminaries  of  education  to 
which  they  (hould  be  {jcrmitted  to  fend  their  children;  that  the  chief 
intention  of  the  eftabliflunent  of  the  colony  was  to  ftimulate  the  in- 
duflry  of  the  natives,  and  to  point  it  to  ufeful  objedts :{:.

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merchants — That  it  is  evident,  that  monopoly  is  not  neceflliry  to  the 
fuccefsful  profecLition  of  the  trade  with  India,  from  the  example  of  the 
Portugueie,  who  carried  it  on  without  any  excluiivec  harter  above  a  cent- 
ury, and  ftill  more  from  that  of  the  North-American  merchants,  who, 
with  comparatively  inconfiderable  capitals,  make  fuccefsful  voyages  in 
fhips  of  moderate  fize,  to  every  part  of  the  Indian  and  Pacific  oceans, 
'  from  which  the  Britifli   merchants,  with  prior  claims,  fuperior  fkill, 

'  and  irrefiftible  capital,  is  by  a  falfe  policy  excluded.' That,  it  being 

the  nature  of  trade  to  force  channels  for  itfelf,  when  obftruded  in  its 
natural  courfe,  a  clandeftine  trade  is  carried  on  between  Great  Britain 
and  India  through  America  and  Oftend,  which  rannot  be  checked  with- 
out having  recourfe  to  fuch  rigorous  meafures  as  the  occafion  will  not 
juftify — That,  confidering  the  difficulties  attending  the  overthrow  of  a 
fiilfe  lyftcm  long  eftablifhed,  and  having  a  due  regard  to  the  interefts  of 
the  company,  they  wifli  the  public  at  large  to  fee  the  full  extent  of  the 
evil,  and  the  legiflature  to  confider  deliberately  the  means  of  removing 
it  confidently  with  true  policy  and  juftice,  for  which  purpofe  they  pro- 
pofe  to  prefent  a  petition  to  parliament — That  a  committee  correfpond 
with  other  towns  to  defire  their  co-operation,  and  that  their  refolutions 
be  made  fufficiently  public  by  means  of  the  newfpapers. 

The  committee  inclofed  a  copy  of  thefe  refolutions  to  every  member 
of  the  houfe  of  commons,  and  entered  into  correfpondence  with  com- 
mittees, or  principal  perfons,  in  Manchefiier,  Birmingham,  Exeter,  Nor- 
wich, Glafgow,  Fafley,  and  moft  of  the  other  trading  towns  in  England 
and  Scotland. 

This  fcheme,  wherein  the  interefls  of  Great  Britain  and  India  were 
involved,  after  attracting  confiderable  and  very  general  attention,  was 
blown  afide  by  the  political  contefts  which  now  agitated  the  country, 
but  more  efpecially  by  the  approach  of  war,  and  by  the  mercantile  con- 
vulfions  in  the  enfuing  winter  and  fpring,  which  ga%'e  a  fevere  fhock  to 
all  perfons  concerned  in  commerce,  and  in  which  the  merchants  of 
Liverpool  had  their  full  fliare. 

Some  reports  drawn  up  by  a  feled  committee,  appointed  by  the  di- 
redors  of  the  Eaft-India  company,  in  compliance  with  feveral  requifi- 
tions  of  the  committee  of  the  privy  council  for  trade,  though  antecedent 
in  point  of  time  *,  might  almoft  be  thought  to  have  been  compofed 
for  the  purpofe  of  controverting  the  arguments,  and  contradiding  the 
alTertions,  of  the  Liverpool  refolutions.  And  as  the  commercial  fads

Of 
all  the  foreign  companies  the  Swedifh  was  eftablifhed  on  the  foundeft 
principles,  and  their  progrels  was  fo  rapid,  that  they  mud  foon  have 
engrofled  the  whole  of  the  China  trade,  if  the  commutation  ad  had  not 
given  them  a  check  by  abolifliing  the  bufinefs  of  fmuggling  tea  into 
this  country. 

The  emergencies  of  government,  or  a  prudent  facrifice  to  popular 
prejudice,  may  at  times  have  favoured  the  views  of  private  adventurers. 
But  they  only  *  bought  at  a  high  price,  from  the  poverty  of  the  ftate. 
'  or  the  venality  of  its  members,  a  permiflion  to  ruin  themfelves.' 

'  What  has  happened*  to  thofe  adventurers,  and  a^fo  '  to  foreign 

*  companies,  muft  be  the  fate  of  individuals  at  home,  fhould  they  be 

*  admitted  to  a  participation  in  the  commerce  with  India.  The  phrenzy 
'  of  fliaring  in  the  trade  to  India  will  enfnare  unwary  perfons,  whofe 
'  rage  for  adveruure  will  be  produdive  of  their  ruin,  before  they  dif- 
'  cover  their  error.'  In  fuch  a  ftate  of  the  trade  the  company  cannot 
be  expeded  to  continue  their  exports  as  formerly,  and  the  diftrefs  of  the 
woolen  manufadurers  in  particular  muft  be  very  great. 

If  individuals  are  permitted  to  range  uncontrouled  through  every  part 
of  India,  they  may  embroil  us  with  the  native  princes ;,  they  may  enter 
into  foreign  fervice ;  or  they  may  become  permanent  fettlers,  which 
will  be  exceedingly  injurious  to  this  country  and  to  India  ;  for  '  the 

*  energy  of  the  European  charader  becomes  impaired  in  the  firft  gen- 
'  eration,  and  is  foon  totally  extind.' 

Before  the  commutation  ad  the  few  goods  exported  from  this  country 
to  China  were  received  with  great  difficulty  and  reludance  in  part  of 
payment  by  the  merchants  of  Canton  ;  and  there  is  reafon  to  believe, 
that  the  export  of  manufadures  by  other  nations  was  very  trifling.  But 
the  company's  fupercargoes  have  at  laft  accompliftied  the  very  arduous 
tafk  of  convincing  the  Chinefe  merchants,  that  they  may  make  a  profit 
on  the  Britifti  goods  imported  as  well  as  on  the  Chinefe  goods  exported, 
and  that  the  increafed  quantity  of  teas  coild  not  be  received,  unlefs 
they  would  encourage  the  fale  of  Britifli  goods.  It  is  a  certain  fad, 
that,  from  whatever  caule  it  may  proceed,  the  Chinefe  merchants  have 
of  late  fought  after  woolen  goods  with  increafing  eagernefs,  whence 
the  exports  of  them  have  been  confiderably  augmented,  and  they  may 
in  time  afford  a  profit ;  though  the  company,  facriflcing  their  own  in- 
tereft  to  the  benefit  of  the  manufadures  of  Great  Britain,  have  hither- 
to perfevered  in  felling  them  at  a  lofs  in  order  to  eftablifli  the  ufe  of 
them,  it  being  very  certain,  that,  if  their  own  intereft  only  is  attended 
to,  the  export  of  bullion  is  the  moft  beneficial  for  carrying  on  a  trade 
with  China.  But  their  export  of  bullion  has  decreafed  rapidly,  and 
they  truft,  that  '  the  period  is  not  very  diftant,  when  the  whole  of  the

almofl  continual  lofs,  and  with  charges  of  trade  fometlmes  exceeding  the 
whole  amount  of  the  fales,  they  furely  hold  out  no  temptation  to  any 
perfon  to  engage  in  that  branch  of  commerce,  efpecially  if  he  confiders, 
that  moft  of  the  fine  raanufadures,  which  from  the  moft  remote  anti- 
quity have  been  peculiar  to  India  and  China,  are  now  made  in  great 
perfection  at  home  *. 

It  is  proper  here  to  obfervc,  that  the  Eaft-India  company  had  at  this 
time,  befides  the  botanic  garden  at  Calcutta,  (already  noticed,  V.  iv, 
p.  TJ55)  botanical  cRablifliments  at  Madras  and  S'.  Helena.  They  re- 
prefented  to  the  committee  of  privy  council  for  trade,  that  they  had  in- 
crenfed  the  culture  of  filk  and  cotton  to  a  very  great  extent ;  that  ihcy 
had  made  experiments  with  almoft  every  article  which  India  affords,  or 
which  could  be  procured  from  the  more  eaftern  countries ;  and  that 
they  had  i!,reat  confidence  jn  their  recent  attempts  with  regard  to  fugar. 

November  9'" — A  number  of  vellels,  loaded  with  corn  for  France, 
were  obliged  to  land  it,  and  others  were  prohibited  from  taking  in  corn 
for  that  country,  by  an  order  of  the  king  in  council.  This  mealure 
being  confefledly  contrary  to  law,  the  advifers  of  it  were  indemnified 
by  a  fubfequent  adl  of  parliament. 

In  the  month  of  November  this  year  there  were  no  fewer  than  one 
hundred  and  five  bankruptcies.  There  were  very  few  months  in  all  the 
years  preceding  1792,  wherein  the  gazette,  that  doleful  regifter  of  com- 
mercial mifcarriage,  lias  exhibited  above  the  half  of  that  number  f. 

The  Weft-India  planters  were  much  alarmed  by  the  ad  of  this  year 
for  regulating  the  allowance  of  drawback  and  bounty  on  the  exportation 
of  fugars  from  Great  Britain,  &c.  which  they  confidered  as  bearing  hard 
upon  themfclves  in  a  limitation  of  the  price  of  their  principal  flaple. 

Soon  after  the  ad  was  received  in  Jamaica,  the  aflembly  of  that  ifland 
appointed  a  committee  to  inquire  into  the  ftatc  of  the  fugar  trade,  and 
the  probable  effed  of  the  ad  upon  it,  who  gave  in  a  report  to  the  houfe 
containing  much  valuable  information  upon  the  progrefs  of  cultivation 
in  that  important  ifland,  and  of  the  changes  in  the  prices  of  fugar.  In 
a  comparative  view  of  the  ftate  of  the  cultivation,  exports,  and  proceeds, 
of  fugars  during  two  periods  of  four  years  each,  winch  were  exempted 
from  wars  and  hurricanes,  they  ftated  the  following  fads,  which  I  have 
reduced  as  much  as  poflible  to  the  comprehenlive  form  of  a  lable  %■

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balance  of  trade  in  favour  of  that  kingdom.  They  therefor  recommend 
to  the  houfe  to  inftrud  Mr.  Fuller,  their  agent,  to  i)etition  parliament 
for  a  repeal  of  that  part  of  the  a(St,  which  regulates  the  exportation  of 
fugnrs  from  Great  Britain  to  foreign  markets. 

After  fully  confidering  the  ftate  of  the  fugar  trade,  the  con  nittij 
turn  their  attention  to  the  confequences  of  an  abolition  of  the  flave 
trade,  which  they  predidt  to  be  the  total  depopulation  and  u^ter  ruin  of 
the  ifland  *.  They  then  obferve  the  late  increafe  of  coffee  plantations. 
During  the  whole  of  the  firfl:  period  of  their  inquiry  the  exports  of  that 
article  were  only  2,114,842  pounds,  and  they  were  annually  decreafing. 
During  the  fecond  period,  in  confcquence  of  the  redudion  of  the  excife 
duty  in  1783  to  6d  a  pound,  the  exports  have  annually  increafed;  and 
in  1791  they  amounted  to  2,999,874  pounds.  1  ney  flate  the  number 
of  coffee  eftates  to  be  now  607,  and  the  negroes  employed  upon  tiiem 
to  be  21,011.  Thefe  eftates  being  moftly  new-fettled  and  the  coffee- 
trees  requiring  five  years  to  come  into  full  bearing,  the  exports  of  cof- 
fee may  be  expedted  in  a  few  years  to  be  an  objet^  of  great  importance 
to  the  commerce  of  Great  Britain. 

This  year  the  city  of  Waftiington,  or  the  Foederal  city,  intended  for 
the  feat  of  the  general  government  of  the  United  ftates  of  America,  was. 
founded  on  the  north  bank  of  the  River  Potowmack,  having  a  diftrid 
annexed  to  it  on  both  fides  of  the  river,  which  is  detached  from  Vii''' 
ginia  and  Maryl?nd,  and  is  under  the  jurifdi<ftion  of  the  city.  The  fi- 
tuation  unites  all  the  advantages  defireable  for  a  city  deftined  to  be  the 
commercial,  as  well  as  the  legiflative,  capital  of  the  United  ftates.  being 
nearly  at  equal  diftances  from  both  ends  of  that  extenfive  confederacy 
of  republics,  having  eafy  accefs  to  and  from  the  Ocean  for  the  largeft 
merchant  ftiips  by  the  great  river  Potowmack  and  the  noble  Bay  of 
Cheffapeak,  both  remarkably  clear  of  ftioals  and  dangers,  and  commun-

Tn  the  years  1784,  1787,  and  1788,  there  appears  to  have  been  no  track; 
with  the  natives  ;  but  in  1789  it  amounted  to  ;^i  2,728,  and  in  1790  to 
/?4, 080,  comprehending  in  thele  years  the  greateft  part  of  the  furs,  &c. 

The  number  of  people  refiding  throughout  the  winter  in  the  ifland 
was  10,701  in  the  year  1784.  In  1739  they  were  incrcafed  to  19,10(5; 
and  in  1791  they  were  reduced  to  16,097.  ^^^^  greatefi:  (juantiiy  of 
land  in  cultivation  during  this  period  was  8,034  acres  in  the  year  i  78^, 
wl-.en  only  10,244  people  wintered  on  the  ifland  ;  and  only  4,299  in 
i"''9  when  the  population  was  at  the  higheft.

i-RUiT  TREE,  that  pretious  gift  of  the  bountiful  Author  of  nature,  which 
may  be  faid  to  enable  the  natives  of  the  happy  iflands  of  the  South  fea 
to  eat   their  bread  without   the   fvveat  of  their  brows.     A  number  of 
them  were  immediately  planted  in  the  public  garden  of  S'.  Vincents ; 
and  the  reft  were  carried  down  to  Jamaica,  where  the  thriving  condi- 
tion of  them  before   the   expiration  of  the  year  1793  encouraged  the  ■ 
friends  of  the  Weft-Indies  to  hope  that  they  will  in  future  be  exempted 
from  the  horrors  of  famine,  which,  when  the  imported  fupplies  of  pro- 
vifions  happened  to  fail,  has  fometimes  carried  off  many  thoufands  of 
the  unhappy  negroes,  whereby  (independent   of  what  humanity  muft 
feel  for  the  miserable  fate  of  thofe  poor  unoffending  creatures)  the 
whole  iyftem  of  the  Britifti  commerce  with  the  Wefl;-Indies  was  endan- 
gered. 

In  Auguft  1792  Lord  Gower,  the  Britilh  ambaftador  at  Paris,  was  re- 
called. Mr.  Chauvelin,  the  French  ambaflador,  ftill  remained  in  Lon- 
don ;  but,  after  the  depofltion  of  the  king  of  France,  he  was  no  longer 
acknowleged  by  the  Britifli  court  in  the  charader  of  a  public  minifter; 
and  Qn  the  24"'  of  January  he  was  ordered  to  leave  the  country.  On 
the '2^'"  the  king  announced  to  the  parliament  a  necefllty  of  augment- 
ing his  forces  by  lea  and  land  :  and  on  the  i"  of  February  the  French 
government  illued  a  proclamation,  wherein  they  complain  of  the  infult 
offered  to  their  amballador,  lUiu  of  the  ftoj^page  of  the  corn  fliipped  for 
France,  while  the  exportation  of  it  to  other  countries  was  free  :  they 
alfo  complain  of  fimilar  injurious  treatment  froni  the  Dutch  govern- 
ment ;  and  therefor  they  declire,  that  they  '  are  at  war  with  the  king 
*  of  England  and  the,  ftadtholder  of  the  United  provinces.'  The  events 
of  the  war,  except- as  they  affeded  commerce  or  the  commercial  fettle- 
ments  abroad,  do  not  belong  to  this  work. 

The  funds  immediately  felt  the  fliock.  The  three-per-cents,  which 
had  been  at  973  in  March  1792,  and  had  been  gradually  deprefled  by 
the  apprehenhon  of  war,  now,  on  the  certainty  of  it,  fell  almoft  iuftant- 
aneoLifly  from  79^  to  70;-.  But  they  rofe  again  as  loon  as  April  to  81; 
and,  though  they  never  afterwards  came  near  to  80,  yet  they  kept  for  a 
long  time  at  prices  rather  higher  than  could  be  expeded,  owing  to  the 
men  of  property  on  the  continent  pouring  their  money  into  our  funds, 
which  they  thought  the  moft  fecure  depolit  in  Europe. 

March  25"'— .The  commercial  treaty,  concluded  between  Great  Brit- 
ain and  Ruffia  in  the  year  1766,  had  been  allowed  to  expire,  the  Ruf- 
fian government  having  thought  it  too  favourable  to  the  Britilh  lub- 
jeds.  It  was  now,  however,  apparently  on  account  of  the  diffeient 
afped  of  the  politics  of  Europe,  renewed  for  the  term  ot  i]\  years. 

The  firft  ei^terprife  of  the  Britifti  forces  in  the  Welt-Indies  was  di- 
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reaed  againft  the  ifland  of  Tobago,  which  furrendered  to  \dmiral  La 
forcy  and  General  Cuyler.  April  ,5-.  By  this  event  the  irftXp  am-" 
ers,  whole  induftry  and  capital  had  brought  the  ifland  from  the  ftate  of

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merce,  a  very  confiderable  proportion  was  inverted  in  machinery  and 
inland  navigations ;  objeds,  which,  though  general^  very  produdive  in 
due  time,  require  a  very  heavy  advance  of  capital,  and  depend  for  their 
produdtivenefs  entirely  upon  the  general  profperity  of  the  trade  of  the 
country.  At  this  time  alfo  the  concerns  of  both  merchants  and  manu- 
fadturers  were  much  more  widely  extended,  and  were  much  greater, 
than  at  any  former  period  ;  a  natural  effe&.  of  increafing  profperity,  and 
fometimes  a  caufe  of  enfuing  calamity.  From  the  operation  of  caufes. 
which  I  fliall  not  pretend  to  explain  *,  the  unprecedented  number  of 
bankruptcies  in  November  1792  was  prodigioufly  exceeded  in  number 
and  amount  by  thofe,  which  took  place  in  the  fpring  and  fummer  of 
this  year ;  105  in  March,  188  in  Ap-il,  209  in  May,  158  in  June,  and 
108  in  July.  Many  houfes  of  the  moft  extenfive  dealings,  and  mod 
eftablifhed  credit,  failed  ;  and  their  fall  involved  vaft  numbers  of  their 
correfpondents  and  connedions  in  all  parts  of  the  country.  Houfes  of 
great  refpedability  and  undoubted  folidity,  poflelfing  ample  funds,  which 
adually  did  in  a  ftiort  time  enable  them  to  pay  every  (hilling  of  their 
debts,  were  obliged  to  ftop  payment :  and  fome  bankers,  who  almofi: 
immediately,  on  recovering  from  the  firfl  panic,  refumed  the  regularity 
of  their  payments,  were  obliged  to  make  a  paufe.  Many  whom  the 
temporary  afliftance  of  even  a  moderate  fum  of  money  would  have  en- 
abled to  furmount  their  difficulties,  could  not  obtain  any  accommoda- 
tion ;  for,  in  the  general  diftrefs  and  difmay,  every  one  looked  upon  his 
neighbour  with  caution,  if  not  with  fufpicion.  It  was  impofllble  to 
raife  any  money  upon  the  fecurity  of  machinery  or  fhares  of  canals ; 
for  the  value  of  fuch  property  feemed  to  be  annihilated  in  the  gloomy 
apprehcnfions  of  the  finking  ftate  of  the  country,  its  commerce,  and 
manufidures :  and  thofe,  who  had  any  money,  not  knowing  where 
ihey  could  place  it  with  fafety,  kept  it  unemployed,  and  locked  up  in 
their  cofters.  Amidft  the  general  cakimity  the  country  banks,  which 
were  multiplied  greatly  beyond  the  demand  of  th?  country  for  circulat- 
ing paper  currency,  (there  being  about  two  hundred  and  eighty,  or,  ac- 
I  ording  to  other  accounts,  above  four  hundred,  of  them  in  England  and 
Wales  f)  and  wholt  eagerneis  to  pulh  their  notes  into  circulation  Ivd 
laid  the  loundation  of  their  own  misfortunes,  were  among  the  greateft

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mediate  failure  of  many  others  of  good  credit  and  fortune  connedled 
with  them. 

Mr.  Gilbert  Innes,  a  diredlor  of  the  royal  bank  of  Scotland,  inform- 
ed the  committee,  that  the  two  chartered  banks  in  Scotland  could  not 
much  longer  continue  to  give  the  neceflary  fupport  to  mercantile  and 
manufaduring  houfes,  and'to  the  country  banks,  and  that  many  houfes, 
undoubtedly  good,  mull  fail,  if  not  immediately  aififted  :  that  a  late 
confiderable  failure,  it  was  feared,  would  ultimat'^lv  involve  manufadur- 
ers  employing  700  or  800  people  ;  and  many  worK  people  muft  have 
already  been  thrown  out  of  employment,  had  not  theVoyal  '  .-^nk  given 
liberal  affiftancc  to  their  employers.  Mr.  Innes  thought,  the  diftreffes 
proceeded,  not  fo  mucli  from  any  falling  off  of  the  demand  in  the  ufual 
rnarkets  for  goods,  as  from  the  preient  difficulty  of  difcounting  the  long 
bills  ufually  given  in  London  to  the  manufadturers  in  payment  for  their 
goods :  and  he  beheved,  tlie  country  banks  had  contraded  their  ad- 
vances and  difcounts,  but  that  the  royal  bank  had  in  this  emergency 
erilarged  the  alfiftance  given  by  them  to  the  country.  The  later  part 
of  Mr.  Innes's  evidence  was  confirmed  to  the  committee  by  Mr.  Mac- 
dowall,  a  member  of  the  houfc,  juft  arrived  from  Glafgow,  who  faid, 
that  the  Glafgow,  Pafley,  and  Greenock,  banks  were  fo  much  alarmed 
by  the  fituation  of  their  affairs,  and  by  chei.-  noLes  pouring  in  upon  them 
for  gold,  that  they  fcarcely  diicouuted  any  bills  :  that  the  manufadurers 
had  large  flocks  of  goods  lying  in  Glafgow  and  London,  which  they 
could  not  fell,  but  at  ruinous  prices,  and  they  had  difcharged  great 
numbers  of  their  workmen.  He  ftated  the  numbers  ufually  employed 
by  the  manufadurers  of  Glafgow  and  Pafley  to  be  i6o,aoo  men,  wo- 
men, and  children  ;  and  he  declared,  that  any  relief,  to  be  cffedual, 
muft  be  immediate. 

The  committee  concluded  their  report  by  faying,  that,  if  the  diftrefs 
were  brought  on  by  rafli,  or  unwarrantable,  fpeculations,  or  confined  to 
houfes  of  doubtful  credit,  they  fliould  not  think  fuch  cafes  dcferving  of 
parliamentary  interpofition  ;  but  that  the  coniideration  of  the  real  re- 
fponfibility  of  the  fufferers  fully  juftified  the  meafure  of  furnilhing  a 
tempoi-ary  medii?m  of  circulation,  authorized  and  fecured  by  parlia- 
nient,  which  would  afford  '  means  to  individuals  to  render  their  own 
_'  exertions  ultimately  cfft- fual,  without  at  the  fame  tune  giving  fuch  a 
'  degree  of  facility  to  ihew  tranfaclions,  as  might  lead  to  a  relaxation 
'  or  fufpenfion  of  thole  exertions  ;'  would  replace  the  quantity  of  cur- 
rency fuddenly  withdrawn  from  the  circulation  ;  would  loon  put  in 
•motion  large  lums  of  money  now  locked  up  in  confequence  of  the  gen- 
eral apprehenfion  -,  and  thereby  produce  beneficial  effeds  vaftly  beyond 
the  amount  of  the  fum  to  be  advanced,  which,  they  were  of  opinion, 
fhould  be  /^5,ooo,ooo.

The  ad  for  encouraging  and  regulating  the  manufadure  of  fail-cloih 
was  continued  till  29""  September  1795.     [c.

Port  Antonio  in  Jamaica  and  S'.  John's  in  Antigua  were  made  free 
ports  for  the  admiflion  of  foreign  veflels,  &c.  on  the  fame  terms  as  the 
free  ports  already  opened  in  Jamaica,  &c.  the  freedom  of  S'.  John's  be- 
ing limited  to  the  10'"  of  July  1797.  Rum  of  the  Britifh  iflands,  negro 
flaves,  and  all  other  kinds  of  merchandize  legally  imported,  (except 
marts,  yards,  bowfprits,  pitch,  tar,  turpentine,  and  tobacco,  and  iron 
brought  from  the  Britifh  colonies  in  America)  were  allowed  to  be  cur- 
ried from  thofe  ports  to  any  colony  in  America  be longmg  to  an  Eu- 
ropean ftate.

exclulive  trade. 

The  company  were  alfo  authorized  to  increafe  their  prefent  flock  of 
five  minions  by  opening  a  fubfcription  for  another  milHon  with  the 
confcnt  of  the  lords  of  the  treafury,  the  prefent  proprietors  having  a 
preference  of  fubfcribing  to  the  extent  of  fifty  per  cent  on  their  prefent 
ftock,  unlefs  the  capital  fo  fubfcribed  exceed  the  propofed  million,  in 
which  cafe  there  muft  be  a  proportional  redudion  on  every  fubfcrip- 
tion. And  they  were  direded  to  employ  the  money  received  from  the 
fubfcribers  in  reducing  their  bond  debts  in  Great  Britain  to  the  fum  6f 
^1,500,000,  which  they  muft  not  afterwards  exceed,  unlefs  with  the 
confent  of  the  board  of  controul.     [c.  47.] 

June  ii"" — The  exclufive  trade  of  the  Eaft-India  company,  and  the 
IJoiTeffion  of  the  territorial  acquifitions  and  revenues  vefted  in  them  by 
■former  adts  *,  together  with  thofe  lately  acquired  by  them,  were  con- 
tinued to  them  till  the  i"  day  of  March  181 1,  and  thereafter  till  parli^- 
ment  give  three  years  notice  of  an  intention  to  difcontinue  them,  and 
alfo  payoff  any  debt,  which  (hall  be  due  by  the  public  to  the  company. 
But  this  grant  was  fubjeded  to  a  multitude  of  regulations  and  provi- 
fions. 

A  board  of  commiflloners  for  the  affairs  of  India  \  are  to  fuperin- 
tcnd,  direct,  and  controul,  all  tranfadions  concerning  the  civil  or  mili- 
tary government,  or  territorial  revenues,  according  to  regulations  pro- 
vided in  this  ad.  They  are  to  have  accefs  to  the  books,  papers,  letters, 
&c.  of  the  company,  who  are  required  to  deliver  to  them  copies  of  all 
refolutions,  proceedings,  &c.  of  the  court  of  proprietors,  and  all  letters, 
received  from  their  fervants  abroad,  relating  to  the  civil  or  military  go- 
vernment or  revenue  ;  and  they  are  not  to  fend  out  any  orders  relating 
to  thofe  objeds,  till  they  arc  approved  by  the  board,  who  may,  when 
they  think  it  expedient,  fend  orders,  concerning  war,  peace,  (?cc.  in  India, 
to  the  fecret  committee  of  diredors,  who,  without  dilclofing  the  con- 
tents, mult  forward  them  to  India. 

The  government  of  the  territories  in  India  is  vefted  in  a  governor- 
general  and  three  counfelors  at  Fort-William  (or  Calcutta)  in  liengul, 
and  a  governor  and  three  counfelors  at  each  of  the  prclidencies  of  Fort 
.S'.  George  (or  Madras)  and  Bombay,  the  two  later  being  iubjed  to  the 
orders  and  controul  of  *.he  governor-general.  The  nomination  ofJ  the 
governors,  counfelors,  commanders  of  the  forces,  and  all  ihe  company's 
other  fervants,  is  vefted  in  the  court  of  diredors,  who  alio  have  the 
power  of  recalling  them.

fhips  :  and  if  they  trade  at  any  place  not  fpecified  in  the  licence,  or  in- 
fringe any  of  the  regulations,  they  are  liable  to  the  penalties  for  illicit 
trade. 

During  the  continuance  of  the  company's  exclufive  trade,  any  Britifh 
l"ubje<S,  refiding  in  the  European  dominions  of  Great  Britain,  may,  on 
his  own  account,  lawfully  export  in  the  company's  fliips  to  Malabar, 
Coromandel,  Bengal,  :ind  Sumatra,  any  produce  or  manufadlures  of  the 
Britifh  dominions  in  Europe,  except  military  ftores,  ammunition,  mads 
and  other  fpars,  cordage,  anchors,  pitch,  tar,  and  copper,  the  exportation 
of  all  which  is  referved  to  the  company,  or  thofe  to  whom  they  give 
fpccial  licences.  The  civil  fervants  of  the  company  in  India,  and  merch- 
ants refiding  theic  under  their  protection,  may  Ihip  onboard  the  com- 
pany's fhips  for  Loi  don  any  goods,  except  piece  goods  made  of  cotton 
or  filk,  or  having  mixtures  of  thofe  materials  in  them.  For  thefe  ex- 
j)orts  and  imports  in  jjrivate  trade  the  company  muft  every  year  appro- 
priate the  quanity  of^  three  thoufimd  tuns  of  fliipping,  fubjedl  to  be  in- 
creafed  or  diminifhed  by  the  board  of  controul,  for  which  they  may 
charge  >C5  outward,  and;(^i5  homeward,  per  tun  in  time  of  peace,  and 
In  time  of  war  an  additional  freight  with  confent  of  the  board  of  con- 
trOul.  The  individuals,  admitted  to  export  and  import  in  private  trade, 
may  employ  any  of  the  company's  fervants  (not  being  in  a  judicial  or 
military  capacity,  nor  otherways  difqualified)  or  any  licenced  private 
merchants  in  India,  to  ad  as  commercial  agents  for  fales  and  returns  of 
their  adventures  ;  and  the  company  are  required  to  licence  a  fufficient 
number  of  perfons  for  that  purpole. — The  company  being  entitled  by 
law  to  a  duty  of  five  per  cent,  and  by  cuftom  to  a  rate  of  two  per  cent, 
for  charges  and  expenfes,  on  the  value  of  the  goods  imported  in  private 
trade,  it  was  now  deemed  expedient,  for  the  encouragement  of  private 
trade,  to  abolilh  both  thofe  charges,  and  fubftitute  for  them  an  allow- 
ance of  three  per  cent  on  the  grofs  amount  of  the  fales  of  goods  from 
India,  in  full  fatisfadion  for  charges  of  landing,  warehoufe  rent,  and 
felling  ;  but  the  charges  of  five  and  two  per  cent  itill  remain  payable 
on  goods  from  China. 

That  it  may  be  made  apparent,  that  the  company  do  not  neglect 
fending  a  due  fupply  of  the  articles,  whereof  the  exportation  is  particu- 
larly referved  to  themfelves,  they  arc  obliged  to  prelent  to  the  beard  of 
cOmmiffioners  an  annual  account  particularizing  the  quantities  and  (jual- 
ities  of  the  articles  fhipped  by  them,  and  alfo,  if  required,  an  account  of 
their  intended  exports  tor  the  enfuing  i'eafon.  In  cuie  of  reprelentation 
being  made  to  the  board  by  any  Britifti  or  Irifli  manufadurer  of  a  de- 
ficiency of  the  exports  of  any  article  by  the  company,  they  may,  in 
their  difcretion,  make  fuch  regulations  for  individuals  fhipping  any  ot 
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the  rcfervcd  articles,  at  the  rate  of  freight  payable  for  other  goods  {hip.

Friendly  focieties,  or  benefit  clubs,  have  been  ,Aabli{hed  among  the 
working  people  and  others  for  about  a  century  *  ;  and  the  experience 
of  the  advantages  derived  from  them  has  extended  then,  to  almoft  every 
part  of  Great  Britain.  It  is  perhaps  unn'^ceflary  to  inform  the  reader, 
that  the  purpofe  of  thefe  inftitutions  is  to  put  it  in  the  power  of  the  in- 
duftrlous  many  to  relieve  the  wants  of  the  induftrious  few,  who  may  be 
difabled  by  ficknefs  or  age  from  gaining  their  bread,  out  of  a  fund  cre- 
ated by  their  o\vn  periodical  contributions.  Thtrefor,  when  they  are 
judicioufly  eftabliflied  upon  equitable  and  fcientific  principles  f ,  they 
muft  be  of  great  moral  and  political  advantage  in  giving  a  check  to  that 
abandoned,  and  too  general,  propenfity  to  wade,  and  difregard  of  char- 
adler,  which  induce  many  of  the  lower  clafs  of  people  to  throw  them- 
felves  upon  the  parifh  rather  than  work  ;  to  introdi^ce,  or  rather  reftore, 
an  independence  of  fpirit,  a  reliance  upon  their  own  exertions,  and  an 
honourable  pride  in  placing  a  dependence  upon  funds  created  by  their 
own  indultry ;  and  to  counteraft  the  heavy  and  growing  oppreflion  of

— The 
commiffioners  of  the  cuftoms  were  authorized  to  make  an  equitable  re- 
turn of  the  duties  paid  by  the  importers  on  goods  damaged  at  fea,  with- 
out calling  for  the  opinion  of  merchants,  unlcfs  in  cafes,  wherein  they 
think  themfelves  incompetent,  or  when  the  importers  arc  diflatisfied 
with  the  allowance  offered  by  them — The  commifTior-rs  were  alfo 
luuhorized  to  fell  fmuggling  veffels  to  fuch  as  would  fit  them  out  as 
privateers,  inftead  of  deftroying  them.     [c.  70] 

June  21" — The  fum  of/^386  :  15  :  6  was  allowed  for  provifions  for 
the  relief  of  650  emigrants  from  the  Highlands  of  Scotland,  who  arriv- 
ed in  great  diflrefs  in  Nova  Scotia.  The  fum  of  ;(^i  3,800  :  15  :  o  was 
allowed  for  gratuities  and  paflage-money  to  fundry  American  loyalifls 
defircus  of  fettling  in  Upper  Canada — And  the  fum  of  ;Ci,420  :  3  :  o 
was  granted  to  fundry  perfons,  who  had  carried  on  the  whale  fifhery  in 
Nova  Scotia,  and  had  arrived  at  Milford  haven  in  order  to  fettle  in  this 
kingdom,  to  indemnify  them  for  the  lofles  fuflaiued  by  the  fale  of  their 
property,  the  expenfe  of  their  removal,  &c,  Thefe  allowances  are  in- 
cluded in  the  lupplies  granted  this  year  by  parliament,  [c  72]  And, 
for  the  fake  of  connedion,  it  may  be  here  obferved,  that  a  further  al- 
lowance of  £24.0  :  18  :  o  was  made  next  felfion  to  another  of  the  whalers 
from  Nova  Scotia. 

The  law  for  rendering  the  payment  of  creditors  more  equal  and  ex- 
peditious in  Scotland,  was  continued,  with  fome  variations  and  improve- 
ments, fuggefled  by  experiei^.ce.     [c.  74] 

April  30'" — That  the  benefits  of  the  canals,  which  already  interfecled 
the  country  in  a  great  variety  of  diredions,  might  be  rendered  more  ex- 
tenfive  by  a  communication  with  the  metropolis,  a  grand  jundion  was

And 
it  will  enable  the  fifliermen  of  the  weft  coaft  to  make  their  voyages  to 
Glaigow  in  as  few  days,  as  they  now  require  weeks  to  double  the  dift- 
ant  and  dangerous  Mull  of  Kentire. 

Thefe  were  the  moft  important  of  the  many  navigable  canals  in 
various  parts  of  the  kingdom,  for  which  ads  were  pafled  in  the  courfc 
of  this  feffion. 

Ads  were  pafled  for  repairing  the  harbour  of  Little  Hampton,  and 
the  port  of  Arundel,  and  for  improving  the  navigation  of  the  River 
Arun  up  to  Arundel ;  for  making  a  harbour  at  Trevaunance  in  Corn- 
wall ;  for  enlarging  and  improving  the  harbour  of  Carnarvon  ;  and  for 
enlarging  the  harbour  of  Amlwch  in  Anglefey. 

Several  ads  were  alfo  pafled  this  feflion  for  improving  the  ftreets,  and 
for  Other  matters  of  police  in  London  and  its  neighbourhood,  alfo  for 
improvements  in  Glafgow,  including  a  new  bridge  over  the  Clyde  at 
that  city,  and  for  others  in  many  towns  throughout  the  kingdom. 

June  8'" — An  order  of  council  was  iflued  for  feizing  all  veflels  of 
every  nation,  except  Denmark  and  Sweden,  which  fliould  be  found  car- 
rying corn  to  France,  to  purchafe  the  cargoes  for  his  Majefty's  fervice, 
and  alfo  to  allow  a  reafonable  freight,  and  then  to  difmifs  the  veflels. 

July  5'" — Agreeable  to  the  adl,  juft  pafled,  the  Eaft-India  company 
raifed  the  dividend  upon  their  capital  ftock  from  eight  to  ten  and  a  half 
per  cent,  at  which  rate  the  payments  were  now  made  *. 

The  dependence  of  commerce  and  manufactures  upon  agriculture, 
the  principal  fource  of  the  materials  of  both,  renders  it  proper  to  men- 
tion the  eftablifliment  of  a  board  of  agriculture  y  which,  on  the  fuggeftion 
of  Sir  John  Sinclair,  took  place  this  fummer  ;  an  inftitution,  which,  if 
properly  conduded,  may  be  of  very  great  fervice  in  diieding  and  pro- 
moting the  induftry  of  the  country.  The  annual  allowance  granted  to 
this  board  for  defraying  the  expeni'es  of  furvcys,  falaries,  printing,  &c. 
is  ;C.vOOO. 

The  government  of  the  French  colony  of  S'.  Domingo  being  unhing- 
ed in  confequence  of  a  quarrel  between  a  new  governor  and  the  civil 
commiflioners  fent  out  from  France,  which  proceeded  to  open  hoftil- 
ities,  the  revolted  negroes  feized  the  opportunity,  attacked  the  city  of 
Cap  Franqois,  maflacred  almoft  all  the  white  inhabitants,  and  reduced 
that  flouriftiing  city,  which  fo  •  opulence,  magnificence,  and  commerc- 
ial importance,  had  no  equal  ii  the  Wei^.-Indics,  to  a  heap  of  alhes. 
The  few  white  people,  who  could  efcape  the  general  mufilicre,  and  get 
onboard  any  kind  of  veflels,  fled  in  all  diredions ;  many  to  Jamaica ; 
many  more  to  the  United  ftates  of  America.  Some  of  the  principal 
planters  came  to  England,  and  found  means  to  reprefent  to  adminiftra- 
lion,  that  the  French  colonifts  wiflied  to  place  themfelves  under  the  pro- 
tedion  of  Great  Britain,  and  that  tie  fovereignty  of  that  noble  colony

that  port.  The  war  ruined  the  filhcry  ;  and  fonie  of  the  condudlors  of 
It  returned  to  America  *. 

Almoll  immediately  after  the  renovation  of  the  treaty  with  Ruflla 
the  emprels  illucd  an  edir;^  (or  ul;ale,  8'"  April)  whereby  flie  prohibited 
the  importation  of  a  great  variety  of  goods,  comprehending  chiefly 
thofe  of  JJritifli  manufacture,  fuch  as  wrought  iron  of  all  forts,  unlefs 
lor  account  of  government ;  wrought  copper  ;  gilt  and  plated  ware  ; 
watches,  and  every  thing  belonging  to  them  ;  coaches,  chaifes,  and 
other  carriages ;  (Iriped  and  flowered  cafimirs,  fpagnolcttes  (or  half 
cloths),  and  plulhes,  the  plain  goods  of  thefe  fpccies  being  admitted; 
gauzes,  and  all  ribands  of  more  than  one  colour.  Perfons  having  on 
hand  any  of  the  prohibited  goods  were  allowed  till  the  i"  of  January 
1794,  by  a  fubfeciuent  edid  prolonged  till  the  i"  of  July,  to  difpofe  of 
them,  at  the  expiration  of  which  time  they  were  ordered  to  export  them 
within  fix  weeks,  under  the  penalty  of  having  them  feized  and  burnt, 
if  they  were  found  in  the  Rulfian  dominions  f- 

By  another  edid  (December  13"')  the  prohibition  of  ftriped  and 
flowered  goods,  limited  by  the  former  one  to  cafimirs,  fpagnolcttes,  and 
pluflies,  was  extended  to  all  other  ftriped  or  flowered  woolen  goods, 
whereby  it  was  made  to  comprehend  a  great  variety  of  articles  of  Brit- 
ifh  manufadure,  which  the  merchants  had  already  ordered  on  the  faith 
of  the  former  edid. 

The  confequence  of  thefe  edi6s  was,  that  many  of  the  Rufllan  merch- 
ants were  reduced  to  bankruptcy,  or  obliged  to  return  the  goods  ihey 
had  purchafed,  inftead  of  making  the  ftipulated  paym.ent,  to  the  import- 
ers, who  in  vain  applied  to  the  emprefs  to  reftore  the  duties  they  had 
paid  for  the  right  of  felling  the  goods  in  her  dominions :  fo  that  pro- 
digioufly  heavy  lofles  fell  upon  the  Britifli  merchants,  the  very  belt 
tuftomers  of  Ruflia,  and  upon  the  Britifa  manufadurers,  who  had  put 
goods  fuitable  for  the  Ruflian  market  in  hand,  in  a  dependence  on  re- 
ceiving the  cuftoniary  orders  for  them.  It  is  difficult  to  account  for 
this  condud  of  the  wife  and  magnanimous  Catharine.  She  could  not 
intend  to  deprefs  the  Britifli  rnanufadures  in  favour  of  thofe  of  France, 
for  flie  had  already  cut  off  all  communication  with  that  country  :  and, 
if  flie  propofed  by  the  prohibition  of  fuch  goods  to  encourage,  or  pufli 
forward,  the  manufadure  of  fimilar  articles  in  her  own  dominions,  the 
meafure  was  at  leaft  premature.

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1794,  February  1" — Before  the  Eaft-India  company  acquired  the 
government  of  Bengal,  the  quantity  of  raw  filk  imported  from  that  coun- 
try was  only  about  80,340  pounds  (of  fixteen  ounces  *)  annually.  But 
after  they  became  the  rulers  of  that  great  and  fertile  country,  it  was  ne- 
ceflary  to  unite  political  confiderations  with  commercial  principles,  and 
to  lludy  the  advantage  of  the  millions  of  people  fubjeded  to  them. 

The  demand  for  filk  to  be  wrought  up  in  the  manufadures  of  this 
country  was  then  very  great :  but  it  was  found  that  the  filk,  wound  in ' 
the  manner  pradifed  in  Bengal,  was  only  fit  for  fewing  filks  and  fmall 
articles  of  haberdafhery ;  and  the  confumption  of  it  was  trifling  in  com- 
parifon  of  the  quantity  that  could  be  furniflied. 

The  company,  defirous,  not  only  of  providing  employment  for  the 
j)eople  of  Bengal,  but  alfo  of  rendering  the  Britifti  manufadure  of  filk 
goods  independent  of  foreigners  for  the  fupply  of  the  raw  material,  in 
as  great  a  proportion  as  thofe  of  wool  and  cotton  were,  refolved  to  intro- 
duce the  Italian  method  of  winding  in  their  Indian  territories,  and, 
after  encountering  many  difficulties  and  lofles,  finally  accomplifhed  the 
objed.  About  the  year  1785  the  Bengal  filk  had  fo  far  eftabliftied  it- 
felf  in  the  Britifh  market,  that  the  importations  of  raw  filk  from  Italy 
were  very  much  reduced,  and  thofe  from  Aleppo,  Valentia,  and  fome 
other  countries,  were  almoft  annihilated. 

The  thrown  filk,  or  organzine,  with  which  during  many  centuries 
Italy  has  fupplied  the  moft  of  Europe,  ftill  continued  to  be  brought 
from  that  country  in  great  quantities,  though  the  demand  for  all  other 
filks  was  much  diminiflied,  when  the  cotton  fabrics  came  into  univerfal 
life  among  the  ladies,  and  acquired  fuch  an  afcendancy,  as  almoft  abol- 
ifhed  the  ufe  of  filk  in  gowns,  cloaks,  &c.  Unfortunately  for  the  cul- 
tivators in  Bengal,  this  revolution  in  fafhion  took  place  at  the  very  time 
when  the  mulberry  plantations  had  become  extenfive,  and  the  arrange- 
ments for  the  filk  trade  were  fo  well  matured  and  eftablifhed  as  to  afford 
a  regular  fupply  of  the  commodity  in  greater  perfedion,  and  at  lower 
prices,  than  formerly. 

In  this  difagreeable  ftate  of  the  trade,  the  company  confidering  that 
the  throw  mills  in  this  country  are  often  at  a  ftand  for  want  of  employ- 
ment, and  upon  the  whole  throw  only  about  50,000  pounds  of  filk  in 
a  year,  which  is  not  equal  to  the  eigth  part  of  the  thrown  filk  imported, 
now  reii-vtd  to  employ  the  throwfters  of  this  country  to  throw  I'uch 
part  of  tlu  fitngal  filk  "lying  in  their  warehoufes  as  fhould  be  judged  fit- 
teft  for  making  into  organzine,  whereby  the  importation  of  filk  in  that 
ftuge  of  the  manufadure  might  be  leflened,  employment  would  be  creat-

1794),  the  work  is  performed  in  a  fuperior  manner,  and  the  intereft  of 
the  manufadlure  is  greatly  promoted. 

The  wool-corn  hers,  in  thesulual  Ipirit  of  jealoufy  manifefted  by  moft 
work-people  agr.infl:  the  ule  ot  machinery  for  abridging  labour,  pre- 
fented  a  great  number  of  petitions  to  parliament,  fetting  forth,  that 
their  bufinefs  differed  from  moft  others  wherein  machinery  had  been 
introduced,  in  that  it  was  impnfiible  to  increafe  the  quantity  of  the  raw 
material  along  with  the  increafed  power  of  working  it  up :  and  they  af- 
ferted,  that  their  numbers  were  fully  adequate  to  work  up  all  the  wool 
of  the  fort  fij  for  combing,  that  could  be  procured. 

On  the  other  hand  it  was  alleged,  not  only  by  the  inventors  of  the 
machinery,  but  alfo  by  the  proprietors  of  four  large  manufadories  in 
Nottingham  and  York-fhire,  that  the  wool-combers  were  very  feldom 
willing  to  work  half  of  their  time,  whereby  the  manufacture  had  been 
greatly  injured  ;  that  the  ufe  of  the  machinery  afforded  a  remedy  for 
that  evil,  and  would  alfo  tend  to  promote  an  increafe  in  the  quantity  of 
wool  and  of  mutton  ;  and  therefor  they  prayed,  that  parliament  would 
not  facrifice  fuch  important  interefts  to  the  licentious  difcontents  of  the 
wool-combers. 

February  20'" — The  firft  ad  of  the  legiflature  in  the  year  1794  was 
to  raife  the  fum  of  ^i  i,oqo,oco  by  a  loan,  the  fubfcribers  to  which  re- 
ceived, for  every /j  00  paid  in  by  them,  £100  in  the  three-per-cent 
confolidated  fund,  £25  in  the  four-per-cent  fund,  and  a  terminable  an- 
nuity of  1 1/5  for  66;  years.  [34  Geo.  IN,  r.  i.]  The  capital  of  the 
debt  thus  created  amounted  to  /Ii  1,000,000  in  the  three-per-cents, 
^^2,730,000  in  the  four-pcr-cents,and  an  annual  charge  of ^,^62,791 :  13:4, 
payable  till  January  1860. 

February  31" — Several  additional  duties  of  excife  were  impofed  on 
the  various  kinds  of  home-made  fpirits.     [c,  2] 

Additional  duties  of  excife  were  alfo  impofed  on  foreign  liquors  im- 
ported, viz.  on  bandy  10^/  per  gallon;  on  rum  or  other  fpirits,  the  pro- 
duce of  the  Bntifh  plantations  8^ ;  on  all  other  foreign  fpiritous  liquors 
loi,  and  on  fuch  as  are  above  proof  the  above  duties  are  doubled,    [c.  3] 

The  temporary  duties,  lately  impofed  on  fpiritous  liquors  and  fugar 
for  the  purpofe  of  paying  off  certain  exchequer  bills,  were  now  made 
perpetual,     [c.

March  1" — The  French  government  having  required  all  merchants, 
bankers,  and  others,  poffefling  property  in  any  foreign  country,  to  give 
an  account  of  it,  the  parliament,  in  order  to  prevent  the  French  pro- 
perty in  Great  Britain  from  being  taken  from  vhe  proprietors,  and  em- 
ployed in  fupport  of  the  war,  enaded,  that  no  perfon  fliould  by  any 
means  pay  any  money  for  the  ufe  of  any  perfon  refiding  in  the  French 
dominions ;  and  that  the  property  fliould  be  preferved  for  the  proprie- 
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tor,  and  accounted  for  to  him  after  the  termination  of  the  war.  [c  ol

March  28'  -Hitherto  the  portage  of  letters  conveyed  by  the  penny

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5,  6,  7,  8)  For  thefe  purpofes  they  agreed  each  to  equip  a  iquadron  of 
eight  fhij.j  of  the  Hne  with  a  proportionate  number  of  frigates,  which 
fliould  ad  conjundly  or  feparately,  as  fhould  be  judged  mofl  for  the 
common  intereft,  (the  command  being  regulated  by  a  former  conven- 
tion) and  {hould  equally  defend  or  convoy  the  trade  of  either  nation. 

9)  The  German  ftates  belonging  to  both  the  contracting  powers  were 
excepted  from  this  treaty. 

10)  The  contracting  powers  declared  the  Baltic  '  a  fea  fliut  up  and  in-

to  maintain  the  moft  perfed  tranquillity  in  it. 

1 2)  In  cafe  of  agreflion  by  any  of  the  belligerent  powers  upon  the  law- 
ful navigation  of  their  iubjeds  and  of  no  redrefs  being  obtained  by 
amicable  negotiations,  they  refolved  to  make  n  priflils  in  four  months 
after  the  refufal  of  redrefs,  in  which  they  would  mutually  aflift  each 

other. 

The  king  of  Denmark  immediately  gave  orders,  that  -xU  Danifh  vef- 
fels,  clearing  out  for  foreign  parts,  (hould  carry  the  pafTports  flipulated 
with  the  belligerent  powers ;  and  the  commander  of  every  veflel  carry- 
ing goods,  which  would  be  deemed  contraband  if  carried  to  the  ports 
of  any  of  the  powers  at  war,  fhould  make  a  declaration  of  their  quant- 
ity and  value,  and  on  his  return  produce  a  certificate  of  their  bemg 
really  landed  at  the  port,  for  which  they  were  cleared  out. 

The  Danifh  and  Swedifli  governments  claimed  indemnity  for  the  vef- 
fels  taken  by  the  Britifli  cruifers ;  and  they  infifted  that  velfels,  not  car- 
rying contraband  goods,  fhould  upon  no  account  be  detained.  In  con- 
fequence  of  the  inveftigations  made  into  the  circumftances  of  the  feiz- 
ures,  very  confiderable  fums  were  paid  to  the  merchants  of  Denmark 
and  Sweden. 

In  the  early  part  of  this  year  the  French  were  deprived  of  all  their 
pofTeflions  in  the  Windward  iflands  of  the  Weft-Indies  by  the  Britifli 
fleet  under  the  command  of  Sir  John  Jervis  (afterwards  earl  of  S'.  Vin- 
cent) together  with  an  army  commanded  by  Sir  Charles  Grey.  On  the 
25"  of  March  the  whole  of  the  ifland  of  Martinique  fubmitted,  after  a 
gallant  defence,  to  the  Britifh  dominion.  The  fame  troops,  who  reduc- 
ed Martinique,  immediately  invaded  S'.  Lucie,  which  furrendered  on 
the  4'"  of  April.  In  a  few  days  after  they  took  poflefllon  of  the  fmall 
iflands  called  the  Saintes,  appendages  of  Guadaloupe  :  and  on  the  21" 
Guadaloupe  itfelf  iurrendered,  the  other  dependent  iflands  of  Mariega- 
lante  and  Defirade  being  included  in  the  capitulation.

For  the  encouragement  of  learning,  the  whole  duty  is  allowed  to  be 
drawn  back  on  books  in  the  Latin,  Greek.  Oriental,  and  Northern  Ian 
guages,  printed  in  the  univerfities  of  Oxford,  Cambridge,  S'.  Andrews 
Olalgow,  Edinburgh,  or  Aberdeen :  and  a  drawback  of  two  pence  rer 
pound  is  allowed  on  bibles  and  certain  other  books  of  religion,  printed 
m  the  univerfities  of  Oxford  and  Cambridge,  or  by  the  king's  printers 
m  England  and  Scotland. 

Books  printed  in  any  part  of  Great  Britain  (except  thofe  entitled  to 
drawbacks  as  being  prmted  in  the  univerfities,  &c.)  and  alfo  blank  books 
ruled  for  accounts,  are  allowed  a  drawback  of  two  pence  per  pound.  But 
no  drawback  is  allowed  for  books,  on  being  printed  at  the  univerfities 
&c.  or  on  exportation,  unlefs  the  paper  appear,  by  the  proper  marks  and 
dates  m  the  lubfiance  of  it,  to  be  of  Britilh  manufadfure

it  is  wo'.thy  obfervation,  that,  from  the  commencement  of  the  felfion 
of  parUafLient  in  the  year  1790  to  the  conclufion  of  the  feflion  in  1794, 
no  fewer  vhan  8 1  ads  were  palled  for  navigable  canals  attd  imprcvements 
of  inland  navigations,  whereof  25  were  in  the  year  1793,  and  20  in  the 
year  1794.  Mr.  Phillips,  in  his  liijlory  oj  inland  navigatioa,  obferves, 
that  the  capital  rtocks  of  the  canals,  for  which  ads  were  pafled  in  thefc 
two  years,  amounted  to  ^(^5 ,300,000,  all  expended  at  borne  among  the  in- 
genious, the  induftrious.and  the  labouring,  members  of  the  community, 
for  the  purpofe  of  improving,  and  enriching,  not  only  thofe  pans  of 
the  country  through  which  the  canals  pafs,  but  the  whole  kingdom,  and 
augmc  -.nng  the  general  mafs  of  our  commerce.  Many  of  them  are 
additional  branches,  or  extenfioiw,  or  amendments,  of  canals  already 
projeded  or  executed.  But  it  would  be  tedious  to  particularize  them; 
and  the  principal  ones  are  already  noticed,  or  will  be  noticed  at  the  time 
of  completing  them.  It  feems  not  at  all  improbable,  that  canals  will 
in  a  few  years  be  almcil  as  numerous  as  turnpike  roads,  as  their  fuperi- 
ority  over  them  is  fo  very  obvious  for  affordiug  a  cheap  and  eafy  con- 
veyance for  heavy  goods,  many  kinds  of  which  could  not  be  conveyed 
at  all  by  land  carriage.

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Mr.  Dundas,  in  defcriblng  the  flourifhing  condition  of  the  Britifh 
pofledions  in  India,  obferved,  that  the  only  European  power  that  could 
rival  us  on  the  continent  of  India  was  annihilated,  and  the  only  native 
power  that  could  difturb  us,  humbled.  He  noticed  the  permanent 
I'ecurity  derived  from  the  certain  tenure  of  poflefling  lands,  the  in- 
crcafe,  by  various  means,  of  the  quantity  of  circulating  fpecie,  and  the 
great  increafe  of  the  proiperity  and  population  of  the  country  in  confe- 
quence  of  the  regulation  of  the  courts  of  juflice  by  Lord  Cornwallis. 
At  home,  he  faid,  the  laft  year's  fales  would  have  been  much  larger, 
but  for  the  embarraflcd  ftate  of  commercial  credit :  but  notwithfbnd- 
ing  that  deficiency,  which  an  increafed  demand  this  year  would  necef- 
farily  compenfate,  and  the  additional  charges  of  the  war,  the  company 
had  been  enabled  to  pay  off  above  half  a  million  of  their  debt  at  home  ; 
and  there  was  every  realbn  to  believe,  that  their  atfairs  were  in  a  pro- 
greflive  ftate  of  increafing  profperity. 

For  fome  time  after  the  Europeans  began  to  refort  to  China,  many 
of  the  ports  of  that  empire,  perhaps  all  of  them,  were  equally  open  to 
their  velTels.  Complaints  of  the  mifcondud  of  the  ftrangers,  tranfmit- 
ted  by  flie  m.agiftrates  to  the  emperor's  court,  (probably  with  exagger- 
ations fuggefted  by  the  jealous  policy,  which  has  in  all  ages  been  the 
charafleriftic  of  the  Chinefe)  produced  fome  reftridions  upon  the  con- 
dud  and  the  commerce  of  all  foreigners,  together  with  an  order  that  no 
other  port  but  Quang-Tchoo  (which  we  call  Canton)  fhould  be  open  for 
their  admiflion,  and  that  only  for  a  part  of  the  year. 

The  Portuguefe,  who,  in  confequence  of  fome  fervice  done  to  the 
(  mpire,  had  obtained  a  fmall  lettlement  at  Macao  *,  and  a  degree  of 
intereft  with  the  government,  were  long  the  only  Europeans  who  had 
any  commercial  intercourfe  with  China.  When  the  Englifli  firft: 
attempted  to  open  a  trade  with  that  empire,  the  Portuguefe  '  fo  bedan- 
'  dered  them  to  the  Chinefe,  reporting  them  to  be  rogues,  thieves,  beg- 
*  gars,  and  what  not,  that  they  became  very  jealous  of  the  good  mean- 
'  ing  of  the  Englifh  f.'  And  the  Floman-catholic  mllllonaries  (of  other 
nations  as  well  as  the  Portuguefe)  who,  under  the  charader  of  men  of 
icience,  were  favourably  received  at  the  Chinefe  court,  when  the  anti- 
pathies of  religious  diftindions  were  more  virulent  than  inthe  prc'cnt 
age,  have,  no  doubt,  contributed  to  ftrengthen  the  unfavourable  opinion 
conceived  of  the  EngUlh  heretics :{:,  of  whom  the  Chinefe  never  fiw 
any  but  merchants,  and  feamen  in  the  fervice  of  merchants,  whofe  pro- 
feflion  the  people  in  authority  hold  in  the  loweft  degree  of  contempt.

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oppreflions  cuid  infults,  to  which  their  commerce  and  their  agents  in 
China  were  expofed.  In  the  hope  that  fuch  oppreflions  and  infults 
might  not  be  authorized  by,  or  even  known  to,  the  emperor,  they  lug- 
gefted  the  expediency  of  fending  an  embafly  from  the  court  of  Great 
Britain  to  that  of  China,  which  would  at  leafthave  the  efFedl  of  making 
it  known  in  that  juntry,  that  the  interefts  of  commerce  were  objeds 
of  the  higheft  importance  to  the  government  of  this  country,  and  the 
Britiih  fubjedbs  trading  in  China  were  not  to  be  looked  upon  as  worth- 
lefs  outcafts,  deftitute  of  the  fupport  and  protedion  of  their  fovereign  *. 

For  this  unufual  and  delicate  miflion  Lord  Macartney  was  chofen. 
Iti  addition  to  the  cuftomary  attendants  of  an  ambaflador,  men  of 
fcience  in  various  departments  were  attached  to  the  embafly,  as  on  a 
voyage  of  difcovery,  and  alfo,  for  the  fake  of  fplendour,  a  military 
guard.  A  magnificent  prefent  was  feleded  for  the  emperor  confifting 
of  the  moft  perfed  aftronomical  and  mathematical  inftruments,  an  or- 
rery, a  fuperb  pair  of  globes,  the  moft  exquifite  works  of  art,  brafs  can- 
non and  other  kinds  of  arms,  a  model  of  a  firft-rate  ftiip,  and  views  of 
other  objeds  not  portable  f.  It  vi^as  cxpeded,  that  the  fight  of  articles 
of  fuch  fuperior  workmanfliip  might  have  fome  effed  in  inducing  the 
people  of  China  to  depart  f  om  their  arrogant  ideas  of  their  own  per- 
fedion,  and  accuftom  them  to  confider  Britifh  manufadures  as  the  moft 
perfed  produdions  of  human  ingenuity  and  induftry,  whereby  a  bene- 
ficial trade  in  fuch  articles  may  in  time  be  introduced. 

The  prefents  were  fo  choife  and  valuable,  that  they  excitied  the  at- 
tention, and  alarmed  the  fufpicions,  of  the  foreign  ambafladors  at  the 
Britifii  court.     *  One  of  thefe,  who  ftill  held  to  the  exploded  prejudice 

*  of  the  jealoufy  of  commerce,  not  being,  it  feems,  aware  that  the  world 

*  was  wide  enough  for  all  who  cliofe  to  embark  in  that  kind  of  life, 
'  and  that  it  flouriftied  beft  by  reciprocation,  failed  not  to  attribute  to 
'  the  Britifti  adminiftration  and  Eait-India  company  a  defign  of  en- 
'  grofling  the  total  trade  of  China  by  the  exclufion  of  all  other  foreign- 
'  crs,  and  propofed  a  counter  embafly  to  avert  the  evil :{:,'  So  far,  how- 
ever, was  this  very  jealous  foreign  minifter  miftaken  with  refped  to  the

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abled  to  accompli^  more  of  the  purpofes  of  his  miffion,  after  it  was 
formally  at  an  end,  than  during  his  continuance  at  court. 

Lord  Macartney  had  been  fumiflied  with  credentials  to  the  fovereigns 
of  Japan  and  the  other  principal  Oriental  illands,  v;hich  remain  free 
from  the  yoke  of  any  European  power.  But  when  he  heard  that  the 
flames  of  war  were  kindled  in  Europe,  and  confidered  that  there  was 
no  force  in  the  Indian  feas  to  proted  the  company's  homeward-bound 
property  from  Canton,  to  the  amount  of  three  millions  fterling  onboard 
fifteen  fhips,  he  laid  afide  all  thoughts  of  further  embaflies,  and  deter- 
mined to  return  home,  that  the  Lion  might  ferve  as  a  convoy  to  that 
valuable  fleet.  Having  difpatched  a  tender  with  plants  of  the  tea,  tal- 
low, and  varnifh,  trees  for  Bengal,  the  whole  fleet  proceeded  for  Europe, 
and  arrived  in  fafety  in  England  on  the  6'"  of  September  1794. 

From  the  information  obtained  by  the  gentlemen  of  the  embafly, 
concerning  the  little-known  empire  of  China,  I  have  feleded  the  follow- 
ing particulars,  iUuftrative  of  the  fl;ate  of  commerce  in  that  lingular 
country. 

In  China  there  are  no  hereditary  ranks  or  title?  * ;  and  every  man  in 
power  or  office  is,  at  leaft,  fuppofed  to  owe  his  preferment  to  his  own 
merit.  There  are  three  clafles  of  the  people  ;  i)  the  learned  men,  out 
of  whom  all  the  magiftrates  and  governors  are  chofen  ;  2)  the  cultivat- 
ors of  the  foil,  who,  are  above  nine  tenths  of  the  whole  people,  and 
whofe  induftry  is  chiefly  exerted  in  providing  grain  and  other  articles 
of  fo«d  for  mankind,  there  being  very  few  cows,  horfes,  or  other  live 
fl:ock,  in  the  country ;  and  3)  the  lowefl;  order  of  the  people,  confifting 
of  trudefn  a  and  mechanics,  among  whom  merchants  are  clafled  ;  for 
in  China  t  profeflion  of  a  merchant  is  in  little  eftimation,  the  method, 
pun6lualit\  candour,  and  Arid  honour,  which  are  the  charaderiftics  of 
mercantile  men  in  a  commercial  nation,  being  unknown  to  the  petty 
dealers  of  that  empire.  But  from  this  defcription  the  merchants  in 
Canton,  and  even  thofe  in  the  neighbourhood  of  it,  muft,  in  fome  de- 
gree, be  excepted,  who,  by  having  fome  intercourfe,  diredly  orindiredly, 
with  foreigners,  have,  in  fpite  of  the  national  felf-fufficiency  and  arro- 
gance, acquired  a  fuperior  knowlege  of  bufinefs,  and  fo  much  of  that 
mutual  confidence,  without  which  bufinefs  cannot  be  tranfaded  on  a 
iarge  fcalc,  thai  packages  of  goods  bearing  the  marks  of  the  Britifh 
Eaft-India  company,  are  fold  and  refold  by  the  invoices,  as  in  India, 
without  ever  being  opened  for  examining  the  quantity  or  quality  of  the 
contents,  till  they  arrive  at  the  places,  where  they  are  retailed  to  the 
confumers.  The  hong  merchants  being  very  extenfive  and  privileged 
dealers,  and  having  large  concerns  with  foreign  merchants,  muft  be

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to  procure  crops  from  artificial  fields  floating  upon  the  ("urface  of  the 
water,  which  are  made  by  Iprcading  earth  upon  rafts  of  bamboos.  And 
the  canals  themfelvcs,  belides  ferving  the  purpofes  of  navigation,  and 
lupplying  fifli  and  water  fowls,  are  made  to  yield  a  crop  of  vegetables  of 
a  Ipecies,  which  reaches  from  the  bottom  to  the  furface.  Ducks  arc 
hatched  by  artificial  heat,  as  in  Egypt.  Silk  worms  are  fed  on  the 
leaves  of  a  fpccies  of  afh  tree,  as  well  as  on  thofe  of  the  mulberry.  They 
make  cloth  from  the  fibres  of  nettles ;  and  they  make  paper  from  the 
barks  of  different  vegetables,  from  the  fibres  of  hemp,  and  the  ftraw  of 
rice  *.  They  never  fuffer  their  ground  to  lie  fallow,  but  keep  it  con- 
tinually in  heart  by  a  great  variety  and  abundance  of  manures ;  and 
they  provide  againft  the  damage  arifing  from  exceflive  drought  by  irrig- 
ation. They  fcarcely  ever  fow  their  com  in  broadcaft,  but  fet  it  care- 
fully in  drills,  which  affords  employment  for  their  children.  *  A  gentle- 
'  man  of  the  embally  calculated,  that  the  faving  of  the  feed  alone  in 
'  China  in  this  drill  hujbandry,  which  •would  he  lo/l  in  that  of  broad-caft, 
'  would  he /undent  to  maintain  all  the  European  fubje^s  of  Great  Britain.^ — 
Thus  every  thing  is  turned  to  the  beft  account  ;  .tnd  the  farmer  enjoys 
the  whole  fruits  of  his  labour  ;  for  there  are  no  ecclefiaftical  tithes  to 
diminifh  his  profits,  or  difcourage  his  induftry. 

Chow-ta-zhin,  u  friendly  mandarin,  communicated  to  Lord  Macart- 
ney an  account,  moftly  in  round  numbers,  of  the  extent,  population, 
and  revenue,  of  the  empire  of  China,  cxclufive  of  Tartary  and  the  tri- 
butary provinces,  taken  from  official  documents,  which  is  as  follows.

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London  gave  jCs^o,  and  the  managers  of  Drury-lane  theatre  gave  a 
clear  benefit,  which  produced  above  ^*  1,300,  to  the  fame  charity.  So 
ample  were  the  contributions,  that  it  was  thought  proper  to  apply  500 
guineas  in  providing  a  pair  of  magnificent  goblets,  to  be  presented  to 
Admirals  Bowyer  and  Pafley,  who  had  each  loft  a  leg  in  the  engage- 
ment. 

The  gentlemen  who  took  upon  themfelves  the  charge  of  diftributing 
this  noble  charity,  were  fo  exceedingly  attentive  to  the  interefts  of  the 
objeds  of  it,  that  they  provided  by  trufts,  that  they  fliould  not  fuffer 
by  their  own  folly  in  making  indilcreet  alienations  of  the  property 
beftowed  upon  them. 

In  the  Weft-Indies  the  Britilh  forces  got  poflTeflion  of  Tiburon,  a 
fniall  fettlement  in  the  weftern  extremity  cf  S".  Domingo :  and  after- 
wards, being  reinforced  by  about  i  ,600  men,  they  took  the  more  im- 
portant town  of  Port  au  prince  (June  4"'),  where  they  found  twenty-two 
capital  veflels  loaded  with  produce,  and  many  others  in  ballaft,  the  whole 
eftimated  at  the  value  of  near  ^^400, 000.  This  was  the  laft  fuccefsful 
effort  of  the  Britifli  troops  in  S'.  Domingo  *.  The  yellow  fever  renewed 
its  attacks  with  fuch  peftilential  yirulence,  that  it  fcarcely  left  alive  a 
fufficient  number  of  the  devoted  army  to  perform  the  melancholy  duty 
of  burying  their  dead  companions  f. 

In  the  meantime  tlie  new-acquired  ifland  of  Guadaloupe  was  at- 
tacked by  tlie  French,  and  being  but  weakly  garrifoned,  the  whole 
ifland,  notwithftanding  the  afliftance  brought  from  S'.  Chriftophers 
by  Sir  Charles  Grey,  was  reduced  to  the  dominion  of  France  by  the  3'' 
of  July,  except  Fort  Matilda,  which  was  defended  by  theBritifh  garrifon 
till  the  lo""  of  December,  when  it  was  furrendered  to  the  French 
army,  then  reinforced  by  3,000  men. 

The  fettlement  eftablilhed  at  Sierra  Leona  with  the  philanthropic 
intention  of  introducing  civilization,  induftry,  and  laudable  commerce, 
inftead  of  pillage  and  the  fale  of  human  creatures,  was  now  beginning  to 
flourifti.  The  new  village,  called  Freetown,  contained  200  houies,  fome 
of  them  tolerably  good,  diipofed  in  regular  ftreets  ;  the  grounds  were 
cleared  for  feveral  miles  from  the  tovvn,  and  cultivated  ;  and  confequent- 
ly  the  climate  was  rendered  more  healthy.  Order  and  induftry  were 
eftabliftied.  The  fame  of  the  colony,  and  of  their  determination  not  to 
deal  in  fiaves,  was  fpread  throughout  the  country.  The  king  of  Foulah, 
the  Ibvereign  of  fome  millions  of  people  and  of  a  plentiful  country,  had 
fent  an  embafly  to  Sierra  Leona  ;  and,  in  return,  two  gentlemen  in  the 
company's  fervice  had  penetrated  to  Teembo,  his  capital,  fituated  a  con-

But  of  the  naturcof  their 
cargoes,  or  whether  they  were  advantageous  or  difadvantageous  to  the 
commercial  intcrcfts  of  Great  Britain,  I  have  not  at  prefent  any  fufficicnt 
information. 

June  26'* — A  conflagration  broke  out  in  a  boat-build'er's  yard  at 
Cock-hill  in  Ratcliff,  which  communicating  with  a  barge  loaded  with 
faltpetre,  and  thence  extending  to  fome  of  the  Eaft-India  company's 
•warehoufes  full  of  the  fame  dangerous  commodity,  the  whole  blew  up. 
The  wind  blowing  ftrong,  and  it  being  unfortunately  low  water  in  the 
river,  the  fire  raged  with  unconquerable  fury,  and  continued  to  fpread, 
till  it  deftroyed  fcveral  ftreets.  Near  five  hundred  houfes  were  burnt 
down  ;  and  the  damage  v/as  reckoned  to  be  the  greateft  that  ever  was 
done  by  any  fire  fince  the  great  conflagration,  which  deftroyed  fo  great 
a  part  of  London  in  the  year  1666.  For  the  immediate  accommoda- 
tion of  the  families,  who  were  burnt  out,  government  lent  them  140 
tents,  which  were  formed  into  a  little  camp  in  a  field  adjacent  to  Step- 
ney church. 

On  this  melancholy  occafion  the  liberal  charity  of  the  underwriters  at 
Lloyd's  and  of  other  benevolent  perfons,  was  again  cheerfully  extended 
for  the  relief  of  the  diftreflcd,  till  the  committee  for  the  management  of 
the  donations  informed  the  public,  that  they  conceived  the  funds  put 
into  their  hands  to  be  fully  adequate  to  the  purpofes,  to  which  they 
were  propofed  to  be  applied. 

In  the  fpring  of  this  year  the  fecretary  of  ftate  of  the  United  ftates  of 
America  laid  before  General  Wafliington,  the  prefident  of  the  congrefs, 
an  abftradt  of  complaints  againft:  the  belligerent  powers,  ftating,  that 
American  vellels  were  carried  into  Britifli  ports,  and  detained,  even 
when  they  could  by  no  means  be  condemned,  whereby  the  cargoes,  and 
alfo  the  veflels  themfelves,  were  cxpofed  to  deftrudion  ;  that  Britifh  (hips 
of  war  had  imprefled  American  ieamen  ;  that  the  Britilh  regulations 
forced  the  commerce  of  the  citizens  of  the  United  ftates  out  ot  its  pro- 
per channel,  and  reftrided  it  to  the  ports  of  the  Britifli  or  their  friends ; 
that  their  veflels  were  taken  merely  for  trading  to  the  French  Weft- 
Indies  in  articles  not  deemed  contraband  by  any  law  of  nations  ;  and 
thofe  in  the  Britifli  Well-Indies  were  obliged  to  give  fecurity  that  their 
cargoes  fliould  be  carried  to  Britifli,  or  neutral,  ports.  The  admiralty 
courts  in  the  Britifli  Weil-Indies  werL  alfo  accufed  of  exteflive  rigour, 

and  irregularity  in  their  proceedings. There  were  nearly  the  fame 

complaints  againft  trie  French  privateers  and  Ihips  of  war.  and  admiralty 
courts  ;  and  it  was  reprefented  that  an  embargo  had  been  luid  upon 
American  veflels  in  the  ports  of  France,  and  a  payment  had  been  made 
in  depretiated  allignats,  which  ought  by  the  contrad  to  iiavj  been  in 
coin.  .  Some  outrages  of  Spanifli  privateers,  and  a  dcciflon  of  the 
Dutch  admiralty  court,  were  alio  complained  of.

6)  Many  Britifli  merchants  and  others  having  alleged,  that  debts  to  a 
confiderable  amount,  contraded  before  the  peace  by  inhabitants  of  the 
United  ftates,  were  ftill  due  to  them,  which,  owing  to  a  variety  of  caufes 
in  the  lapfe  of  fo  many  years,  cannot  now  be  recovered  by  the  ordinary 
courfe  of  judicial  proceedings,  the  United  ftates  engage  to  make  full 
compenfation  for  all  fuch  debts,  which  really  could  not  be  recovered  by 
the  ordinary  courfe  of  juftice,  but  not  for  fuch  lofles  as  were  occafioned 
by  the  infolvency  of  the  debtors,  or  by  the  manifeft  neghgence  or 
omifllon  of  the  claimant.  For  afcertaining  the  amount  of  fuch  lofl^es 
and  damages,  it  is  agreed,  that  two  commiflioners  (hall  be  appointed  by 
the  king,  and  two  by  the  prefident  of  the  United  ftates,  which  four  fliall 
chufe  a  fifth  one ;  that  they  fliall  fit  at  Philadelphia  and  any  other  place 
they  may  think  proper  ;  that  they  Ihall  receive  all  applications  made  to 
rhera  within  eighteen  months  fro  their  firft  fitting,  which  term  they 
may,  if  neceflary,  extend  to  fix  months  more,  and  (hall  decide  upon 
them  according  to  equity  and  a  due  confideration  of  all  circumftances. 
The  United  ftates  engage  to  make  full  payment  in  fpecie  of  all  fums  fo 
awarded  by  the  commiflioners,  the  commencement  of  the  payments 
being  limited  to  twelve  months  after  the  ratification  of  this  treaty. 

7)  Many  merchants  and  others,  citizens  of  the  United  ftates,  having 
complained,  that  they  have  fuftained  confiderable  damage  by  irregular 
and  illegal  captures  or  condemnations  of  their  vefltls  and  property  by 
Britifli  cruifers  fince  the  commencement  of  the  prefent  war,  for  which 
no  redrefs  can  now  be  obtained  by  judicial  proceedings,  the  Britifti  go- 
vernment engage  to  make  full  compenratiou  for  all  fuch  loflts,  as  cannot

It  is  cxprelsiy  agreed,  that  the  veftels  of  the 
United  ftates  ftiall  carry  the  articles,  exported  by  them  from  Britifti  ports 
in  India,  to  no  part  of  the  world  but  their  own  ports  in  America*; 
and,  when  Great  Britain  is  engaged  in  war,  they  muft  not  export  any 
military  .tores,  naval  ftores,  or  rice,  without  the  Ipecial  permiflion  of 
the  Britifli  government  in  India — The  veflels  of  the  United  ftates  are 
not,  in  virtue  of  the  permiflion  granted  by  this  article,  allowed  to  carry 
on  any  part  of  the  coafting  trade  of  the  Britifti  territories,  the  carriage 
of  any  part  of  their  original  cargoes  ^rom  one  port  of  delivery  to  an- 
other not  being,  accounted  as  fuel  Jeither  are  the  citizens  of  the 
ftates  allowed  to  fettle  in  the  Britilh  territories  m  India,  or  to  travel 
into  the  interior  country,  without  the  permiflion  of  the  Britifli  govern- 
ment of  the  place.  The  obfervance  of  the  regulations  of  the" Britifli 
government  in  this  refped  may  be  enforced  againft  the  citizens  of 
America  as  well  as  againft  Briiiih  fubjedls,  they  being,  from  their  ar- 
rival in  the  port,  equally  amenable  to  the  laws  and  jurifdidion  of  the 
place.  The  citizens  of  the  United  ftaies  have  alfo  liberty  to  touch  for 
refreftiment  at  S'.  Helena.

18)  All  arms  and  implements- of  war,  gun-powder,  match  faltnetre 
horfe  furniture,  timber  for  Itiip-building,  tar,  rofin  copp.;  in  S' 
lulls,  hemp,  cordage,  and  all  other  articles  which  miy  be  ufed  for  ?he 
equipment  of  veffels.  except  unwrought  iron  and  fir  pi  ink.  are  decla  ed 
to  be  contraband,  and  liable  to  be  confifcated.  when  bou  id'o  an  ene- 
my  s  port—Whenever  provifions.  and  other  articles  not  gener!. ity  con- 

raband  come  to  be  confidered  as  fuch  in  particular  cafes!  uccdrdingTo 
the  ex.fting    aws  ot  nations,  and  are  therefor  feized.  they  Ihall  n<^f  be 
confilcated  ;  but  the  owners  fliall  be  completely,  and  fpeedily  ind"  r^ni 
hed,  the  captors,  or  in  their  default,  tl/e  gov^^nment^  pa  filg  t^^^^^^^^^ 

alue  for  fuch  articles,  together  whh  a  rcafonable  mercantile  Lfit  and 
alio  freight  and  demurrage.^A  veflel  bound  for  a  port,  which  is  block- 
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aded,  may  be  turned  away  by  the  blockading  fleet,  but  not  detained  or 
confifcated,  unlefs  flie  fhall  again  attempt  to  enter  the  port.  The  veflTels 
or  goods  of  either  party,  which  fhall  have  entered  fuch  port  before  it 
was  blockaded,  fhall  not  be  liable  to  confifcation  on  the  redudion  of  the 
place. 

1 9)  All  commanders  of  fhips  of  war  or  privateers  fhall  be  liable  to 
make  good  the  damages  or  outrages  they  may  commit  againfl  the  fub- 
jeds  or  citizens  of  the  other  party :  and  to  that  intent  the  commanders 
of  privateers  fhall  give  fecurity  before  they  receive  their  commiflions, 
^or  ;^i,5oo  fterling,  if  their  vefTels  carry  fewer  than  150  men,  or  for 
;C3.ooo.  if  they  carry  a  greater  number,  to  fatisiy  all  fuch  damages  ;  and 
they  fhall  alfo  lofe  their  commiffions,  when  found  guilty  of  fuch  aggref- 
fions. 

20)  Neicher  party  will  receive  into  their  ports  any  pirates,  but  will  feize 
their  vefTels,  and  reftore  the  goods  taken  by  them  to  the  proper  owners, 
as  far  as  they  can  be  difcovered. 

21)  It  fs  ugreed,  that  neither  party  will  permit  their  fubjeds  or  citizens 
to  accept  commiflions  from  the  enemies  of  the  other,  nor  permit  fuch 
enemy  to  enlifl  any  of  their  fubjeds  or  citizens  into  the  mihtary  fervice. 
Any  fubjed  or  Ciazen  found  ading  contrary  to  this  article  may  be  pun- 
ifhed  as  a  pirate. 

22)  It  is  exprefsly  flipulated,  that  neither  party  will  authorize  any  ads 
of  reprifal  againft  the  other  on  complaints  of  injuries  or  damages,  unlefs 
juflice  fhall  have  been  refufed,  or  unreafonably  delayed,  after  making 
the  proper  demand  for  fatisfadion,  accompanied  by  an  authenticated 
ftatement  of  the  damages. 

23)  The  fhips  of  war  of  either  party  fhall  be  hofpitably  received  in  the 
ports  of  the  other,  their  officers  paying  due  refped  to  the  government 
f)f  the  country,  and  being  treated  with  the  refped  due  to  the  commif- 
fions they  bf-ar.  His  Britannic  Majefly  agrees,  that  in  cafe  an  Ameri- 
can velTel  flKill  be  driven  by  flrefs  of  weather,  the  purfuit  of  enemies, 
or  other  misfortunes,  into  any  of  his  ports,  into  wliich  fhe  cannot  in 
ordinary  cafes  claim  admittance,  flie  fhall  be  hofpitably  received,  and 
be  permitted  to  refit,  and  to  purchafe  whatever  fhe  needs.  But  fhe 
fhall  not  land  her  cargo,  nor  break  bulk,  unlefs  it  be  bona  fide  necef- 
fary  to  her  being  refitted.  Nor  fhall  any  part  of  the  cargo  be  fold,  un- 
lefs the  government  of  the  place  may  fee  it  neceffary  to  permit  a  fale  of 
fom.e  part  of  it  to  defray  her  expenfes,  in  which  c;i'o  duties  fh.ill  be  paid 
only  for  what  is  permitted  to  be  fold. 

24)  Neither  party  will  permit  privateers,  commifFioncd  by  the  enemies 
of  the  other,  to  arm  in  their  ports ;  nor  to  fell  or  exchange  what  they 
have  taken  ;  nor  to  purchaie  any  more  provtfions  thah  what  are  abfo- 
lutely  neceflliry  for  going  to  the  nearefl  port  of  the  prince  or  itaie  they 
are  commiffioned  by. 
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25)  The  fhips  of  war  and  privateers  of  either  party  raay  carry  their 
pnzes  whitherfoever  they  pleafe.  without  paying  any  fee  to  the  officers 
of  the  admiralty  or  judges.  Neither  fhall  the  prizes  be  deta  ned  nor 
even  vifued  by  fearchers  or  other  officers,  except'  for  the  purpofe  of  pre- 
venting the  cargo  from  being  illegally  landed  :  nor  fhall  the  validity  of 
the  pr.zes  be  inquued  mto.

28)  It  IS  agreed,  that  the  firft  ten  articles  of  this  treaty  (hall  be  perl 
manent :  and  the  eleventh,  thirteenth,  and  fubfequent  articles  (the  dur- 
ation of  the  twelfth  bemg  already  provided  for)  Lll  be  in  force  during 
twelve  years  after  the  exchange  of  the  ratification.  But.  if  his  BritS 
Majefty  and  the  United  ftates  fhall  not  be  able  to  complete  a,  new  ar!

amicable  difcuffionwuhm  two  years  after  the  termination  of  the  prefent 
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Laftly,  ill  order  to  facilitate  intercourfc  and  obviate  difficulties,  it  in 
agreed,  that  the  parties  will  readily  treat  from  time  to  time  concerning 
fych  other  articles,  as  may  be  found  conducive  to  mutual  convenience, 
and  the  promotion  of  mutual  fatisfadion  and  friendfliip :  and  fuch 
articles,  when  duely  ratified,  (hall  be  confidered  as  parts  of  this  treaty. 

Mr.  Jeflferfon's  letter  of  5''  September  1 793  to  Mr.  Hammond,  the 
Britifli  ambaflador  at  Philadelphia,  which  is  referred  lo  in  the  feventh 
article,  being  an  important  ftate  paper,  is  annexed  to  the  treaty.  It  re- 
fers to  his  former  letter  of  7"'  Auguft,  which  had  announced,  that  mea- 
fures  were  taken  for  excluding  from  the  ports  of  the  United  dates  all 
veflels  armed  in  them  to  cruife  on  nations,  with  whom  they  are  at  peace, 
and  for  reftoring  three  veflels  particularly  named,  or,  in  failure  of  re- 
ilitution,  making  compenlation  for  them  at  the  public  expenfe ;  though 
no  exifting  treaty  with  Great  Britain  bound  the  United  ftates  to  defend 
Britifli  veflels  on  their  coafts,  as  they  were  bound  by  treaties  with  three 
of  the  belligerent  powers  to  defend  theirs.  He  ftated  the  opinion  of 
the  prefident,  that  compenfation  fliould  alfo  be  made  for  any  other 
veflels  brought  in  after  the  5'"  of  June  and  before  the  7""  of  Auguft, 
under  the  like  circumftances  with  the  veflels  mentioned  ;  in  fliort  that 
either  reftitution  or  compenfation  flxould  be  made  in  all  cafes  between 
thofe  dates  and  in  thofe  after  the  later  of  them,  rffiitution  if  praBkabk, 
the  ftates  not  being  bound  to  make  compenfation  in  analogous  cafes  to 
the  powers  in  treaty  ;  though  he  was  ftill  inclined  to  think,  that  the 
United  ftates  fliould  make  compenfation  in  any  cafes  occurring  after 
that  date  with  circumftances,  which  ftiould  place  them  on  fimilar  ground 
with  thofe  before  it.  He  concluded  with  propofing,  that  the  colleclor 
of  the  cuftoms  of  the  diftrid.  in  conjundion  with  the  Britifli  conful, 
or  any  other  perfon  authorized  by  the  Britifli  anibafla.dor,  ftiould  value 
all  lofles  proceeding  from  detention,  wafte,  or  fpoliation,  between  s"" 
June  and  7'"  Auguft  1 793. 

This  treaty  was  very  far  from  being  futisfadory  to  the  people  of  the 
United  ftates  *,  who  complained,  that  their  trade  with  the  Britifli  Weft- 
India  colonies  would  be  fo  hampered  with  the  reftridions  of  it,  that  it 
could  never  be  of  any  advantage  to  them.  They  alio  obferved,  that 
the  chief  points  in  difpute  between  the  two  countries  were  ftill  as  far 
from  being  decided  as  ever. — On  the  other  hand,  it  was  remarked  on 
this  fide  of  the  water,  that  the  article,  reftriding  the  trade  of  the  Unit- 
ed ftates  with  the  Bniifli  Weft-Indies  to  velfels  not  exceeding  feventy 
tuns,  was  equivalent  to  an  ad  for  creating  a  nurfery  of  feamen  for 
America  f .

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'^hc  citizens  of  the  United  ftates  may  be  concerned  in  any  branch  of 
foreign  trade,  whether  carried  on  from  their  own,  or  any  other,  country  ; 
ex'cept  the  flave-trade,  which  is  abolilhed  in  all  the  ftates,  with  one  fmall 
exception  *  f . 

Manufadlures  are  reprefented  as  advancing  rapidly  in  America.  Ark- 
wright's  Ipinning  mills,  and  the  fpinning  jennies,  were  trani'planted  to 
the  United  ftates  very  foon  after  their  firft  appearance  in  this  country  : 
:ind  they  alfo  have  mills  and  machinery  for  fpinning  flax,  hemp,  and 
wool.  Befides  mills  for  grinding  corn,  the  original,  and  for  a  long  time 
almoft  the  only,  manufadure  of  Britifti  America,  there  are  great  num- 
bers of  fulling  mills,  faw  mills,  oil  mills,  gun-powder  mills,  paper  mills, 
fnuff"  mills,  &c.  They  have  machinery  for  rolling  iron,  copper,  and 
brafs,  into  fheets  ;  for  making  pig  iron,  bar  iron,  and  Heel ;  for  flitting 
iron  ;  making  nail-rods,  &c.  and  fteam  engines  have  been  introduced 
with  improvements  by  Mellieurs  Rumfey  and  Fitch,  citizens  of  the 

United  ftates Their  breweries  were  now  fo  flouriftiing,  efpecially  in 

Philadelphia,  that  the  importation  of  foreign  malt  liquor  was  reduced 
to  a  mere  trifle,  and  much  more  was  exported  than  was  imported. — 
The  diftilleries,  whereof  the  greateft  number  are  in  Maflachufets  bay, 
were  fo  much  incrcafed,  that  the  quantity  of  home-made  fpirits  was 
double  that  of  the  imported  :  and  the  quality,  which  formerly  was  juft- 
ly  reckoned  very  indifferent,  was  greatly  improved.  The  American 
rum  was  formerly  made  entirely  from  melafles  imported  from  the  Weft- 
Indies,  and  chiefl)  from  the  French  iflands,  whereof  no  lefs  than 
7,194,606  gallons  were  imported  in  the  year  ending  in  September  1791 ; 
but  that  importation  was  unufually  great.  Since  the  chief  fource  of 
that  fupply  has  failed  in  confequence  of  the  calamities  of  the  French 
colony  of  S'.  Domingo,  the  American  diftillery  has  been  in  a  great 
meafure  fupplied  from  grain,  and  alfo  from  fruit,  n  very  good  fpirit  be- 
ing diftilled  from  cider,  and  a  moft  excellent  one  from  the  juice  of 
peaches,  which  grow  luxuriantly  in  almoft  every  part  of  the  middle 
ftates.  The  annual  quamity  made  from  grains  and  fruits,  chiefly  in  the 
middle  and  fouthern  ft;«es,  was  now  eftimated  at  four  millions  of  gal- 
lons %.     In  the  diftillery  from  melafles  MaflTachufets  bay  greatly  exceeds

flax,  both  which  are  cultivated  in  every  one  of  the  Itates—Manufac 
tures  of  almoft  all  the  variety  of  articles  made  from  the  fkins  of  ani- 
mals.  tanned    tawed,  and  made  into  parchment,  and  of  glue   made 
from  die  retufe  of  the  fkins.  have  been  long,  and  generall3f  eftablifl  ' 
ed.-~The  variety  of  articles  wanted  for  the  purpofes  of  agriculture, 
nails  *  and  fpikes.  anchors,  iron  work  for  fhip-building  and  for  con^ 
ftruding  wheel  carriages,  many  kinds  of  tools  and  houfehold  utenfils 
conftitute  an  important  and  increafing  branch  of  manufadures— Works 
m  moft  of  the  other  metals  were  alfo  in  an  advancing  ftate.    The  man- 
ufadures  of  wool  and  cotton,  though  upon  the  whole  pretty  confider- 
able,  were  not  yet  carried  on  anywhere  upon  an  extenfive  fcale— Hats 
which  had  been  nmde  on   a  confined  fcale  long  before  the  revolution! 
were  now  manufadured^  in  great  numbers,  and  of  all  qualities—The 
manufadure  of  paper  ot  all  kinds  was  confiderable.  and  increafin- •  as 
was  alfo  the  bafinefs  of  printing  books,  and  that  of  ftaininTpapeVfo 

p^j'^i^^TI  '  '■'^^/'"^^'^  «f  %'->«•.  which  had  been  long  eftablifhed 
m  Philadelphia  and  fome  other  towns  of  Britilh  America,  needs  only

the  United  flates  -The  conftrudion  of  all  forts  of  wheel  carriages  has 
alio  been  long  eftabliOied.  and  is  now  greatly  improved  by  the  acquifi- 
tion  of  artificers  from  Lurope,  who  make  the  plated  work,  brafs  work 
and  other  parts,  which  were  formerly  imported.-The  very  important 
manufadure  of  vefl-els  is  much  improved,  and  efpecially  in  Philadelphia 
though  the  builders  ot  that  port  have  very  long  had  a  charader  for  the 
beauty  and  velocity  ot  then-veacls.     The  objedion  that  American  vef- 
lels  were  foon  worn  out,  being  confiruded  of  bad  wood,  which  was 
formerly  very  juft,  ,s  now  obviated  by  the  ufe  of  mulberry,  live-onk 
and  red  cedar,  ot  which  materials  nine  tenths  of  their  vefTels  in  Phila- 
delphia are  now  built.     Such  vefiels.  when  their  timbers  are  faked'' as 
they  now  very  generally  are.  will  laft  thirty  years;  and  they  can' be 
delivered    ready  to  take  m  the  cargo,  for  eight  guineas  per  tun.     The 
oak  velFels  ot  New  Lnglund  may  be  had  for  X:5  :  8  ;  o  fterUng  per  tun  ; 
but  they  are  much  intc.ior  m  many  .eipeds,  and  efpecially  in  duration 
Almoft  all  the  articles  rcquifitc  tor  the  furniture,  tackle,  apparel,  and 
arming  of  vefl^ls,  arc  made  in  tlie  United  ftates. 

The  returns  of  the  vellels  built  in  the  United  ftatcs  appear  to  be  very 
incomplete.  ^^  ^ 

In  tht  year  eiuling  iu  March  179O  they  meiusarcd  from  17,000  to  18,000  tuns  ;

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The  Iflieiles  are  ftill  almoft  entirely  in  the  hands  of  the  people  of 
New  England,  and  more  particularly  thofe  of  Maflachufets  bay,  in  which 
ftate  they  conftitute  a  principal  part  of  the  employment  of  all  thofe, 
who  are  not  engaged  in  the  cultivation  of  the  earth.  A  great  propor- 
tion of  their  flilt  fifh,  train  oil,  fpermaceti,  and  the  oil  and  candies 
made  of  it,  and  whalebone,  are  confumed  in  the  other  flates.  But 
their  fifliery  is  not  fo  extenfive  now,  as  it  was  before  the  revolution. 
Their  fait  is  imported  from  Great  Britain,  France,  Spain,  Portugal,  the 
Cape-de-Verde  iflands,  and  the  Weft-Indies,  to  the  amount  of  above 
two  millions  of  bufhels  annually.  They  have  fait  fprings  in  feveral  part? 
of  the  interior  country. 

The  above  are  the  principal  manufactures  carried  on  in  the  United 
ftates,  as  regular  occupations,  by  people,  who  devote  their  whole  at- 
terltion  to  them,  as  the  bufmefs  of  their  lives.  But  there  is  another 
clafs,  which  Mr.  Coxe  calls  domejlic  manufaBures,  conduced  by  the  farm- 
ers' fiimilies,  during  the  intervals  of  rural  occupation,  in  almoft  every 
part  of  the  country.  Linens  for  ftiirting,  ftieeting,  the  table,  &c.  fail- 
cloth,  negro  clothing,  fine  and  coarfe  cloths,  blankets  *,  cotton  cloths, 
thread  and  filk  laces,  ftockings,  flioes,  and  a  variety  of  other  articles,  are 
made  in  thefe  family  fadories,  and  all  (if  we  except  the  filk,  and  per- 
haps the  thread,  for  the  laces)  of  native  materials,  to  an  extent,  of  which 
few  people  on  this  fide  of  the  water  have  any  conception,  the  amount 
of  them  in  the  year  1790  having  been  eftimated  at  above  twenty  millions' 
of  dollars:  and  they  have  fince  continued  to  increafe.  Befides  thefe  ar- 
ticles of  clothing,  and  butter,  cheefe,  cider,  bacon,  hams,  &c.  which  are 
the  ufual  manufadure  of  every  farm  ;  ftaves,  hoops,  fliingles,  pot-afties, 
pearl-afhes,  tar,  pitch,  turpentine,  and  rofin,  which  are  all  articles  pro- 
duced from  the  redundant  woods  on  new  plantations,  may  be  added  to 
the  lift  of  rural  manufadlures ;  and  nails  alfo  are  made  to  a  very  con- 
fiderable  amount  by  many  of  the  farmers,  and  efpecially  by  thofe  of 
New  England.  Of  late  years  malt  liquor  and  malt  fpirits  have  been 
made  on  the  farms  to  an  amount  exceeding  all  that  was  made  by  the 
profeffed  brewers  and  diftillers.  And  in  feveral  parts  of  the  country 
the  manufadure  of  maple  fugar  has  lately  afforded  a  new  branch  of  em- 
ployment, and  a  new  fource  of  wealth,  to  the  induftrious  families  of  the 
fanners  f.  '  In  fhort,  domeftic  manufadures  are  great,  various,  and 
'  almoft  univerfal^  in  this  country.'  And  the  induftry  of  the  farmer 
has  free  I'cope,  the  cultivator  of  the  foil  being  generally  the  independent 
proprietor  <i^  it. 

The  operatioas  of  many  of  thofe  manufadures,  whether  carried  on 
as  feparaie  trades,  or  as  lave-all  additions  to  agricultural  employments,

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It  was  thought  that  this  brief  notice  of  the  ftate  of  the  manufuclurcs 
and  commerce  of  a  great  people,  who  were  formerly  conneded  with  us 
as  fellow-fubjedls,  and  are  ftill  conneded  with  us  by  the  ties  of  kindred, 
friendflnp,  and  commerce,  would  not  be  unacceptable.  It  appears  from 
it,  that  the  affairs  of  the  United  ftates,  unencumbered  with  any  diftant 
or  detached  territories,  little  expofed  to  the  danger  of  being  engaged  in 
any  ferious  quarrel  with  the  great  powers  of  Europe,  r.nd  confequently 
exempted  from  the  burthen  of  heavy  naval  and  military  eftabliihments, 
arc  in  a  very  flourifhing  condition,  and  in  a  progrelfive  ftate  of  advancing 
profperity. 

The  French  had  lately  introduced  three  new  fpecies  of  the  fugar- 
cane  in  Martinique  and  their  other  Wefl-Indla  colonies  ;  one  from  the 
IHand  of  Bourbon,  faid  to  have  been  brought  thither  from  the  coafl:  of 
Malabar ;  another  from  Otaheiie ;  and  a  third  from  Batavia.  The 
Bourbon  and  Otaheite  canes  are  nearly  of  the  fame  nature  :  they  arc 
much  larger  than  the  old  Weft-India  cane,  fome  of  the  joints  of  them 
meafuring  nine  inches  in  length,  and  fix  in  circumference  *.  Some  of 
them  have  weighed  feven  pounds  when  trimmed  fit  for  grinding,  being 
above  two  pounds  heavier  than  the  largeft  picked  canes  of  the  old  kind. 
They  ripen  fooner,  being  fit  for  cutting  in  ten  months :  and  their  juice 
alfo  granulates  (or  becomes  fugar)  fooner,  and  throws  up  lefs  fcum  in 
the  boiling,  than  that  of  the  old  canes.  They  alfo  refift  the  injuries  of 
exceflive  dry  weather,  and  the  ravages  of  a  deftrudive  in  fed,  called  the 
borer,  fo  much  better  than  the  others,  that  Mr.  Pinnel,  a  confiderable 
planter  in  the  Freiich  ifland  of  Guadaloupe,  obtained  no  lefs  than  three 
hogfheads  of  fugai  from  half  an  acre  of  the  Bourbon  cane,  which  he 
had  planted  as  an  experiment  in  the  year  1792,  when  his  other  canes 
were  fo  much  damaged  by  extraordinary  drought  and  the  borer,  as  to 
be  unfit  for  making  fugar. 

1  he  firft  trial  of  the  new  canes  in  any  Britilh  colony  was  made  i'.i 
the  year  1793  by  a  gentleman  of  Montferrat,  to  whom  Mr.  Pinnel 
gave  fome  of  his  plants.  But  the  fate  of  war  having  now  fubjc<fted  mod 
of  the  French  iflands  to  the  dominion  of  Great  Britain,  they  were  this 
year  tranfplanted  to  Antigua  by  Admiral  Laforey,  a  proprietor  of  fome 
plantations  in  that  ifland,  who  eftimated  the  produce  of  them  at  3,500 
pounds  of  fugar  from  an  acre  f ,  in  a  feafon,  wherein  the  dry  weather 
and  the  borer  were  particularly  fatal  to  the  other  canes. 

After  fuch  proofs  of  their  fuperiority,  the  new  canes,  generally  un-

The  commercial  fafts  and  commercial  wifdom, 
contained  in  thefe  lines,  render  any  apology  for 
the  mfcrtion  of  them  at  fuU  length  unneceFary. 
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T795,  January  16'" — Towards  the  later  end  of  the  year  1794  an  ap- 
plication was  made  from  Holland,  in  confequence  of  the  rapid  progrefs 
of  the  French  army,  for  permiffion  to  bring  over  Dutch  property  of  all 
kinds  to  this  country,  without  being  obliged  to  pay  the  duties  immedi- 
ately on  landing.  The  requeft  was  not  then  complied  with.  But  now 
the  king,  by  an  order  in  council,  authorized  the  admiflion  of  all  merch- 
andize and  other  efFeds,  which  any  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  United 
provinces  fhould  import  diredly  from  the  United  provinces  into  any  of 
the  ports  of  Great  Britain,  in  any  veflel  whatever,  and  permitted  them 
to  lodge  their  goods  in  warehoules  approved  by  the  conimifBoners  of  the 
cuftoms  under  the  lock  of  the  proper  officers,  till  provifion  fhould  be 
made  by  law  for  the  re-exportation,  or  other  difpofal,  of  them.  By 
another  order  (January  21"),  the  fame  indulgence  was  extended  to  all 
property  of  Britifti  fubjeds,  or  the  fubjeds  of  any  friendly  power,  on- 
ijoard  veflels  failing  from  any  prrt  of  the  world  to  Dutch  ports. 

In  the  very  time  when  thefe  friendly  meafures  of  accommodation  for 
the  Dutch  were  under  the  deliberation  of  the  Britifh  cabinet,  the  ftadt- 
holder  left  Holland,  and  took  refuge  in  this  country.  And  the  people 
of  the  United  provinces  imtnediately  manifefted  a  tUfpofition  to  conned: 
themfeives  with  France  rather  than  Great  Britain. 

January  20"" — The  French  army,  commanded  by  General  Pichegru, 
entered  the  city  of  Amllerdam  amidft  the  acclamations  of  the  inhabit- 
ants ;  and  the  other  cities  of  the  United  provinces  immediately  follow- 
ed the  example  of  the  metropolis  of  Holland.  Thus  were  the  United 
provinces,  containing  prodigious  depofits  of  merchandize  and  flores  of 
every  kind,  transferred  from  the  alliance  of  Great  Britain  to  that  of 
France.  And  their  alliance  was  foon  after  cemented  by  a  treaty,  where- 
by the  port  of  Flufhing  was  declared  to  be  equally  open  to  the  veflels 
of  both  republics  ;  and  the  navigation  of  the  Scheldt  (the  old  bone  of 
contention  with  the  emperor)  and  that  of  the  Hondt,  were  likeways 
laid  equally  open  to  them  both  (May  15'"). 

As  foon  as  the  defedion  of  the  Dutch  was  known  here,  orders  were 
iflued  for  feizing  all  Dutch  velTels  in  every  Britilh  port,  in  confequence 
of  which  two  flxips  of  war  o^  64  guns  each,  one  frigate,  and  two  fli)ops 
of  war,  fix  homeward-bound  and  three  outward-bound  Eaft-India  ihips, 
and  about  fixty  other  veflels,  were  fecured  in  the  one  port  of  Plymouth. 
And  foon  after  (February  9'")  the  Britifli  fhips  of  war  and  privateers 
were  authorized  to  take  all  Dutch  veflels,  and  alH^  all  neutral  veflels 
loaded  with  military  ftnrcs  bound  to  Dutch  ports  *.

fpirits  diftilled  in  England.  And  the  diftillers  were  prohibited  tUI  fix 
weeks  after  the  commencement  of  the  next  feflion  of  parliament  from 
ufing  wheat  m  diftiUation.     [c:  11] 

Additional  excife  duties  of  SJ  per  gallon  were  impofed  on  Britifh 
Plantation  rum  and  lo^per  gallon  on  brandy  or  other  foreign  fpiritsi 
both  to  be  doubled,  when  the  liquors  are  above  proof,     [r.  12] 

Additional  excife  duties  of/«;^«  and  a  bojf  per  cent,  computed  on  the 
prices  at  the  Eaft-India  company's  fkles,  were  impofed  upon  tea ;  alfo 
Oj/i  per  pound  on  cacao  nuts  of  the  Eritifh  colonies,  and  i/B  on  thofe 
ot  toreign  colonies ;  and  6^d  per  pound  on  coffee,     [c.

The  ad  for  the  free  importation  of  tallow,  hog's  lard,  and  greafe, 
continued  till  25'"  March  1799. 

The  ad  prohibiting  the  importation  of  foreign-wrought  filks  and 
velvets,  continued  till  14'"  June  1802. 

The  ad,  proliibiting  the  exportation  of  tools  and  utenfils  ufed  in  the 
iron  and  fteel  manuf^dures,  was  made  perpetual,     [c.  38] 

The  proprietors  of  the  Grand-jundion  canal  were  empowered  to  an- 
nex to  it  a  navigable  cut,  extending  to  Paddington  in  the  neighbour- 
hood of  London,     [c.  43] 

May  5'" — Tt  being  thought  expedient  to  lay  further  reflridions  upon 
tlie  privilege  of  franking  letters,  it  was  enaded  that  no  free  letter  t'o  or 
from  any  member  of  either  houfe  of  parliament  fhould  exceed  one 
ounce  in  weight  ;  that  no  letter  direded  by  a  member  fhould  be  ex- 
empted from  poflage,  unlels  he  be  within  twenty  miles  of  the  pofl-office, 
which  it  is  put  into,  on  the  day  marked  on  it,  or  the  preceding  day  ; 
that  no  member  fhould  ftnd  more  than  ten,  or  receive  more  than  Jjfteerr, 
letters,  free  from  poftage  on  any  one  day. — The  feveral  perfons,  author- 
ized to  fend  and  receive  letters  free  from  poftage  in  virtue  of  their 
offices,  had  their  privilege  continued  as  before Printed  votes  and  pro- 
ceedings of  parliament,  and  newfpapers,  were  flill  allowed  to  be  fent  in 
open  covers,  figned  by,  or  direded  to,  members  of  parliament,  at  the 
places  whereof  they  give  notice  at  the  poft-office. — The  non-commif- 
fioned  officers,  fcamen,  .-ind  private  foldiers,  adually  on  fervice  in  the 
navy,  army,  militia,  fencibles,  artillery,  and  marines,  may  fend  fmgle 
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letters,  jffigned  on  the  back  by  their  commanding  cfficcrs,  to  any  place 
on  paymg  one  penny  ;  and  they  may  alfo  receive  their  letters  from  anv 
place  on  paymg  the  fame  low  portage.— Covers,  open  at  the  iides  and 
containing  patterns  of  cloths,  lilks,  ftufl&.  &c.  and  containing  no  writ- 
ing but  the  addrels  of  the  fender  and  the  prices  of  the  goods,  are  allow-

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As  fome  relief  to  the  wool-combers  for  the  hardfliips  they  alleged 
th<;y  had  ftiftaiilcd  from  the  introdudion  of  machinery*,  all  of  them, 
"who  had  ferved  an  apprenticeihip  to  the  bufinefs,  or  were  legally  entit- 
led to  carry  it  on,  and  were  willing  to  apply  to  other  branches  of  the 
woolen  manufacture,  or  to  any  other  trade,  and  alfo  the  wives  and 
children  of  all  fuoh,  were  authorized  to  exercife  any  trade  whatever  in 
any  town  or  place  of  the  kingdom  without  any  obftru6tion,  notwith- 
ftanding  the  ftatute  of  the  fifth  year  of  Qiieen  Elizabeth,  which  prohib- 
ited the  ufe  of  certain  trades  to  any  perfon  who  had  not  ferved  an  ap- 
firenticelhip  of  feven  years,     [c.

One  of  the  principal  alterations,  which  have  taken  place  of  late  yeslrs 
in  the  metropolis,  was  made  under  the  authority  of  an  adt  for  enlarging 
the  entrance  into  the  city  on  the  weft  fide  of  Temple-bar  by  removing 
the  houfes,  which  flood  between  the  Strand  and  Butcher-row  (the  north 
fide  of  which  has  thereby  become  the  north  fide  of  the  Strand)  and 
thofe  on  the  north  fide  of  S'.

The  merchants  trading  to  the  iflands  of  Grenada  and  S',  Vincent's 
reprefented  to  parliament  the  loflies  they  had  fuffered,  and  the  hardfliips 
fuftained  by  their  commeixe,  in  confequence  of  the  infurredions  in 
thofe  iflands,  and  petitioned  for  relief.  The  great  and  important  bene- 
fit, conferred  upon  the  commercial  intereft  in  general  by  the  expedient 
of  eXchequet  bills  in  the  year  1793,  fuggefted  a  repetition  of  the  fame 
meafure  as  the  bujft  mode  of  relief  to  the  I'uffercrs  on  the  prefent  occafion. 
Therefor  the  honourable  Benry  Hobart,  the  right  honourable  Charles 
Townfiiend,  Sir  William  Pulteney,  Sir  John  Sinclair,  Sir  Grey  Cooper, 
Sir  Francis  Baring,  Meffieurs  Richard  Muilman  Trench  Chifwell,  John 
William  Anderfon,  William  Curtis,  Charles  Grant,  Joieph  Nutt,  Robert 
Hunter,  Thomas  Plummer,  Gabriel  Tucker  Steward,  and  Benjamin 
Savage,  were  appointed  commifljoners  for  advancing  exchequer  bills  to 
an  amount  not  exceeding  ^^i, 500,000,  bearing  intereft  at  the  rate  of 
three  pence  per  day  for  every  ;(^ioo,  and  all  payable  on  the  c'"  of  July 
^'796,  to  any  perlons  in  any  part  of  Great  Britain  connetSed  with,  or 
thidihg  to,  the  iflands  of  Grenada  and  S'.  Vincent's,  who  ftiould  apply 
for  them,  and  give  bond  with  fufficient  fccurity,  or  depofit  exchequer 
bHls,  India  bonds,  bills  of  exchange,  or  other  negotiable  fecurities,  to 
the  value  of  ;^400  for  /^.^oo  to  be  advanced  in  exchequer  bills.  The

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^f  the  ifland ;  and  on  the  day  following  the  lieutenant-governor  and 
fome  others  of  the  principal  Britifl)  inhabitants  became  their  prifoners. 
Reinforcements  were  received  on  both  fides  from  the  neighbouring: 
iflands:  and  a  horrid,  and  fanguinary,  war  enfued,  which,  after  raging 
above  a  year,  was  terminatet^  jy  the  defeat  of  the  French  infurgents. 

In  the  infurredlion,  which  took  place  in  S'.  Vincent's,  the  Caribs,  the 
original  poffeflbrs  of  the  ifland,  bore  the  principal  part.  Their  undif- 
ciplincd  valour  could  not  long  (land  againft  the  regular  Britilh  troops*. 

In  Dominica  the  French  inhabitants  were  excited  to  infurredion  by 
parties  from  Guadaloupe  and  Marigalante,  who  invited  the  free  people 
of  colour  and  the  (laves  to  join  their  ftandard,  and  deftroyed  many  of 
the  plantations.  There  being  but  one  company  of  regular  troops  in 
the  ifland,  the  defence  of  the  colony  lay  almoft  entirely  upon  the  Britifli 
inhabitants,  who,  with  fuch  of  the  negroes  as  adhered  to  them,  oppofed 
the  invaders  with  great  fpiiit  and  judgement,  and  at  length  furrounded 
them,  and  made  them  prifoners  f.  Of  the  French  inhabitants  fome 
were  put  to  death,  and  above  fix  hundred,  whom  the  governor  fufpeded 
of  difaffedtion,  were  fent  home  to  England. 

June  14.'" — Montego  Bay,  a  flourilhing  town  in  the  north-weft  part 
of  Jamaica,  which  in  the  year  1 792  contained  225  houfes,  whereof  33 
were  capital  ftores  or  warehoufes,  and  about  600  white  inhabitants,  was 
reduced  to  afhes  by  a  conflagration,  in  which  many  of  the  ftores,  with 
produce  and  merchandize  to  a  large  amount,  were  deftroyed. 

Another  calamity  immediately  befell  Jamaica,  which  was  moft  fevere- 
]y  felt  in  the  fame  quarter  of  the  ifland.  The  horrors  of  the  war  with 
the  Maroon  negroes,  which  after  diftrefljng  the  ifland  and  retarding  the 
cultivation  of  it  during  almoft  a  ctntury,  had  been  terminated  by  the 
prudence  and  moderation  of  Governor  Trelawny,  who,  together  with 
the  aflembly.of  the  ifland,  confirmed  the  jx)fl"eflion  of  their  liberty  and 
their  lands  to  them  in  the  year  1738  %,  were  now  renewed.     Two  fuc-

The  French  foon  after  made  peace  with  the  landgrave  of  Hefle-Caflel. 

Thus  did  the  French  in  the  courfe  of  this  feafon  detach  the  United 
provinces,  Tufcany,  Pruflia,  Spain,  and  Hefle-Caflel,  from  the  confeder- 
acy formed  againft  them,  and  bring  the  emperor  to  declare  a  difpofition 
to  abandon  it  alfo. 

Ihe  defedion  of  all  thefe  powers  from  the  alliance  with  Great  Britain, 
and  even  the  accefllon  of  fome  of  the  chief  of  them  to  France,  did  not 
prevent  the  Britifli  funds  from  keeping  up  at  a  price  which  could  fcarce- 
ly  be  expedted  under  fuch  circumftances,  the  three-per-cents  continuing 
confiderably  above  twenty  years'  purchafe  ;  and  the  other  funds  fludu- 
ating  from  a  little  above,  or  a  little  below,  that  price.  This  was  chiefly 
afcribed  to  the  great  quantity  of  money  inverted  in  the  Britifli  funds 
by  people  of  property  in  Europe,  who  feared  the  confequences  of  the 
convulfions  on  the  continent,  and  trufted  to  a  greater  ftability  in  the 
afl&irs  of  this  fea-girt  country. 

Auguft  1 2'" — ^The  king,  by  an  order  in  council  (which  was  feveral 
times  renewed)  prohibited  the  exportation  of  rock  fait  from  1 2'*  Auguft 
1795  till  the  middle  of  April  1796,  in  order  to  prevent  the  fupply  of 
a  neceflary  article  to  his  enemies. 

The  Britifli  forces  in  the  Eaft-Indies  took  pofleflion  of  the  Dutch  go- 
vernment of  Malacca  in  Auguft.  And  in  the  courfe  of  a  few  months 
they  made  a  complete  conqueftof  all  the  Dutch  fettlcments  on  the  coaft 
of  Ceylon. 

In  the  year  1766  the  Dutch  Eaft-India  company,  by  a  treaty  which 
terminated  a  very  expenfive  war  •  with  the  chief  fovereign  of  Ceylon, 
became  proprietors  of  all  thofe  parts  of  the  coaft  of  that  great  and  valu- 
able ifland,  which  they  had  not  previoufly  poflefled,  the  native  prince 
and  his  fubjeds  being  confined  to  the  interior  country.  By  the  fame 
treaty  the  king  became  bound  to  deliver  all  the  cinnamon,  which  is  the 
moft  important  produce  of  the  ifland,  and  grows  there  in  the  greateft 
perfedion  (that  which  is  produced  on  the  iandy  downs  on  the  fouth- 
weft  coaft  being  efteemed  the  very  beft  in  the  world),  to  the  company 
at  the  fixed  price  of  five  pagodas  (40/1  o  fterhng)  for  the  bale  of  88 
pounds,  being  about  the  fame  price  which  the  cinnamon  cultivated  in 
the  company's  own  plantations  coft  them  f .     The  pearls  found  on  the

India  company,  who  kept  up  the  fettlement  for  that  purpofc  at  a  con- 
fiderable  expenfe  (in  the  eftimation  of  frugal  Dutchmen)  the  cxcefs 
of  the  charges  beyond  the  income  in  the  year  1790  having  been 
£26,^68 :  1 1  :  3  fterling,  and  in  fome  preceding  years  ftill  greater. 

September  13'" — The  laft  important  voyage  of  difcovery,  that  will 
probably  ever  need  to  be  undertaken  in  the  Pacific  ocean,  was  concluded 
by  the  arrival  of  Captain  Vancouver  in  the  River  Shannon  in  Ireland. 

In  order  to  receive  poflefTion  of  rh*^  fettlements  at  Nootka  found  and 
Port  Cox  on  the  north-weft  coaft  of  America,  agreeable  to  the  conven- 
tion with  Spain  dated  28"'Odober  1790,  and  alfo  to  give  a  final  determ- 
ination to  the  queftion,  agitated  for  ages,  upon  the  exiftencc  of  a  nav- 
igable paflage  between  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  oceans,  a  fliip  and  a 
brig  were  fitted  out  under  the  command  of  Captain  George  Vancouver, 
an  officer  trained  to  difcovery  and  refearch  under  the  tuition  of  the  im- 
mortal Cook. 

Captain  Vancouver  proceeded  by  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  New  Hol- 
land, New  Zealand,  Otaheit^,  and  the  Sandwich  iflands,  to  Nootka, 
where  he  arrived  28'"  Auguft  1792  *.  Senor  Quadra,  the  Spanifti  com- 
manding officer  at  Nootka,  underftood  the  convention,  and  the  order  of 
the  conde  de  Florida  Blanca  for  the  'elivery  of  the  fettlement  to  Cap- 
tain Vancouver,  to  mean  only  the  ground  inclofed  by  Captain  Meares, 
meafuring  about  100  yards  in  extent  f.  After  an  altercation,  carried 
on  in  the  moft;  friendly  manner,  Captain  Vancouver  declined  receiving 
pofleflion,  as  offered  by  Seilor  Quadra,  and  they  both  concluded  upon 
leaving  the  matter  to  the  determination  of  the  two  courts.  In  Novem- 
ber 1792  Captain  Vancouver  learned,  that  the  Spanifh  officers  had  re- 
ceived orders  from  Europe  to  feize  all  veflels  thev  fiiould  find  trading 
near  thofe  coafts,  except  thofe  belonging  to  Great  Britain. 

Previous  to  his  arrival  at  Nootka  Captain  Vancouver  had  made  a  fur- 
vey  of  the  coaft  between  the  latitude  of  39°  27'  north  and  that  place. 
In  the  following  fummers  of  the  years  1793  and  1794  he  completed 
the  furvey  of  the  whole  coaft  as  far  as  the  in  et  called  Cook's  river,  in 
which,  or  the  next  bay,  called  Prince  William's  found,  the  few,  who 
were  ftill  advocates  for  the  exiftencc  of  a  north-weji  pqjfage,  had  placed 
their  chief  expedlat  ions.

in  all  21  veflels  employed  in  the  fur  trade  on  the  north-weft  coaft  of 
America  in  the  year  1792.  He  refleds  heavily  on  the  injudicious  com- 
petition of  the  European  and  American  traders  on  that  coaft,  and  the 
cruel,  and  impolitic,  pradice  of  felling  fire-arms  to  the  natives.  He 
obferves,  that  the  Ruflians  have  advantages  over  all  other  nations  in  the 
fur  trade.  They  have  formed  feveral  fettlements  in  the  north-weft  ex- 
tremity of  America,  where  they  live  among  the  natives,  to  whofe  habits 
of  life  they  approach  nearer  than  any  other  European  nation;  and  they 
carry  their  furs  to  the  northern  parts  of  China,  where  they  are  chiefly 
m  requeft,  whereby  they  have  a  much  fliorter  voyage,  and  alfo  obtain 
much  higher  prices,  than  the  other  adventurers  in  the  fur  trade,  who 
are  obliged  to  go  to  Canton. 

At  Valparaifo  Captain  Vancouver  was  informed  that  from  the  1"  of

The  manufidlurers  of  ftarch,  hair  powder,  and  blue,  were  prohibited 
from  ufing  wheat,  or  any  other  article  ufed  for  the  food  of  man,  on 
penalty  of  /^2oo  and  forfeiture  of  the  goods.  The  duties  on  the  im- 
portation of  ftarch,  &c.  were  lowered  ;  and  a  great  number  of  regula- 
tions for  preventing  frauds  were  enaded.  His  Majefty  was  vefted  by 
this  ad;  with  a  power  of  fufpending  the  operation  of  it  at  pleafure.

December  19"" — The  fom  of  /^t  8,000,000  was  raifed  b/  a  loan,  the 
fubfcribers  to  which  received  /^I20  in  the  three-per-cent  confolidated 
fund,  /^25  in  the  three-per-cent  reduced  fund,  and  a  terminable  annuity 
of  6/6  for  64^  years,  for  every  ;^ too  paid  in  by  them.  [c.  12]  The 
capital  of  the  debt  thus  created  amounted  to  jTi  1,595,80c  *  in  the  con- 
folidated, and  j^4, 500,000  in  the  reduced,  fund,  befides  an  annual 
charge  of  ^58,500,  payable  till  January  i86o. 

A  great  variety  of  additional  duties  of  excife  were  impofed  on  tobac- 
co and  fnufF  imported  from  different  countries.

December  24'" — The  drawbacks  and  bounties,  hitherto  allowed  upon 
the  exportation  of  fugar,  were  now  reduced,  4/" per  hundredweight  be- 
ing taken  from  each  till  31"  January  1796,  and  after  that  day  7/ per 
hundredweight.

The  allowance  made  by  the  revenue  officers  for  the  wafte  on  fait  car- 
ried coaftways  was  aboliflied  :  and  the  times,  allowed  for  paying  the 
duties  on  the  feveral  kinds  of  fait,  were  reduced  to  one  third  of  what 
they  were  before,     [c.

The  ad  35  Geo,  III,  c.  1 1 9,  for  prohibiting  the  ufe  of  wheat  and  other 
grains  in  the  diftillery  was  continued  in  force  till  the  i"  of  February

The  provifion  of  3,000  tuns  of  Ihipping,  allotted  by  the  ad  for  re- 
newing the  Euil-India  company's  charter  for  the  ufe  of  the  private  trade 
between  India  and  London,  was  foon  found  to  be  very  inadequate  to 
the  demands  for  freight.  There  were  not,  indeed,  many  Britifh  manu- 
facturers who  became  adventurers  to  India  on  their  own  account  :  but 
the  I3riti(h  refident  merchants  in  India  required  much  more  fhipping 
than  was  provided  for  them  by  the  ad*.  They  complained,  that  the 
company^s  regulations  frequently  difappointed  them  of  freight,  made 
inconvenient  dilir. buttons  of  their  goods  in  the  feveral  veffels,  and  iu 
m:my  rel'peds  deranged  the  plans  of  their  commerce.  They  wilhed  for 
liberty  to  employ  veflels  built  in  India  of  teelr  wood,  which  they  faid, 
could  be  built  much  cheaper  than  Britifli  veUels,  would  laft  a  vail  deal 
longer,  and  confequcntly  could  fail  on  much  lower  freights  ;  and  they 
defired  no  further  exemption  from  the  regulations  eftabliftied  by  the 
company,  than  that  their  veflci!:.  fliould  be  free  to  load  and  fail  as  the 
owners  and  freighters  fliould  find  moft  convenient  for  themfelves.  But 
they  could  not  prevail  upon  the  company  to  depart  from  the  cftabli-hed 
rules  fo  far  as  to  give  an  unqualified  permifllou  for  Indi;\-buik  veiTcls  to 
fail  to  Europe  f. 

An  event,  not  forefeen  by  cither  party,  however,  introduced  thofe 
fliips  into  the  trade  between  India  and  London.  The  Eaft-India  com- 
pany, confidering  thediftrefs  occafioned  by  the  exorbitant  price  of  corn, 
refolved,  with  a  fpirit  worthy  of  the  greateft  trading  company  in  the 
world,  to  import  a  large  quantity  of  rice,  for  the  relief  of  the  country, 
from  their  fettlements  in  India,  and  ordered  it  to  be  fliipped  in  iuch 
veflels  as  could  be  taken  up  on  the  fpot,  on  terms  of  freight  for  the 
cargoes  of  rice,  with  permilTion  to  carry  goods,  not  appropriated  by  the 
coiTipany  for  their  own  trade,  from  London  to  India  for  account  of  their 
owners.  It  was  on  this  occafion  that  veflels,  built  and  owned  in  India, 
firfl  ploughed  the  Atlantic  ocean,  and  failed  into  the  Thames ;  and  now

Of  late  years  the  conftruj^ion  of  wet  docks  has  been  fuggefted  by 
many  pullic-fpiritcd  perfons,  as  the  beft  expedient  for  obviating  the 
evils  occufioned  by  the  lumbered  ftate  of  the  quays  or  wharfs,  the  too- 
great  throng  of  vellels  on  the  river,  (which  has  frequently  been  covered 
by  near  twice  as  many  as  could  find  convenient  room  on  its  furface, 
befides  the  iwarms  of  lighters  and  other  craft  attending  them)  and  the 
prodigious  lofs  fuftained  by  delay  and  plunder  *. 

Weft-India  produce  being  peculiarly  liable  tofuffer  from  depredation, 
and  the  many  other  evils  flowing  from  the  crowded  ftate  of  the  port, 
and  the  Weft-India  trade  having  lately  increafed  more  than  almoft  any 
other  branch  of  trade  in  the  port  of  London  f,  the  merchants  concern- 
ed in  it,  feeling  themfelves,  in  their  own  intereft  and  that  of  their 
friends  :n  the  Weft-Indies,  the  greateft  fufferers,  tjnd  being  fully  con- . 
vmced  of  the  inefficacy  of  all  the  precautions  they  had  hitherto  taken 
agamft  pilfering,  took  the  lead  in  recommending  the  great  utility  of 
wet  docks  for  relieving  the  river  by  drawing  oft' a  confiderable  number 
ot  veftTels  from  it,  and  giving  difpatch  and  fecurity  in  difcharging  the 
cargoes,  efpecially  thole  of  vefl"els  from  the  Weft-Indies  :  and  they  ap- 
pointed a  committee  of  their  own  number  to  confider  the  moft  efledtual 
remedy,  and  draw  up  a  plan  for  carrying  it  into  execution.

The  Ruffians  have  long  carried  on  a  very  confiderable  over-land  trade 
with  China,  of  which  it  is  proper  to  give  a  brief  retrofped,  together  with 
an  account  of  its  modem  flate. 

In  the  beginning  of  the  feventeenth  century  the  Ruffians  obtained 
fome  Chinefe  goods  by  the  agency  of  the  Calmucs.  In  the  year  1689 
a  free  trade  between  Ruffia  and  China  was  cftabliihed  by  a  treaty.  By 
a  fubfequent  treaty  in  1692  it  was  agreed  that  the  trade,  hitherto  con- 
duced by  individuals,  fhould  be  carried  on  by  caravans,  a  caravanferai 
in  Pekin  being  allotted  for  their  refidence,  and  their  expenfes,  while 
there,  being  defrayed  by  the  emperor.  The  regular  trade,  thus  con- 
duced, was  monopolized  by  the  Ruffian  emperor.  Private  Ruffian 
merchants,  however,  ftill  continued  to  travel  to  Pekin  ;  and  Ruffian 
and  Chinefe  merchants  alfo  met  at  an  annual  fair  held  on  the  confines 
of  Siberia  and  the  Mongol  territories,  where  they  exchanged  their  com- 
modities. In  the  year  1 727  the  private  traders  were  prohibited  from 
going  beyond  the  frontiers ;  and  thenceforth  the  caravans,  not  exceed- 
ing two  hundred  perfons,  were  permitted  to  refort  to  Pekin  only  once 
in  th'*ee  years  f .  For  the  accommodation  of  the  individual  merchants 
of  both  nations,  a  ftation  of  intercourie  was  appointed  on  the  banks  of 
a  fmall  brook,  tailed  the  Kiakta,  on  the  frontiers  of  the  two  empires, 
being  3,676  miles  from  Mofcow,  and  1,025  ^^'on\  Pekin.  On  each  fide 
of  the  brook  a  fmall  fortified  town  was  eredted.  The  Ruffian  one  took 
the  name  of  the  brook  ;  and  the  Chinefe  called  theirs  Maimatlchin 
(fortrefs  of  commerce).  At  each  poll  a  governor  prefides,  and  has  a 
fmall  body  of  foldiers  under  his  command.  Maimatlchin  contains  200 
houfes  and  about  1,200  men.  Every  merchant  is  a  partner  of  a  houfe 
in  fome  of  the  principal  northern  cities  of  China,  and  generally  refides

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great  fountain  of  the  vaft  wealth  and  power  of  the  Dutch  Eaft-Tndia 
cornpany,  and  the  c;iufc  of  much  animofity  and  of  many  enormities  in 
India,  has  of  late  fallen  off  To  much,  that  the  monc^oly  cf  the  trade  is 
no  longer  worth  preferving  at  the  enormous  expenfe  of  keeping  the 
iflands,  every  one  of  which  coft  the  Dutch  company  much  more  for  its 
cftablifliment,  than  it  has  for  many  years  produced. 

April  22" — The  Dutch  colonies  of  Demararay  and  Iflequibo  or  the 
continent  of  South  America  were  furrendered  witho''t  any  refiftance  to 
the  Britifh  forces  under  General  Whyte  and  a  few  thips  commanded 
by  Captain  Parr.  They  contained  at  this  time  156  plantations,  and 
20,600  negroes :  but  the  cultivation  was  foon  carried  to  a  much  greater 
extent  by  the  capital  and  enterprile  of  Britifla  planters. 

May  25'"— The  ifland  of  S'.  Lucie  in  the  Weft-Indies,  which  was 
taken  from  the  French  in  the  year  1794,  and  retaken  by  the  French 
inhabitants  in  1795,  was  now  again  reduced  to  the  Britifli  dominion, 
after  a  ftrenuous  refiftance  on  the  part  of  the  French,  by  the  forces  un- 
der General  Sir  Ralph  Abercromby  and  Admiral  Chriftian. 

March  24'"-- The  following  adts  of  parliament  were  continued  for 
limited  times,  viz.

The  ad  for  encouraging  the  cultivation  of  coffee,  except  that  part  of 
it  relating  to  the  importation  and  exportation  of  foreign  coffee  in  the 
Britifti  colonies  ia  America,  continued  till  24'"  June  1802. 

The  ad  for  the  free  importation  of  cochineal  and  indigo,  continued 
till  29"'  September  1802. 

The  ad  for  granting  bounties  on  certain  fpecies  of  Britifti  and  Irifh 
linens  exported,  and  taking  off  the  duties  on  the  importation  of  foreign 
yarn  made  of  flax,  continued  till  24'"  June  1797. 

The  adt  for  importing  fait  from  Europe  into  the  province  of  Quebec, 
continued  till  24'"  June  1 802. 

The  ad  for  encouraging  the  manufadure  of  leather  by  lowering  the 
duties  on  the  importation  of  oak  bark,  when  it  is  above  a  certain  price, 
continued  for  feven  years  more.

May  14"' The  fum  of /^7, 500,000  was  ro.ifed  by  a  loan,  the  fuh- 

fcribers  to  which  received  ^120  in  the  three-per-ccnt  confolidated  fund, 
£25  in  the  three-per-cent  reduced  fund,  and  a  terminable  annuity  of 
5/6  for  63 J  years,  for  every  jQioo  paid  in  by  them.  [f.  74]  The 
capital  of  the  debt  thus  created  amounted  to /^8,934, 200  in  the  con- 
folidated, and  £1 ,859,625  in  the  reduced,  fund,  befides  an  annual  charge 
of  ^20,582  :  7  :  6,  payable  till  January  i860*. 

Many  foreign  veflels,  the  owners  of  which  intended  to  take  the  be- 
nefit of  the  ac^s  35  Geo.  Ill,  c.  15  and  c.  80,  and  of  the  orders  in  coun- 
cil of  January  1795,  having  been  at  fea  till  the  time  allowed  was  ex- 
pired, it  was  thought  proper  to  authorize  the  admiflion  of  them  to 
entry  by  orders  in  council,  as  a  meafure  conducive  to  the  benefit  of  the 
commerce  of  this  kingdom.  Thofe  entries  were  therefor  now  legahz- 
ed  ;  and  the  vcflels  and  their  cargoes  were  placed  in  the  fame  fituation, 
as  if  the  letter  of  the  law  had  been  ftridly  complied  with.  The  ad- 
vifcrs  and  condudors  of  the  meafure  were  alio  indemnified  for  the  legal 
informality. 

It  being  alfo  thought  beneficial  to  the  commerce  of  this  kingdom,  under 
the  fpecial  circumftances  of  the  commerce  of  Europe,  and  particularly 
of  that  of  the  United  provinces,  to  extend  the  time  limited  for -the 
entry  of  veflels,  the  owners  of  which  might  not  chufe  to  fend  them 
back  to  the  ports  of  the  United  provinces,  and  of  all  other  velfels  be- 
longing to  any  friendly  country,  which  might  be  in  fearch  of  a  place 
wherein  to  depofit  their  goods,  the  parhament  direded,  that  they  fliould

Some  diflficulties  having  arifen  in  afcertaining  the  duties  upon  ma- 
hogany rated  by  the  meaftn-e,  they  were  direded  to  be  rated  by  weight, 
as  follows.

The  laws  for  the  prevention  of  fmuggling  being  ftill  found  infuffi-- 
cient,  and  goods  being  frequently  landed  in  the  abfence  of  the  revenue- 
officers,  it  was  enaded,  that  no  goods  whatever,  extept  diamonds,  jewels 
pretious  ftones,  pearls,  bullion,  and  frefli  fi(h,  IhoiiM  be  landed  \rith- 
out  the  prefence  of  the  proper  officer,  either  on  Sundays,  holidays,  or 
any  other  days, — The  officers  of  the  revenue  are  direded  to  take  pof- 
feflion  of  all  wines,  which  have  been  allowed  to  lie  ten  days  upon  the 
quay  after  being  landed,  to  lodge  them  in  the  king's  warehoufes,  and 
there  retam  them  till  the  duties  are  paid,  together  with  rent  at  the  rate 
of  Qxpence  per  week  for  every  cafk,  and  charges  of  removal :  and  on 
failure  of  payment  within  three  months  after  the  wines  are  warehoufed, 
3he  officers  are  direded  to  fell  them  for  the  payment  of  the  duty  and 
cliarges.     [c.

The  majority  of  the  partners  of  the  million  bank,  which  was  eftab- 
hflied  in  the  year  1695  by  a  deed  enrolled  in  chancery,  having  refolved 
to  difcontinue  their  bufinefs,  and  divide  their  funds,  the  parliament 
authorized  the  diflLlution  of  their  partneriTiip,  and  prefcribed  the  re- 
gulations to  be  obferved  for  fecuring  the  property  of  dead  or  abfent 
partners,     [c.

The  following  ads  for  encouraging  the  manufadure  of  fail-cloth  and 
cordage,  were  continued  till  29"'  September  1799.

The  ad  9  Geo.  II,  c.  37,  for  encouraging  and  regulating  the  m.anu- 
fadure  ot  Britifli  fail-cloth,  and  for  fecuring  the  duties  on  foreign  fail- 
cloth  imported.

Auguft  1 7' -_A  Dutch  fquadron  conHfting  of  nine  fhips,  carryine 
.142  guns  and  1,972  men,  bound  to  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  in  order 
to  attempt  the  recovery  of  that  important  fettlement,  having  put  into 
Saldanha  bay,  which  is  abou ;  60  miles  to  the  northward  of  the  Cape 
town,  Admiral  Elphinftone,  who  had  got  intelligence  of  them,  arrived 
at  the  entrance  of  the  bay  with  feven  (hips  of  the  line,  one  fifty-gun 
?'P'.  «»^tKevcn  frigates  and  floops.  The  Dutch  admiral,  feeing  no  pof- 
hbility  of  efcape.  the  mouth  of  the  bay  being  only  two  or  three  miles 
broad,  was  obliged  to  furrendcr  all  his  fiiips,  witholit  any  contcft,  to 
the  Britifti  fleet.  And  the  fettlement  of  the  Cape  continued  in  the  pof- 
ielTion  of  Great  Britain. 

n  September  s-'-.The  French  Admiral  Richery  landed  at  the  Bay  of 
Uulls  m  Newfoundland,  and  deftroyed  the  fifli-fiages  and  other  property 
ot  the  Bntifli  fiflicrmen  and  fettlers  to  a  confiderable  amount. 

September  3'— A  proclamation  was  iflUed,  permitting  the  exportation 
ot  all  kmds  of  Britifh  and  foreign  merchandize,  except  military  and 
naval  <tores,  to  the  United  provinces,  the  Auftrian  Netherlands,  or  "ly 
part  of  Italy,  in  vefll-Is  belonghig  to  any  friendly  power. 

The  Dutch  government,  confidering  tins  Indulgence  as  a  fcheme  for 
drammg  their  country  of  its  ready  money,  ilTued  a  counter  proclama- 
tion,  in  the  flrongeft  terms  enjoining  their  countrymen  not  to  engage 
m  fuch  a  trade,  and  fliidly  prohibiting  the  entry  of  Britifli  goods  in' 
their  ports.  They  alfo  required  the  French  republic  to  adopt  a  fimilar 
relolution.  But  the  French,  though  they  had  already  prohibited  the 
importation  of  Britifli  manufadures,  finding  it  Convenient  to  wink  at  a 
clandeftine  importation  of  them,  were  unwilling  to  follow  the  example 
of  their  allies  in  enforcing  a  flna  adherence  to  a  line  of  condud,  which 
It  IS  faid,  they  themfelves  recommended  to  them.

be  ftigmatized  in  the  public  papers  as  l/rokers  of  England,  and  dejlroyers 
of  French  indiflry  (November  2^), 

In  the  courfe  of  this  feafon  the  French  had  been  enabled  to  detach 
from  the  alliance,  formed  againft  them,  the  king  of  Sardinia,  the  dukes 
of  Parma  and  Modena,  the  pope,  the  king  of  Naples,  and  all  the  other 
princes  and  ftaics  of  Italy,  and  fome  of  thole  of  Germany.  They  fti- 
pulated  with  the  king  of  Pruflia  a  line  of  demarcation  in  Germany, 
beyond  which  the  armies  of  France  fliould  not  extend  the  operations  of 
war,  provided  the  flates  thereby  exempted  from  their  hoftilities  recalled

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the  Americans.  But  when  they  found  that  his  remonftrances  had  not 
had  the  effedt  they  Ipoked  for,  and  moreover  faw  a  treaty  concUided 
by  him,  which  .ney  conceived  to  be  very  injurious  to  their  interefls, 
they  again  (2''  July  1795)  decreed,  that  their  condudt  to  neutral  flags 
(hould  be  regulated  exadly  by  that  of  their  enemies :  and  they  openly 
exprefled  their  difpleafure  againft  the  Americans,  whom  they  accufed 
of  ingratitude  to  their  beft  friends ;  as  if  the  aflldance  given  them  in 
the  revolutionary  war  by  the  old  government  of  France  had  proceeded 
from  friend fliip. 

Mr.  Adet,  the  anibafllidor  from  France  to  the  United  flates,  had  pre- 
fented  a  remonftrance  (29'"  September  1795).  wherein  he  infilled  on 
the  mutual  duties  of  neutrality.  Having  rectived  no  anfwer,  he  made 
feveral  further  applications  (29""  March,  8'"  April,  and  20"'  April,  1796) 
to  none  of  which  he  got  any  anfwer.  In  his  laft  note  (27"  Odober 
1796)   he  obferved,  that   '  neutrality   no  longer  exifts,  .when,  in  the 

*  tourfe  of  the  war,  the  neutral  nation  grants  to  one  of  the  belligerent 
'  powers  advantages  not  Jlipulated  by  trecUies  anterior  to  the  zvar,  or  lufFers 

*  that  power  to  feize  upon  them.' 

To  this  note  Mr.  Pickering,  the  American  fecretary  of  (late,  replied 
(3''  November  1796)  that  by  the  treaty  of  1778  with  France  it  was  ex- 
prefsly  ftipulated,  that  frujhipsjhould  make  free  goods  i  that  the  Ameri- 
cans, being  now  at  peac^,  have  the  right  of  carrying  the  property  of 
the  enemies  of  France ;  and  that  the  French  cannot  exped  that  they 
fhould  gratuiioufly  renpunce  that  privilege,  merely  becauib  it  operates 
to  the  difadvantage  of  the  contracting  party  engaged  in  war.  He  main- 
tained, that  the  capture  of  American  veflels,  carrying  French  property, 
by  the  Britifli  was  warranted  by  the  law  of  nations,  and  that  the  fpecial 
ftipulation,  contained  in  the  treaty  between  France  and  the  United  hates, 
was  '  an  exception  to  an  univerfal  rule ;'  whence  it  was  to  be  inferred, 
that  France  had  no  right  to  objed  againft  American  veflels  carrying 
Britifli  property,  and  that  Great  Britain  had  a  right  to  objed  to  their 
carrying  French  property. 

In  about  three  weeks  after  the  receipt  of  Mr.  Pickering's  anfwer,  Mr. 
Adet  (apparently  furniflied  with  conditional  orders  from  his  govern- 
ment, who  could  not  be  but  ofFended  at  the  repeated  negled  of  his  re- 
monftrances)  gave  notice  that  the  French  government  had  fufpended 
him  from  his  fundions :  and  nearly  about  the  fame  time  the  diredory 
refufed  to  receive  Mr.  Pinckney,  who  arrived  in  Paris  as  ambaflador 
from  the  United  flates.  Thus  were  thofe  two  republics,  whofc  ecident 
intereft  it  was  to  prel'erve  a  mutual  friendly  intercourfe,  apparently  on 
the  eve  of  plunging  into  hoftilities.

much  benefited  and  relieved,  and  general  advantages  had  alfo  been 
communicated  to  tlie  owners  of  plantations  in  thofe  iflands  and  the 
merchants  connedted  with  them.  Buc  the  long  continuance  of  the 
troubles  having  prevented  many  proprietors  from  refloring  their  plant- 
ations to  a  produdive  ftatc,  and  hindered  others  connected  with  the 
iflands  from  being  able  to  procure,  and  offer,  the  fecurities,  required 
by  the  adl  «^o  entitle  them  to  a  loan  of  exchequer  bills,  it  was  now 
thought  expedient  to  authorize  the  commiflionere  appointed  by  that  ad 
to  extend  the  time  for  payment  two  years  longer  than  the  aft  allowed, 
and  in  fome  cafes  to  accept  payments  by  three  equal  inflallments  on 
5'"  J"ly  1799'  1°'^  Oftober  1799,  and  5'"  July  i860.  And  in  order  to 
afford  further  relief  to  the  perfons  conncded  with  the  iflands  of  Grenada 
and  S'.  Vincents,  .the  lords  of  the  treafury  were  authorized  to  pay 
;^6co,ooo  to  the  commiflioners,  who  were  direded  to  advance  fuch 
fums,  as  they  ftiould  think  proper,  to  perfons  conneded  with  thofe 
iflands,  whether  they  had  already  received  any  of  the  exchequer  bilk 
or  not,  which  fliould  be  repaid,  with  interefl  at  five  per  cent,  by  three 
equal  inflallments  on  the  days  appointed  for  the  three  repayments  of 
the  exchequer  bills  in  certain  cafes.  Thefe  advances  of  money  were 
direded  to  be  made  on  the  fame  terms  and  conditions,  which  were  pre- 
fcribed  by  the  ad  for  advancing  exchequer  bills,  and  alfo  on  the  fe- 
ourity  of  mortgages  on  unincumbered  plantations  to  an  amount  not 
exceeding  the  average  value  of  '^he  produce  for  two  years,  the  confignee 
of  the  produce  in  Great  Britain  alio  becoming  bound  for  the  repay- 
ment,    [c,  27] 

By  the  exertions  of  the  French  government  many  of  the  choice 
f^)ices  and  other  fine  fruits,  which  uled  to  be  fuppofed  ])eculiar  to  the 
Oriental  regions,  were  tranfplanted  to  their  botanic  garden  in  the  Ifle 
of  France,  and  thence  to  their  Weft-India  fettlements.  The  nutmeg 
ttrees  carried  to  Cayenne  having  been  unfortunately  all  male  plants,  no 
fruit  was  ever  produced  from  them.  But  the  clove  trees  fucceeded  bet- 
ter in  that  province,  and  rewarded  the  induftry  of  the  planters  with 
confiderable  crops. 

Mr.  Buec,  a  planter  of  Dominica,  who  had  already  naturalized  tl\c 
cinnamwi  tree  in  that  ifliind,  and  made  trials  of  feveral  valuable  exotic 
plants,  having  received  a  preicnt  of  three  young  clove  trees,  with  print- 
ed diredions  for  the  cultivation  of  thtm,  fioui  a  friend  in  Cayenne  in 
the  year  1789,  and  having  afterwards  purchafed  Ibme  more  plants  at 
Martinique,  and  feveral  thoufand  feeds  of  cloves,  let  about  making  a 
plantation  of  thofe  trees,  which  now  began  to  repay  his  perfevcring  in- 
dull  ry  and  attention  with  the  prolped  of  wry  valuable  returns;  for 
fome  Ipecimcns  of  his  clbves,  fent  home  by  him,  could  not  be  diftin- 
guiflied  by  good  judges  in  London  from  thofe  of  the  Eaft-lndies.  Mr. 
Bucc  alfo  lent  home  a  narrative  gf  his  fucceisful  manner  of  cultivating 
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the  clove  tree,  which    by  order  of  the  committee  of  the  privy  council

New  York  i.  ■„  uH  relpcc<U  .he  fecond  city  in  America,  Phijadelplua, 
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being  univerially  allowed  to  be  the  firlh     It  conlifts  moftly  of  good 
houfes,  elptx:iaUy  in  that  part  near  Hudfon's  river,  which  has  been  re- 
built lince  the  war.     By  the  cenfus  in  the  year  1790  the  inhabitants 
were  found  to  be  30,148  free  people  and  2,180  (laves.     This  year  its 
population  was  reckoned  above  50,000  ;  and  it  will  probably  continue 
10  increafc     It  has  an  excellent  harbour,  in  which  large  vcflels  can  load 
;ind  unload  at  the  wharfs.     None  of  the  towns  already  mentioned  has 
luch  an  advantageous  communication  with  the  interior  country,  as  New 
York  poflefles  by  means  of  Hudfon's  river,  all  thofe  to  the  eaftward, 
except  Connedicut  river,  having  very  fhort  courfcs  in  comparifon  with 
that  noble  river,  which  is  navigable  for  veflels  of  eighty  tuns  as  high 
Qs  Albany,  and  brings  to  New  York  a  great  (hare  of  the  produce  of 
Connedicut  and  Vermont,  as  well  as  of  its  own  (late,  and  alfo  a  large 
proportion  of  the  furs  and  peltry  colleded  by  the  Indian  tribes  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  Lake  Ontario.     The  traders  from  New  York  even 
penetrate  to  that  inland  fea  in  canoes  by  the  help  of  a  portage  of  a  few 
miles,  which  is  to  be  fuperfeded  by  a  canal.    New  York  is  alfo  the  port 
of  exportation  for  the  produce  of  the  eaftern  part  of  New  Jerfey.    The 
foreign  trade  of  this  city  is  almoft  that  of  the  whole  (late  of  New  York, 
an  acco  mt  of  which  has  already  been  given. 

Albany,  fituated  on  Hudfon's  river  165  miles  above  New  York,  con- 
tained in  the  year  1796  about  1,100  houles  and  about  6,000  inhabitants, 
of  wh  jm  one  third  were  (laves.  In  the  year  1 795  the  fittings  of  the 
legiflature  of  the  ftate  of  New  York  were  removed  from  New  York  to 
tins  citVi  It  carries  on  a  confiderable  inland  trade  with  a  thriving  and 
ihick-fettled  country  and  with  the  Indians,  the  produce  of  which  is 
partly  carried  down  the  river  to  be  fold  at  New  York,  and  partly  ex- 
ported by  the  merchant?  of  Albany  on  their  own  account :  but  this 
branch  of  their  trade,  which  is  not  very  extenfive,  is  moftly  carried  on 
in  vedels  chartered  at  New  York,  the  river  being,  as  already  obferved, 
navigable  for  veflels  of  only  eighty  tuns  as  high  as  Albany,  though  it  is 
capable  of  being  improved  fo  as  to  carry  larger  veiTeh.  The  trade  of 
Albany  is  increafing,  though  feveral  new  towns  have  lately  been  built 
liighA-  up  the  river  with  a  view  of  intercepting  a  (hare  of  the  trade  of 
ihe  fertile  diftrids  around  it :  and  thele  new  towns  are  alfo  thriving. 

Hudfon,  the  pbn  of  which  was  laid  out  lb  late  as  the  year  1783,  had 
now  increafed  to  about  400  good  houfes,  containing  near  3,000  in- 
habitants, whereof  about  200  were  (laves.  It  is  advantageoufly  (Uuated 
on  the  eaft  bank  of  Hudfon's  river  21  miles  below  Albany,  and  below 
the  (hoals  which  prevent  large  vellels  from  reaching  that  place.  The 
trade  of  Hudfon  is  the  fame  as  that  of  Albany  with  the  advantage  of 
polTelling  larger  vtSeh,  which  are  employed  in  foreign  commerce  and 
the  whale  filhery  ;  an  advantage,  which  will  probably  make  it,  inftead 
of  Albany,  the  chief  feat  of  the  trade  of  the  upper  part  of  Hudfon's

It  is  wortliy  of  remark  that  the  exports  were  much  greater  to  the  col- 
onies than  to  any  of  the  mother  eountrles,  except  Great  Britain  f. 

Wilmington,  though  it  was  till  the  year  1794  the  feat  of  government 
of  the  (late  of  Delaware,  has  almofl:  no  foreign  trade :  and  the  fame  mav 
be  faid  of  all  the  other  towns  on  the  fliores  of  Delaware  bay,  they  heiivj; 
all  too  near  to  Philadelphia  to  have  the  opportunity  of  carrying  on  any 
trade,  but  as  fubfidiary  to  it. 

Baltimore,  though  not  the  feat  of  government,  and  though  It  was 
not  mary  years  ago,  a  place  of  very  little  confecjuence,  is  now  the  mofl 
confiderable  town  in  Maryland,  and  difputes  the  precedence  of  com- 
jnercial  importance  with  Charlefton  in  South  Carolina  and  Bofton  in 
Mafllichufet's  bay,  Philadelphia  and  New  York  being  on  all  hands  al- 
lowed to  poffefs  the  firft  and  fecond  rank.  Baltimore,  ever  iince  iho 
commencement  of  the  prefent  war  has  been  in  a  peculiarly-rapid  Hate 
of  advancement,  and  contained  in  the  year  1796  between  four  and  fivi- 
thoufand  honfes,  moflly  new  and  well  built.  Being  the  only  port  of 
confequence  in  Maryland,  it  commands  almoft  the  entire  trade  of  that 
ftate,  and  competes  with  Philadelphia  for  a  fhare  of  that  of  Kentuckv. 
Ttnellee,  part  of  Virginia,  and  the  weft  part  of  Pennfylvania  itieif  It 
is  furrounded  by  about  fixty  mills  for  manufa<fturing  flour,  which  is  the 
chief  article  of  exporuifon  ;  and  thence  the  great  nfe  of  the  town  dur-

Savannah  in  Georgia  has  long  continued  to  be  in  fome  meafure  fub- 
fidiary  to  Charlefton,  but  has  gradually  obtained  a  fliare  of  independent 
trade,  which,  by  the  induftry  of  its  cultivators,  the  acquifition  of  the 
moft  valuable  article  of  cotton  f ,  and  the  fpirit  of  its  merchants,  is 
quickly  increafing. 

Virginia  and  the  ftates  to  the  fouthward  of  it,  not  having  a  fufficient 
(juantity  of  Ihipping  to  convey  their  produce  to  a  market,  have  been 
accuftomed  to  depend  upon  European  veflels  for  freight ;  and  in  time 
of  war  thofe  of  the  northern  ftates,  which  poflefs  more  veflels  than  pro- 
duce, become  in  a  great  meafure  their  carriers. 

It  is  worthy  of  obfcrvation,  that  no  town  in  America,  excluded  from 
intercourfe  with  the  Ocean,  has  ever  arifen  to  eminence.  Neither  does 
the  pofl^eflion  of  a  good  liarbour,  unlefs  there  be  alfo  a  convenient  nav- 
igable communication  with  the  interior  country,  very  much  advance  the 
profperity  of  a  town.  The  towns  of  New  England,  the  moft  antient 
in  North  America,  and  poflefling  the  beft  harbours  on  the  Ocean,  have 
never  profpered  equally  with  Philadelphia  and  fome  other  towns  of  later 
foundation,  which  are  feated  on  confiderable  rivers,  the  produce  being 
in  general  too  bulky  to  bear  the  expenfe  of  land  carriage. 

Lake  Ontario,  a  part  of  the  boiuidary  between  the  territories  of  the 
United  ftates  and  thofe  of  the  king  of  Great  Britain,  is  navigated  by 
half  a  dozen  of  armed  veflels  in  the  king's  fervice,  and  a  confiderable 
number  of  veflels,  fome  of  them  as  large  as  200  tuns,  belonging  to  in- 
dividuals. In  their  paflage  they  are  ulually  two  or  three  days  out  of

are  referved  exclufively  to  the  Eaft-India  company.

February  14'" — A  Britifh  fleet,  confifting  of  fifteen  (hips  of  the  line, 
four  frigates,  a  floop,  and  a  cutter,  under  the  command  of  Admiral  Sir 
John  Jervis,  being  off  Cape  S',  Vincent,  fell  in  with  a  Spanifli  fleet  con- 
fifting of  twenty-feven  fail  of  the  line,  of  which  one  carried  i  ^6  guns 
on  four  decks,  and  was  faid  to  be  the  largeft  veflel  in  the  world,  five 
carried  112  gims  each,  one  84,  and  all  the  others  74.  Notwithftand- 
ing  fo  great  a  difparity  in  the  number  of  fhips,  the  Britifli  fleet  obtain- 
ed a  complete  vidory,  and  took  two  Ihips  of  1 1 2  guns,  one  of  84,  and 
one  of  74.  The  reft  efcaped  into  Cadiz.  And  there  they  were  lalock- 
cd  up  by  the  Britlfti  admiral,  who  was  immediately  created  earl  of  S'. 
Vincent,  the  title  being  taken  from  the  point  of  land  neareft  to  the 
battle.  And  thus  was  the  Ocean  left  free  for  the  navigation  of  the 
Britifh  commerce. 

The  Spanifli  ifland  of  Trinidad  was  taken  by  the  Britifli  forces  under 
the  command  of  Lieutenant-general  Sir  Ralph  Abercromby  and  Rear- 
admiral  Harvey.  The  Britifli  fleet  having  arrived  in  the  Gulf  of  Paria 
in  the  afternoon  of  the  16"*  of  February,  prepared  for  landing  the 
troops,  and  attacking  a  Spanifli  fleet  lying  at  anchor  in  the  bay,  next 
morning.  But  they  were  furprifed  in  the  night-time  with  the  light  of 
the  Spanifli  fliips  all  in  a  blaze  :  and  on  the  morning  they  found  that 
the  Spaniards  had  not  only  abandoned  the  fliips,  but  alfo  fled  from  the 
forts  conftruded  upon  a  (mall  ifland  for  defending  the  ftiipping.  On 
the  fame  day  the  Spanifli  governor  furrendered  the  colony  with  fcarcely 
any  refiftance.  The  fliips  found  burnt  confifled  of  three  of  84  and 
74  guns  and  one  of  ^6.  One  fliip  of  74  guns  was  faved  from  deftruc- 
tion  by  the  Britifli  feamen. 

Trinidad,  fituated  almoft  clofe  to  the  continent  of  South  America 
and  in  fight  of  the  ifland  of  Tobago,  is  the  fifth  in  magnitude  of  the 
Weft-India  iflands.  It  is  happily  exempted  from  the  hurricanes  which 
in  the  other  iflands  often  fweep  away  in  one  hour  the  produce  of  tl 
induftry  of  many  yf  ars.  Earthquakes  are  fometimes  felt ;  but  they  have 
never  been  fatal.  Some  ridges  of  mountains,  which  interfed  the  ifland 
fend  forth  a  great  number  of  rivulets,  which  might  be  employed  to 
water  the  plains,  when  neceflary,  and  to  work  plantation  machinery. 
The  Gulf  of  Paria,  an  inland  fca  formed  by  the  projeding  points  of 

philanthropy,  or  intcreft,  to  aft  as  the  guardiant 
of  Bntifb  manufailures,  to  produce  beneficial  and 
reputable  employment  to  young  women,  or  to  im- 
prove their  own  fortunes  by  a  mod  profitable  branch 
of  induftry,  to  refcue  thii  trphan  manufaiiure  from 
annihilation,  and  to  nurfe  it  up  to  maturity  and 
ftrenglU,  with  great  bentfit  to  tnemfelves,  and  in- 
calculable advantages  to  the  commerce,  the  wealthy 
and  the  power,  of  Great  Britain.

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The  firft  article  engages  that  the  friendfhip  and  good  intelligence  be- 
tween the  two  countries  '  fhall  laft  for  ever,'  as  in  the  treaty  of  the 
year  1766. 

2)  The  fubjeds  of  both  powers  fhall  have  mutual  freedom  of  navigation 
and  commerce  in  all  parts  of  their  dominions  in  Kurope,  where  any 
other  nation  has,  or  fliall  hereafter  have,  fuch  freedom  of  navigation 
and  commerce. 

3)  The  fubjcfls  of  both  powers  may  enter,  trade,  and  remain,  with  their 
veflels  and  carriages,  loaded  or  empty,  in  all  places  where  the  iubjedls 
of  any  other  nation  are  admitted.  No  reftraint  ihall  be  put  on  the  lea- 
men,  or  paflengers,  or  their  veflels ;  and  deferters  fliall  be  reftored. 
They  fliall  have  liberty  to  repair  their  veflels  or  carriages,  purchafe  pro- 
vifions  and  other  things  for  them  at  the  current  price,  ind  flay  or  de- 
part at  their  pleafure,  they  conforming  in  all  things  to  the  laws  of  the 
country  in  which  they  are. 

4)  The  fubjecls  of  Great  Britain  may  carry  by  land  or  by  water  in 
their  own  veflels  or  carriages,  or  in  hired  ones,  into  any  province  what- 
ever of  Ruflla  all  kinds  of  merchandize  not  particularly  i)rohibited,  and 
fell  them  in  wholefale  by  the  bale,  cheft,  baTel,  &c.  in  theii  houfes 
without  moleftation,  and  without  being  obliged  to  become  citizens. 
The  Ruflian  merchants  fliall  have  the  fame  privileges  in  the  ports  of 
Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  where  they  fliall  be  eftabliflied  and  reflde, 
and  may  become  citizens  in  the  places  of  their  relidence.  They  may 
buy,  and  export,  all  kinds  of  merchandize  allowed  to  be  exported  by 
the  fubjeds  of  any  other  nation,  and  alfo  gold  and  filver  wrought  and 
unwrought,  except  the  coined  money  of  Great  Britain.  In  cafe  of  death, 
bankruptcy,  or  extraordinary  neceflity,  the  eft'edls  of  the  merchants  in 
either  country  may  be  difpofed  of  in  any  manner  moft  advantageous  to 
the  perfons  intereflcd.  But  nothing  niuft  be  done  by  the  merchants  on 
either  lide  contrary  to  the  laws  of  the  country  wherein  they  arc  :  and 
therefor  all  difputes  wherein  Britifli  merchants  are  concerned  at  Peterf- 
burg  fliall  be  derermined  by  the  college  of  commerce,  and,  where  there 
is  no  college  of  commerce,  by  the  tribunals  which  have  cognizance  of 
commercial  affairs. 

5)  In  01  der  to  preferve  a  juft  equality,  both  Rufluin  and  Britifli  merch- 
ants fliall  pay  the  lame  duties  on  exportation  and  importation,  whether 
in  Rufiia  or  the  Britifli  dominions,  and  whether  in  Ruflian  or  in  Britilh 
veflels.  The  contrading  powers  fliall  make  no  regulations  in  favour  of 
their  own  fobit'ds,  but  what  fliall  be  extended  to  thofe  of  both. 

6)  Veflels  fliail  be  loaded  and  unloaded  with  allpoflible  difpatch.  When 
Britifli  fubjec%  have  contraded  with  any  chancery  or  college  for  the  de- 
livery of  goods,  and  deliver  them  within  the  term  fixed  by  coiitiad, 
they  fliall  be  received,  and  paid  for  agreeable  to  the  tcinis  of  the  con- 
trad.

Ruflian  merchants  in  Great  Britain  fliall  in  like  manner 
have  the  fame  protedion  andjuflice,  which  the  laws  of  that  kingdom 
grant  to  the  foreign  merchants  of  the  mort  favoured  nations. 

1  8)  The  merchants  Iball  not  be  obliged  to  fliow  their  books  or  papers 
in  either  country,  unlefs  for  giving  evidence  in  courts  of  juftiee  ;  and 
they  fliall  not  be  taken  nor  detained.  Britifli  merchants,  becoming 
bankrupts  in  RuHia,  or  refufing  to  pay  their  debts,  fliali  be  treated  ac- 
cording to  the  laws  of  that  empire.  An  arreft  may  be  laid  on  the  ef- 
fects of  the  debtor,  equivalent  to  the  value  of  the  debt,  and,  for  want 
of  fufficient  efFedls,  on  the  perfon  of  the  debtor ;  and  delegates,  appoint- 
ed by  the  creditors,  fliall  diftribute  the  effeds  among  them  with  all  con- 
venient rpeed.  The  fame  procedure  fliall  be  obferved  towards  the  Ruf- 
fian merchants  in  the  dominions  of  Great  Britain.

Rufliin  icrv- 
ants,  employed  in  fliops,  fliall  be  regiftered,  and  bargains  made  by  them 
fliall  be  binding  upon  their  mafters. 

21)  If  Rulfian  merchants  do  not  pay  their  bills,  or  do  not  deliver  goods 
contraded  for  at  the  time  and  place  agreed  upon,  to  Britifti  merchants, 
the  college  of  commerce  fliall  fummon  them  thrice,  and  if,  after  a 
proper  time  allowed,  they  do  not  appear,  ftiall  give  judgement  againft 
them,  and  fend  an  exprefs,  at  the  expenfe  of  the  plaintiff,  to  the  govern- 
ors and  tribunals  of  government,  who  fliall  compell  them  to  fulfill  their 
engagements.

And  at 
lall  tlicy  acquainted  him  (30'"  July  1795)  that  they  were  determined 
to  f^ive  orders  tr)  their  calhiers  to  rctufe  payment  of  any  treafury  bills, 
which  would  carry  the  advance  beyond  that  amount.  Neverthelefs, 
tlie  chancellor  of  the  exchequer  obtained  further  advances  from  them, 
which  were  '  granted  with  extreme  rchidh\nce  on  their  part  on  liis 
'  prefllng  folicitations,  and  ftatement  that  ferious  embarrafl'ments  would 
'  arife  to  the  public  fervice,  if  the  bank  rcfufed.' 

It  woukl  be  tedious  to  enumerate  all  the  applications  of  the  povern- 
ors  of  the  bank  to  the  prime  miniftcr,  urging  a  fpeedy^dirnmution  of 
the  advance  made  by  the  bank,  and  deprecatinjf  further  demands.  Suf- 
fice it  to  fay,  that  on  the  10"'  of  February  1797  the  government  was  in- 
debted to  the  bank,  accordutg  to  a  Ilatemcnt  delivered  to  Mr.  Pitt,  as 
follows.

The  diredors  of  the  bank  reprefented  to  the  minifler,  that,  if  the 
Joan  of  ^1,500,000  to  be  raifed  in  this  country  for  Ireland,  which  was 
then  in  contemplation,  fhould  proceed,  the  greateft  part  of  it  would  he 
remitted  in  hard  cafli,  which  would  bring  ruin  upon  the  bank,  and 
probably  compell  them  to  Ihut  their  doors ;  that  at  any  rate  they  mull 
tliminilh  their  advances  to  the  treafury,  and  leflen  the  cuftomary  ac- 
commodation to  the  merchants  in  the  way  of  difcount. 

About  this  time  there  was  much  talk  of  an  invafion  of  this  country 
from  France  :  and  it  was  fuppofed  that  many  people  in  all  pans  of  the 
country  were  defirous  of  fecuring  as  much  as  pollible  of  their  property 
in  gold  coin  in  their  own  polTefllon.  ertain  it  is,  that  very  heavy  de- 
mands were  made  upon  the  country  banks,  and  that  two  banks  in  New- 
call  le  were  obliged  to  flop  paying  in  cafh.  The  country  banks  were 
thereupon  obliged  to  make  large  demands  for  hard  money  upon  the 
bankers  in  London,  who  were  their  correfpondents,  which  confequently 
obliged  them  to  drain  very  large  funis  in  hard  calh  from  the  bank. 
This  run  upon  the  bank  had  been  progreflively  increafing.  But  parti- 
cularly in  the  week  beginning  with  Monday  the  20'"  of  February  it  ex- 
ceeded that  of  any  preceding  week  ;  and  the  demands  on  the  Friday 
and  Saturday  were  larger  than  thofc  of  the  four  preceding  days  taken 
together.

The  adual  arrival  of  an  event,  which,  by  all  perfons  who  had  ever 
contemplated  a  probability  df  its  happening,  had  been  dreaded  as  the 
death-blow  to  the  commercial  profperiiy  of  the  country,  produced  a 
confiderable  alarm :  but  it  was  infinitely  iliort  of  what  might  have  been 
expeded.  The  principal  merchants  and  bankers  immediately  met  ai 
the  manfion-houfe,  and  drew  up  the  following  refolution,

It  was  immediately  figned  by  all  the  other  gentlemen  prefenc,  and, 
in  a  few  da\s,  by  above  three  thoufand  principal  merchants,  bankers, 
and  traders. 

On  the  f)llowing  day  a  paper,  nearly  fimilar,  was  figned  and  publifli- 
ed  by  the  lords  of  the  privy  tounci!.  And  in  a  few  days  all  tranfadious 
of  every  kind  went  on,  as  if  nothing  had  happened  ;  and  people  in 
general  did  not  percei\T,  at  leaft  not  immediately,  that  there  was  any 
difference  between  bank  notes,  not  convertible  into  money  of  folid  gold 
ami  lilver,  and  that  money  iifelf. 

In  the  courfe  of  the  inveftigations,  which  took  place  in  each  of  the 
houfes  of  parliament  hi  confequence  of  this  extraordinary  event,  a  va- 
riety of  accounts  were  produced,  illullraiivc  of  the  alfiirs  of  the  b:mk.

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It  is  to  be  obferved,  that  only  round  numbers  are  ufed  in  the  ac- 
counts of  the  cafh  and  bullion,  and  of  the  bills  dilbounted,  the  diredors 
of  the  bank  having  chofen  to  adopt  a  myfterious  kind  of  arithmetic  in 
their  ftatement  of  thefe  accounts.  The  extent  of  the  difcounts  has  at 
no  time  been  fo  great  as  might  be  expeded,  whwi  we  confider  the 
amount  of  the  property,  which  muft  be  conftantly  in  circulation  in  the 
form  of  real  bills  among  the  merchants,  manufadturers,  and  other  trad- 
ers, of  this  manufaduring  and  commercial  country  *. 

The  following  is  a  complete  account  of  the  eftate  of  the  corporation 
of  the  bank  of  England  on  the  afternoon  of  Saturday  the  25'"  of  Feb- 
ruary 1797.

exports,  and  fhowing  the  fallacy  of  implicitly  taking  the  balances  of 
the  fums  contained  in  thofe  accounts  as  the  ftandard  of  the  real  balance 
of  the  trade  of  Great  Britain,  delivered  it  as  his  opinion,  that  the  true 
balance  of  our  trade  amounted,  on  a  medium  of  the  four  years  preced- 
ing January  1796,  to  upwards  of  ^6,^00,000  annually,  exclilfive  of  the 
profits  of  our  Eaft-India  and  Weft-India,  trades,  which  he  eftimated  at 
above  ^^4,000,000  a-year,  and  exclufive  of  the  profits  of  the  fifheries. 
Great,  however,  as  this  balance  of  commerce  may  appear,  it  would 
have  been  ftill  greater  in  a  very  confiderable  degree,  if  the.  unufual 
fcarcity  of  grain  had  not  obliged  government  and  individuals  to  import 
large  quantities  of  that  elTentially  ncctffiwy  article.

However  favourable  the  balance  of  trade  fince  th^  commencement  of 
the  war  may  have  been,  it  does  not  appear  from  the  quantity  of  money 
coined,  which  was  much  iefs  in  the  years  1795  and  1796  than  in  the 
preceding  years,  that  any  confiderable  addition  was  made  to  the  ftock 
of  gold  and  filvcr  in  the  country.

The  property  of  the  falmoii  fifliery  in  the  River  Tweed  being 
invaded  by  interloping  fifliers,  who  clandeftinely  fet  nets  in  the  river, 
and  others,  who  went  out  to  fea  to  intercept  the  fifh  when  cominj^' 
into  the  river,  the  magiftratcs  were  diredted  to  order  all  Aich  nets 
and  other  tackle,  and  alfo  the  floops,  boats,  &c.  found  fiHiing  within 
the  bounds  of  the  mouth  of  the  river,  to  be  feized.

Neither  fliall  any 
Britifli  commander  hire  feamcn  in  the  Weft-Indies  at  any  higher  pay 
than  double  mi)nthly  wages,  unlefs  particularly  authorized  in  writing 
by  the  governor,  the  chief  magiftratc,  or  the  colledor  or  comptroller 
of  the  port.  All  veflels  trading  to  the  Weft-Indies  are  rccpiired  to  have 
to  every  lOO  tims  of  their  burthen  one  apprentice  under  feventeeu 
years  of  age  indented  for  three  years,  whole  indentures  muft  be  en- 
rolled at  the  cuftom-houfe  of  the  port  of  departure  :  and  luch  appren- 
tices are  exempted  from  ferving  in  the  navy  during  their  apprentice- 
ftiip.  Every  commander  is  required  to  give  in  to  the  colleclor  or  compt- 
roller of  tlie  port  an  exad  lift  and  del'eription  of  his  crew,  fpecifying 
and  dcfcribing  any  who  have  dcferted,  within  ten  days  after  his  arrival 
in  the  port,  abroad  or  at  home. 

The  wages  of  feamen,  who  have  died  in  the  voyage,  muft  be  paid 
to  the  receiver  of  the  fixpeiniy  duty  for  Greenwich  hofpital,  who  fliall  pay 
the  money  to  the  lawful  heirs  of  the  dead  men  ;  and,  failing  any  ap- 
plication within  three  years,  it  fliall  be  given  to  the  {Lamen's  hofpital 
of  the  port  to  which  the  velfel,  onboard  which  the  men  died,  belong- 
ed ;  and,  if  there  be  no  fuch  hofpital,  to  the  old  and  difabled  fea- 
men of  the  port  and  their  families,  to  be  diftributed  at  the  difcretioii 
of  two  or  more  of  the  magiftrates  of  the  county. 

Nothing  in  this  ad  extends  to  feamen  regularly  difcharged,  and  hav- 
ing certif  jates  from  their  former  commanders,  who  are  bound  to  give 
them  fuch,  or  to  feai  en  hired  on  urgent  neceflity  *.     [c.  73]

All  goods,  whereof  the  importation  is  not  prohibited,  may  be  im- 
ported from  the  United  ttates,  either  in  Britifh  vefllls  or  veflels  be- 
longing to  the  rubji-cls  of  the  United  ftates.  The  goods,  whether  im- 
ported in  Britifli  or  American  veflels,  are  to  pay  fuch  duties  of  cuftom 
or  excife  as  are  paid  on  the  like  goods  imported  in  Britifh  veflels  front 
any  other  foreign  country  ;  and,  in  cafes  where  different  duties  are  im- 
pofed  on  importation  from  different  countries,  on  payment  of  the  low- 
efl:  duties.— Pig  iron,  bar  iron,  pitch,  tar,  turpentine,  rofin,  pot-afti, 
pearl-afli,  mahogany,  marts,  yards,  and  bowfprits,  being  the  produce 
or  manufaeture  of  the  United  ilatcs,  and  Haves,  and  all  unmanufadur- 
ed  goods  whatever,  of  the  growth  of  the  United  ftates,  which  are  al- 
lowed to  be  imported  front  foreign  countries,  may  be  imported  in 
Britifli  or  in  American  veflels,  though  not  accompanied  with  the  cer- 
tificates rcfiuired  by  law  on  their  importation  in  Jkitifli  vclfels  from 
Britifli  colonies — The  duties  payable  on  the  importation  of  all  kinds 
of  grain,  are  to  be  regulated  by  the  ad  .31  Geo.  III.  c.  30 Oil,  blub- 
ber, whale-fins,  and  fpermaceti,  being  the  produce  of  the  fiflicrics  of 
the  United  flates,  may  be  imported  in  the  veflels  of  either  country,  on 
paying  the  fame  duties  which  are  payable  by  Britifli  veirels  on  import- 
ing fuch  goods  from  any  other  foreign  dominions Tobacco  of  the 

growth  of  the  United  ftates  may  be  imported  in  the  veflels  of  either 
country,  on  paying  the  flime  duties  of  cuftom  and  excife  which  are 
payable  on  the  importation  of  tobacco  from  the  Britifh  colonies  in 
America  by  Britifli  fubjeds.  Snuff,  manufadlured  in  the  United  flates, 
may  be  imported,  on  paying  fuch  duties  of  cuftom  and  excife  as  arc 
paid  upon  fnuff  manufadured  on  the  continent  of  Europe;  and  it  may 
be  warehoufed  for  exportation  ;  fuch  tobacco  and  fnuff  being  iuLjed  to 

all  the  regulations  for  the  importation  and  exportation  of  iucl;  goods 

Rice  may  be  imported  and  warehoufed,  on  the  iniporcer  paying  down 
eightiience  per  hundredweight,  and  giving  bond  for  r-ajing  ihe  remain- 
der of  the  duty  within  ei^;hteen  months.  In  London,  Briftol,  Portf- 
motith,  Cowes,  Liverpool,  Lancafter,  Falmouth,  Pool,  Whitehaven, 
Hull,  Grefnock,  and  Port-Glaltjow,  the;  rice  may  be  warehoufed  at 
the  expenlc  ot  ilie  inii'orter,  withoist  paying  down  any  part  of  the 
duty  ;  and  he  may  export  it  any  time  within  eighteen  month.-,  or, 
on  paying  tlie  duty,  take  it  out  for  home  confumption.  Bat,  notwith- 
ftanding  this  ad,  rice  and  other  articles  may  be  imported  wirlioiit  jiay- 
ing  any  duty  i..  the  manner  directed  b)  the  acl,  c  7  of  this  lelilon  (in 
1796).

It  being  found,  that  the  provifions,  contained  in  the  former  adts 
for  the  reception,  or  ftowage,  of  the  negroes  onboard  Having  veflels, 
was  not  fufficient  for  their  comfortable  accomodation,  it  was  now  en- 
aded,  that  every  veflel  in  the  flave  trade  Ihould  have  the  full  perpen- 
dicular height  of  at  leaft  four  feet  one  inch  between  the  upper  furface 
of  the  lower  deck  and  the  under  furface  of  the  upper  deck ;  and  that 
fmgle-decked  vellels  fhould  have  a  temporary  deck  laid  in  the  hold,  to 
be  continued  as  long  as  the  flaves  fliould  remain  onboard,     [c.

As  there  is  no  prohibition  of  a  platform  in  this  adt,  it  is  confequemly 
allowed  in  veflels  having  only  four  feet  one  inch  between  their  decks, 
which,  deducting  the  thicknefs  o.'^  the  platform,  allows  not  quite  two 
feet  of  perpendicular  height  for  the  flaves,  and  confiderably  lefs  for 
thofe  who  are  laid  on  the  parts  of  the  platform  under  the  beams ;  fo 
that  only  the  chi'  Iren  could  vary  their  pofition  fo  far  as  to  fit  up.

Being  joinedT  by 
feveral  ihips,  which  had  deferted  from  the  fleet  in  the  North  fea,  they 
alfo  diverted  the  officers  of  their  command,  and  chofe  delegates',  who 
appointed  Richard  Parker  to  be  their  prefident,  or,  in  fad,  admiral  of 
the  fleet.  As  a  further  means  of  corapelhng  a  compliance  with  their 
demands,  they  put  almoft  an  entire  flop  to  the  navigation  of  the 
Thames.  Only  coal  veflels,  fome  fraall  craft,  and  veflcls  belonging,  to 
neutral  nations,  were  permitted  to  pafs  up  or  down  ;  and  all  other  vef- 
fels  were  ordered  to  anchor  between  the  fhips  of  war,  and  under  their 
guns.  Notwithftanding  this  appearance  of  hoftility  and  defiance,  and 
the  penlous  fituation  they  had  put  themfelves  in,  they  reprobated  a 
propofal  for  carrying  off  the  fliips,  and  delivering  them  to  the  French  ; 
and  they  obferved  the  king's  birth-day  with  the  cuftomary  falute  and 
demonftrations  of  loyalty.  Eleven  Ihips  of  the  line  and  thirteen 
frigates,  attended  by  a  vaft  number  of  trading  veflels,  all  under  the 
command  of  men,  who  ufed  themfelves  to  be  fubjed  to  the  ftrideft 
command,  prefented  a  fpedacle  new  and  Angular,  and  furnifliing  mat- 
ter for  the  moft  ferious  confideration,  and  awful  apprehenfion.  But 
this  moft  formidable  confpiracy  did  not  remain  Jong  united.  On  the 
9'"  of  June  fome  of  the  fhips  broke  off  from  the  aflx)ciaiion.  Next  day 
the  inward-bound  merchant  veflels,  except  thofe  loaded  with  ftores  and 
provifions,  were  allowed  to  proceed  up  the  river.  And  on  the  i^'"  the 
mutiny  was  at  an  end.

■  May  3  .1-The  dir^6lofs  of  the  Eitft-Tndia  company,  in  a  memorial 
addrefled  to  thelords  ofthe  treafury,'  ftAted,  that  the  trade  carried  on 
from  India  to  England  in  coniequence  of  the-  regniations  and  indul- 
gences refpeding  the  participation  of  individuals,  eflablifhed  by  the  aft 
for  the  renewal  of  the  charter,  had  '  increa fed  even  beyond  the  moft 
'  fanguine  expedations  of  the  advifers  of  the  indulgences  therein  granted.' 
But  they  declared,  that  ihe  advantage  conld  not  be  permanent  to  any 
very  confiderable  amoimt  under  the  prfefent  henvy  imp0fiti6n  of  duties. 
They  obferved,  that  the  goods  intended  for  foreign  countries,  by 
means  of  duties  not  very  produdive  to  the  revenue,  but  exceedingly 
cmbarrafling  to  the  me*-chant  by  rendering  a  grej.t  proportion  of  his 
capital  inefficient,  and  increafing  his  charges  in  every  ftage  of  his  bufi- 
nefs,  were  incapable  of  entering  into  comp.etition  in  foreign  markets 
with  fimilar  goods  imported  from  India  by  the  fhips  of  other  nations. 
They  reprefented,  that  the  duty  colleded  in  Hamburgh,  though  nomin- 
ally rather  above  two,  was  in  reality  little  more  than  one,  per  cent  : 
that  Lifbon  was  already  a  free  port,  and  Flufhhig  was  expeded  foon  to 
be  made  one  ;  and  that  individuals  in  India  were  entirely  at  hberty  to 
fhip  their  goods  in  fuch  veficls,  and  confign  them  to  fuch  ports,  as 
would  afford  them  the  faireft  profpeds  of  advantageous  fales.  They 
exprefled  their  belief,  that,  if  the  trade  were  relieved  from  obftacles  to 
its  progrefs,  almoft  the  whole  trade  of  the  Eaft  would  pafs  through 
London,  which  would  be  produdive  of  the  further  advantages  of  larger 
quantities  of  Britilh  manufadures  being  bought  by  the  increrfed  num- 
ber  of  foreign  purchafers  at  the  India  fales,  and  of  bringing  back  the 
Britilh  feamen,  now  employed  in  an  illicit  trade  carried  on  in  foreign 
bottoms,  to  the  fervice  of  their  native  country. 

The  diredors  propofed,  in/lead  of  the  prelent  mode  of  levying  the 
cuftoms  on  India  goods,  that  all  goods  from  India  and  China,  except 
tea,  fhall  be  warehoufed  without  being  fubjed  to  any  duty  till  fold,

From  the  report  of  the  feled  committee  on  finance  it  appears,  that 
the  number  of  convicts,  fent  to  New  South  Wales  and  Norfolk  i/land 
from  the  year  1787  to  1797  inclufive,  was  5,765  men  and  women,  and 
93  children,  being  in  all  5,858  perfons ;  and  that  the  expenfe  of  trans- 
porting, feeding,  and  governing,  them  during  that  period  amounted  to 
>C^037.230.  being  above  ;^ 1 77  for  each  convid,  exclufive  of  all  ex- 
penfes  incurred  on  their  iiccount,i)efore  they  were  fliipped  off  from  this 
countrv.

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Moft  of  the  edible  roots  of  the  Weft-Indies  are  found  in  Africa,  and 
alfo  indigo,  cotton,  and  tobncco.  The  great  abundance  of  ftiea  touloU 
(tree  butter)  near  Sego  is  aftonifhing.  It  keci>s  better  dufing  a  whole 
year  "without  fait,  and  is  firmer  and  of  a  richer  flavour,  than  any  but- 
ter made  of  cow's  tnilk.  The  growth  and  preparation  of  it  are  great 
objedls  of  the  induftry  of  the  people ;  and  it  makes  a  principal  article 
of  their  inland  trade.  The  Negroes  malt  their  corn  and  make  beer, 
which  Mr.  Park  thought  equal  to  the  beft  he  ever  drank  in  Great  Britain. 
He  faw  no  fugar-canes,  coffee,  cacao  trees,  nor  {nne  apples. 

Mr.  Park's  obfervations  (Irongly  conlnMn  the  accounts  of  preceding 
travelers,  that  the  Negroes  of  the  interior  country  are  much  more  ad- 
vanced in  the  arts  of  life,  and  in  all  refpe<Sts  more  civilixed,  than  thofe 
upon  the  coaft,  whofe  charadler  is  vitiated  by  the  nature  of  their  inter- 
courfe  with  the  Europeans.  He  defcribes  them  as  a  gentle  inoffenfive 
race,  entertaining  a  hrgh  refpeft,  or  rather  veneration,  for  white  people'. 
He  everywhere  met  with  the  kindeft  treatment  from  them ;  and,  in  his 
greateft  diftrefles,  the  women  were  particularly  favourable  to  him,  ap- 
parently without  any  luftful  motive  *.  On  the  contrary,  he  was  plunder- 
ed, and  loaded  with  infults  and  injuries  by  thofe  Moors,  through  whofe 
country  he  was  unfortunately  obliged  to  pafs. 

At  the  fame  time  that  Mr.  Park  was  penetrating  into  the  heart  of 
Africa  from  the  weft  coaft,  Mr.  Browne,  another  Britifh  traveler,  had 
pufhed  his  refearch  from  the  eaft  as  fiir  as  Dar-Fur,  a  potent  kingdom 
in  the  heart  of  that  continent,  the  very  exiftence  of  which  was  fcarce- 
ly  known  to  Europeans,  till  he  made  us  acquainted  with  its  fituation 
and  inhabitants.  He  traveled  from  Egypt  in  company  with  a  cdravan 
of  merchants,  whofe  aflbrtment  of  goods  confifted  of  tin  in  fmall  bars; 
variety  of  beads ;  rings  of  filver  and  brafs  for  the  ancles  and  wrifts ; 
cotton  goods  of  Egyptian  and  Indian  mamifadure  ;  German  ("word 
blades  ;  fire  arms  ;  fmall  looking-glafl'es;  coffee;  copper  ;  copper  utenfils; 
Tunifian  red  caps ;  light  French  woolen  cloths ;  filk  goods;  Ihoes ;  paper ; 
foap ;  and  pepper.  From  the  interior  country  they  carry  to  Egypt 
flaves ;  gold  duft  ;  ivory  ;  rinoceros's  horns ;  oftrich  feathers ;  gums ; 
drugs  ;  pimento  ;  and  a  fmall  quantity  of  white  copper. 

Mr,  Browne  during  his  refidence  in  Egypt  colleded  a  good  account 
of  the  trade  and  manufactures  of  that  country,  which,  on  account  of 
its  renown  in  the  earlieft  dawn  of  hiftory,  and  its  commercial  import- 
ance in  after  ages  as  the  cnterpot  and  link  of  conne<^ion  between  the 
eaftern  and  weftern  parts  of  the  world  (to  lay  nothing  of  the  intereft 
excited  by  the  renewed  importance  now  attached  to  it)  may  feem  en- 
titled to  fome  attention,  even  in  its  degraded  itate,

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Some  Euro^ican  mcixhants  were  fettled  in  Egypt  before  tlic  com- 
mencement of  the  prefent  war,  of  whom  the  grcatcft  number  were 
French.  Thefe  were,  on  feme  occafion  of  quarrel,  expelled  from  the 
country  :  and  that  expulfion  was  affigned  as  a  reafon  for  the  invalion  of 
Egypt  by  the  French  in  the  fummer  of  the  year  1798. 

The  Britifli  fociety  for  extending  the  fifheries  and  improving  the  fea 
coafls  of  this  kingdom  have  eftabliflied  fettlemcnts  at  the  three  follow- 
ing places. 

Ullapool,  in  Loch  Broom  on  the  weft  coaft  of  Rofs-fhirc,  the  moft  re- 
gular and  conftant  rcfort  of  the  herrings  on  the  Britilh  coaft,  near 
which  there  were  already  a  cuftom-houfe  upon  Ille-Martin,  and  feveral 
fettlements  eftabliflied  by  different  companies  for  curing  herrings. 
Thefe  will  furnilh  a  market  for  the  fifli  caught  by  the  fmall  fiihermen, 
who  have  neither  money  fufficient  to  purchafc  a  ftore  of  fait  and  cafks, 
nor  the  knowlege  requisite  to  encounter  the  innumerable  hardfliips,  in- 
tricacies, and  vexations,  of  going  through  cuftom-houfc  formalities, 
coming  under  bonds,  &c.  This  village  in  the  year  1791  had  7  houfes, 
and  in  1796  it  had  39,  (whereof  9  belonged  to  the  fociety)  and  about 
40  thatched  huts.  Ten  veflels  cleared  out  for  the  bounty  filhing  in 
1796.  Their  barrels  and  nets  were  partly  made  upon  the  fpot.  The 
fociety  have  built  houfes  for  fmoking  lierrings,  and  a  flied  for  the  cod 
fifhery. 

T'obirmory,  at  the  north  end  of  the  ifland  of  Mull,  has  the  advantage 
of  an  excellent  iheltered  harbour,  acceffible  with  every  wind  by  veflels 
of  any  burthen;  and  there  is  plenty  of  ftone  and  wood  for  building.  It 
has  a  cuftom-houfe,  at  which  38  fmall  veflels,  meafuring  1,589  tuns  en- 
tered inward,  and  55,  meafuring  1,822  tuns,  ertered  outward.  In  1792 
there  were  27  families,  and  in  1797  there  were  47. 

Lochbay,  in  the  north-weft  part  of  the  ifland  of  Skie,  has  lime-ftor.e 
and  free-ftone  quarries,  and  a  good  harbour. 

At  each  of  thefe  places  the  fociety  have  purchafed  fufHcient  trads  of 
land,  and  laid  out  the  ground  in  proper  ftreets  for  building.  They 
have  alfo  ereded  a  quay  or  pier,  a  cuftom-houfe,  a  ftore-houfe,  a  fchool 
and  a  houfe  for  a  fchool-mafter,  bridges  where  necefl^ary,  and  have  made 
roads,  at  every  village.  Many  inclofures  have  been  made,  and  alfo 
conf  derable  improvements  in  agriculture,  where  no  improvements  were 
ever  known  before.  The  fociety  have  held  out  particular  encourage- 
ment to  the  trades  which  are  connccled  with  fiflieries  and  navigation ; 
!\nd  thofe  fequeftered  regions  have  feen  for  the  firft  time  (at  leaft  for 
feveral  centuries  bypaft)  vellels  fitted  out  from  their  harbours,  and 
fomcthing  like  a  commencement  of  profperity  produced  by  induftry. 

All  the  fettlements  are  near  to  excellent  filhing  banks,  where  cod  and 
ling  are  in  great  plenty,  fo  that  the  fettlers  need  never  be  at  a  lofs  for 
a  fteady,  and  nearly-invariable,  fpecies  of  fifliery  to  employ  themfelves 
and  their  veflels.     The  reprefentations  of  the  direcftors  of  the  fociety

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Whatever  may  ultimately  be  the  fuccefs  of  this  laft,  and  hitherto  heft- 
concerted,  endeavour  to  give  life  to  the  Britiih  fiflieries,  the  nation  at 
large  is  under  the  greatcft  obligation  to  the  generous  patriotilm  of  the 
fubfcribers,  who  have  undertaken  *  to  colled  the  weak  and  fcattered 

•  rays  of  induftry,  and  bring  them,  for  the  greater  public  utility,  into 

*  one  focus,*  and  who,  without  any  view  of  private  emolument,  and 
with  fcarcely  any  profped  of  reimburfement,  are  zealoufly  promoting 
the  higheft  and  moll  important  interefts  of  the  public  at  an  expenfe,  of 
which  the  public  bears  no  {hare. 

As  feme  relief  from  the  hardftiips  fufFered  by  the  want  of  a  fufficient 
quantity  of  filver  coin  in  circulation,  a  number  of  new  gold  pieces  of 
the  value  of  feven  fhillings  were  coined.  They  are  much  broader  in 
proportion  than  the  quarter-guineas,  which  were  in  circulation  fonie 
years  after  the  commencerDent  of  the  prefent  reign. 

This  year  the  Danifli  Eaft-India  company  divided  twelve  per  cent  on 
their  capital  llock  ;  and  they  had  about  ^30,000  fterling  remaining, 
ready  to  anfwer  any  emergencies.  They  have  piade  fome  regulations, 
which,  they  exped,  will  raife  their  trade,  at  leaft  during  the  prefent 
war,  to  the  higheft  degree  of  profperity,  fo  as  to  rival  in  fome  refpe«as 
that  of  the  Britifti  Eaft-India  company. 

This  year  533  Britilh  veflels  entered  the  port  of  Peterfljurg,  whence 
they  carried  Ruffian  merchandize  to  the  amount  of  ^^2,400,000  fterling. 
The  Portuguefe  were  the  nation  next  to  the  Britifti  in  the  value  of  their 
exports  from  Peterftjurg,  which  amounted  only  to  /^8o,ooo ;  and  the 
Danes  were  next  to  the  Britifti  in  the  number  of  veflels,  which,  how- 
ever, were  only  86.  Though  the  balance  of  trade  with  Ruflia  appears 
to  be  unfavourable  to  Great  Britain,  yet  it  is  exceedingly  advantageous, 
as  the  imports  confift  of  raw  materials  for  our  manufadures,  of  fome 
goods  manufadured  by  the  Ruflians  better  and  cheaper  than  we  can 
make  them,  and  of  naval  ftores,  of  which  the  article  of  hemp  has  be- 
come much  more  important,  fince  Ruflia  has  acquired  the  countries 
where  it  is  produced  in  the  greateft  plenty  and  perfedion.  In  eftimat- 
ing  the  value  of  this  branch  of  our  commerce  it  muft  alfo  be  remem- 
bered, that  the  carriage  is,  with  a  very  trifling  exception,  wholely  in 
our  own  hands,  whereby  from  fix  hundred  to  near  a  thoufand  Britifh 
▼efliels,  and  from  fix  to  ten  thgufand  feamen,  are  employed*.

1798 — The  parliament  having  pafled  an  ad,  whereby  voluntary  Con- 
tributions for  carrying  on  the  war  were  rendered  legal,  the  bank  of 
England  took  the  lead  by  contributing  two  hundred  tboufand pounds,  and 
the  city  of  London  contributed  ten  tboufand  pounds.  A  temporary  office, 
or  hufling,  being  ereded  under  the  eaft  piazza  of  the  Royal  exchange 
tor  the  purpofe  of  receiving  fubfcriptions,  the  area  was  filled  with  many 
hundreds  of  the  merchants,  traders,  and  others,  who  eagerly  crowded 
in  to  fubfcribe  fums  from  one  guinea  to  three  thoufand pounds  *,  the 
whole  of  the  fubfcriptions  amounting  at  the  clofe  of  the  firfl  day  to 
£4^'534-  Jt  is  no  flight  proof  of  the  opulence  and  the  commercial 
profperity  of  the  Britifli  empire,  that  this  voluntary  contribution  pro- 
duced the  vafl;  Cum  of  two  mil/ions  of  pounds Jierling,  exclufive  of /i6;w 
hundred  thoufand  pounds  remitted  from  India  f. 

Though  the  importation  and  confumption  of  Britifh  goods  was  form- 
ally prohibited  by  the  French  governmen-t,  the  warehoufes  and  (hops  of 
Paris  were  filled  with  Britilh  manufadures,  whicii  the  war  between  the 
two  nations  did  not  prevent  the  people  from  preferring  to  all  others. 
The  diredory,  who  are  faid  to  have  hitherto  connived  at  the  import- 
ation, now  thought  proper  to  make  a  general  feizure  of  all  Britifh  goods 
found  in  the  poflefljon  of  any  trader,  which  they  confifcated  for  the 
benefit  of  the  national  treafury.  This  rigorous  ad  was  immediately 
followed  by  a  law,  which  declared  all  neutral  vcflels,  found  whh  Britifli 
merchandize  of  any  kind  onboard,  lawful  prizes  to  the  captors.  This 
meafu^e,  vyhich,  it  was  prefumed  by  fome,  would  give  the  death-blow 
to  the  Britifli  manufadures  and  commerce,  and  prove  an  efFedual  fup- 
port  to  the  inanufadures  of  France,  was  pronounced  by  others  exceed- 
mgly  impolitic,  not  only  as  exafperating  the  neutral  nations  againfl 
France,  but  alfo  as  transferring  that  part  of  the  carrying  trade,  which 
had  been  conduded  by  means  of  neutral  veflels,  entirely  to  the  well- 
proteded  flapping  of  Great  Britain. 

In  confequence  of  the  menace  of  the  French  diredory,  the  Britilli 
government  appointed  a  fliip  of  the  line  and  two  frigates  to  convoy  a 
fleet  of  American  veflels  to  their  own  coaft. 

The  parliament  of  Ireland  had  very  properly  laid  a  duty  on  the  ex- 
portation of  live  cattle.  But  notwi'tliflandiag,  above  3,000  head  of 
oxen  from  the  north  of  Irebnd  were  landed  at  Port  Patrick  in  one 
week  in  the  beginning  of  March.

In  order  to  guard  againfl:  infedion  from  veflels  coming  from  countries 
fubjed  to  the  plague,  the  commander  of  every  fuch  veflel  is  required, 
on  meeting  any  other  veflxils,  or  coming  witliin  four  leagues  of  the 
coafl;  of  Great  Britain,  Ireland,  Guernfey,  Jerfey,  Alderney,  Sark,  or 
Mann,  to  hoift  a  large  yellow-flag  in  the  day-time,  or  a  fignal  lantern 
in  the  night-time,  at  his  maft:-head,  which  mull  be  continued  till  his 
veflel  is  regularly  difcharged  from  quarantine  :  and  all  pilots  are  ftridly 
prohibited  from  conduding  fuch  veifels  to  any  other  places  than  thole 
appointed  for  the  performance  of  quarantine.  The  ads  refpeding 
quarantine  are  alfo  declared  to  extend  to  all  cafes  of  difeafe  declared  in- 
fedious  by  the  king  in  council. 

All  offences  againfl  any  order  of  the  king  in  council,  publiflied  in  the 
London  gazette  for  laying  embargoes  on  veflels,  or  for  prohibiting  or 
regulating  the  exportation  of  goods,  may  be  tried  in  any  court  in  Great 
Britain,  Ireland,  or  any  of  the  above-mentioned  iflands. 

All  packages  containing  unframed  plate  glafs,  crown  glafs,  or  flieet 
glafs,  muft  contain  at  leaft  five  hundredweight,  and  be  marked  with  the 
yfoxd glafs  in  Roman  letters  of  four  inches  long;  and  the  commanders 
of  veflels  importing  glafs  mull  very  particularly  exprefs  in  their  mani- 
fefts  every  package  of  glafs,  on  penalty  of  forfeiture  of  the  glafs  and  a 
further  fine  of  ^("100.  But  plaics  of  glafs  meal'uring  flxty  inches  or 
more  are  exempted  from  tlie  reftridions  of  this  ad. 

The  commiflioners  of  the  cufloms  arc  authorized  to  permit  the  re- 
moval of  coffee  and  cacao,  which  have  been  warehoufed  for  export- 
ation, from  one  port  to  another  in  England  fur  the  more  conveuicnr 
exportation  of  them. 

The  commiflioners  of  the  cufloms  in  England  and  Scotland  arc 
authorized  to  return  the  duties  paid  on  goods,  which  ha\e  been  lofl:  or 
deflroyed  by  unavoidable  actident,  before  they  could  be  landed. 

Veflels  of  any  delcription,  having  licences  from  the  admiralty  for  an) 
particular  trade  or  employm<-nt,  and  finuul  engaged  in  a  different  trade 
or  employment,  are  liable  to  be  feized  and  fold.

The  fait,  which  by  being  repeatedly  applied  to  tin;  fi(h  has  become 
foul,  may,  by  a  ivarrant  from  the  treafury  to  the  commiflioners  of  ex- 
cife,  be  permitted  to  be  fold  for  the  folc  purpofe  of  hKTiuring  the 
ground  ;  but  only  in  fuch  places  where  foul  filhery  fill  has  heretofore 
ufually  been  fold  for  that  purpofe.

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The  plantations,  which  were  deftroyed,  are  re-eftablifhed.  The  Ne- 
groes, now  free  agents,  make  agreements  with  the  proprietors  of  plant- 
ations to  do  the  work  for  certain  wages,  or  for  a  ftipulated  proportion 
of  the  crop  :  and  the  cultivation  of  the  Weft-Indies  is  for  the  firft  time 
carried  on  by  the  hands  of  free  labourers,  who  are  at  liberty  to  leave 
their  employers  at  the  expiration  of  the  term  agreed  for,  if  they  find, 
or  luppoie,  themfelves  ill  ufed. 

Touflaint,  prudently  confidering  the  exhaufted  ftate  of  the  ifland,  al- 
lowed not  only  the  neutral  veflels  of  the  United  ftates  of  America,  but 
alfo  Britifli  veflels,  to  have  free  entry  for  the  purpofes  of  commerce, 
and  efpecially  for  the  importation  of  provifions  and  lumber  ;  a  meafure 
which  was  fandlioned  by  the  approbation  of  the  prefident  of  the  United 
ftates,  as  it  has  alfo  fince  been  by  that  of  the  king  of  Great  Britain. 

June — In  the  ftiort  "^ime  fince  the  Dutch  colonies  of  Dcmararay  and 
Iflequibo  fell  under  the  Britifti  dominion,  the  number  of  plantations 
was  now  increafed  from  156  to  313,  and  that  of  the  flaves  from  20,600 
to  ne;ir  35,000. 

The  exports  from  thefe  colonies  within  this  per.'.od  were 

22,979,219  pounds  of  coffee, 

10,643,48() cotton, 

l\,Q36,563 sugar,  and 

592,043  gallons  of  rum. 

It  is  probable  that  frauggling,  which  by  a  :landeftine  conveyance 
eludes  the  prohibitions,  or  the  payment  of  duties,  impofed  by  govern- 
ment on  the  importation  and  exportation  of  merchandize,  is  co-eval 
v,^ith  the  impofition  of  the  prohibitions  and  duties.  It  is  equally  pro- 
bable that  the  habits  of  fecret  comljination  anJ  dexterous  conveyance 
acquired  in  the  operations  of  clandeftine  trade,  and  the  relaxation  of 
morals  induced  by  it,  have  had  confiderable  influence  in  generating, 
maturing,  and  diflbminating,  the  fyftem  of  depredation,  which  has 
grown  up  in  all  the  crowded  ports  of  the  kingdom  to  fuch  an  aftoniili- 
ing  and  alarming  height. 

The  port  of  London,  from  the  prodigious  extent  of  its  trade,  and  the 
very  difproportionate  fpace  allotted  upon  the  furface  of  the  water  for  the 
acconmiodation  of  the  fhipping,  barges,  and  otlier  craft,  and  upon  the 
land  *  for  the  Itowage  of  the  cargoes  dayly  arriving  from,  or  fliipping 
00*10,  all  parts  of  the  world,  and  alfo  from  the  facility  afturded  to  thf 
fecret  difpofal  of  merchandize  and  property  of  every  kind,  is  peculiarly 
liable  to  the  depredations  of  an  innumerable  hoft  of  plunderers,  trained 
up  in  their  nefarious  arts  with  all  the  regularity  and  fyftem  of  a  dif- 
ciplint'd  army,  whofe  numbers  and  ftratagems  have  increafed  with  tht 
increafc  of  the  commerce  of  the  river,  and  efpecially  with  the  prac^ir:; 
of  fending  cargoes  in  lighters  to  wharfs  at  the  diftance  of  feveral  miles

with  the  growth  or"  the  commerce  it  preyed  upon,  and  acquired  new 
improvements  and  new  votaries  every  year. 

In  the  years  1765  and  1767,  and  again  in  the  year  1790,  the  Weft- 
India  merchants,  who  were  by  far  the  moft  deeply  injured  by  the  river 
plunder  *,  concurred  in  drawing  up  a  fct  of  regulations  to  be  oblerved 
by  the  commanders,  officers,  and  feamen,  of  their  veflels,  efpecially 
with  refped  to  landing  the  cargo,  and  alfo  for  the  management  of  it 
when  landed.  But  the  regulations,  though  very  judicious  and  proper, 
were  never  obferved  :  and  depredation  ftill  continued  with  a  fweliing 
tide  to  overflow  and  undermine  every  branch  of  trade  on  the  river,  as 
will  appear  by  the  following

clerks,  80  fworn  mafter  lumpers,  and  820  regiftered  workhig  lumpers, 
to  be  employed  in  unloading  veU'els  on  the  application  of  the  owners  at 
the  office ; 

and  4)  a  general  department  for  the  accounts,  &c.  under  the  diredion 
of  the  magiftrates. 

To  thcie  mav  be  added  220  fliip-conftables,  paid  by  the  veflels  on 
which  they  are  employed,  inftead  of  the  former  inefficient  watchmen  ; 
and  the  lumpers,  who  come  in  place  of  the  former  uncontrouled  ones, 
being  alio  paid  by  the  veflels,  neither  of  thele  clafles  conftitute  any 
new  charge  upon  the  trade  or  upon  the  public. 

The  whole  eftablifhment  confifts  of  1 ,200  people,  whofe  vigilance  is 
oppolcd  to  the  formidable  army  of  depredators,  eftimated  by  Mr. 
Colquhoun  to  be  about  1 1,000  of  all  defcriptions,  inured  to  habits  of 
depravity,  and  long  exerciled  in  all  the  arts  of  villainy. 

Though  this  eilablifliment  is  yet  in  its  infancy,  it  has  been  aftonifh- 
ingly  efficient  in  breaking  down  that  formidable  confpiracy,  which  for 
half  a  century  has  waged  dayly  and  nightly  war  with  impunity  againfl; 
the  prodigious  mais  of  property  conflantly  in  motion  upon  the  river : 
and  it  has  been  conduded  with  the  moft  benevolent  intentions  to  the 
offenders  themfelves,  the  objed  being  to  render  punifliment  unnecef- 
fary  by  depriving  them  of  the  opportunity  of  committing  crimes.  In 
the  Weft-India  trade,  which  has  hitherto  chiefly  benefited  by  it,  the 
faving  to  the  planters  and  merchants  in  fugar,  rum,  coffee,  cotton,  and 
other  produce,  muff  have  been  above  j^i  00,000  a-year,  befides  the  lav- 
ing to  che  Ihip-owners  of  the  freight,  and  to  the  revenue  of  all  the 
duties,  to  the  amount  of  about  ^50,000  a-year,  upon  the  quantity  of 
goods  which  ufed  to  be  flolen :  and  there  is  good  reafon  to  believe,  that 
the  plunder  of  Weft-India  produce  on  the  river  from  July  1798  to 
March  1799  did  not  amount  to  one  fiftieth  part  of  what  it  ultd  to  be  in 
former  ve:<rs.  But  the  preventive  powers  of  the  eftablifhment  have  not 
been  entirely  confined  to  the  hoft  of  plunderers,  againft  whom  they 
were  originally  direded  ;  they  have  alfo,  beyond  expedation,  extended 
to  the  imugglers,  who  have  oj^enly  declared,  '  that  their  trade  has  been 
'  more  cut  up  by  the  marine  police  than  by  the  whole  combined  efforts  of  the 
'  revenue  ojfiters!'  And  thus  does  the  revenue  reap  a  double  advantage 
by  an  inftituiion,  which  has  coft  the  government  only  £^i35o  a-year. 

Strange  as  it  may  appear,  fome  owners  of  veflels  have  negleded  to 
avail  themfelves  of  the  protedion  cifered  by  the  marine  police  to  their 
property,  not  only  in  their  freights,  but  alfo  in  the  rigging  and  rtores 
of  their  velfels.  The  magiftrates  of  the  police,  nevertheleis,  ordered 
their  officers,  when  patroling  the  river,  to  watch  the  unproteded  veffels 
and  fearch  the  lumpers  ^^mployed  on  them,  in  confcfiuence  of  which 
near  two  hundred  were  imprifoned  or  fined  for  petty  offences,  andtour-

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guns,  and  a  brig  of  14.  Contrary  to  the  expedation  of  the  Frencli 
admiral,  about  one  half  of  the  Britifli  fliips  got  between  him  and  the 
land,  and  attacked  the  unguarded  and  lumbered  fides  of  his  fliips, 
which  were  thus  placed  between  two  fires  (Auguft  i").  The  battle  was 
long  and  defperate.  The  French  admiral  Ihip  of  120  guns  was  blown 
up ;  a  (hip  of  74,  and  a  frigate  of  36  guns,  were  burnt  ;  a  frigate  of 
36  was  funk ;  two  fliips  of  80,  and  feven  of  74,  were  taken  ;  and  of 
all  the  fleet  only  one  fhip  of  80,  one  of  74  guns,  and  two  frigates  of 
48  and  44  guns,  cfcaped. 

In  confequence  of  this  fplendid  vidory  the  Britilh  admiral  was  load- 
ed with  honours  and  riches  *. 

As  foon  as  the  news  arrived  in  Condon,  the  underwriters  at  Lloyd's, 
a  fociety  not  incorporated,  nor  in  any  way  fupported  by,  or  conneded 
with,  government,  immediately  fubfcribed  a  handfome  fum  for  the  re- 
lief of  the  widows  of  thofe  brave  men  who  had  fallen  in  the  engage- 
ment ;  and  the  fame  generous  fpirit  pervading  the  whole  community, 
the  contributions  for  that  benevolent  purpofe,  received  at  Lloyd's, 
amounted  to  /'32,423  :  19 :  9.  It  is  proper  to  notice  here,  once  for  all, 
that  fuch  fubfcriptions  are  made  by  the  merchants,  traders,  and  others, 
in  confequence  of  every  diftinguifhcd  naval  battle. 

The  navies  of  all  the  hoftile  powers  were  now  almofl  completely  an- 
nihilated :  and  thenceforth  the  Britifli  commercial  fliipping  enjoyed,  al- 
molt  without  competition,  the  undifturbed  navigation  of  every  part  of 
the  Ocean. 

Marflial  O'Neil,  governor  of  the  Spanifli  province  of  Yucatan,  with 
a  flotilla  of  thirty-one  armed  veflels,  carrying  2,000  foldicrs  and  500 
feamen,  made  an  attack  (or  rather  attempted  to  make  an  attack)  upon 
the  fettlements  of  the  Britifli  wood-cutters  on  the  Bay  of  Honduras. 
His  arrival  being  exjieded,  the  fetilers  were  tolerably  well  prepared  for 
him  :  a  fleet  of  gun-boats  was  in  readinels,  manned  by  the  crews  of 
the  merchant  velfels  and  volunteers  of  the  colony,  who,  with  the  allifl- 
ance  of  Captain  Mois  in  the  Merlin  Hoop  of  war,  bravely  rcpulfed,  and 
completely  baffled,  every  attempt  of  the  enemy  ;  who,  alter  hanging 
upon  the  coafl  from  the  3*  to  the  16'"  of  Scpteml^er,  without  being 
able  to  effcd  a  landing,  or  having  hurt  a  iingle  man  of  the  fettlers  or 
the  leamen,  or  having  even  done  any  damage  to  their  veflels  or  other 
property,  moved  oiTwith  liis  whole  fleet. 

The  diialfeded  party  in  Ireland,  called  United  Irlflimen,  who  had  for 
feveral  years  been  growing  up  into  llrength,  and  had  adually  entered 
into  an  alliance  with  the  government  of  France,  broke  out  in  open  re- 
bellion in  many  parts  of  the  country  in  the  Ipring  of  this  year:  but

The  fame  ingcninns  officer  alTo  invented  a  gun-carriape  with  an  in- 
clined plane,  whert-by  the  weight  of  the  gun  itfelt'is  employed  to  coun- 
teract the  ftrain  and  (hock  of  the  recoil  ;  and  alfo  a  method  of  fixing 
the  giui  carriages  upon  Aides,  fo  as  to  fight  them  upon  either  fide  ; 
whereby  a  mercliant  vefTel  carrying  ei^ht  guns  may  be  rendered  equal 
to  another  of  fixteen  in  capacity  to  defend  herfelf  and  the  property  on- 
board. Indeed  the  very  appearance  of  eight  guns  on  a  fide  may  m 
many  calls  deterr  a  cruifer,  who  would  eagerly  fiy  to  take  poffelTion  of 
a  vcficl  fliowing  only  four. 

His  plans  for  floating  batteries  conflrudled  upon  cafks,  which  may 
alfo  ferve  for  temporary  wharfs  ;  his  exertions  tor  the  defence  of  tlic 
harbours  and  the  coafts,  his  hints  for  the  improvement  of  the  fiiheries; 
and,  above  all,  his  plan  for  n)anning  the  navy  without  the  expenfe,  the 
enormities,  the  difealcs,  and  mortality,  of  prefling,  and  confinement 
in  tenders,  which  would  be  a  prodigious  relief  to  the  commerce  and 
navigation  of  the  country,  and  would  difpati'h  the  outfit  of  the  fleets 
with  promptitude  and  alacrity,  entitle  Captain  hchank  to  the  lafiing 
gratitude  of  a  nation  who  defire  to  unite  warlike  with  commercial  prt- 
emmence. 

Mr.  Gcarfon  of  York  in  Pennfylvanla  received  from  the  American 
government  a  patent  for  an  invention  of  gnat  importance  to  all  perions 
concerned  with  fliipping,  by  means  of  which  a  vefl'el,  with  her  bottom 
fo  broken  that  the  ordinary  pumps  would  be  incapable  to  prcferve  her 
one  hour  from  going  down,  can  be  kept  perfedly  biio)ant  for  any  length 
of  time,  nnd  cannot  be  overfet  by  any  gale  of  wind,  though  under  a 
prefs  of  lail.

January  9'" — The  parliamer.i:  '  being  defirous  to  raife  an  ample  con-

In  the  enfuing  year,  the  infpedor-general  was  obliged  to  omit  the  Ben- 
gal and  China  filk,  and  the  elephant's  teeth  and  cochineal  of  the  laft  of 
thefe  years.

Many  colliers  and  coal-beurers  in  Scotland  being  ftill  in  a  ftate  of 
bondage,  in  confequertce  of  not  complying  with  the  provifions,  or  hav- 
ing become  riibjed  to  the  penalties,  of  the  ad  palTed  in  the  year  1775 
for  their  emancipation,  it  was  now  enabled,  that  all  fiich  perfons,  who 
were  bound  colliers  in  Scotland  at  the  time  of  pafling  that  adl,  fhould 
be  free  from  fervitude,  and  be  in  all  refpcds  in  the  fame  fituation  as  if 
they  had  regularly  ol>tained  their  difcharge  agreeable  to  the  aft.

They  muft  advertife  for  propofals  for  building  fhips  for  their  fervice  of 
dimcnfions,  &c.  exprefl'ed  in  the  adveriifements ;  and  they  mufl  im- 
partially accept  the  offer  of  the  lowefl  freight,  unlefs  all  the  offers  be 
thought  unreafonably  high,  the  court  of  diredors  being  at  liberty  to 
make  agreements  for  extra  freight  in  time  of  war  or  preparation  for 
war. — In  cafe  of  a  fhip  beinj,  loft  or  taken  before  the  completion  of  her 
fifth  voyage,  if  the  company  aic  fatisfied  that  the  captain,  or,  in  cafe  of 
his  death,  the  chief  officer,  had  done  his  duty,  they  may  contradl  widi 
the  owners  for  a  fimilar  fiiip,  to  be  employed  during  fix  voyages  on  the 
fame  terms,  and  to  be  commanded  by  the  fame  captain,  or,  failing  him, 
by  the  former  chief  officer. — In  cafes  of  exigency  the  company,  or  their 
fervants  abroad,  may  hire  fliips  for  any  particular  fervice Veffels  em- 
ployed as  packets,  and  vefiels  employed  m  the  company's  war  effablifli- 
ment  in  India,  are  not  fubjcded  to  the  regulations  of  this  ad.     [c.  89]

pany's  inclofure  being  declared  legal,  all  veflels  arriving  from  the  Weft-

The  fandion  of  parliament  was  given  to  another  undertaking,  the 
very  reverie  v-^f  an  artificial  navigation  to  avoid  an  expenfive  and  tedious 
land  carriage  or  circuitous  water  carriage,  being  an  artificial  fubaqueous 
land  conveyance,  infiead  of  a  cheap  and  dired  natural  water  carriage. 
A  number  of  gentlemen,  being  perluaded  that  a  tunnel,  or  road  pafl'able 
for  cattle  and  carriages,  under  the  Thames  between  Gravelend  and  Til- 
bury, muft  be  of  great  advantage  to  the  kingdom,  and  efpecially  to  the 
counties  of  Kent  and  Eflex,  fublcribed  for  making  fiich  a  one.  They 
arc  incorporated  by  the  name  of  The  company  of  proprietors  of  the  tunnel 
under  the  River  Thamei.  Their  capital  is  /^30,ooo,  with  power  to  in- 
creafe  it  to  /^50,coo.  They  are  authorized  to  levy  tolls,  from  2^  for 
a  foot  paflenger  to  ic/"for  a  carriage  with  four  wheels ;  and  they  are  to 
receive /?iooo  a-year  from  the  treafury  as  payment  for  the  paflage  of 
all  troops  and  military  ftores.  They  are  bound  to  have  their  tunnel  at 
all  times  fufficiently  lighted  with  lamps,  and  alfo  to  pay  ^^80  annually 
to  the  king  as  compenfation  for  his  ferry,  and  £z'^to  the  corporation  of 
Gravelend  for  theirs,  both  ferries  being  henceforth  vefted  in  the  com- 
pany.    [Local  a^s,  c.  Ixxiii] 

The  king  was  empowered  to  give  a  charter  to  a  new  company,  to  be 
incorporated  under  the  firm  of  The  Globe  infurance  company,  who  propofe 
to  make  infurances  on  lives,  and  againll  lois  by  fire ;  to  buy  or  fell  an- 
nuities for  lives,  or  on  furvivorfiiip  ;  to  grant  fums  payable  at  future 
periods,  either  at  home  or  abroad  ;  to  receive  depofits  ;  to  adl  as  treaf- 
urers  for  benefit  focieties  and  other  benevolent  inftitutions ;  to  make 
provifion  for  clergymen  and  their  widows  and  children  ;  and  to  receive 
depofits  from  members  of  the  induftrious  clafTes  of  fociety  and  others, 
payable  at  a  period  of  not  lefs  than  fix  months.  Their  capital  is  declared 
to  be  from  /,'500,ooo  to  ^^i  ,ooo,coo.  [Local aBs,  c.  Ixxxiii]  This  com- 
pany confifts  of  near  900  proprietors  ;  and  their  capital  is  one  million. 

In  the  courfe  of  this  lefiion  ac^s  were  paflTed  for  repairing  the  piers, 
and  improving  the  harbours,  at  Margate,  Brixham  quay  In  Devon-fliire, 

Leith,  and  Grimfiiy  : feveral  ads,  formerly  pafled,   for  canals  were 

amended  ;  and  the  barons  of  exchequer  in  Scotland  were  authorized  to 
lend  a  part  of  the  money,  repaid  by  the  proprietors  of  the  Forth-and- 
Clyde  canal,  to  thole  of  the  Crinan  canal  :  and  a  great  number  of  ads 
for  improving  cities  and  towns,  roads,  and  bridges,  were  alio  palfed.

boured. Tlie  importation  was  lb  very  much  beyond  the  demand,  which 
for  foreign  countries  was  leflened  by  the  convulfed  ftate  of  Europe,  by 
tht;  bankruptcies  in  Hamburgh,  the  principal  market  on  ihc  continent, 
and  by  the  operation  of  the  lute  ad  for  diminiftiing  the  drawback,  that 
it  was  impollible  to  fell  at  any  price  not  abfolutely  ruinous ;  and  many 
of  the  importers  were  rendered  unable  to  advance  the  duty  payable 
upon  land'ng,  notwithftanding,  that  the  bank  gave  the  moft  liberal  ac- 
comodation by  enlarging  their  dilcounts — The  parliament  thtrctor 
enaded,  that,  till  the  1"  of  April  1800,  Britifli-plantation  fugar  might 
be  lodged  in  warehoufes,  to  be  appointed  by  the  commillioners  of  the 
cuftoms,  under  the  joint  locks  of  his  Majcfty  and  the  importers,  on  givuig 
bond  for  the  duties,  payable  upon  taking  out  the  fugars,  or,  at  fartheft, 
in  iix  months  after  date  ;  failing  which,  the  comniifljoners  of  the  cuf- 
toms are  authorized  to  fell  them  by  audion.  They  alfo  allowed  the 
whole  of  the  dniwbacks  granted  by  former  ads  on  the  exportation  of 
fugar,  and  permitted  fugar  imported  by  the  ilaft-India  company  to  be 
exported,  without  payment  of  the  duty  impofed  in  the  preceding  feftjon, 
till  the  5'"  of  January  1800,  and  further  till  the  5'"  of  May,  if  the  price 
of  fugar,  including  the  duty,  on  an  average  of  fix  preceding  weeks  be 
under  7o/"pcr  hundredweight,     [c.  12] 

In  September  three  French  frigates  of  32,  40,  and  44,  guns,  having 
onboard  1000  foldiers,  and  attended  by  gun-boats,  went  upon  the  coaft 
of  Africa,  where  they  took  fix  fliips  belonging  to  Liverpool,  carrying 
from  16  to  26  guns,  and  a  velFel  heionging  to  Barbados,  together  with 
fcveral  veflels  belonging  to  Portugal  and  the  United  ftates  of  America. 
As  fome  compeniation  for  fuch  a  fweeping  capture,  two  Spanilh  frigates, 
with  near  three  millions  of  dollars  and  valuable  cargoes  onboard,  were 
taken  in  October  by  a  fquadron  of  Eriiifti  ftiips  of  war. 

The  Greenland  whale  fiftiery  was  uncommonly  fuccefsful  this  year. 
The  Hull  ftiips,  in  particular,  caught  a  prodigious  number  of  whales 
and  feals,  and  alio  fome  bears  and  fea  unicorns.  Nor  was  the  unufual 
abundance  of  whales  confined  to  the  Greenland  feas  :  about  200  fmall 
ones,  from  8  to  20  feet  long,  ran  themielves  aground  at  Trefta  found  in 
Fetlar,  one  of  the  Shetland  iflands,  and  afforded  a  good  prize  to  the 
natives. 

The  herring  fiihery  on  the  coaft  of  Sweden,  which  for  a  confiderable 
number  of  years  had  been  remarkably  abundant,  was  fo  very  fcanty 
this  year,  that  the  exportation  of  herrings  was  prohibited  till  November 
1 800  :  and  the  (upply  being  found  infufficient  for  the  home  confump- 
tion  of  the  Swedes,  they  even  imported  fome  from  Scotland.

VII)  The  intereft  of  the  national  debt  incurred  in  cither  kingdom  be- 
fore the  union,  and  the  finking  fund  for  the  redemption  of  it,  are  to 
be  provided  for  by  each  kingdom  feparately.  For  the  future  expenditure 
of  the  united  kingdom.  Great  Britain  fhall  provide  fifteen  feventeenth 
parts,  and  Ireland  two,  till  the  firft  of  January  1821,  after  which  the 
expenditure,  except  that  attending  the  feparate  debt  of  each  kingdom, 
fliall  be  defrayed  in  fuch  portions  as  fliall  be  directed  by  parliament 
from  time  to  tin.e.  The  debts  to  be  contracted  in  future  fhall  be  on 
the  joint  account  of  the  united  kingdom,  and  be  provided  for  in  the 
proportion  of  the  contribution  of  each  country,  fubjedt,  however,  to 
the  modification  of  parliament.  For  twenty  years  after  the  union,  a 
fum  equal  to  what  has  been  granted  by  the  parliament  of  Ireland,  on 
an  average  of  the  fix  years  preceding  1"  January  1 800,  for  the  encourage- 
ment of  agriculture  and  manuflidures,  or  the  fupport  of  pious  and 
charitable  inflitutions,  in  Ireland,  fhall  be  allowed  by  the  united  par- 
liament for  fuch  local  purpoies  in  Ireland. 

VIII)  All  laws  in  force,  and  all  courts  of  judicature  eftablilhed,  in  either 
kingdom  at  the  time  of  the  union,  fliall  remain,  fubjedt,  however,  to 
fuch  alterations  as  the  united  parliament  may  dired.  There  fhall  re- 
main in  Ireland  an  inftance  court  of  admiralty,  from  which  an  apieal 
may  be  made  to  the  court  of  chancery  in  Ireland.  Any  laws  of  Ireland 
contrary  to  the  provifions  of  the  ad  of  union  ceale  to  have  etfed.  [c.  67] 

The  arguments  adduced  in  both  parliaments,  for  and  againll  the  con- 
fequences  to  be  expeded  from  the  union,  were  very  flrong,  and  very 
zcaloufly  urged  by  men  of  the  greateft  abilities.  It  remains  for  time  to 
determine,  wheiher  the  meafure  will,  or  will  not,  be  conducive. to  the 
happinels  of  both  countries.  It  may,  however,  be  oblerved,  that,  if 
the  Britifli  empne  fliall  be  blefTed  with  a  peace  of  any  confiderable  dur- 
ation after  the  termination  of  the  prelent  calamitous  war,  and  the  prin-

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Guernfey,  Jerfey,  and  Alderney,  having  expired,  the  permifnon  to  im- 
port them  in  Britifh  veflels,  fi,.  fale  or  private  ufe,  on  paying  the  legal 
duties,  was  renewed  without  any  Hmitation  of  time.     [c.  83] 

The  ad  of  the  preceding  feflion,  c.  100,  for  the  encouragement  of 
the  Briiifh  fiflicries,  was  continued  in  force  till  the  5'"  of  April  i8or. 
And  the  bounty  of  one  fhilling,  payable  on  every  barrel  ot  herrings 
landed  from  any  boat  not  entitled  to  the  tunnage  bounty,  was  declared 
payable  to  the  filliers  and  curers  of  fi(h  refiding  in  the  ifland  of  Mann. 
[c.  85] 

The  eftabliHiment  of  the  marine  police  office,  which  took  place  in 
July  1798  through  the  patriotic  and  benevolent  exertions  of  Mr.  Col- 
quhoun,  and  under  the  fandion  of  the  executive  government,  was  now 
confirmed  by  parliament,  under  the  name  of  'fbe  Tbames  police  office. 
Provifion  was  made  lor  the  juftices,  and  the  clerl.s,  officers,  and  people, 
belonging  to  the  eftablifliment,  the  whole  expenfe  being  limited  to 
/"S.ooo  a-year.  And  punifliments  were  appointed  for  the  various  dalles 
of  depredators,     [c.  87] 

The  abufes  which  had  crept  into  the  important  manufadure  of  cot- 
ton goods,  to  the  great  opprefllon  of  the  perfons  employed,  and  great 
injury  of  the  trade,  induced  the  parliament  to  dired,  that  every  differ- 
ence between  the  mafters  and  the  workmen  in  the  cotton  manufadure 
in  England,  refpeding  wages,  damaged  goods,  delays,  &c.  fliall  be  de- 
cided by  arbitrators  chofen  by  both  parties,  who  are  empowered  to  lum- 
mon  witnefles,  and  to  determine  the  points  in  difpute  within  three 
days ;  failing  which,  they  are  to  ftate  the  points  in  difference  to  the 
nearefl  juflice  of  peace,  who,  within  the  next  three  days,  (hall  give  ? 
final  award,  unlefs  the  parties  concur  in  requefting  an  extenfion  of  the 
time.  Any  mafter  or  workman,  refudng  to  appoint  an  arbitrator,  or 
to  fubmit  to  the  award,  (hall  forfeit  ten  pounds  to  the  party  complying 
with  the  regulations  of  this  ad,  or  be  imprifoned  for  at  leaft  two  monihs. 
[c.  90] 

During  the  diftrefs  occafioned  by  a  fcarcity  of  com,  a  number  of 
benevolent  gentlemen  had  formed  a  company,  whofe  objed  was  to 
eftabliih  a  manufadory  of  flour,  meal,  and  bread,  to  be  fold  out  at  rea- 
fonable  prices.  They  weie  incorporated  by  parliament,  and  empower- 
ed to  fubfcribe  a  joint  capital,  not  exceeding  £120,000  in  fhares  of;^25 
each,  their  profits  being  limited  to  ten  per  cent,  and  the  furplus,  if  any, 
being  at  the  difpofal  of  parliament.  The  company  were  limited  to  fell 
only  120,000  facks  (280  pounds  each)  of  flour  or  meal  in  a  year,  to 
make  only  200  facks  into  bread  in  a  week,  and  to  fell  not  more  than 
1,000  quarters  of  wheat  in  any  one  week.  The  managers  of  the  com- 
pany were  prohibited  from  dealing  in  corn,  flour,  or  bread,  for  their 
own  private  account.  The  king,  by  an  order  in  council,  may  diflblve 
the  company  on  fix  months  notice,     [c.  97]

In  confideration  of  thefc  duties,  veflels  are  entitled  to  room  in  the 
docks  for  fix  weeks,  after  which  they  muft  pay  for  two  weeks  more  one 
farthing,  and  thereafter  one  halfpenny,  per  tun,  every  week.  The  dock- 
mafter  may,  however,  order  any  hght  vcflel  out  of  the  docks  on  giving 
five  days  notice  to  the  owners.  ' 

The  company  are  alfo  entitled  to  receive  the  fame  rates  for  merch- 
andize landed  or  fliipped  within  their  premifes,  which  have  been  paid 
in  the  port  of  London  during  the  year  1798  for  landing,  loading,  and 
houfing,  or  for  (liipping. 

For  twenty  years  after  the  docks  are  completed,  all  veflels  loaded  with 
tobacco,  rice  not  the  produce  of  the  Eaft  or  Weft  Indies,  wine  or  brandy, 
not  the  produce  of  the  Eaft  or  Weft  Indies,  {hall  land  their  cargoes  on 
the  quays  or  wharfs  belonging  to  the  London  docks,  on  penalty  of  for- 
feiture and  fine  ;  and  there  the  duties  ftiall  be  afcertained.  But  veflels, 
having  not  more  than  20  pipes  of  wine,  or  100  barrels  of  rice,  may  dif- 
charge  at  any  other  place  ;  and  efl'els  bringing  fruit  may  unload  it, 
before  they  enter  into  the  docks  to  difcharge  their  wine,  brandy,  &c. 

The  lords  of  the  admiralty  are  empowered  to  purchafe  the  legal  quays 
between  London  bridge  aad  the  Tower,  with  their  warehoufes  and  other 
appendages,  at  prices,  either  agreed  with  the  proprietors,  or  fettled  by 
juries.

The  numbers  in  this  account  are  chaldrons  of  NewcaXlle  meafurc, 
each  one  of  which  is  nearly  equal  to  two  chaldrons  of  London  meafure. 

A  committee  of  the  houfc  of  commons,  '  appointed  to  confider  of 
'  fuch  further  meafurcs  as  may  be  neceflary  for  rendering  more  com- 
'  modious.and  for  better  regulating,  the  port  of  London,'  after  having 
made  the  neceflary  inquiries  rcfpeding  tlic  nature  of  the  bed  of  the 
river,  the  height  of  the  marts  of  veflels,  &c.  and  confidered  the  in- 
formation obtained  from  a  great  number  of  profcflional  gentlemen  in  a 
variety  of  departments,  were  of  opinion,  that  the  navigation  of  the 
river  is  much  injured  by  the  impetuous  rufh  of  the  water  through  the 
numerous  arches  of  Londgn  bridge,  which  was  built  ^yhen  the  city 
had  almofl:  no  fliipping,  and  by  the  fhoals  which  have  accumulated 
from  the  mafles  of  materials  employed  from  time  to  time  to  ftrengtheu 
the  bridge.  They  therefor  advifed,  that,  for  the  improvement  and  ac- 
comodation of  the  port  of  London,  a  new  bridge,  to  be  conflruded  of 
iron,  having  the  center  arch  at  leafl  fixty-five  feet  above  the  furface  of 
the  river  at  high  water,  which  will  allow  veflels,  not  exceeding  200  tuns 
burthen,  to  pafs  under  it  by  ftriking  their  topgallant  mafls  or  topmafts, 
may  be  eredied,  whereby  that  part  of  the  river  which  is  between  Lon- 
don bridge  and  Blackfriars  bridge  will  be  added  to  the  harbour; — 
that  the  mofl;  convenient  fituation  for  the  bridge  is  immediately  above 
,S'.  Saviour's  church  in  Southwark,  and  thence  in  a  line  pointing  to  the 
Royal  exchange  ;— that  the  flioals  between  the  Tower  and  Blackfriars 
bridge  ought  to  be  removed  ; — and  that  the  river  ought  to  be  embank- 
ed on  a  regular  plan  from  the  Tower  to  Blackfriars  bridge,  and  wharfs 
with  warchoufes  formed  on  the  embankments.

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ing,  rather  prematurely,  conceived  the  trade  by  private  (hips  to  be  per- 
manently eftabli{hcd,  and  confequently  entered  largely  into  (hjpbuild- 
ing  and  fpeculations  connei^ed  with  it,  they  now  (December  1797) 
avo-.ved  tbfir  great  objedi'  to  be  the  employment  of  their  own  /hips,  that  they 
might  have  the  profit  of  freight,  and  the  opportunity  of  ferving  their  friends. 
In  March  1798  the  merchants  of  Calcutta  having  reprefemcd  that  5,000 
tuns  of  Ihipping,  fome  of  which  were  newly  built,  in  hopes  of  the  per- 
mijfton  granted  in  1 795  being  continued,  were  then  laid  up,  they  were  al- 
lowed to  fend  them  to  Lotidon,  loaded  with  cotton  from  Bombay,  and 
to  regulate  the  terms  of  freight,  time  of  failint»  &c.  as  the  owners  and 
fhippers  might  agree.  In  July  1798  they  addreffed  Lord  Morniiigton, 
then  newly  arrived  zz  ^overnor-,^cncral,  requefting  a  gcjneral  permillion 
for  veflels  built  in  Britifh  India  ;o  navigate  to  liOndon  ;  and,  as  there 
was  not  then  a  fufficicnt  qy^niity  of  European  Ihipping  in  the  port, 
their  fliips  were  hired  for  the  company,  and,  re-let,  without  profit,  to 
their  owners,  to  be  wholely  loaded  under  their  own  direction.  In  the 
feafon  1799-1800  the  country  fhips  were  alfo  taken  up  in  the  fame  man- 
ner, except  that,  by  an  order  from  the  diredors,  permiflion  was  impar- 
tially given  to  every  qualified  perfon  to  fend  goods  by  them,  in  order 
to  place  the  other  merchants  in  as  good  a  fituation  with  refpedl  to  the 
conveyance  of  their  goods  as  the  owners  of  veflels.

In  March  1799  the  merchants  of  London,  conneded  with  the  free 
merchants  in  India,  requefted  the  Eaft-India  company  to grar,*  ''rcHities 
to  the  commerce  of  the  Britifh  traders  in  India  :  but  neither  th  ait  of 

the  conceflions  expeded,  the  quantity  of  (hipping  required,  nor  the. 
nature  of  it,  were  fpccified.  The  diredors  thereupon  defired  that  the 
nature  of  the  demand  Ihould  be  fpccified:  but  nothing  further  was  done 
till  feveral  months  after. 

Some  other  merchants  of  London,  thinking  they  had  as  good  a  right 
to  a  participation  of  the  Indiii  trade,  alfo  put  in  a  claim  for  a  permilfion 
to  employ  their  own  velTels  in  trading  between  India  and  London.  But 
this  demand  was  not  very  much  infilled  upon.

with  the  poncffion  of  cxclufive  privlkges,  as  a  violent  invpfiou  of  their 
chartered  rights  and  the  very  cflence  of  their  raonopoJy,  for  the  enjoy- 
ment of  which  very  great  funns  have  been  advanced,  and  art  annually 
paid,  to  the  flate.  A  confirmation  of  the  privileges,  now  denanded,  us 
a  matter  of  right,  would,  in  their  opinion,  create  a  new  affciation  of 
merchants,  of  the  kind  called  a  regulated  company,  '.yho  would  cugrc^fii 
the  grcateft  part  of  the  India  trade  16  themfelves  und  thofe  wlioju  they 
fhould  chufc  to  fhclter  under  their  wings  as  partners  or  agents;  for  no 
perfon  could  purchafe  an  intereft  in  their  trade,  as  any  one  m.jy  do  iu 
that  of  ajoint-ftock  company.  This  new  company,  confifting  of  peiv 
fons  fupportcd  and  proteded  by  the  prefcnt  comjany,  while  they  take 
to  themfelves  all  the  benefits  of  the  dear-bought  privileges  of  thq  prer 
fcnt  company,  whofe  emoluments  as  individuals  are  reftricled  to  about 
five  per  cent  on  the  money  paid  for  their  ftock,  propofe  to  leave  them 
all  the  burthens  in  Ij>dia  and  in  England,  including  the  annual  payment 
to  government  of  a  fum  greater  than  the  reve:iue  of  fome  fovereign 
princes.  And,  as  the  conftitution  of  the  prefeht  company  admits  all 
perfons  to  be  purchafers  of  their  flock,  the  pawners  and  agents  of  the 
new  company  may  in  time  acquire  fuch  a  preponderance,  as  proprietors 
of  ftock  and  directors,  as  to  render  the  prcfent  company  merely  an  en- 
gine for  the  promotion  of  their  own  intereft,  or  reduce  them  to  the 
ftate  of  a  corporation  trading  to  India  in  competition  with  others ;  pre- 
cifely  the  condition  they  would  be  in,  if  the  Icgiflature  were  to  refufc 
to  renew  their  exclufive  privilege.  Nor  woud  the  ruin  of  the  com- 
pany be  the  only  evil  flowing  from  this  fyfteii.  The  unlimited  tranf- 
milfion  of  capital  from  this  country,  if  it  fhoald  not  be  checked  by  the 
ruin  of  the  adventurers,  might  carry  the  ciitivation  and  manufadlurt- 
of  exportable  goods  to  fuch  a  height  as  woild  greatly  exceed  the  con- 
fumption  of  all  Europe,  and  ruin  the  Weft  indies.  It  would  introduce 
colonial  refidence,  and  a  fyftem  of  trade  mtirely  colonial,  and  utterly- 
fubverfive  of  the  beneficial  fyftem  which  las  hitlierto  kept  our  Indian 
territories  conneded  with  Great  Britain. 

Though  I  do  not  pretend  to  form  aiy  decifive  judgement  upon  fo 
complex  a  fubjed  as  that  of  the  India  private  trade  hae  become,  it  is 
neccflary  here  to  obferve,  that,  when  th;  participation  of  the  trade  by 
tlie  private  merchants  of  India  was  ciwiled  in  the  year  1793,  the  pro- 
fefled  chief  objefts  of  it  were  to  prevert  the  transfer  of  the  fortunes  of 
the  company's  fervants  by  the  mediun  of  commerce  from  going  into 
the  hands  of  foreigners,  and  to  bringthc  Britifh  capital,  clandeftinely 
inverted  in  the  trade  of  foreign  fhips,  within  the  channel  of  legitimate 
Britifht  trade. .  Tt:iere  was  not  then  aiy  iatention,  at  leaft  not  any  avow- 
ed one,  of  efVablifliing  a  fleer  of  ftips,  independent  of  the  company,

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ctoes  ftriped  with  blue  and  white,  woolen  cloths,  glafs,  imitations  of 
coral,  beads,  and  India  goods.  The  trade  from  Tripoli  is  conduded 
chiefly  by  the  merchants  of  Sockna,  alfo  an  intermediate  ftation,  and 
by  a  few  belonging  to  Tripoli  and  Fezzan ;  and  they  import  paper,  falfe 
corals,  fire  arms,  fabres,  knives,  and  a  kind  of  cloth  called  abbes.  The 
caravans  from  the  fouth  and  weft  confift  of  the  merchants  of  Agadez, 
a  diftrid  between  Fezzan  and  the  River  Niger,  who  bring  (laves,  oftrich 
feathers,  zibette  (or  civet),  ikins  of  tigers,  and  gold  in  duft  and  in 
.grains,  to  be  made  into  ornamental  articles  for  the  Negro  country  *. 
The  Tibboes  of  Bilma,  a  country  fouth-eaft  from  Fezzan,  bring  great 
quantities  of  copper  from  Bornoo,  ah  extenlvve  country  lying  fonth 
from  them.  Befides  thefe  principal  caravans,  feveral  fmaller  troops  of 
traders  aflemble  at  Mourzouk  during  the  trading  feafon. 

Mr.  Hovneman's  lateft  communication  to  the  fociety  was  dated  on 
the  6""  of  April  1800  :  and  on  that  day  he  was  to  join  a  caravan  for 
Bournou,  from  which  place  he  propofed  to  proceed  weftward  for  Caflina, 
a  town  near  the  north  bank  of  the  Niger,  and  about  800  miles  to  the 
eaftward  of  the  termination  of  Mr.  Park's  travels.  He  expeded  to  be 
able  in  five  years  (reckoning  from  the  end  of  the  year  1798)  to  give 
the  fociety  more  ample  accounts  of  the  inland  nations  of  Africa,  the 
knowlege  of  which,  the  lociety  are  confident,  '  will  be  of  advantage  to 
*  Great  Britain^  to  Africa,  and  to  the  Wonld.'' 

July The  grand  jundion  canal,  which  completes  the  inland  navigable 

commui  Mtion  of  the  Thames,  the  Severn,  the  Merfea,  and  the  Humber, 
the  foi  principal  rivers  of  England,  with  each-other,  was  opened  in 
June,  'i  ne  company  of  proprietors  having  refolved  to  borrow  ^  100,000 
in  order  to  fupply  Paddington  with  water,  and  execute  fome  other  ad- 
ditions to  the  original  plan,  availed  themfelves  of  the  high  opinion  of 
the  public  refpedling  the  utility,  and  confequently  the  profitablenefs,  of 
their  undertaking,  to  fell  the  right  of  fubfcribing  to  their  loan  by  auc- 
tion. They  divided  the  fum  into  400  lots  of  ^^250  each,  to  be  paid  by 
inftallments  before  the  end  of  September  1803,  which  fliould  entitle 
the  purchafers  to  intereft  at  five  per  cent,  reckoned  from  the  times  of 
advancing  the  money,  and  repayment  on  or  before  the  25'"  of  March 
1 81 2,  with  an  option  of  converting  their  debts  into  canal  ftock,  at  the 
rate  of  ;^250  for  a  (hare  of  jC'oOj  ^"^"i  ^^"^e  before  the  25'"  of  March 
1808.  And,  though  the  company  had  not  yet  obtained  an  ad  for 
charging  this  loan  on  the  tolls  of  the  canal,  and,  in  failure  of  obtaining 
it,  only  engaged  to  return  the  money  advanced  with  intereft  and  the 
premium,  fuch  was  the  eagerncfs  of  the  purchafers,  that  the  lots  fold 
(at  Garraway's  7",  9",  and  n",  of  July)  at  premiums  of  from  /J28  to

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Article  2)  All  mifunderftandings  and  claims  were  referred  to  further 

negotiation. 

3,  4)  Prizes  taken  on  either  fide  (hould  be  reftored,  unlefs  they  were 

loaded  with  contraband  goods  deftined  for  an  enemy's  port :  and  vefFels 

having  commiflions  or  proper  paflports  Ihould  not  be  molefted. 

6)  The  trade  between  the  two  nations  was  declared  to  be  free :  and  the 
mercantile  or  warlike  veflels  of  either  were  to  enjoy  in  the  ports  of  the 
other  all  the  privileges  granted  to  the  moft  favoured  nations. 

7)  The  property  of  the  fubjeds  of  either  ftate,  dying  in  the  territories 
of  the  other,  was  fecured  to  their  heirs,  under  fome  modifications. 

8,  9)  In  cafe  of  war  between  the  contrading  powers,  it  was  ftipulated, 
that  a  period  of  fix  months  (hall  be  allowed  to  the  fubjeds  of  either  to 
reniove  with  their  property  from  the  territories  of  the  other,  and  that 
their  debts,  whether  pubhc  or  private,  fhould  not  be  confifcated. 

10)  Both  nations  may  appoint  commercial  agents  for  the  protedion  of 
trade,  who  (hall  enjoy  all  the  rights  and  prerogatives  enjoyed  by  fiinilar 
agents  of  the  moft  favoured  nations. 

11)  Mutual  freedom  of  trade,  together  with  as  favourable  treatment 
refpeding  duties  and  privileges,  as  is  given  to  the  moft  favoured  nations, 
is  agreed  upon  for  the  French  in  the  territories  of  the  United  ftates, 
and  for  the  citizens  of  the  United  ftates,  in  the  European  territories  of 
France. 

12-15)  The  veflels  of  either  nation  may  freely  and  fecurely  trade  to  and 
from  the  ports  belonging  to  the  enemies  of  the  other,  excepting  thofe 
places  which  are  adually  blockaded,  befieged,  or  invefted.  Free  ftiips 
Ihall  aflure  the  freedom  of  merchandize,  though  belonging  to  the  ene- 
mies of  one  of  the  contrading  parties,  excepting  contraband 'goods,  the 
fpecies  of  which,  confifting  entirely  of  warlike  and  military  ftores,  arc 
enumerated.  But  all  property  belonging  to  the  citizens  of  either  na- 
tion found  onboard  a  veflel  belonging  to  the  enemies  of  the  other,  is 
declared  liable  to  confilcation. 

The  fubfequent  articles  relate  to  the  examination  of  veflels  at  fea, 
detentions,  captures,  privateers,  and  piratt-s.  By  the  laft  article  (27J  it 
is  agreed,  that  neither  of  the  nations  fliall  interfere  with  the  other  in 
the  fiflieries  on  the  coafts  of  Newfoundland  and  America,  and  that  the 
fifliery  of  whales  and  ieals  ftiall  be  free  to  both  nations  in. all  pans  of 
the  world. 

September  5'" — The  French  garrifon  of  La  Valette,  the  capital  of 
Malta,  after  fuftaining  a  blockade  of  two  years,  furrendered  to  the  Brit- 
ifti  forces. 

In  a  (liort  time  Malta  became  the  emporium  of  the  Briiirti  trade  in 
the  Mediterranean,  and  the  refuge  of  the  Britldi  merchants,  whom  the 
ravages  and  convulllons  of  war  drove  from  their  ellablilhments  in 
Naples,  Leghorn,  and  Palermo.  It  is  reported,  that  a  very  brifk  trade 
was  carried  on  in  this  ifland,  and  that  from  it  Britilli  goods  found  their

The  money  in  thefe  accounts  may  be  converted  into  fterling  with 
tolerable  exadnefs  by  allowing  twenty-four  livres  for  one  pound  fterling. 
But,  the  value  being  almoft  entirely  in  round  numbers,  it  may  be  pre- 
fumed  that  much  of  it  is  by  eftimate. 

No  imports  from  Great  Britain  appear.  But  much  of  thefugar,  cof- 
fee, cotton  goods,  &c.  imported  from  Hamburgh,  clafled  under  the  title 
of  Hanfe  towns  or  German  empire,  muft  have  been  circuitoufly  obtain- 
ed from  this  country. 

It  may  be  obferved,  that  Mr.  Necker  dated  the  exports  of  French 
Weft-India  produce,  now  almoft  annihilated,  at  about  three  millions 
fterling,  ^  and  the  whole  exports  at  twelve  millions  and  a  half  fterling, 
only  a  trifle  beyond  the  amount  here  ftated.  Many  other  remarks 
might  be  made  on  thefe  accounts. 

September  14" — The  adive  trading  Dutch  ifland  of  Cura^oa,  with 
all  its  dependencies,  furrendered  to  the  Britifti  arms.  By  the  articles  of 
the  capitulation  a  free  admilfion  was  ftipulated  for  Spanilh  vefliels  bring- 
ing provifions  from  the  Main  for  the  inhabitants.

During  feveral  years  bypaft  the  king  had  kept  a  flock  of  ftieep  of  the 
true  Merino  breed  ;  and  it  was  found  that  the  quality  of  the  wool  was 
nothing  degenerated  in  confequence  of  the  climate  or  pafture  of  this 
country.  The  crofs  of  a  Merino  ram  was  alfo  found  to  increafe  the 
■quantity,  and  improve  the  quality,  of  the  native  fliort-wooled  flieep,  ef- 
pecially  the  South-down,  Hereford,  and  Dcvon-lhire,  breeds.  Thefe 
encouraging  circumftances  induced  his  Majefty  to  procure  a  further 
fupply  of  Spanifli  flieep  from  a  flock  of  an  eftabliflied  reputation  for 
exce"ence  of  wool.  Five  rams  and  thirty-five  ewes  of  the  breed  called 
Negvctti,  which  for  purity  of  blood  and  finenefs  of  wool  are  as  highly 
efteemed  as  any  in  Spain,  were  accordingly  obtained  from  the  marchionefs 
del  Campo  de  Alange  in  the  year  1792,  which,  with  their  defcendents, 
have  been  kept  with  great  care  and  attention  at  Oatlands. 

Though  the  wool  of  all  thefe  ftieep,  the  Merino  as  well  as  the  Neg- 
retti,  wasacknowleged  to  be  equal  to  any  imported  Spanilh  wool,  yet,  the 
raanufadurers,  apprehending  that  it  mufl:  degenerate  in  this  country, 
were  unvi'illing  to  offer  any  price  for  it.  Therefor,  that  the  objed,

There  are  many  other  fabrics  of  cotton,  of  which  it  seems  impossible 
to  make  any  estimate. 

The  annual  exports  of  British  cotton  manufactures  from  all  the 
ports  of  Great  Britain,  on  the  average  of  three  years,  1797-1799.  was      4,175,236 

I  apprehend  thefe  ftatements,  and  eftimates,  or  conjedures,  conftitute 
all  the  attainable  materials  for  iliuftrating  the  ftate  of  this  great  and  im- 
portant manufadure  :  and,  after  ufing  every  endeavour  to  obtain  a  more 
fatisfadory  account,  I  muft  adopt  the  opinion,  conveyed  to  me  in  a  let- 
ter from  a  gentleman,  who  is  at  the  head  of  fome  of  the  greateft  manu- 
faduring  eftablifliments  in  the  kingdom,  that  the  objed  is  beyond  the 
reach  of  individual  inveftigation,  and,  unlefs  government  fhall  order  an 
inquiry,  it  can  only  be  eftimated  by  the  importation  of  cotton,  which 

is  for  the  moft  part  manufadured  at  home The  quantity  of  cotton  of 

all  kinds,  imported  during  the  year  1 800,  in  England  was  42,806,507 
pounds,  in  Scotland  I3,204,22«;,  total  56.010,732  pounds. 

Perhaps  the  manufadure  in  Scotland,  as  being  in  a  narrower  field,  is 
more  within  the  reach  of  individual  obfervation  than  that  of  England.

ABBOTBBVRKVt  fDorf.  £.J  a  town  Ctuated  «t 
the  head  of  the  ifthmus,  or  bank,  which  connefts 
Portland  ffland  (ar  it  is  called)  with  the  main  land, 
has  3  manufadhire  ot  cotton  (lockings  ;  and  many  of 
the  inhabitants  are  employed  in  firtiing. 

Aberavon,  fGlam.  IV.)  a  town  near  the  mouth 
of  the  Avon,  has  fome  iron  works,  and  a  harbour 
for  fmall  vefTels. 

Aberbrothock,  or  Arbroath,  (Forf.  S.J_» 
profperous  town,  containing  above  5,000  inhabit- 
ants, employed  in  manufad^uring  fail-cloth,  ofna- 
burg,  brown  linen  for  coach-makers,  and  upliolfter- 
rrs,  calicoes,  and  thread,  and  in  fpinning  cotton. 
Then;  is  a  fmall  made  harbour.  Some  veflels  be- 
longing to  the  town  import  flax  and  hemp  from 
Ruflia,  and  wood  and  iron  from  Norway  and  Swe- 
den. Before  tlie  abolition  of  the  duty  on  fea-born 
coal  this  port,  being  the  nearcft  to  the  Red  head, 
the  ne p/uj  ultra  of  duty-free  coal,  drove  a  confider- 
hblc  trade  in  that  neceflary  article  for  the  fupply 
of  the  ailjacei  t  country. 

Aderconway,  (Cain.  IV.)  a  townfituated  near 
ilie  mouth  of  the  River  Conway,  which  's  navigable 
!)y  large  veffels.  Some  t  imbcr,  and  bark,  and  a  little 
I  orn,  are  fliippcd  fiom  the  harbour.  The  trade  has 
formerly  been  more  conliderable  than  it  is  now. 

Aberdkf.n,   the  capital  of  the   cxtenfive  (hire 
wliich  takes  its  name,  confiils  of  the  cities  of  Aher- 
don  or  Old  Aberdeen  at  tbe  mouth  of  the  River 
Uon,  and  New  Aberdeen  at  the  mouth  of  the  River 
Dee,   which,  by  increafe  of  buildings  are   nearly 
r.'.iited,  alnioft  like  London  and  Wcftminftcr.    The 
lioufcs  are  well  built,  and  contain  about   24,000 
inhabitants.     The  mouth  of  the  River  Dee  is  the 
I, arbour,  in  which  there  is  ^'ater  for  velTcls  of  10 
feet  draught  at  the  upper  part,  and  from  I  S  to  2  I 
at  the  entrance,  the  bar  being  removed  by  a  pier 
!)uilt  in  the  year  1 775.     The  principal  maiiufafture 
has  long  been  knitted  (lockings,  in  which  the  w.>- 
men,  and  alio  many  men  and  boys,  in  all  the  adja- 
cent country,  arc  employed.     The  value  is  elUmat- 
cd  above  «£ioc,ooo  annually,  whereof  about  two 
thirds  go  to  Holland  and  Cermany.and  the  red  to 
England,   Tortngal,  and  America.     A  great  deal 
ill  linen  yarn   is   Ipun  in   Aberdeen   and  the   ueigh- 
liouriiig  country,  uioll  of  which   ia  fcnt  to  Perth, 
DiMifennlinc,  and  tilafgow.     Brown  llieeting,  of- 
naburg,  ai..l  fail  cloth,  arc  made  here,  and  likely  to 
incvcai'e.     White  and  coUnired  threads,  articles  in 
which  the  Scots  are  thought  to  excel],  are  in»dc  to 
w  larger  extent  in  Aberdeen  than  ;ii  any  other  place, 
knd  .ire  almull  all  fent  to  London.     Coarle  woolen 
.;utr;-,  culled  plaidin^js  and  tingrums,  have  long  been 
made  by  the  farmers  and  cottagers  near  Aberdeen 
from  the  wool  of  their  own  (heep,  and  fent  moUly 
!o  Ilun-.burgh  :   but  this  trade  has  declined,  in  con- 
ieq  KHce  cf  fcvftrdieep  being  now  kept  by  th«  iarm- 
ti».     Wool  13  now  cliiedy  brought,  proper'y  forl- 


ei,  from  London  and  Newcaftl;,  combed  and  fpun 
in  the  city  and  adjacent  country,  and  delivered  to 
the  knitters  by  agents  in  various  parts  of  the  coun- 
try. A  good  deal  of  the  wool  is  fpnn  upon  jen- 
nies for  making  cloth,  dufHe,  ferges,  and  fome  other 
ftuffs  for  home  confumption,  and  alfo  for  Londoii 
and  America.  Works  have  been  ellablilhed  for 
fpinning  cotton,  weaving  and  printing  calicoe*,  4c. 
The  breweries  of  Aberdeen  are  famous,  and  much 
of  their  ale  is  (hipped  for  London  and  foreign 
countries.  The  fi(he;  y  for  falmon  in  the  two  rivers, 
and  in  the  fea,  is  a  very  confidcrable  objecl.  About 
two  thirds  of  the  fi(h  are  fent  to  London,  and  the 
rell  are  cured,  and  exported  to  France  and  Flanders, 
where  the  Aberdeen  fiih  ftill  preferve  their  antient 
reputation.  .Some  cod  are  alfo  exported.  Great 
quantities  of  (tones,  formed  for  paving,  and  fome 
alfo  for  building,  arc  (hipped  for  London.  The 
advancing  profperity  of  Aberdeen  appears  by  an 
aft  in  the  year  1800  for  erefting  two  new  ftreets. 
And  its  profperity  is  a  blelTuig  to  all  the  country 
around  to  a  confidcrable  didancc,  particularly  as  the 
manufaftures  alford  employment  to  many  thoufandtr 
of  women. 

Aberdour,  (Fife,  S.)  a  fmall  town  with  a  fafe 
harbour  ou  the  Forth,  to  which  there  belong  a  few 
fmall  veflels.  Some  bed  ticks  and  coarfe  linens  arc 
made  here. 

Abergavenny,  ( Manm,  E.)  a  large  town  on 
the  U(k,  between  the  mouths  of  two  fmallerftreams, 
is  the  market  for  the  Wel(h  flannels  made  in  all  the 
furrounding  country.  Near  it  there  is  plenty  of 
coal,  lime,  and  iron  ore. 

Aberhethy,  (Elg.  S.)  an  inland  village  on  t'le 
River  Spey.  There  are  l»erc  four  faw-mills  fr, 
converting  into  planks  and  boards  the  excellent  nr, 
oak,  and  birch,  of  the  adjacent  mountains,  belong- 
ing to  the  duke  of  Gordon,  Sir  James  Grant,  Ro- 
thimurchus,  and  Macintolh,  which  for  many  age-i 
had  flouri(l\ed  and  jierKhcd,  ufelefs  to  tlic  proprie- 
tors and  the  community.  Logs,  planks,  boards, 
mails  (fome  60  feet'ong),  yards,  fliip  timbers,  otc. 
are  floated  down  the  river  to  Speymoutli.  See 
Speymovth. 

AiiF.RTHAW,  (GUm,  IV.)  a  fmall  town  on  hotli 
fides  of  the  moulli  of  the  Thaw,  has  fome  coallliig 
trade  with  Briilol  for  the  accommodation  of  the  ad- 
jacent country. 

Abkrvstwi Til,  (CiiiJ.  W.)  a  town  on  the 
banks  of  the  Ridiol  near  its  mouth,  and  near  where 
the  Yllwlth  alio  falls  into  the  fea,  has  an  indilTerent 
harbour,  fuppofed  to  have  been  better  in  former 
iiges  ♦.  It  is  clofe  Ujion  one  of  the  bell  filliiug 
(lations  on  the  V\'ellh  coall,  .ind  has  Come  trnde 
with  Ireland,  and  along  the  coa(l,  in  limber,  baik, 
firti,  filh  oil,  and  lead  ore,  which  has  iiiereafed  of 
late  yc.irs  ;  and  confequcntly  the  harbour  has  been 
inipruvcj. 


»  From  the  name  of  ;hc  town,  figiiifjiiijj  the  nioutli  of  the  YAwitli,  and  .ilfu  from  thr  apptarancc  of  the  ground,  llure 
iifome  rcafon  to  believe  that  that  river  forimrly  carried  its  waters  to  the  town,  and  that  the  united  ttrcam  of  the  two  rivers 
hat  had  a  iivfficient  boHy  of  water  to  nuke  a  good  harbour  and  fcour  out  the  bar.  » 
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ASiMGDON,  the  capital  of  ncrk-rtiire,  litiiated 
»ipon  the  Thames  by  the  navigation  of  which  it 
has  a  confidcruhk  Iradf  in  fcndini;  corn  and  malt  to 
London. 

Amlphi  cotton  works,  (Ptrlh,  S.J  litnatcd  on 
the  River  'I'eitli,  the  vtatcr  of  which  drives  the 
machinery,  have  llie  rcpntation  of  producing  the 
finilk  cotton  yarn  nmdc  in  Scotland,  and  employ 
tiboid  700  j)cople,  for  whofc  accommodation  a  vil- 
lage hau  been  huilt  on  the  fouth  fide  of  the  river. 

AiHTH,  CStirl.  S.J  a  town  with  »  fmall  harbour, 
I  cretk  of  Alloa,  on  the  fouth  (hore  of  the  Koitli. 
It  has  eight  vcfftls,  employed  chiefly  in  conlh'ng, 
and  fome  of  them  make  voyages  to  the  Baltic. 

Ai-DHiiRGH,  (Suff.E.J  a  port  town,  much  fallen 
olT  from  its  former  profperity.  It  has  a  plentiful 
fifhery,  and  fome  coalHng  trade. 

Alencester,  corrupted  to  Alcester,  (War. 
E.J  an  antient  town  with  a  manufafture  of  needled. 
Alloa,  (Clac.  S.J  a  large  and  profperou*  town, 
lias  a  good  harbour  on  tlie  north  fide  of  the  Forth, 
with   17,  and  fometimes  22,  feet  water  in  fpring 
tides,  the  rife  here,  though  fo  iw  up  the  river, 
!.fy'»g  greater  than  at  L  ith.     By  means  of  dams, 
a  fmall  river  is  made  to  drive  feveu  mills,  and  oc- 
cafionally  fcour  out  the  harbour,  which  has  a  fub- 
flantial  quay,  and  an  excellent  dry  dock,  capable  of 
receiving  a  fliip  of  40  g\nis.     There  is  coal  here  of 
a  fuperior  quality,  which  has  created  a  very  briflc 
foreign  and  coafting  trade,  and  given  birth  to  a 
thriving  glafi-work,  and  iron  works  in  a  variety  of 
branches.     A  manufafture  of  camlets  was  long  ago 
ellablifhed  :  but,  as  the  makers  never  got  into  the 
proper  way  of  finifhing  them  off,  that  trade  has  de- 
clined.    Serges  and  iome  other  coarfe  woolen  ftuffj 
are  made,  but  in  fmaller  quantities  than  formerly. 
I'he  wool  is  now  better  employed  in  making  cloth, 
for  which  manufafture  Enjrlirfi  and  Spaniih  wools 
are  alfo  procured  ;  and  the  mhabitants  of  the  adja- 
cent   country  find    beneficial    employment    by  it. 
The  mudin  manufaifture  has  been  introduced  from 
Giafgow.     There  are  alfo  rope-works,  and  other 
branches  of  bufinefs  connected  with  (hipping.    The 
dillill.ry  of  this  place  was  fome  time  ago  very  great. 
Its  decline  needs  not  be  regretted. 

Aln  EMouTH,  corrupted  to  AYLMorTH,^MirM. 
nmh.  E.J  a  town  at  the  mouth  of  the  River  Alnt. 
which  makes  a  haibour  for  fome  veffels  employed 
in  coading. 

Alrewas,  (Staff.  E.J  a  village  with  a  cotton 
manufcaure,  eftablifhed  in  the  ycnr  1795  by 
Meflicurs  Dickins  and  Finloe  of  Burton  upon 
'IVeijt. 

Alva,  (St'irl  S.J  a  village  with  a  manufafture 
ot  blankets,  and  fcrges  of  tlie  kind  denominated 
from  the  neighbouring  village  of  nilycoultry.  In 
the  beginning  of  the  eighteenth  century  a  mine  was 
wrought  in  the  adjacent  groivid.  which,  after  yield- 
ing filvcr  to  the  value  of  forty  or  fifty  thoufand 
pounds  ftcrling,  was  given  np.  bout  the  yei. 
1760  the  feardi  for  filvcr  was  refumed,  but,  intlead 


of  It,  cobalt  was  found,  xvhicli  was  wronght  for 
fome  time;  and  then  the  mines  of  Alva  were  tot- 
ally abandoned,  though  the  hills  are  known  to 
contain  filvcr,  lead,  copper,  iron,  and  cobalt. 

Alyth,  (Ptrii,  S.J  a  village  with  about  1,100 
mhabitants,  chiefly  employed  in  making  brown 
linens,  ofnaburg.-and  fail-cloth. 

Amblecot,  (Staff  E  J  a  village  near  Stour- 
bridge, behoved  to  be  the  only  place  in  the  world 
poflefling  the  blue  clay,  of  which  are  made  pots  for 
melting  glais,  or  other  pioceflss  requiring  very 
llrong  dree,  fome  of  which  are  large  enough  to  melt 
^o  cwt  of  glafs.  This  valiia!)k-  clay  lies  about  150 
tfet  under  the  furfacc  of  the  ground  ;  and  is,  not- 
withllandinn;,  a  profitable  article  to  the  proprietor, 
being  fent  from  hence  to  a!l  parts  of  the  world. 

Amluch,  fy/nir.  W,)  near  the  north  point  of 
the  ifland,  from  a  fmall  firtiing  village  has  grown  to 
a  town  of  5,000  inhabitants  who  are  employed  in 
the  various  works  connetted  with  the  veiy  copious 
mi>>e  of  copper,  lead,  filvcr  fulphur  &c.  in  i'aris 
mountain,  difcovered  in  the  vear  i-f,2,  but  not 
properly  known  till  1  76S.  Since  that  time  it  has 
continued  to  enrich  the  proprietor.;,  the  company 
of  mining  adventurers  called  the  '.nglefey  copper 
company,  and  the  neighbouring  country  in  general. 
For  the  accommodation  of  (hipping,  the  company 
-lave  dug  a  bafin  or  dock  out  of  the  folid  rock, 
which,  though  dry  at  low  water,  can  receive  veffeh 
of  about  200  tuns  with  the  Hood  and  has  room  for 
thirty  of  them  to  lay  their  fides  to  the  quays,  while 
takii'g  in  their  cargoes. 

Andover,  (Hump.  E.J  a  large  inland  town, 
with  fome  trade  in  malt,  has  a  communication  with 
btockbridge,  Rumfey,  Southampton,  &c.  by  canal 
navigation. 

Annan,  (Duxf.  S  )  a  fmall  town  at  the  mouth 
ot  the  river  of  the  fame  name,  which  makes  a  liar- 
bour  wherein  the  tide  rifes  16  and  2i  feet  at  high 
water.     There  are  a  few  fmall  veffels  employed  in 
carrying  potatoes,  corn,  freeftone,yarn,  bacon,  &c. 
chiefly  to  I>iverpool,  Ireland,  and  the  Firth  of  Clyde. 
ANSTRUTHERCF//>,5.;confiH3of  twofeparat; 
Uirghs,  divided  by  a  brook,  and  diftinguiflicd  by 
the  addition  of  Eafter  and  Wefter.     Hefore   the 
union  there  was  a  flourifliing  trade,  chiefly  with 
1  ranee,   the  principal  articles  of  which  were  her- 
n.igs,  cod,  and  malt.     The  harbour  admits  (hips 
of  300  tuns  in  fpring  tides.     The  Grcenlii-.H  fifliery 
w?.s  attempted  here,  but  given  up;  and  the  port 
declined  fo  much  that  the  (hipping  in  the  year  « 792 
did  not  exceed   1,100  tuns:   but  in    1800  we  find 
it  fo  far  revived,  that  about  2, 100  belonging  to  the 
port  were  employed  in  coafting  and  foreign  trade. 
'l"he  only  nianufatt;  .-cs  are  linen  made  by  the  fmall 
weavers,  coloured  threads,  and  fome  (hipbuilding. 
Arbroath.      >e  Aberbrothock. 
Ardee,  (Lotvii,  /.)  a  fmall  town  with  a  manu- 
failure  of  brown  linen 

Ardnaree,  (Sligo,  /J  a  neat  town,  with  a  bri/k 
trade  in  liaen,  fur  wliith  there  is  a  weekly  market. 
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An  It..  A,  (Leil.  I.)  A  village  with  gi«»t  «l)Uml- 
niicc  of  iron  ore  snd  ohhI  In  its  ncijjhbouiliooil. 
'riicic  »re  con  tide  r»l)l»  iron-works,  willi  •  vcty 
iomplctc  fmnacc,  bo  i\\^  miUa,  ii  flitling  mill,  mul 
A  iIohMc  lUam  tngiiic  nnJc  by  Mcfllcura  DouUoii 
.«uilW.itt. 

Arklow,  (U'ui.  I.)  «  town  witli  •  Imall  liiir- 
liour,  at  ihc  moulh  ol'  a  livrr  called  the  Ovoc:i, 
]\a»  r>mc  c(inUIn(j  trade.  Near  tliia  town  is  the 
Koi<l  mine,  dilVoverixl  in  ilie  year  1 7yJ.  and  lliou>;lit 
hy  fomt  mineialogilh  to  lie  vety  copious;  but  it 
hail  not  yet  been  very  prodndive. 

Armagh,  tlic  capital  of  the  comity  of  the  fame 
iinn\e,  an  antient  e'ly,  and  the  fee  ot  tlic  primate 
uf  all  heliuid,  ii  a  place  of  Utile  tride. 

Ar-Vnoil,  (SiifJ'..)  an  aniicnt  town  on  the 
River  Arun,  vvliicK  ii  made  navigable  up  to  I'nl- 
,^Mgh  }  and  velTels  cf  too  tuns  go  above  the  town 
'  with  the  tide.  The  chief  bnlincia  of  the  place  it 
ihipbuildinj;,  the  timber  beiiip  fiipplicd  from  the 
neighbouring  forclls.  'I'herc  is  fume  foreign  com- 
merce, and  a  good  deal  of  coafting  trade. 

AsHBUR-N,  (l)ril.  E.)  a  town  in  the  heart  of 
the  lich  palhirca  of  Dovedalc,  whereby  it  has  a 
trade  in  butter  and  checfe.

AsHfpuD  (lleik  £.)  has  a  mill  for  polilhing

the  Peak  country. 

S.)i  pleafunl  village 
with  a  rifing  manufatlute  of  woolen  cloth.

Auburn,  (  H'lhs,  £■)  u  Iniall  town,  with  u  ma- 
nnfachue  of  I'ulUans. 

AucnifKMvcHTV,  (fif,  S.)  a  town  ni  the 
heart  t  f  a  wcavinj;  country.  Silcfias  and  brown 
Uixns  are  the  chid  articles. 

AVULAHD.       .-^ee  lilSHOP's  AUKLANO. 

...  AvtNJNG,  (CW.  F.)  a  village,  with  a  manu- 
fnf^urc  of  woolen  clwh. 

AxBUDQK,  (  Som.  Ji.)  «  neat  fmall  town,  with 
a  maoiifBtUire  of  knit  llockings.  There  ar<i  many 
mines  of  lapis  caUmuiaris  in  tlie  neighbourhood. 

A^Mn^slE»,  (Dev.  £.)  a  eoiiliderable  town, 
witU  manu£»£iiires  of  cloth,  cotton,  tapes,  druggets, 
and  carpets  made  with  needle  work. 

AxwBUTH,  (L'(v.  £.)  a  town  at  the  inouth  of 
tlie  Ax«,  once  had  a  confiderable  trade,  which  is  loll 
iniCoiifeiiucc(.e  of  Uie  dvllrutUoxi  of  vhc  byibour. 
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Avi.KsHlM»(/Vw/.  B,)  an  inland  town,  which 
h.is  fomc  trade  in  cHinfeipience  of  the  Rivir  'i'hyrne 
being  made  navigable  up  to  it. 

Aylmouth.  See  Alnkmou  rn, 
Ayr,  a  handfumc  and  populuuii  town,  the  cap- 
ital of  the  (hire  of  the  fame  name,  is  lituatcd  on 
both  fides  of  the  mouth  of  the  River  Ayr,  whiclw 
having  a  bar  at  the  entrance,  does  not  admit  vclVels 
drawing  more  than  twelve  feet.  The  chief  trade  is 
the  exportation  of  coals  to  Ireland.  Shipbuilding 
k  carried  on  to  a  confidcitiblc  extent,  with  timber 
brought  from  England,  Wales,  Wemcl,  Duntzik, 
&c.  The  maniifa(i\niTs  are  f.dt,  linen,  lome  wool- 
en,  holiery,  tanning,  Jiard  and  foft  loup  i  but  none 
of  them  very  cxtenlive.  Many  young  girls  are  em- 
ployed in  tambouring. 

Ayton,  (Bfrw,  S.)  a  village  fituatcd  on  the 
Ay  or  Kye,  has  mannfadlures  of  thread  and  paper, 
and  a  bleachlield.  Some  kelp  is  made  on  the  fliore. 
Daukweh,,  (Derb.  £.)  the  chief  town  of  the 
High  Peak  country,  is  furroumled  by  mines  of  lead, 
and  has  n  manufaaure  of  cotton. 

Bala,  (Mrr.  /f. )  a  fmall  town,  with  •  good 
market  for  corn,  and  fomc  mknufadurcs  of  flannel 
and  knit  (lockings. 

Qalhrku'.an,  (Dul,  /.)  a  village,  with  a  flour- 
ifhing  manufadurc  of  cotton,  and  a  fafe  little  kai- 
bour.

with  London  by  the  medium  of  the  River  Keiioet 
IUttf...  (Suf.  K.)  a  town  noted  for  the  man- 
iila'ttuii:  of  the  bed  giin-powder.

Bi  CKiNOTON  (H,m.  E.)\  vdlage  wth  a  man- 
ulatturc  ol  hue  cloth,  but  not  io  extenfive  new  as 
In  loniier  t,,iie8. 

BiovoRD,  a  neat,  populous,  town,  the  capital  of 
the  county  name.l  from  it,  is  (ituated  on  boll,  (ides 
ol  the  River  Oufe,  which  is  nnvii-abk  un  to  it,  bv 
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means  whereof  u  lias  a  confiderable  trade  in  for- 
warding the  corn  of  tlic  adj:iccnt  plentiful  cmtnfry 
down  to  Lynne  for  exportatioii,  and  in  fiipplying 
the  neighbourhood  witli  necelTnricn  brought  up 
from  that  port.  The  wlicat  of  Bedford-lhirc  is 
particiilaity  elteemed. 

liriTH,  (Ayr,  S.J  an  indnllrious  \'\hgt.  where 
fdk  gauzes  are  woven,  thread  is  thrown,  and  cot- 
ton is  fpun  and  made  into  miiflin,  and  tlie  miiflin 
tamboured  ;  all  for  account  of  employers  in  Pafley. 

lifLTAST,  (^itt.  J.)  a  large  town,  containing 
above  18,000  people,  fituated  at  the  head  of  a 
bay,  called  the  Lough  of  helfaft.  It  has  fome 
foieign  trade,  and  enjoys  a  communication  with 
Lough  Neagh  and  the  inland  country  around  it 
by  the  River  Lagan  and  a  canal.  Kelides  linen, 
the  great  ftaple  of  Antrim  and  the  adjacent  coun- 
ties, there  are  manufaftures  of  cambric,  fail-clotli, 
cotton  goods,  glafs,  earthen  ware,  and  fugar.  Tlie 
exports  confilt  of  corn,  flour,  beef,  pork,  butter, 
and  linen,  in  which  lad  article  it  is  next  to  Dublin. 

IUnburb,  (Tyr.  I.)  a  •illage  on  the  Ulack- 
water,  with  a  (hare  of  the  linen  trade. 

Rerkley,  (GIouc.  E.)  a  town  fituated  near  the 
mouth  of  a  fmall  river,  called  the  Little  Avon, 
vvhiili  makes  a  harbour  for  a  few  fmall  vcflels. 
The  beft  GloucelVer  checfe  is  made  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood, all  the  farms  being  in  pafture  for  cows. 

Bernard  CASTLE,  CZ?ur.  E.)  a  town  on  the 
River  Tecs,  which  once  had  a  good  woolen  man- 
ufafture,  now  much  declined. 

BiRSHAM,  (D,^ni.  IV.)  the  feat  of  the  great 
ironworks  conduitcd  by  Meffieurs  Johu  and  Wil- 
liam Wilkinfon.  They  make  cylinders  for  lire 
engines,  water  pipes,  boilers,  pots  and  pans, 
fmoothi'ng  irons,  and  cannon  of  all  fizes,  which 
arc  call  folid  and  bored,  as  at  the  Cairon  works. 
'I'licrc  are  alfo  forges  for  malleable  iron,  and  wire 
works,  and  of  late  a  foundery  of  Lrafs,  and  a  work 
for  calling  pipes  of  'cad,  the  ore  of  which  is  plen- 
tiful in  the  neighbo'.irhood,  as    are  alfo  iron   ftone 

and   coal Mr.    John    Wilkinfon,    the    principal 

partner  in  this  great  bufinefa,  has  alfo  cxtenlive 
iron-works  in  Shroplhirc  *. 

Bervie,  or  Inverbervie,  (Kirk.  S.)  a  fmall 
town  at  the  mouth  of  the  River  Bervie,  in  which, 
however,  no  vefTel  can  lie  by  reafon  of  the  heavy 
fwell  rolling  in.  There  is  a  fa'mon  fifliery.  The 
chief  ninuufafture  is  coloured  thread,  for  which  the 
yarn  is  fpun  by  machinery.  A  maiiufaeture  if  fail 
clotli,  formerly  given  up,  has  been  revived. 

Berwicx,  a  town  fituated  on  the  north  fide  of 
the  mouth  of  the  Tweed,  which,  together  w  th  a 
fmall  diftria,  is  exempted  from  the  jurifdidion  of 
the  three  a''jacent  counties  of  Berwick  (whereof 
It  was  once  the  capital),  Durham,  and  Northum- 
berland. But  Berwick  is  not  reckoned  a  county 
of  itfelf,  tho  gh  the  magiftrates,  in  a  body,  exer- 
c!lV  the  funfticiis  of  a  (hirref.  There  are  fome 
manufactures,  but  mollly  new  eftablilhments,  and 


not  tti  yet  vfry  extenfue.  Tlie  falmon  fifherv,  for 
which  tlie  liver  has  long  been  famed,  (lee  V.  i.  p. 
446)  is  the  cliief  Ipriug  of  the  trade  of  tiie  town. 
Formerly  the  fiflt  wcie  cariied  by  land  to  New- 
calllc,  and  there  cured  and  (hipped  for  London, 
where  they  ar.  t)  tliis  day  i  ailed  Newcaftle  f.dmon. 
About  the  middh;  1  f  the  eighteenth  contury  lefTU 
from  Harwicii,  fitted  with  wells,  ufed  lo  carry  live 
falmon  fro  n  Berwick  to  the  London  market. 
The  people  of  Berwick  afterwards  took  th'  trade 
into  their  own  hands.  Their  vefTels  arc  faftfailers, 
ttout,  well  found,  and  well  manned,  fo  that  they 
run  in  alnioll  all  weathers,  and  are  remarkable  for 
making  quick  palTages.  The  excellent  invention 
of  canying  lifli  in  pulverized  ice  enalled  them  to 
extend  their  trade  very  much  ;  and  their  difpatch 
has  obtained  a  decided  preference  in  carrying  goods 
and  paflengers,  which  has  lately  encouraged  them 
to  extend  their  coalling  trade  to  the  Firth  of  Forth, 
wherein  they  are  f  x^efsful  competitors  with  the 
coallers  of  I.eith  and  the  other  ports  of  the  Forth. 
Corn  and  eggs  are  the  moll  conl'iderable  if  the 
lubordiiiate  articles  carried  from  Berwick.  The 
foreign  trade,  which  is  not  extenfive,  conlifts  chief- 
ly in  impiTting  from  the  Baltic  the  wood,  ir  n, 
&c.  wanted  for  th^  conftruftion  of  houfes  and 
velfels. 

Beverley,  (York.  E.  R.)  a  handfome  town 
near  the  River  Hull,  by  which,  with  the  help  of 
a  (liort  canal,  there  is  a  convenient  intercourfe  with 
the  town  of  Hull  for  the  conveyance  of  coal,  corn, 
malt,  &c.  'I'he  principal  employments  of  the 
people  are  tanning,  making  meal  and  malt,  and 
working  bone  lace. 

Bewdly,  (Wore.  E.)  a  populous  town  on  the 
well  fide  of  the  noble  navigable  River  Severn,  by 
means  of  which  it  has  a  cari-ying  trade  for  a  gre.it 
extent  of  country.  Many  of  the  inhabitants  are 
employed  in  tanning,  making  a  variety  of  articles 
of  horn,  and  making  Monmouth,  or  Dutch,  caps. 

iiicESTER,  (Oxf.  E.)  a  town  noted  for  its  ale, 
and  making  leather  (lipjiers. 

Ijiddefokd,  ( Dfv.  E.J  a  handfome,  populous, 
town,  fituated  on  the  Uiver  Towridge,  which  car- 
ries (liips  up  to  the  town,  and  boats  up  into  the  in- 
land country.  Though  the  trade  with  America, 
and  the  (idling  trade  to  Newfoundland,  have  de- 
clined in  this  port,  there  are  dill  more  fhipping 
belonging  to  it  tlian  any  other  harbour  between 
liriltol  and  Falniuuth.  Great  quantities  of  oak 
bark  are  (hipped  for  Scotland  and  Ireland.  Many 
veflV's  are  built  for  this  and  other  ports. 

DiGGLKSwADr,  (BeJ.  E.J  a  town  fitiii.ted  on 
the  Ivcl,  a  branch  of  the  Oufe,  by  means  of  which 
co«I,  timber,  Sec.  are  brought  up  in  boats  from 
Lynne  for  tiie  fupply  of  tlie  adjacent  country. 
The  town  being  furrounded  by  a  very  fertile  coun- 
try, great  quantities  of  corn  are  fold  at  its  markets. 
Many  of  the  women  are  employed  in  making  lace.

E.)  a  town 
fituated  in  a  rich  corn  country,  has  a  canal  com- 
municating with  the  River  Lea,  whereby  corn, 
malt,  &c.  are  conveyed  to  London,  and  the  coun- 
try IS  iL^plicd  with  coal  and  other  heavy  articles. 

BisLEY,  (Glouc.  £.1  a  town  near  tJlroud,  and 
engaged  in  the  fame  branch  of  the  woolen  man- 
ufadure. 

Blackburn,  {Lan.  E.)  a  thriving  town,  for- 
merly the  feat  of  the  nianufadure  of  the  goods 
known  in  London  by  the  name  of  Blackburn  gieys  ; 
but  now,  in  conlequence  of  the  great  incieafe  of 
printing,  the  chief  nianufadure  of  the  place  is 
calico,  for  which  it  has  become  famous. 

Blackness,  (/,/W.  S.;  a  village  on  the  (hon? 
of  the  Forth  with  a  Imall  harbour.  There  is  here 
abundance  of  coal,  and,  in  conlequence  of  that 
advantage,  confiderable  fait  works. 

Blackney  and  Q\.k\,(Norf.  E.J  two  finall 
towns  with  a  harbour  between  them  in  the  mouth 
of  a  rivulet  called  the  Thyrne.  Many  of  the  in- 
habitants,arc  fifhermen.  They  have  fonic  foreign 
trade  and  cuailing,  both  chiefly  fupported  by  the 
corn  and  malt  of  theadjaceir  country. 

Blackwater-town,  {^nii.  I.J  a  thriving 
village  in  the  field  of  the  hnen  manufadure. 

Blair  GowRiE,  f^WA,  V.;  an  inland  village, 
the  chief  luaiiuiadiure  of  whisU  is  brown  linen. 


Blanoiord,  {Dor/.  E.J  a  handfome  town  on 
the  Kuer  Stour,  with  manufadurcs  of  thread  and 
Hurt  buttons. 

Blantvre,  CJ.en.  S.J  a  village  wherein  a  cot- 
ton mill  ha.  lately  been  ereded,  ^VkU  ha.i  doubled 
the  number  of  houfes  and  inhabitants,  and  enliven- 
ed the  agriculture  of  the  adjacent  country.  The 
I  loprictors  of  the  work  have  the  praife  of  a^ing 
as  kind  guardians  to  the  orphan  children  bound 
apprentices  to  them. 

Blarney,  ^6Vi, /.;  a  village  wherein  fome 
cotton  goods  are  manufadured. 

Blessinoton,  (ma.  I.)  an  inland  town  at 
the  head  of  the  Liffey,  furrounded  by  manufad- 
uies  of  linen  and  coaife  woolen  goods. 

Blythe  nook,  {Norlhiiml.  E.)  a  town  at  the 
mouth  of  a  fmall  river,  called  the  Blythe,  with  a 
confidcrable  Ihare  of  the  coaftiug  and  foreign  coal 
trade.     See  Hartley. 

Booking.  See  Bkaintree. 
Bod M 1 N ,  ( Corn.  E, )  a  large  town  with  a  manufac- 
ture of  ferges,  and  fome  bufinefs  in  wool  combing. 
lioLTON,  (Lan.  E.)  a  thriving  town,  the  ori- 
ginal feat  of  the  cotton  trade,  of  which  it  ftiU  re- 
tains a  large  (liarc,  aiKl  of  late  the  manufadurers 
rival  ihofe  of  Glafgow  in  mudin,  and  alio  in  orn- 
amental and  fancy  articles.  The  goods  arc  moft. 
ly  fold  in  Mancheller,  with  which  there  is  a  com- 
nuinicalion  by  a  canal.  In  the  year  1773  Bolton 
and  Little  Jiolton  contained  1,178  houfes  and 
5>339  inhabitants,  about  which  time  a  traveler 
called  it  Mancheller  in  miniature.  The  inhabitants 
are  now  ellimatcd  at  12,000. 

BoRRowsTowNNEss,  [Lir.l.  S.)  a  town  on  the 
fouth  flioie  of  the  Forth,  with  a  tide  harbour  hav- 
ing 16  to  18  feet  water  in  fpriug  tides.  Coal  and 
fait  are  the  chief  articles  of  the  place,  and  the  prin- 
cipal exports.  The  imports  are  corn,  timber,  tal. 
low,  hemp,  flax,  flax  feed,  &e.  But  much  of  this 
trade  has  removed  to  Grangemouth  for  the  con- 
venience of  the  c<vnmunication  with  the  weft  lidc 
of  the  country.  About  25  fail  belong  to  the 
town,  of  which  12  trade  to  the  Baltic  and  Hoi- 
land,  and  6  to  London  j  and  the  others  are  em- 
ployed ill  coalling  and  upon  the  canal.  The  Green- 
land iifliery,  in  which  two  (hips  were  employed, 
has  been  given  up.  There  is  a  manufadure  of 
earthen  ware,  made  of  clay,  partly  found  in  the 
place,  and  partly  brought  from  Devon-fliire.  Some 
ioap  is  made,  and  flax-drelTing  employs  fevcral 
hands.     There  are  16  pans  for  boiling  fait. 

Boston,  {Line.  E.)  a  large  and  well-built 
town,  fituated  near  the  mouth  of  the  River  With- 
am,  which  makes  its  harbour,  and  carries  barges 
through  the  inland  country  as  high  as  Lincoln. 
The  1  ort  Hill  carries  on  a  very  confiderablc  foreign 
a;  .1  coafling  trade,  and  has  a  number  of  good  veifets. 
Boyle,  {Rnfc.  I.)  a  town  which  has  lately  ob- 
tained a  very  good  trade  in  linen  and  yarn. 

JiRAUFORi),  {Wilt.  E.)  a  large  town,  confiftlng 
of  good  houfes  moilly  built   v^ith  Hone,  and  con- 
taining about  5,000  inhabitants.  Some  of  the  moll 
capital  clothiers  in  England   refide  hen-,   sud  one 
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houfe  ill  particular  employs  a'lout  l.ooc  men,  vo- 
iiicn,  and  children.  This  being  the  center  of  the 
maniifaAure  of  fiiperHne  clothi,  it  it  proper  to  ob- 
fervc  here,  that  the  buAnefs  it  condui\ed  in  a  man- 
ner very  different  Tiom  tint  of  York-fhire,  all  the 
manufadlurera  in  the  well  country  being  men  of 
great  capital,  who  purchafe  the  Spanilh  wool,  give 
It  out  to  be  dyed  and  fpun,  and  deliver  the  yarn  to 
the  weavers,  and  finilh  the  tloth,  when  returned 
by  them,  in  their  own  works,  agreeable  to  the 
orders  received  from  their  con-efpondentt.  The 
manufaflure  of  kerfcymeres,  or  cafimira,  wai  be- 
gun near  this  place  iis  a  patent  invention  :  but  it 
lias  long  ago  been  free,  and  it  made  in  variou« 
l)aitt  of  the  weft  country,  and  alfo  in  York-lhire. 

Bradford,  (Tort,  W.  R.)  a  laigf  '.cv.-n,  with 
nianufaftures  of  broad  and  narrow  cloths,  cali'.-nan- 
cocs,  and  other  light  woolen  goods,  for  the  fait  of 
which  there  is  a  public  hall.  The  adjacent  coun- 
try  abounds  with  coal  and  iron-ore,  in  confequence 
of  which  there  arc  iron  founderiet  and  a  manufac- 
ture of  aquafoitia.  M;.ny  people  are  employe!  in 
making  leather  boxes  and  cards  for  wool. 

BlLADLEY,  {Slqff.  E.)  a  village  near  Wolver- 
hampton, where  there  are  fomc  iron-works,  parti- 
tul.uly  the  extenfivc  foundcries  and  forges  belong- 
ing to  Mr.  Wilkinfon,  where  thedrofs  it  fcparated 
from  the  ore  by  huge  concave  rollers  inftead  of 
hammers. 

JUadninch,  {^Dev.  E.)  a  town  on  the  River 
Columb,  with  i  manufaflure  of  paper.  The  ad- 
jacent hills  c  main  iron  ore. 

Braintref.  and  Bockinc,  {Ef.  E.)  two 
towns  feparatcd  by  a  fmall  ftrcann,  with  manufac- 
tures of  bai^c,  which  have  declined  very  much  in 
confequence  of  w  ar,  and  alfo,  as  is  fuid,  of  the  in- 
troduftion  of  tr.achinery. 

Urampton,  [Cumb.  E.)  ^  town  on  the  River 
Irtliiiig,  with  a  nianufiifture  of  checks. 

Brancastkr,  [Knrf.  E.)  a  (idling  'own,  which 
has  a  few  vefTels  employed  in  tarrying  corn,  malt, 
&c.  along  the  fhore,  and  alfo  to  Holland. 

Urandon,  {Su^.  E.)  a  town  on  the  foulh  fide 
of  the  River  Oufe,  wilh  a  wharf  for  loading  barges 
iiiul  reieiving  good;.,  beiii^  the  feat  of  a  eonfidur- 
ahle  carrying  trade  between  the  adjacent  country 
and  Lyniie. 

Brav,  {Wil.  I.)  a  village  with  a  fmall  har- 
bom'  and  foni<'  coiiHing  trade. 

Brkchin,  {Foif.  ^.)  an  anticnt  cpifcop-jl  fee. 
'1  he  chief  nianufafture  is  ofnaburg,  and  u  gooil 
lUal  of  CDiirfc  linen  is  alfo  made  In  the  town  i.-.d 
ntiglibo\nhood.  A  cotton  work  was  begun, 
thrown  up,  and  afterwards  refumcd  ou  a  fniuH 
foale,  only  jbo'jt  9o  hands  being  employed  in  it. 

IjRHri),  {Siilf.  E.)  a  village  near  l(;,  e,  wilh  a 
mnnnfafture  of  call  iron. 

Brkntforh,  (Miff.  E.)  a  t,  w,!  on  the  north 
hank  of  Ih-  Tlianus,  lias  a  good  deal  of  bulinefs 
in  dilUlling.  and  making  u'.alt,  tiku,  biiiks,  and 
earthen  ware. 

Brickfield,  or  PorToBtT  Lo,  (Erfin,  £.)  a  vil- 


lage on  the  (hore  of  the  Forth,  with  reanufaAureg 
ofearthen  ware  in  the  manner  of  Stafford-fhire, 
befidrt  tiles,  and  bricks,  from  which  the  name  it 
derived. 

Bridgenorth,  {Shrob,  E.)  a  well-built  town, 
fitiiatcd  on  both  I'ldet  of  the  Severn,  hat  confider- 
able  bufmefs  in  conveying  goods  upon  the  river,  and 
innnufaflures  of  guns,  tools,  and  other  iron-mong- 
cry,  and  ftockingt.  Its  fairs  are  noted  for  cheefe, 
butter,  hops,  linen,  bacon,  cattle,  &c. 

Bridgewater,  (Som.  E.)  a  town  and  county 
of  itfelf,  fituatcd  on  the  Riv<r  Parret,  over  which 
an  iron  bridge  has  lately  been  eretted.  Veffels  of 
200  tuns  come  up  to  the  town,  though  I  z  miles 
(by  the  river)  from  the  fea.  The  tide  rifet  above 
30  "eet  in  the  river,  with  a  violent  run  and  noife 
call<  d  the  boar,  ^wA  fometimet  fo  fuddenly  as  to 
damage  the  fhipping.  There  iifome  foreign  trade, 
»r;i  a  great  deal  of  coafting.  Coal  is  brought  from 
Wales,  and  fnrniflied  on  eafy  terms  to  the  neigh- 
bouring country  by  the  navigation  of  the  Parrel 
and  Tone,  which  carry  large  barges  up  to  Lang- 
port  and  Taunton. 

Bridlingtom,  nr  Burlington,  (rffri,.£. /I.) 
a  town  near  the  fliore,  with  a  great  market  for 
corn.  The  quay,  which  is  about  two  miles  from 
the  town,  has  lately  been  much  improved,  and  af- 
fords good  fhelter  to  colliers  and  other  coafting 
vefl'cls.  There  are  fome  good  trading  ved'els  b> 
longing  to  it.  The  men  are  molHy  feamen  and 
fifhcrmen. 

Bridport,  or  Britport,  {Dor/.  E.)  a  town 
near  the  fhore  of  the  Channel,  had  once  a  good 
harbour  at  the  mouth  of  the  River  Brit  or  Bret, 
which  was  choked  rp  with  fand  in  the  early  part 
of  thr  eighteenth  cenury.  It  has  been  fo  far  re- 
covered as  to  admit  a  few  vefl'cls  not  exceeding  200 
tims.  There  are  manufartures  of  hats,  fail-cloth, 
twine,  and  vcdVIs  for  this  an  1  other  ports. 

liRiiRLV,  (5'/(j/^   E.)  a  very  populous   vill'' ■ 
with  large  mannfac\tires  of  glal's. 

Brig  or  GrANnFORn-BRiG,  {Line.  E.)  a  lo-.vn 
on  the  lliver  Ankham,  by  wliicli  it  has  a  confider- 
able  trade  wilh  Hull  in  failing  vefl'els,  which  carry 
corn,  coals,  Jcc. 

B/IOIITHELMSTONE  or  BRIGHTON,    {Sujf.   E.) 

a  town  on  the  fliore  of  the  Channel,  has,  properly 
fpeaking,  no  harbour,  but  a  very  good  roadllead 
elofe  in  with  the  fliore.  The  principal  bufincfs  is 
fifliing,  and  in  time  of  jieace  an  intercourfe  by 
packets  with  l^ieppc  in  I'Viuicc  ;  unlels  we  reckon, 
its  more  important,  the  entertainment  of  Icmnier 
\ilitois,  the  I'liec  having  becimie  a  fafiiionable  re- 
i'lrt  fincc  the  prince  of  \Vales  made  it  his  oecalional 
f'.inimer  refidcnee. 

Brist  •!  ,  a  city  and  eo\mty  of  iilelf,  i.i  a  Iia:id- 
fome,  well  built,  and  populous,  i-Iaoe,  lituated  on 
\m\\\  Tides  of  the  Avon  and  on  the  I'roonie,  r.bont 
I  j'.ir  uiiiep  above  the  jnndlioii  of  their  uiiitej  llreani 
v.itli  the  Severn.  It  has  long  been  the  prineiiml 
po/t  on  the  well  fide  of  England,  but  is  now  eclipl'. 
<\\  br  Liverpool.       Theie   1;  one  continued  qn;'.> 
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of  tbout  a  mile  long,  to  wliicli  Urge  veffili  caalay 
their  fidet  •,  and  load  or  unload,  without  tht  ex- 
peuCe,  delay,  and  plunder,  of  lighterage.     There  it 
alfo  an  exrcllrnt  dock,  capable  of  receiving  feveral 
large  vcffirh  at  ouce.     Driftol  has  ftill  a  very  con- 
fidcrable  trade  ;  and  it  in  one  of  the  three  porta 
from  whicii  veffelt  can  clear  out  fur  the  flave  trade. 
Before  the  country  was  interftdlcd  throughout  by 
navigable  canals,  it  enjoyed  a  very  |<[reat  advantage 
in  being  near  the  center  of  the  extenfive  inland  na- 
vigation of  the  Severn,  Avon  of  Warwick-ftiire,  its 
own    Avon,    Froome,  Ttme,  Wye,  Lugg,  Uik, 
Parret,  and  the  navigable  branches  of  fume  of  them. 
In  tiie  adjacent  grounds  there  is  abundance  of  coiil. 
which  enables  tlie  inhabitants  to  have  very  extenfive 
works  of  bottle  glafu,  and  while  or   flint  glafs} 
earthen  ware,  plain  and  enamtlid  ;  brafs   woiks, 
the  oldell  in  Enghnd,  wliereiii  are  made  all  kinds 
of  utenfds  for  domellic  ufc,  and  alfo  for  exportation, 
chiefly  to   (Juinea,   and  alio   brafs   wire  (  fpclter 
works  ;  iron  founderies,  where  great  guns  are  call 
folid,  and  bored  by  a  drill,  as  in  Carron  works,  but 
here  the  machinery  is  driven  by  the  power  of  lleaiii ; 
copper  founderies  i  had   works  for  nmking  Iheet 
lead,  and  alfo  white  lead  and  red  lead,  and  lead  fliot, 
which  lail  articL-  has  a  great  reput.ition  ;  extenlive 
fugar  works  j  great  dillillcries,  much  of  the  produce 
of  which  is  carried  to  the  Negroes  in  Africa  to  pay 
for  their  captive  brethten.     Ey-tUent  lime,  made 
from  the  marble  rocks  of  S'.  Vincent's,  is  alfo  ex- 
jiorted,  and  particularly  to  the  VVefl-Indies  for  the 
piupofe  of  tempering  the  fugar  liquor. 

liaoADSTAiRB,  (Kent,  E.)  a  town  with  a  bar. 
bour  near  the  Nortii  Foreland.  Some  ftiips  were 
employed  in  the  Greenland  fifliery,  but  that  hufi- 
ntfs  has  not  fncceedcd.  Many  veflila  are  built 
here. 

Dromsgrovf,  ( W^err.  E.)  a  town  with  manufac- 
tures of  woolen  and  linen,  and  alfo  of  nails,  needles, 
lidi-hooks,  &c. 

Dromwich,  {Staff.  E.)  a  town  with  mnnufac 
tuns  of  locks,  gun-kickd,  nails,  and  other  articles 
ot  iron-mongery. 

Droomiiouse,  {Btrw.  S.)  a  village  with  a  man- 
ufacture of  paper. 

liaosFLrv,  ySLrop.  E.)  a  \illage  lurrounutd  by 
n.inej  of  coal  and  iron,  lias  grc.il  foundciics,  wheri.- 
in  excellent  iron,  and  gieat  nuantitivs  of  cannon, 
are  made,  together  with  fire  healths  for  fliijis,  dil- 
t.llcrs,  bakfs,  Ac. 

BaovciiiroN,  {I.an.  E.)  a  village  with  fome 
tiuilt'  in  vvouUn  yarn. 

Brvn  risLANi),  (Fiji,  S.)  a  town  with  an  exccl- 
Ki<t  harbpiir  on  the  i  nth,  and  great  capacity  for 
bv'iiijr  a  leat  of  conin  .rcc  and  iiianufactur^-j.  But 
I',  hao  l.llL'  of  eithn  wurtli  ii.riitiiininjr,  except  a 
Inp.ai-lioiife,  fome  lli)(il)uilding,  aiul  lonie  buildiii'ra, 
lately  trcCtid,  for  making  red  h>.rriiiiTs. 

Bkuton,  (.Wi.  E.)  a  large  town,  with  a  uian- 


ufaflure  of  ilopkings,  and  machinery  for  tbrowibf 
fiUc.  • 

BvCKHAvjN,  (Fj/i.  S.)  ^  marttjme  village,  In. 
habited  by  fiflicrmen,  weavers,  «u4  labourers,  the 
defccndenti  (according  to  tradition)  of  the  crew  of 
•  Netherland  veflcl  ftranded  on  thecoaft  above  lOO 
years  ago.  Whether  there  jvcre  any  .women  with 
the  firll  fettlern,  we  are  not  tMd  :  butth.y  hav« 
long  bten  almoft  as  careful  to  preferve  \.\\t punly  of 
their  blood  by  marrying  only  amonjr  themfeUcs  ai 
the  Jews  or  Hindoos.  And  they  ftill  retain  a  pc 
culiarity  in  their  language  and  manners. 

BucKiNciiiAM,  a  large  (own,  the  capital  of  the 
fliire  to  which  it  gives  nai!  .-,  has  manufaftures  of 
paper,  and  lact,  in  which  l.ill  a  great  mimberof  the 
women  in  the  town  and  adjacent  country  are  cm- 
ployed. 

BucKLtY  HiLi,  (W/n/,//''.)  has  pretty  extenfiw 
inaimfaclures  of  Hone  bottle^,  pans,  and  other  ar. 
tides  of  pottery. 

BuDEHAvEN.  {Cam.  E.)  a  fniall  town  with  4 
harbour,  and  fome  velFcU  employed  in  trading  tp 
Ireland  and  to  feveral  ports  of  England. 

BuiLTH,  orBuALT,  {UriiL  /r.)  a  town  on  the 
River  Wye  with  a  mauufaAure  of  ftockings,  There 
are  fait  fprings  near  it, 

BuNAW,  t/^ry.  S.)  a  village  on  the  Hjore  of 
Loch  Btive,  with  a  quay  at  which  veflels  load  pig 
iron,  made  in  the  place  from  imported  iron  ore, 
and  alfo  bark,  kelp,  and  falmon,  for  Livcrpqol.  Ul- 
verfton,  and  Whitehaven.  '; 

BuRFORD,  [Oxf.  E.)  a  fmall  town  with  fome 
nunufadurcsof  duflles  and  rugs,  and  a  good  market 
for  corn. 

Burgh  hsad,  (£^.  S.)  a  village  with  a  fmall 
harbour,  capable  of  being  much  improved  at  a  fnnll 
expeiife,  at  which  corn  is  fliipped,  and  coal  landed. 
Burlington.  See  Bridlincton. 
BuRNiiAM,  {Norf.  £.)  a  m:ukct  town,  and  fe- 
vera!  vdlages  of  the  farnq  name,  all  with  fome  dif- 
tinguiniing  additions,  Iiave  a  harbunr  which  is  a 
creek  of  Wells,  wheic  conCderable  quantities  of  coro 
are  lliipped. 

Burnley,  {Lan.  E.)  a  fmall  town  near  the  con- 
fines of  the  woolen  and  cotton  manufaaures,  with 
a  fliareof  both. 

BuRRowBRiDGi,('reri,  /^.  R.)  a  town  on  the 
River  Uie,  with  n  inanufadure  of  hardware. 

BuRSLEM,  {S.'af.E.)  a  village  in  which  the  man. 
iifadiirc  of  earthen  ware  was  carried  on  in  its  ori- 
ginal rude  Rate.     See  Potteries. 

BuinoN  vroN  Trlnt,  (Sl,i/.  E.)  3  confidcr- 
able  town,  particulaily  famous  fa.-  its  ale,  wl»ich  i? 
carried  to  all  [>ans  of  the  world.  1.  hds  .nifo  iron 
forget,  and  mannfadliires  of  ironmongery,  and  of 
hats,  fome  light  woukn  Ituffi,  a.id  tlic  CMenfive 
cotton  iiniaifaclmes  of  Meflicr.rs  Peel,  V^tes,  and 
Co.  Burton  has  the  ■ndvaiitage  of  navigable  com- 
numlcation  with  all  parts  of  the  cou.itiy,  by  its  own 
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river,  p»rt  of  wliicb  in  renclvrrd  navigable  by  nrt, 
and  l)y  the  ^I'aiiJ  trunk  canal,  one  i>t  tli<.'  tarlifft 
cHuals  niailo  after  thr  Ix'iiviitt  ui°  uilaitd  navijjiitiuii 
bpj;;in  to  be  gonerally  undcrllood. 

IJuitv,  (Lan.  £.)  a  lar^t-  and  nrofperous  tiiwti 
«B  the  River  Irwell,  lii'.»»«Ty  cxtenlivu  man\ifadure(i 
for  fpinning,  weavinjf,  and  printing;,  lotton  goods ot 
ail  knidi,  coiulittWd  by  Sir  R  ibi'ii  I'ool  and  others. 
Some  woolen  goorln  arc  alfo  made  here. 

DuDHHT,  (ktfi/.  S.)  a  imull  village  on  the  Water 
of  Whit!c  Cart,  with  two  cotton  mill*. 

DuxroN,  (Dcrb.  E.)  a  town  in  the  Peak  coun- 
try, with  a  mannfafture  of  cotton.  IJnt  the  chief 
bulincfa  of  the  place  is  the  entertainment  of  (I ran- 
gers, «'ho  vifit  it  on  account  of  the  mineral  waters, 
or  for  vicwin(5  the  natural  curiolities  of  the  country. 
Cat  a  FILLY,  (Gi'airi  IV  )  s  town  furrounded  by 
coal  and  iron  oie,  has  nianufailurea  of  blankets  and 
Ilockingi. 

CaiiRlkon,  CWo'i.  F.)  fituated on  the  Ufl<,  about 
three  miles  above  Newport,  was  once  a  majliiilicunt 
city,bi'»  now  dwindled  to  a  poor  villaj^e.  It  i»  pre- 
ferved  from  utter  dcfolation  by  a  tiji  <vork,  an  iron 
forge,  and  a  little  coalling  intercourl'e  with  brillol, 
which,  though  it  ia  about  five  miles  from  the  fea,  it 
enjoys  by  favour  of  the  tide,  which  flows  remarkably 
high  in  all  the  rivers  of  the  Brillol  channel. 

Caledon,  Tyr.  I.)  a  village  on  the  Blackwater, 
inhabited  and  furroutid'd  by  weavers  and  bleachers, 
who  are  generally  alfo  farmers. 

Caltnoar,  (l'erlh,S.)  a  new  village,  in  which 
there  arcibout  lOO  looms  employed  in  weaving  cot- 
ton goods.  Many  of  the  women  fpin  wool  for  Stir- 
ling, and  flax  for  Glafgow  ;  and  llu'  girls  are  cm- 
ployed  in  tambouring.  Some  years  ngo  many  pearls 
were  found  in  the  River  Teith  ;  but  the  immoderate 
induftry  of  the  gatherer,^  h.n  nlmoll  extirpated  the 
fiwcies  of  the  miilTel  which  breeds  them. 

CAiNt,  (IVi/l  /■..)  a  neat  little  town,  witii  a 
fliare  of  the  line  clothing  trade. 

Cambp-idgb,  an  .lutient  city,  giving  its  name  to 
the  diirc,  has  feme  bufincfi  in  fending  bvitter,  put 
up  with  a  flight  I'pr.nking  of  fait,  to  London.  The 
expenditure  of  the  Ihidcnt  s  nt  tlie  miiverilty  furninu  s 
the  principal  employn.'.MVt  and  fnbfiftence  of  the  ii- 
habitants.  Stourbridge,  or  Slurbich,  fair,  held  in 
September  under  the  authority  of  the  magittrates  of 
Cambridge,  h  llil!  famous  for  the  fale  of  wool,  cherfe, 
hops,  horfca,  &c.  though  here,  as  in  other  fairs,  kis 
bulinel's  is  done  now  than  formerly. 

Cambiis,  {C/ac.  S.)  a  village  with  a  pretty  good 
harbour  in  the  mouth  of  the  River  Dovan,  having 
9  feet  in  neap  tides,  and  13^  in  fprings,  and  capable 
of  being  furth'     '-epened  and  improved. 

CAMPBKLtTOWN,  ( y^ry.  S.)  a  town  near  the 
fouth  end  of  Kentire,  with  aii  excellent  haibour, 
guarded  by  a  fmall  ifland  at  the  entrance,  and  hav- 
mg  from  6  to  10  fathoms  of  water  At  the  diflance 
of  three  miles  there  is  u  mine  of  coal,  which  is  car- 
ried to  the  town  by  a  canal.  The  herring  fillier)-, 
and  the  works  connefted  with  it,  are  the  principal 
abjefts  of  attention.  The  pernicious  dillillery  of 
irdent  fpirits,  and  fpinning  for  dillant  manufadturcs, 


were  tlie  only  other  branches  of  induftry  here,  till 
the  inanufadtuR'ni  uf  Ululgow  begiui  to  fend  hither 
cotton  yarn  to  be  woviu,  and  niulUiit  to  be  tnm- 
buunxl. 

Lamdf.n,  ((ilukc.  £,)  a  fmall  town,  with  a  man- 
ufmiture  of  knit  Hockings,  and  lome  mdU  fur  thitM'.

CAMr^OK,  {SlirJ.  S.)  a  village  ■with  two  very 
lloinnihing  print -tii'Kl;i,  fome  'viaving  of  cotton,  &c. 
Thefe  new  brarihea  have  entirely  ubolillied  the 
antient  manufaii^ture  of  Camplie  grey,  which  was  a 
good  and  fcrviccable  woole:i  cloth  made  by  domcl- 
tic  indullry. 

Cantikbiiry,  (Ktnt,  £.)  is  an  antient  city,  th<< 
archiepifcopal  fee  of  the  primate  of  all  Knghnul,  and 
a  cou:'y  ot  itfelf.  This  city  formerly  derived  great 
emoluments  from  the  refort  of  pilgrims  from  all 
Countries  to  worfhip  at  thi-  llirinc  of  S'.  Thomas. 
Being  deprived  of  that  lucrative  trade  by  the  change 
of  religion,  Canterbury  fecms  to  have  had  little  em- 
ployment for  its  people,  tdl  the  revocation  of  thi- 
edict  of  Nantes  drove  many  indullrious  Trench  artif- 
ans  into  this  countr)',  fome  of  whom  ellablifhed  man- 
ufa£turcs  of  filk  goods  here.  The  lilk  trade  having 
lately  declmed,  tome  manufactures  of  cotton  goods, 
and  lilk  and  W(H>len  mixt  goods,  have  been  fet  up. 
The  adjacent  country  -^bound»  with  hops. 

Cappoqj^iin,  (IVat.  I.)  a  large  village,  about  15 
miles  above  Youglmll  on  the  Blackwater,  which  is 
navigable  to  it. 

Cardiff,  (G/am.  IV.)  a  town  near  the  mouth  of 
the  TafT,  which  carries  veffcls  of  JOO  tuna  up  to  it, 
has  a  tolerable  harbour,  and  n  good  trade  in  carry- 
ing call  and  wrought  iron  to  London  and  other 
places.  The  canal  between  Merthyr  'I'ydvil  and 
this  place  is  likely  to  be  of  great  fervice  to  the  trade 
of  both. 

Carpigan,  the  capital  of  the  (hire  of  the  fame 
name,  tltuated  on  the  north  fide  of  the  'i'yvie,  about 
three  miles  from  the  lea,  has  a  gmid  harbour,  in 
which  large  quantities  of  lead  are  (hipped. 

Carlilk,  (Oumb.  E.)  a  fmall  city,  inclofed  with 
Widls,  has  manufactures  of  checks,  printed  cottons, 
ofnaburgH,  and  other  coarte  linens  $  and  it  is  alto 
noted  for  tilh-hooks,  wiiips,  and  fhanioy  or  oiled 
leather. 

CarlinCFord,  (Loulb,  I.)  a  town  on  the  fouth 
fide  of  a  bay,  which  makes  a  fafe  and  good  harbour 
for  the  largell  fhips.  and  fUll  retains  tlie  name  of 
Ciihiigfo  d  bay,  though  the  town  has  loll  its  trade, 
and  ii  now  only  noted  for  good  oytlers. 
Carlinwark.  See  Ca!>tle  Douglas. 
Carlow,  or  CATHtRLOUGH,  the  capital  of  an 
Iriflt  county  of  the  fame  name,  is  a  pretty  large 
town,  fituated  im  the  Barrow,  a  navigable  river,  but 
with  little  trade. 

Carmacoup.  See  Douglas. 
Carmarthen,  the  capital  of  a  Wellh  county 
named  from  it,  fituated  on  the  Towy,  wliirh  cariies 
vclfels  of  ICO  tuns  up  to  it,  by  favour  ot  the  hiijh 
tides  ufual  in  the  Brillol  channel,  though  it  is  8  or 
9  miles  up  the  river,  -"id  thereby  enables  it  to  have 
fome  t. 'ailing  and  iiJaiid  trade.

A)  a  town  inverted  with 
thtf  privileges  of  a  county,  fituated  on  the  north  fide 
of  a  bay,  which  ufed  to  b,-  called  Carrickfergua 
loiijyh.  Br.  as  the  trade,  which  was  once  pretty 
confiderable  has  moC-  removed  to  Bclfaft,  the  hi.y 
has  alfo  taken  iH  r  .  - .  and  is  now  ircnerally  called 
the  Loujfh  of  Hfif*,!. 

Cakbiickmacroij,  (Mon.  I.)  a  thriving  town, 
witli  a  (hare  of  the  linen  trade. 

Carron  works,    (Stir/.  S.)   the  preateft  iron- 
works in  Europe,  coiiduAcd  by  the  greatcft  com- 
pany  ever  afr.,ciatcd  for  carrying  on  a  manufaauiv. 
I'or  giving  motion  to  the   machinery  of  this  vaft 
cihblirtiment,  the  company  have  the  command  of 
the  whole  force  of  the   River  Carron,   which  alfo 
brings  their  ore,  coiil,  and  other  materials,  up  to  the 
works,  and  carries  off  the  manufaaured  goods,  with- 
out any  cartage.     Cannon  arc  caft  folid,  and  bored 
by  drills    turned  by  the  river  ;  and    not  only  the 
Br.tilh  government,    but  every  power  in  Europe, 
has    been   fupplied   with   them.     There   is   alfo   a 
fhorti ;    kind  of  cannon,  of  a  proportion  between  a 
great  gun  and  a  howitzer,  invented  in  the  year  17J2 
.It  the  fort  on  Cove  illand  in  the  harbour  of  Cork 
by  General  Melville,   firil   made   here  in   1779  by 
,Mr.  Gifcoigne,  director  of  the  works,  and  now  well 
known  overall  the  worid  by  the  name  of  carronades. 
Hip.  J,  cylinders,  boilers  for  fugar-works,  ballail  for 
lliips,  (>ove  grates,  which   are  now   in  almoit  every 
apaitment   in  the   Briti(h  dcmiinions  wliiTe  coal  is 
burnt,  and,  in  general,  every  article  that  can  be  made 
of  cult  iron,  are  made  in  great   perfection  at  thefe 
works.     There  aa-  alfo  forges  for  mviking  anchors

Castifiuaiikv,  (Mon.  /.)  a  village  witb  ■ 
thriving  hnen  trade. 

CA>Tt,rroMRR,  (K,/h.  /.)  a  fmp'l  inland  to*<rn, 
near  extenliw  mined  of  I  ard  coal,  valuable  for  fmith'g 
work,  which  is  carried  to  diftant  parts  of  the  couii. 
ti7  by  land  carriage. 

Castle  Doitoi.as.  (Kirt.  S.)  a  burfr'i  town 
(formerly  a  village  called  Carlinwark)  lately  raifed 
to  fome  importance  by  the  ellahlilhrnent  of  two  cot- 
ton  works.  The  country  around  is  much  improved 
by  a  navigable  canal  between  Carhnwark  loch  and 
the  River  Dee,  wh.-ivby  mnrle  is  carried  in  boats  up 
as  fir  as  New  Gallow.iy,  1  5  miles  above  the  cjnal. 
CASTLfMAiN,  (Krr.  I.)  a  town  on  the  Rivrr 
Mang,  which  carries  boats  up  to  it  from  a  land* 
locked  bay,  called  CalUcmain  harlvour. 

Castlsshane,  (Mon.  I.)  a  vill.igc  in  the  linen 
trade. 

Castletowm,  [Mann)  the  feat  of  the  govern, 
mciit  of  the  illand,  has  .1  few  vefiels  and  a  little 
trade.  Its  harbour,  filuated  at  the  head  of  a  rocky 
bay,  is  a  cn-ek  of  Derby,  which,  with  fome  othef 
creeks,  has  fcarcely  a  third  of  the  (hipping  pofTeffed 
by  any  one  of  the  three  other  ports  of  the  illand. 

Catrinf,  {/iyr,  S.)  a  village  on  the  River  Ayr, 
erefted  in  the  year  1787  by  Mr.  Alexander,  the 
proprietor  of  the  ground,  and  Mr.  Dale  of  Glafgow, 
the  patriotic  and  beneficent  father  of  the  cotton, 
fpinning  trade  in  Scotland.  It  contains  a  twift 
mill  and  fpinning  jennies,  all  driven  by  water  taken 
from  the  river  :  and  thei-e  an-  a  numl)er  of  weavers 
employed  by  the  manufaaurers  of  Glafgow  and 
Pafley.  In  the  year  179^  the  village  contained 
1 60 1  perfc'ns:  but  the  number  has  fince  fallen  off. 
— The  proprietors  have  provided  the  inhabitants  with 
grafs  for  cows,  ground  for  potatoes,  gardens,  n  pub- 
he  walk,  a  church,  a  fchool,  and,  in  order  to  rcftore 
the  ufe  of  ale  inllead  of  whilky,  a  brewery.  In  con- 
feqnence  of  thefe  benevolent  inenfiiros,  the  people 
are  remarkably  healthy  and  orderiy,  and  their  good 
example  has  a  happy  influence  in  the  neighbouring 
country  f . 

CHLLARniKE,  [Fiff,  S.)  in  the  ppofperous  days 
of  the  filher^'  in  the  Firth  of  Forth  was  a  place  of 
confiderable  trade  and  population.  It  may  now  aU 
moll  be  called  a  deferted  village. 

Charlemont,  {Arm.  I.)  a  town  on  the  Black- 
watir,  which  is  navigable  thence  to  Lough  Neagli, 
has  fome  (hare  of  the  linen  trade. 

Charuestowm,  {Corn.  E.)  a  village,  formerly 
called  Polmere,  and  containing  only  three  or  four 
fmall  houfes,  has  lately  been  improved  by  Mr.  Rnfli- 
leigh,  the  proprietor,  to  a  pretty  good  town,  with  a

and  large  quantities  of  ore,  granite  ftone,  and  china 
ftone  for  the  potteries,  are  fhipped  from  this  thriving 
port  for  Iviverpool,  lirillol,  Staflbrdlhire,  &c. 

Charlestown,  {Fife,S.)  a  village  with  a  good 
harbour  for  ihips  of  300  tuns,  where  from  30  to  50 
veffels  are  ufually  waiting  for  their  turns  of  being 
loaded  with  lime  of  an  excellent  quality,  made  at 
the  kilns  eretled  in  1777  by  the  earl  of  Elgin, 
virhich  are  believed  to  be  the  moil  extenfivc  works 
of  the  kind  in  Great  Britain.  Iron-llone  is  i'.H'o 
(hipped  for  Carron. 

Chatham,  {Kent,  E.)  a  town  adjacent  to  Rc- 
cheder,  entirely  occupied  by  the  royal  dock-yard, 
ilore-houfes,  rope-walks,  and  other  dopartmeiitj  ne- 
ceflaiy  in  building,  equipping,  ai  ming,  and  repairing, 
Ihips  of  war. 

Cheadle,  (S:a/.  E.^  a  town  lituated  ia  a  coun. 
tiy  aliounding  witli  coal,  has  manufadlures  of  iron, 
copper,  and  brals. 

Cheddkr,  {Som.  E.)  a  village  famous  for  its 
«heefe.  It  has  alfo  a  manufacture  of  paper;  and 
many  of  the  people  of  the  neighbourhood  are  em- 
ployed in  fpinniiig  yarn  and  knitting  it  into  llock- 
ings. 

Cheltenham,  (G/ouc.  E.)  a  to\7n  of  little  bu- 
fniefs,  except  in  making  malt,  has  lately  become  a 
place  of  fafliionable  refort  in  confequcnce  of  his 
Majefty's  vilk  to  it  in  tiic  year  1788  for  the  fake  of 
the  mineral  fpring. 

Chepstow,  (M  /?.)  a  large  and  handfome 
tov/n  on  the  well  fu.  the  Wye,  two  miles  above 

its  junihion  with  the  hcvem,  has  the  bcnctit  of  the 
tide  ia  tire  Britilh  channel,  which  raifes  the  water 
52  feet  at  this  town  *.  The  inhabitants  are  indul- 
trious  and  enterpriilng  and  deal  largely  in  corn  and 
other  provilions,  the  produce  of  the  fertile  fuiroiinii- 
ing  cjuniry.  Many  veffels  are  built  here  ;  iome  of 
tliem  very  l.irge  for  the  Baltic  trade. 

C.iiPTSEV,  {Sui:  E.)  a  town  on  the  foul'i  bank 
cif  tlie  Thames,  with  manufuflures  of  malt,  tliread, 
iron  hoops,  and  l)ricl(s,  which  are  lent  to  London 
by  the  ri\ei. 

Chf.iTlr,  the  capital  of  the  fl.ire  named  trom  t, 
is  an  antient  city,  cout.iiiiing  iiboiit  l},oco  inhiibit- 
.,;it9,  wliich  has  long  had  a  ciiniiJcnble  trade  '.villi 
Ireland.  About  a  million  of  yariL  of  Irilh  Ijien

remarkable  for  ftrength  and  beauty,  are  built  hert, 
entirely  of  Britilh  oak.  Neither  is  there  much 
fpirit  for  manufafturcs,  the  chief  of  which  are  a 
fraall  cotton  work,  a  needle  inanufnftory,  and  twil 
iron  founderies. 

Chesterfield,  (Derb.  E.)  a  thriving  and  po- 
pulous town,  has  manufadiires  of  carpets,  llockings, 
and  woolen  ftutfs  (  ar:<l  in  the  neighbourhood  there 
are  iron  founderies  and  potteries.  There  is  a  navig. 
able  communication  with  Hull  by  a  canal,  whit'i 
joins  the  Trent  below  Gainlburgh. 

Chichester,  {Si///- E.)  an  antient  city, fituated 
on  the  River  Lavant,  which  brings  fmall  veffels  u;> 
to  it ;  but  large  ones  mull  difcharge  two  miles  lower. 
The  merchants  have  fome  foreign  trade ;  but  mol^ 
of  the  vellcls  are  employed  in  coafting,  and  canying 
corn  to  I^ondon.  There  are  manufatlures  of  bi.ize, 
coarfe  cloth,  and  blankets ;  and  many  veffels  are 
built  in  the  river. 

Chippenham,  {IVilt,  E.)  a  town  on  the  Avon, 
with  a  good  fliare  of  the  line  clothing  trade. 

Chipping  Norton,  {Oxf.  E.)  has  manufatlures 
of  horfe  cloths  and  fome  other  Huffs. 

Chorlev,  (Zfl«.  E.)  a  town  in  the  cotton  man- 
ufacture, the  great  llaple  of  tl.c  fouth  part  of  I.an. 
calliire.  There  arc  lead  minis  in  the  neighbour, 
hood,  and  the  whole  country  is  full  of  coal. 

Chkistchurch,  [Hamfi,  E.)  a  town  fituated 
at  the  mouth  of  the  Avon,  oppofite  to  the  junc- 
tion of  the  Stour  with  it,  and  on  a  little  bay 
opening  to  the  Channel,  which  makes  an  indiffcrcnt 
harbour,  the  entrance  being  obllriifted  by  a  bar. 
There  is  fome  coaiUng  trade.  Gloves  and  fdk 
llockings  are  the  chief  articles  of  manufafturc. 

Church  Stretton,  {Shmp.  E.)  a  towji  with 
a  maiktt  fur  wool  and  hops,  has  a  maimfadure  of 
coarfe  hnouB. 

CiRi;NCEbTtR,  {G/ouc.  E.)  an  antient  town, 
with  a  ihare  of  the  tine  clothing  trade,  and  a  very 
great  market  tor  wool  f . 

Clackmanman,  a  vill.ige  which  gives  its  name  to 
a  f.iiall  ihiie.     The  only  bianclies  ot  indullry   are

There  is, 
moreover,  a  prodigious  confumption  of  coal  in  all 
parts  of  tlie  country  where  there  are  great  nianulac- 
turing  ellabl.lhmcnts,  the  fituation  of  which  is  gen- 
erally tixod  ill  confequence  of  tlie  abundance  of  that 
indifpcnfible  fuel,  which  has  alfo  of  late  become  the 
prime  mover  of  tlie  heavy  machinery  in  many  man- 
ufaftures  in  confequence  of  the  great  improvements 
made  upon  fteam  engines  by  Mr.  Watt.

CocKERMOUTH,  {Cumb.  E.)  Sl  confiderable  town 
at  the  confluence  of  the  Cocker  and  Derwent,  has 
feme  manufaftures  of  light  woolen  goods,  hats,  Uii- 
en,  and  leather. 

CoGGEsHAUL,  {E(f.  E.)  a  town  on  the  Black- 
water,  with  manufatiurcs  of  baize  and  fay,  which 
have  fnpplanted  the  antient  woolen  goods,  called 
Coggefhall  whites. 

Coi.cnF.sTER,  (E/T;  E.)  an  antient,  large,  hand- 
lome,  and  populous,  town,  fitiiated  on  the  fouth 
bank  of  the  (liver  Colne,  about  ten  miles  from 
its  mouth,  whkU  is  a  large  olhiar\'  capable  of  re- 
ceiving a  very  numei-ous  fleet.  Large  fliips  can 
come  within  about  three  miles  of  the  town,  and 
fmall  veflels  quite  up  to  it.  The  chief  articles  of 
maiuifafture  are  baize,  fay,  ferge,  and  fomc  other 
woolen  goods,  which  give  employment  to  all  the 
adjacent  country  in  weaving  or  fpiiuiing :  and  great 
quantities  of  them  are  exported  to  Spain  and  other 
countries.  About  lOO  looms  are  employed  in  filk 
goods. 

CoLERAiNE,  {Lorn/.  I.)  a  town  fitnat.d  on  tlie 
River  Bann  near  the  fea,  and  in  the  lh,,it  of  the 
linen  manufafture,  in  which,  and  the  fifliery,  mod 
of  the  people  are  employed. 

CoLLERCOTs,  (Sorlbumli.  E.)  is  a  fmall  tide 
harbour,  a  little  way  north  from  the  Tine,  made  by 
private  proprietors  for  the  convenience  of  ftiipping 
their  coals. 

CoLLOM,  [Louth,  I.)  a  neat  thriving  village, 
with  manufadures  of  brown  hnen,  muflin,  and 
thread. 

CoLNE,  (Lan.  E.)  a  town  on  the  confines  of  tiie 
woolen  and  cotton  manufaftures,  with  a  ftiare  of 
Loth.  The  woolens  are  chiefly  of  the  kinds  made 
of  long  wool,  called  worfled  (luffs  ;  and  there  is  a 
hall  for  the  fale  ol  them. 

CoLUMBTON,  [Dev.  E.)  8  town  with  a  manu- 
fafture  of  ftiges  and  otlur  woolen  fluffs. 

Comb  Martin,  {Dev.  E.)  a  fmall  town  on  the 
Briftol  channel,  with  a  harbour  for  boats.  It  li.td 
mines  of  tin,  and  lead  rich  in  filver  :  but  they  arc 
now  exhanlled  or  ncglefted. 

C'OKf-!  n  <,iN,.  [Chef.  E.)  a  good  tcv.ii,  with  man- 
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ufaftures  of  filk,  and  cotton,  goods,  and  aKo  gloves 
and  purk's. 

CooKSTOWN,  (7>r.  /.)  a  village  inhabited  and 
furrounded  by  linen  weavers. 

CooTEHiLL,  [Cav.  I.)  a  town  with  a  confider- 
able market  for  linen. 

Corf  castle,  [Dorf.  E.)  has  fome  coafting 
trade  at  its  haven  with  flat  paving  flones,  called 
Purbcck  ilone  from  the  adjoining  country  :  and 
fome  knit  (lockings  are  made  here. 

Cork,  a  large  and  flourilhing  city,  containing 
about  73,000  inhabitants,  is  a  county  of  itfclf,  and 
alfo  gives  its  name  to  the  largefl  county  in  Ireland. 
It  lies  on  both  fides  of  the  River  Lee,  wliich  car. 
ries  vefTels  of  I20  tuns  up  to  quays  in  the  city. 
Tlie  harbour  is  a  large  bay,  divided  by  fcvcral 
iflands  into  a  number  of  channels,  wherein  a  great 
fleet  of  vefTels  may  lie  pei-fedlly  fafe.  Cork,  is  the 
commercial  capital  of  the  fouth  part  of  Ireland,  and 
exports  prodigious  quantities  of  beef,  pork,  butter, 
and  other  articles  of  failed  provifion,  together  with 
a  confiderable  quantity  of  com,  and  alfo  fome  linen. 
With  fo  great  a  trade,  the  port  owns  comparative- 
ly  very  little  fhipping,  the  proviCons  being  mollly 
taken  in  by  veflels  which  call  in  their  way  to  the 
Weft-Indies,  &c. 

CosHAM,  [IVi/t.  E.)  i  fmall  town  in  the  manu< 
failure  of  fiipcrfine  cloth. 

Coventry,  [War.  £.)  a  large  and  populous 
city,  with  manufaftures  of  camlets  and  gauzes,  and 
a  cotton  faftory.  But  the  plate  is  chiefly  famous 
for  its  ribands,  which  are  carried  to  all  parts  of  the 
world. 

CowEs,  [Hamp.  E.)  a  town,  or  two  towns  with 
the  addition  of  Well  and  Eaft,  on  both  fides  of  the 
River  Medina,  and  the  chief  port  of  the  Ifland  of 
Wight,  has  a  good  coalling  trade,  and  in  plentiful 
years  exports  corn  to  Spain  and  Portugal.  But  the 
chief  bufinefs  of  the  place  is  created  by  landing  and 
refliipping  fuch  ^'oods  as  are  by  law  obliged  to  be 
landed  in  a  Britilli  port,  before  they  can  be  carried 
to  any  foreign  country,  and  by  fupplying  the  various 
wants  of  the  vell'cls.  Many  good  veflels  are  built 
here. 

Crail  or  Caraii.,  {Fife,  S.)  an  antient  hurgh, 
which  about  lOO  years  ago  was  the  chief  flation  of 
the  herring  fifliery  in  the  Firth  of  Forth,  and  of  tlie 
various  branches  of  bufinefs  conncfted  with  it. 
Since  the  herrings  ccafed  from  vifiting  the  Firth  re- 
gularly, the  harbour  has  been  iiegletted,  few  or  no 
veflels  have  been  built,  and  the  trade  of  the  place  is 
reduced  to  a  trifling  manufaiilure  of  ofnaburg  and 
coarfe  brown  linen. 

Cramond,  (FJin.  S.)  a  thriving  village  at  the 
mouth  of  the  River  Ainund,  has  a  flitting  mill  for 
iron,  and  very  confiderable  manufadlures  of  ii-onand 
rteel,  which  are  made  into  a  great  variety  of  articles  ; 
and  thefe  give  emphiyment  to  a  few  floopslwlonging 
to  tlie  harbour,  which  is  a  civck  of  the  port  of  Leith. 
Cranston,  [Edin.  S.)  a  fmall  village,  with  a 
manufaAurc  of  tar,  pitch,  oil,  volatile  fpirits,  hartf- 
horn,  and  vamifli,  all  cxtradled  from  coal  by  the 
protifs  invented  by  the  earl  of  Duadunald. 
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Crawfurd's  DiKi,  (Sen/.  S.)  a  fmall  town  near 
the  eaft  end  of  Greenock,  with  a  good  harbour  for 
coafting  veffels,  much  more  antient  than  thofe  of 
Grecno..k  and  Portglafgow. 

r  .F*^"'/""'  (^'^-  ■^•)  a fmaU  town,  with  a  manu- 
tacture  of  ferges. 

Creetown,  (Ktrt.  S.)  a  thriving  little  town  at 
the  mouth  of  the  River  Cree,  has  feveral  fmall  vef. 
feU  employed  in  the  coailing  trade,  and  particularly 
m  carrynig  (hells  for  manure.  Some  cotton-fpin- 
nmg  and  other  manufadures  have  been  eftablirtied 
but  not  very  cxtenfive.  ' 

Cricklade,  {lV,/i.E.)  a  town  only  noted  as 
being  at  the  very  head  of  the  navigable  water  of  the 
Thames,  which,  by  the  junftion  of  the  Churn,  be- 
comes  capable  of  carrying  boats. 

Ckief  (Perli,  S.)  an  inland  town  on  the  border 
ot  the  Highlands,  formerly  famous  for  a  great 
market  for  Highland  cattle,  which  are  now  fold  at 
l;alkiik  and  Doune.  There  are  manufaftures  of 
lintfeed  oil,  paper,  filefias  and  otlier  linens,  woolen 
cloth,  drugget,  worlled  llufFs,  and  tanned  leather  • 
and  of  late  the  fpinning  and  weaving  of  cotton 
goods,  and  tambouring  have  been  introduced. 

r  Si'^?i"n'*'^^'  "  ^"^'■^  'o^"'  ''"^  c^iP'tal  of  the 
mailed  (h,re  m  the  three  kingdoms,  is  (ituated  on 
the  fouth  fliore  of  a  noble  firth,  capable  of  contain- 
mg  iome  hundreds  of  large  fhips  in  fafety  •  A 
good  quay  at  the  town  can  receive  a  velTel  of  «co 
tuns.  With  thefe  advantages  Cromarty  has  little 
bufinefs  worth  noticing,  except  a  pretty  confiderable 
maniifaaure  of  bagging  for  cotton  and  coals,  be- 
longing  to  a  company  in  London,  which  employs 
200  people  within  the  walls  and  a  number  of  fpin. 
ners  in  the  neighbourhood. 

.  Cromer  (Norf.  £.)  a  fiihing  villag,,  with  a  very 
indifFerent  landing  place  on  the  beach,  though  it  is 
believed  to  have  once  had  a  good  harbour. 

CaoMFORn,  (Derb.  E.)  a  village  near  feme  lead 
mines,  but  more  diftinguiflicd  by  the  extenfive  cot- 
ton  works  eftabhfhed  by  the  late  Sir  Richard  Ark. 
wright,  the  father  of  the  improvement  and  extendon 
ot  the  cotton  manufadure  in  this  country,  and  of 
the  oxtenfion  of  the  cultivation  of  cotton  throughout 
the  world. 

Cromwell  park,  [Perth,  S.)  the  feat  of  a  cot- 
ton  mill,  and  a  very  extenlive  print-field. 

Cronebane.  (md.  /.)  a  village  with  very  ex. 
tenl.ve  mines  of  copper,  and  a  mineral  water  which 
pruduces  copper. 

Croydon,  (S«r.  E.)  a  village  with  a  woolen 
manufafture  on  a  fmall  fcale,  which  was  more  ex.

Moll  of  the  weavers 
have  gardens,  to  which  and  the  healthy  fituation  of 
the  place  may  be  afcribed  the  longevity  of  the  in. 
habitants,  it  having  been  repeatedly  nmarked  that 
there  arc  more  old  people  here  than  in  mod  other 
communities. 

Cumnock,  (^j,r,  S.)  a  village,  where  fome 
mufims  and  other  cotton  goods,  and  fome  woolen 
goods,  arc  manufaaured,  and  alfo  a  confiderable 
quantity  of  flioes. 

Cupar  of  Angus.  (For/ j'.)  a  fmall  inland 
town,  where  fome  coarfe  linen  and  pack.flieetinjr

Cupar  OF  Fife,  a  neat  inland  town,  the  capital 
of  the  (hire,  with  a  fliare  of  the  manufaaure  of 
brown  iijcns,  filefias,  &c.  which  are  fcnt  to  Lon. 
con,  Olalgow,  and  other  places. 

DALBEATy,  (Kfri.  S.)  an  inland  village  near  the 
Urr,  on  winch  nver  there  is  a  port,  called  Dalbeaty

Dalkeith,  {Edm.  S.)  a  fmall  town,  wherein 
fome  years  ago  there  appeared  a  profpca  of  a  wool- 
en  manufaaure.  which  has  not  become  confiderable. 
Many  girls  are  employed  in  tambouring.  The 
weekly  c.nii  market  is  reckoned  the  gn-ateft  in 
ocotland. 

Dalnotfr  {Dmt.  S.)  a  village  on  the  Clyde, 
at  the  end  of  the  great  canal,  with  confiderable- 
iron-works. 

Dalry,  (.Vyr.  j',)  a  village  wherein  formerly 
many  people  wore  employed  in  filk  mantifaaures 
but  now  only  about  50.  Dut  there  are  above  loO 
employed  in  weaving  cotton  goods,  and  many  in 
cotton  .(pinning  works. 

Dantsey,  (im.  E  )  a  village  and  manor,  the 
whole  of  which  IS  occupied  by  dairy  farmers,  and 
produces  ..xc,-llent  cheele,  known  by  the  name  of 
North  Wilt.lhire.

,-;  noted  for  ale.  The  mr.ibles  and  petrifaftions  of 
(he  adiaee-'t  Peak  cmmtry  al'ord  employment  to 
ntanv  hands  in  fonning  them  i-  to  a  variety  of  fancy 
articles.  Uut  the  clr -f  bnfmefi  of  the  place  1  i  i-r- 
ganrinine,  ihrowir.g.  or  twilling;,  filk,  wlreh  wjis 
inti-oduc.'^  ii:  the  year  \-\')  by  .Sir  Thomai  Lo.Tibe,

DoNAGHV,  [7yr.  I.)  a  village  inhabited  and  fur- 
rounded  by  linen-weavers. 

DoNCASTER,  {York,  IV.  R.)  a  large  town  on  the 
River  Don,  Daiine,  or  Dim,  by  the  navigation  oi 
which  it  has  a  communication  with  Hull  and  other 
parts  of  the  counti  y.  Some  branches  of  the  hofiery 
bulinefs  feem  to  be  tlie  only  mannfaduresof  the  place. 
Donegal,  a  town  at  the  head  of  a  fine  bay  on 
the  north-well  coail  of  Ireland,  to  which,  and  to 
the  county  it  lies  in,  it  gives  name,  is  a  place  of 
little  trade. 

Dorchester,  {Dorf.  E.)  a  large  town  on  the 
River  Frome,  chieHy  noted  for  its  ale.  which  is  car- 
ried to  all  parts  of  the  world.  Tiic  adjacent  conn- 
try  is  covered  with  Iheep,  and  there  was  formerly 
a  very  confiderable  manufadure,  which  worked  up 
all  their  wool,  befides  great  (|uantities  of  wool  and 
woolen  yarn  fr.nn  Ireland,  which  is  now  decayed. 

Douglas,  {Lan.  S.)  a  village,  which  in  antienl 
times  derived  its  fame  from  the  martial  piowefs  of 
its  lords.  But  the  inhabitants  are  now  more  nfe- 
fully  employed  in  fpinning  and  weaving  cotton. 
There  is  alfo  another  cotton  work  at  Carmaeoiip,  a 
little  higher  upon  the  Water  of  Douglas. 

DouGL.VB,  the  largi  (I  town  in  theiflandot  Mann, 
cimtaining  about  (jco  houfes,  feated  on  the  lide  ot  ,1 
river,  which,  though  nearly  dry  at  low  water,  ad- 
mits veffels  of  good  b'lrthen  with  the  tide,  and  is 
elleemed  o;ie  of  the  bell  harbours  in  \\w  Iriih  fe:i. 
This  p'.rt   lias   more  fliipping   and   commirer  than

DovNE,  (  Vcrih,  S.)  a  fmall  town  of  pretty  good 
lioiiles.  on  t!ie  River  Teith,  has  two  markets  an. 
iiuaHy  for  c:ittK-,  the  numbers  of  wliich  are  fome- 
tunes  little  inferior  to  thole  at  Falkirk.  Douno 
has  been  famous  f;,r  the  nianufafture  of  Highland 
purfes,  but  Hill  more  for  that  of  Highland  piftols, 
which  have  been  fold  from  4  to  24  guineas  a  pair, 
and  been  fought  after  by  the  princes  and  nobles  of 
various  parts  of  EurojK-. 

DovAN  or  (Devon)  iron-works,  {C/ac.S.)  fituat- 
ed  on  tlie  llream  from  which  they  take  their  name, 
about  three  miles  from  Alloa,  were  ellablilhed  in 
the  year  1792,  in  the  hr-art  of  a  coal  and  iron-llone 
country,  and  are  no:  built,  but  dug  out  of  the  folid 
rock  iu  the  face  of  a  precipitous  bank.  Pig  iron 
to  a  pretty  large  extent  is  made  at  them. 

Dover,  [Kent,  E.)  an  antient  town,  with  a  tide 
harbour  fupported  at  a  great  expense.  Being  the 
nearell  port  to  the  continent,  packets  for  Calais  in 
1- ranee  fail  from  it  in  time  of  peace  ;  and  the  money 
Ipcnt  by  paflTcngcrs  is  the  chief  fupport  of  the  town, 
which  has  very  little  trade  or  mamifaaures,  except 
lliipbuildmg  and  the  branches  conneded  with  it. 

DowN.-AM,  {S'or/.E.)  a  town  fituated  on  the 
.•dge  of  the  fen  eounfy,  has  a  quay  for  barges  upon 
the  River  Oufe,froin  which  the  corn,  butter,  &c.  of 
the  iic.ghbouring  country  are  fent  down  to  Lynue. 

DowNPATRicK,  a  '"mall  city  at  tlie  head  of  the 
louth  branch  of  Strangford  lough,  more  noted  for 
being  the  capital  of  the  county  of  Down  tium  for 
trade, 

DowNTON,  {IVilt.E.)  a  fmall  town  rr.  the  River 
Avon,  with  manufaftures  of  paper,  bed-ticks,  and 
lace,  but  cliieriy  noted  for  its  malt. 

Dkiffuld,  {V'jrk,  E.  R.)  a  f.nall  town,  with 
manufaftiiivs  of  woolen  anrl  cotton. 

Drogheda,  {Louth,  I.)  a  well-built  town,  with 
a'-ovc  lo.oso  inliabitants,  at  the  month  -,f  the  River 
Loyne,  whieli  firms  its  harbour,  is  a  county  of  it- 
lelf.  Confiderable  (piantities  of  corn  and  flour, 
with  fome  linen,  are  ihipped  here  :  and  coals  and 
other  goods  are  imported  for  the  fiippiv  of  the 
leighbouring  countr)-. 

DRonv.'icH,  {IVorc.  E.)  a  fmall  town,  noted  for 
the  excellent  quality  of  the  fait  made  from  brine 
ihnwn  out  of  piis,  which  have  couli.ii!,-d  many  cenf- 
.mea  to  fupply  it  in  tUe  greatell  abundance  and  of 
the  tlroTi^rell  quality.  The  Work;,  confume  a'.-out 
?00  tuns  of  coal  every  week.  Some  Imen  is  alfo 
made  here:  and  there  is  a  good  naugabb  commn- 
n:eation  with  the  Severn  by  a  canal. 

DgOMA<ii.,  {Corl,  I.)  a  village  with  coal  mines 
■•  I.accnt. 

Dromanagii,  [Coil,  I.)  another  village  bellde 
i-oal  minet. 

DuiiLtv,  the  cipital  of  the  county  or"  the  famr 
name,  and  of  ail  Ireland,   is  a  great  and   fplendid 


city,  mterfecled  Ly  the  Iliver  LitTey,  from  the 
mouth  of  which  a  mole  is  extended  about  four 
miles  into  the  fea.  Tlie  port  pofl"e(res  a  coufider- 
quantity  oi   "'.ipping,  employed  in  trading  to 


al)le 


various  parts  of  the  world,  and  i'n  coalling.  The 
exports  coufill  of  corn,  flour,  beef,  pork,  butter, 
and  very  great  quantities  of  hnens  ;  and  the  imports, 
ot  every  article  i:ot  produced  in  Ireland,  wanted  for 
the  enjoyment  of  life.  Two  very  important  canals 
connect  the  city  with  the  interior  country  and  the 
well  coaft  of  Ireland.  Many  branches  of  trade  and 
manufaauies  are  earned  on,  which,  as  in  other  great 
places, attradl  lefs  notice  than  is  due  to  them.  The 
linen  hall,  a  moll  commodious  and  elegant  llruftuic 
IS  the  center  of  the  linen  trade  of  Ireland.  ' 

Dudley,  {Slaf.  E.)  a  flourilhing  town,  with 
mamifadm-es  of  nails  and  other  articles  of  ironmoiiE- 
ery,  and  flint  glafs. 

DuL\s,  {yjHg.  IV.)  a  rmall  port  at  the  mouth 
ot  a  nviikt  of  the  fame  name,  with  a  little  coalline 
trade.  ^ 

Dui  VERTON,  {Som.  E.)  a  fmall  'own,  near  mines 
ot  lead  of  indifi"erent  quality,  has  mauufaftures  of 
woolen  cloths  and  blankets. 

DuNAKi;,  {^ueer,.  J.)  a  village  with  extenfivc 
mines  of  coal  of  the  hard  kind,  eftecmed  for  fmith's 
work. 

Dunbar,  {Htu/.  S.)  a  hai: '.fome  little  town,  with 
a  pretty  good  tide  harbimr,  partly  made  by  digging 
to  the  depth  of  eight  feet  in  the  folid  rock  in  the 
beginning  of  the  eighteenth  century  ;  and  from  that 
time  the  town  has  continued  to  irofper.  There  is 
fome  fonig.  trade  j  and  the  w  'Khcry  has  been 
long,  and  fuccefsfully,  profccu.  .  nit  has  declined 
,rr  '^''"■"  '"''■'''"«  'ilicrygr.-  employment  in 
the  leafon  to  many  hands ;  and  confiderable  quan- 
tities are  pickled  and  redded  for  exportation.  But 
the  chief  articles  of  export  are  corn  and  malt,  the 
produce  of  the  adjacent  fertile  fields.  In  the  town 
and  neighbouring  villages  there  arc  mauufaftures  of 
lad-eloth  and  cordage,  and  a  mill  for  fninnintr  col. 
ton  and  tiax.  " 

DuNUAkTON,  the  capital  of  the  Ihire  which  takes 
Its  name,  is  a  fmall  town,  with  a  harbour  in  the 
mouth  ot  the  River  Leveu,  whicli  was  the  chief,  if 
not  the  only,  port  of  foreign  commerce  on  the 
Clyde,  when  Glafgow  was  merely  a  bi(hop"s  burgh. 
There  are  about  2,coo  tun  of  (hipping  belongiir  ■ 
to  thi;  town,  employed  in  coalUn^-  and  in  the  lier. 
ring  iuhery.  The  chief  mamifadiiies  are  bottles 
and  window  glafs,  and  nun's  thread.  The  Leven, 
which  IS  the  outlet  of  I.och  Lonu.nd,  aecoinmodatis 
the  valley  up  to  the  head  of  the  loch  with  the  car- 
nage of  produce  and  goods  by  failing  craft,  called 
gabarts  ;  and  there  is  a  valuable  fahnon  lilliery  in 
u.  Till  lately  ihefe  were  all  the  benefits  of  any 
eonfequence  conferred  by  the  Leven  upon  its  valley. 
But  in  the  year  1  76H  the  quality  of  the  «  ater,  which 
IS  remarkably  foft  and  pure,  was  obferved  to  be  well 
ad.qjted  for  tlie  opeialions  of  bleaelnng  and  printii  g. 
Four  bleaehllelds,  and  three  printiields,  were  feon 
cltablidicd  ;  and  tliefe  new  branches  of  trade  have 
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given  birth  to  fome  neat  villages,  and  enlivened  tlie    lately  recommended  to  the  attention  of  the  publi,-;, 
whole  valley.     The  printficlds  are  remarkable  for    xnhn  Gleanings  in  Ireland,  p.  ^o. 


the  variety  and  elegance  of  their  patterns.  In  the 
year  1793  '^'"Y  eTiploycd  above  3,000  men,  women, 
and  children,  the  numbers  of  the  fexes  being  nearly 
equal  :  but  in  1 794  their  number  was  reduced  to 
1,905. 

Dunblane,  {Perth,  S.)  though  formerly  the  fee 
of  a  biftop,  is  but  a  fmall  village.  It  has  fome 
manufaftures  of  cotton  goods  and  coarfe  woolens. 

DuNDALK,  (Lnwth,  /.)  a  town  at  the  head  of  a 
bay  known  by  its  name,  has  an  indifferent  harbour, 
and  a  few  vtlfels.  The  exports  are  corn,  flour, 
cattle,  and  fome  linens.  There  are  thriving  manu- 
fadtures  of  linen  of  various  kinds  and  of  mullin. 

Dundee,  {Forf.  S.)  a  large,  handfome,  and  po- 
pvilous,  town,  on  the  north  fide  of  the  Firth  of 
Tay.  The  harbour  admits  vcffels  of  300  tuns  ; 
and  there  is  a  eontidcrable  quantity  of  (hipping  em- 
ployed in  the  foreign  and  coalling  trade,  and  a  few 
in  the  whale  fidiery.  The  manufaftures  are  ofna- 
burg,  fail-cloth,  bagging,  diaper,  and  fome  other 
linens,  coloured  thread,  tanned  leather,  boots  and 
(hoes  for  exportation  by  the  way  of  London  *, 
cordage,  &c.  Machinery  has  been  erefted  for 
fpinning  cotton,  and  the  yarn  is  made  into  calicoes, 
handkerchefs,  &c. 

DuNDONALD,  (^T,  S.)  ?.  fmall  vilUgc  with  a 
cotton  work. 

DiiNDRDM,  {Down,  I.)  a  village,  fituated  on  a 
fmall  inlet  of  the  fea,  with  fome  coalting  veffds. 

Dunfermline,  {Fife,  .V.)  a  large  and  populous 
town,  with  a  floiu-ifhing  manufacture  of  table  linen 
of  excellent  quality,  which  employs  1,200  looms, 
and  has  long  been  the  ttaple  of  the  place.  There 
is  machinery  for  fpinning  flax,  hemp,  and  wool. 
The  inhabitants  have  the  cheapeft  fuel  in  Scotland 
from  a  coal  mim  Sclonging  to  tlie  corporation. 

Dunfries,  ill  capital  of  the  fliire  fo  called,  is 
dillinguiflied  as  the  handfomeft  and  moll  populous 
town  in  the  fouth  part  of  Scotland.  The  River 
Nith,  navigable  up  to  the  town  for  veffcls  of  30  or 
40  tuns,  is  the  harbour,  which  is  ranked  as  a  port 
in  the  cuftom-houfe  ellablilhment.  A  few  vcfftls 
go  to  the  Baltic  s  but  the  foreign  trade  has  fallen 
off  mtieh  fince  tlie  importation  of  tobacco,  which 
was  formerly  pretty  contiderahle,  has  been  given 
up.  There  is  a  pretty  good  lalmon  tilhery,  but  no 
manufafturc  of  any  conlequence. 

Dungannon,  (Tyr.  i.)  a  toi-n  near  fome  good 
coal  mines,  and  iurrount';;)  'y  a  country  whtrein 
weaving,  bleaching,  and  !  .iming,  are  carried  on 
together. 

DuNGARVAN,  {IVat.  I.)  a  fmall  town  at  the  head 
of  a  bay,  which  makes  a  good  harbour,  has  fome 
vcffels  employed  in  fifliing  and  coafting — South 
from  Duiigarvan  lies  the  Nymph  bank,  a  moll  ex- 
cellent fiihing  ground,   which   Captain    Frafer   has 


DuNKELi},  {Perth,  S.)  an  antient  cpifcopal  city, 
but  now  a  fmall  town,  containing  about  i  ,800  inhab- 
itants. All  the  linen  yarn,  fpuu  in  the  adjacent 
country,  to  the  amount  of  about  200,000  fpindles 
annually,  is  brought  to  Dunkeld,  where  fome  of  it 
is  made  into  lintn  ;  but  the  greatell  part  is  fent  to 
Perth,  Dunfermline,  and  Glalgow.  A  wheelwright 
of  this  place  has  invented  an  improvement  upon  the 
fpinning  wheel,  by  which  better  yarn  is  made  in 
greater  qtiantity,  and  with  more  tale  to  the  fpin- 
ncr. 

DuNLAviN,  nVict,  I.)  an  inland  town,  with 
manufaClures  of  linen  and  coarfe  woolen  goods. 

DuNLEER,  (Loiilh,  /. )  a  fmall  town,  in  the  midlt 
of  the  brown-Unen  manufaChire. 

DuNLop,  (/Vy''>  S.)  a  village  noted  for  the  qual. 
ity  of  the  cheefe,  known  by  its  name,  made  on  the 
neighbouring  farms. 

Dunmanawav,  {Cork,  A)  an  inland  town,  fur- 
rounded  by  mannfaChirera  of  linen. 

DuNMow,  (FJ/fv,  £.)  an  antient  town,  with  a 
(hare  of  the  bai/.e  trade 

Dunstable,  {lied.  E.)  a  town,  in  t'.e  neigh, 
bourhood  of  which  the  wome.i  and  children  are  em- 
ployed in  m;iking  liats,  bafkets,  and  many  fancy 
articles,  of  llraw,  which  in  their  hands  affumes  a 
vail  variety  of  lignres  and  colours,  and  produce! 
confiuerable  emolument,  cfpecially  fince  the  (Iraw 
hats  have  been  in  general  requeft  among  the  ladies. 

DuNSTFR,  (Sow.  E.)  a  fmall  matitime  town, 
with  a  niauufatture  of  kerfies. 

DuNTOcHER,  {Dunb  S.)  a  village  on  the  north 
fide  of  the  Clyde,  where  there  are  works  (the  fir(t 
of  tlie  kind  eredU'd  in  Scotland)  for  making  woolen 
cloth  of  the  coarfe  kind  called  Kendal  cotton,  or 
coating. 

DuNWiCH,  {Suf.  E.)  which  appears  to  have 
been  the  moil  confiderable  port  on  tlie  call  coaft 
btfore  the  Norman  conquell,  has,  by  fuceeffive  en- 
croachments of  the  fea,  dwindled  to  a  fiihing  vil- 
lage. 

Dvnwvxct,  [Stirl.  S.)  a  village  with  a  cotton 
manufadlory  and  a  printlield. 

Durham,  the  capital  of  the  epifcopal  county  to 
which  it  gives  its  name,  is  an  antient  city,  fupported 
by  the  revenues  of  the  church,  and  the  expenditure 
(if  travelers,  it  being  a  great  thoroughfare. 

Durslf.v,  {Gioi/c.  E.)  a  pretty  good  town, 
with  a  Ihare  of  the  clothing  trade. 

DvsART,  (Fi/e,  S.)  an  antient  town,  with  a 
fmall  tide  harbour  for  veffcls  not  exceeding  12  feet 
of  draught.  There  is  great  abundance  of  coal,  the 
mine  of  which  has  been  on  fire  iluring  three  cen- 
turies ;  and  coal,  together  with  fait  f,  its  ufual  at 
tend.in(,  formerly  conllituted  the  chief  trade  of  .lie 
place.      Dyfait,  though  a  creek  of  Kirkcaldy  in

porf.  Somi-  0  tiicin  are  chartered  by  merchants 
in  other  ports  and  by  povirniiuiil.  'I'hc  exports 
confill  chiefly  of  coal  and  fomc  fait.  'I'hc  imports 
are  timh.r  for  biiiKlitifr  houfcs  and  vclltls,  flax,  flax- 
feed,  aflies,  and  alfo  liiicn  yarn  from  IJremcn  and 
Hamburgh.  The  indiillry  of  the  people  is  now 
chiefly  exerted  upon  the  manufathirc  of  checks  and 
bed-ticks,  partly  for  GlafKow,  but  molUy  for  Lon- 
don  J  and  the  women  are  refuming  their  antient 
occu|)ation  of  weavinji;

and  Sell,  two  adjacent  iflands,  but  much  larger,  are 
compofed  of  the  fame  fubllance  with  Eafdale. 

Edfnbkrrv,  {King.  J.)  a  thriving  town,  fituated 
on  a  branch  of  the  great  canal. 

Edinburgh,  the  capital  of  Scotland,  is  (Ituated 
about  two  miles  from  the  fouth  fliore  of  the  Firth 
of  Forth.     The  city  was  orig.inally  built  on   the 
ridge  of  a  hill  in  order  to  enjoy  the  protcdion  of 
the  caftlc  upon  the   precipitous  wtftern  extremity 
of  It.     Till  about  forty  years  ago  the  fuburbs  were 
not  very  extenfive  or  populous,     13ut  the  eredlion 
of  a  new  town  on  the  north  (ide  of  the  ciiy.  conlilU 
ing  of  houfcs  uniformly  built  of  the  bell  materials, 
and  dilpofed  in  rcguhir  llreets  and  fquares,  and  alfo 
of  many  new  llreets  and  fquares  011  the  fouth  fide, 
and,  indeed,  in  every  diredion,   has  rendered  the 
antient  city  of  Edinburgh,  like  that  of  London, 
the  fmallefl  part  of  the  mafs  of  buildings  compre- 
hended under  the  general  name.     Along  with  the 
improvements  in  building,  the  fpirit  of  commercL-, 
which  had   flnmbered  (ince  the  union  of  the  king, 
doms,  alfo  arofe.     The  merchants  of  Edinburgh, 
whofe  foreign  trade  had  hitherto  been  almoll  con- 
hncd  to  Holland  and  Portugal,  fcnt  their  vefl'els  to 
Pcterlburg  and  other  parts  of  the  Baltic,  to  Ame- 
rica,  and   the   Weft-Indies.      (See    Lkith.)       In 
Edinburgh,   as  in  other  large  cities,  manufaftures 
are  not  lo  confpieuous  as  in  fmaller  places,   where 
they  are  the  chief  objeds  of  attention  ;  but  they 
are  numerous,  and  fome  of  them  extenfive. 

EoGLESHAM,  {Renf.  S.)  a  pleafant  village  with 
a  cotton  work,  and  many  looms  working  for  the 
maiiufadturers  of  Glafgow  and  Palley. 

Eggleton,  {Tort,  N.  R.)  a  village  on  the  Tees, 
near  a  quarry  of  (jood  marble, 

Elgin,  the  capital  of  the  fhire  of  Elgin,  or 
Moray,  an  inland  town  furrounded  by  a  fertile  corn 
country.  The  indultry  of  the  women  is  thrown 
away  in  fpinning  linen  yarn  for  dilUnt  manufac- 
turers :  and  a  woolen  maimfjaure,  formerly  carried 
on  to  fome  extent,  and  fupported  by  a  breed  of 
fine-woolcd  (heep,  has  been  ncglefted,  in  confe- 
quence  oj  which  the  flieep  are  f  ipplanted  by  a  race 
<-f  a  larger  fpecies. 


EuNG,  (//««//>,  /.;.)  a  village  at  the  head  of  a 
branch  ol  the  fea,  called  Southampton  water,  has 
uoeks  lor  building  veU'eld. 

Kiv,  {Cam/'.  £.)  is  a  fmall  epifcopal  city,  fitu- 
ated  on  a  piece  of  ground,  called  the  Ide  of  Ely, 
beeaufe  lurronnded  by  marilits.  Except  a  little 
inHTcomle  with  Eyniie  by  the  navigation  of  the 
Uule,  there  is  110  trade  beyond  the  fupply  of  the 
neighbourhood  with  ftrawberries  and  garden  Huff. 

Ely,  {Fi/e,  H.)  a  fmall  town,  with  a  good  tide 
harbour  having  15  feet  water  at  fpring  tides,  whicK 
frequently  afl'ords  (heller  to  veflels  caught  in  llorms, 
1  here  are  a  few  vedels  belonging  to  the  place  em- 
ployed III  foreign  trade  ;  and  fome  pretty  large  vef- 
fels  are  built.  The  manufadhires  are  checks  and 
bed-ticks,  and  a  ropc-work.  Rubies  arc  fometimes 
found  on  the  fliore. 

Ennis,  the  capital  of  the  Irifli  county  of  Clare 
IS  fituated  on  the  River  Fergus,  which  carries  boats 
up  to  It,  whereby  it  has  a  little  tnide. 

ENNiscoRTHy,  {IVex.  A)  atown  on  the  Slancy, 
which  18  navigable  up  to  it,  has  fome  manufaftures 
of  coarfe  woolen  goods,  and  confidtrablc  iron- 
woiks. 

Enniskillen,  {Ferm.  I.)  a  town  fituated  in  an 
ifland  lying  in  the  channel  between  the  upper  and 
lower  part  of  Lough  Erne,  furrounded  by  a  country 
occupied  by  linen-weavers  and  graliers. 

Emsby,  (2ori,  IV.  R.)  a  vdlage  near  Skipton, 
with  a  manufafture  of  cotton  yarn. 

EniTH,  {Kent,  E.)  a  village  on  the  Thames,  has 
tome  coalling  trade  in  lime,  made  from  chalk, 
chiefly  to  London,  and  fends  fome  even  to  Hol- 
land and  Flanders.  The  refufe  of  the  chalk  is 
carried  along  the  fliore  a»  far  as  NorfoUc,  to  be  laid 
on  the  ground  as  a  manure. 

Errol,  {Pcrib,  S.)  a  village  with  a  fmall  bar- 
bour  on  the  Tay  for  fhipping  the  corn  of  the 
neighbouring  Carle,  and  landing  coal,  lime,  &c. 

Eton,  {Su//:  £.)  a  village  at  the  head  of  the  na- 
vigation  of  the  River  Adur,  has  fome  trade  in  load- 
ing  barges  with  timber  for  the  ftiipbuilders  at  Shore- 
ham. 

Evi.sHAM,often  contra£led  to  Esh  am,  ( JForr.  E.) 
a  town  on  the  River  Avon,  which  is  navigable  for 
barges  to  it.  has  a  manufaaure  of  llockiii^s.  The 
vale  of  Evcfliam  is  noted  for  the  goodiiefs  of  it* 
corn. 

E.XETER,  (Dev.  E.)  an  antient  city  on  the  River 
Ek  or  Ifl<,  which  carries  fmall  vcA^lIs  up  to  it,  the 
larger  ones  being  obliged  to  lie  at  Toplham,  three 
miles  lower.  'Ihe  fcrgcs,  druggets,  duroys,  kcr- 
leys,  and  everlallings,  made  in  tlie  adjacent  country 
are  bought  in  a  rough  (late  by  the  traders  of  Exe- 
ter,  who  dye  and  finifti  them  for  home  confumption 
and  exportation.  Italy,  France,  Germany,  Hoi- 
land,  Spain,  and  Portugal,  take  to  the  value  of 
iSOO.ooo  111  thefe  articles.  And  the  Eaft  India 
Company  purchafe  long  ells,  to  the  amount  of 
about  ^100,000.  Befldes  the  vcflcls  engaged  in 
the  trade  wriih  the  above-mentioned  countries,  there 
are^  others  employed  in  the  Newfoundland  fi/hay, 
"•Tiu  lii  tue  coalling  trade. 
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Eyb,  (.ft/^  E.)  a  town  with  a  manufatlure  of 
bone  lace,  and  a  good  deal  of  employment  in  fpin- 
ning. 

EvEMOUTH,  {Berw.  S.)  a  village  on  the  River 
Eye  or  Aye,  which  forms  a  harbour  for  fmall  vef- 
fels.  From  a  fiihing  village,  it  has  become,  in  con- 
fcquence  of  the  improvement  of  the  harbour  by 
good  piers,  the  feat  of  a  very  confidemble  trade  in 
ihipping  corn,  ami  importing  wood,  iron,  flajAtar, 
&t.  The  inhabitants  alfo  profecute  the  limeiy, 
and  fend  their  cured  filh  to  London  and  Edin- 
burgh. 

Falkirk,  (SnW.  S.)  an  antient  town,  wliich  has 
been  miuli  enlarged  by  the  vicinity  of  the  groat 
canal  and  Carron  works.  It  is  chiefly  noted  for  the 
iry/f  (or  market)  held  on  the  adjacent  muir,  at 
VNliich  fomt times  above  50,000  head  of  Highland 
caule  are  fold  at  prices  from  15/  to  £25,  and  alio 
of  late  years  a  eonfidcrablc  number  of  Highland 
flii'i  p  and  liorfts. 

Falkland,  (Fif,;  S  )  a  decayed  little  town, 
formerly  a  royal  refidenco.  The  only  article  of 
maniifadure  is  brown  linen  ;  and  the  fme  wool  of 
tlie  neighbouring  Lomond  hills  is  neglcded,  though 
II reams  of  water  and  plenty  of  coal  are  at  hand. 

Falmouth,  (Corn.  E.)  a  well-built  town  at  the 
mouth  of  an  eltuary  formed  by  the  Fale,  or  Vale, 
and  fevirul  other  rivers,  which  is  one  of  (he  fafell 
and  moll  commodious  harbours  in  the  kingdom, 
and  is  therefor  the  llation  of  the  poll -office  packets 
for

pilchard  tilhery  is  profecuted  in  the  feafon,and  thirc 
is  fome  trade  with  Portugal,  &c. 

Farhham,  (Ham/).  E.)  a  town  fituated  on  a 
fmall  liver  at  the  well  head  of  Portfmouth  harbour, 
has  a  manufaClnre  of  a  particular  kind  of  bricks  tor 
cxportat'on.  There  arc  alio  manufadures  of  lloek- 
ings  and  cordage ;  and  a  number  of  large  veflels  are 
limit  here. 

Fapnham,  {Siir.  E.)  alarge  and  wcU-huilt  town, 
furrounded  by  plautatious  of  hops  for  the  culture 
and  quality  oY  which  this  part  of  the  country  is 
famous.

One  of  the  mills  works  machinery  for  fpin- 
ning  flax. 

FisHOARD,  [Pemb.  IV.)  a  town  at  the  head  of  a 
bay,  capable  of  being  formed  into  an  excellent  liar, 
hour.  The  fifluM7  for  herrings  and  other  filli  is  at 
prefent  the  chief  bufinefs  of  the  place. 

Flemincton,  {Lan.S.)  anewvillage  a  few  miles 
above  C.lafgow,  created  and  fupported  by  acotton- 
fpinuing  work. 

Fochabers,  {Elg.S.)  a  village  on  the  Spey,witli 
a  fmall  manufacture  of  hofiery  ware,  and  a  capital 
falmon  tilhery. 

FoLKSTONR,  ( AVn/,  E.)  a  filhing  town,  with  fome 
coaltitig  trade,  and  a  pretty  conliderable  trade  in 
Ihipbuilding,  the  Folkltone  cutters,  in  particular, 
being  famous  for  fall  failing. 

FoRDiNCBRiDGE,  (W«m/>.  E.)  H  towu  redu'ced  by 
repeated  fires,  has  a  mnnufafture  of  tickings. 

FoRDwiCH,  {Kent,  E.)  a  town  on  the  Stour, 
though  far  from  the  lea,  was  once  a  port,  and,  as  a 
member  of  Sandwich,  contributed  to  the  outfit  of 
the  Cinque-port  fleet.  It  is  now  aeeeffible  cmly  by 
barges,  which  come  up  from  Sandv  ith. 

Forfar,  the  capital  of  the  (hire  of  ih''  fame  niime, 
is  an  inland  town,  with  a  manufacluie  of  ofnabu'ijr, 
which  employs  between  four  and  live  hundred 
weavers,  with  fpinners,  winders,  &e.

R.)  a  prolpcroua 
town,  and  a  great  market  for  yard-wide  woolen 
cloths,  from  lod  to  8/  per  yard,  which  are  made 
in  the  country  to  the  vveftward  of  it  as  far  as  Hlack-

even  in  the  adjacent  parts  of  I^ncalhiie.  The 
buyers  and  fellers  of  cloth  ufed  to  meet  in  an  open 
fquare  till  about  the  year  t76y.

Here  a  great  deal  of  budnefs  is  done  in  vei7 
little  time  ;  for  at  half  after  twelve  every  body  is 
obliged  to  leave  the  hall.  The  inhabitants  of  this 
town'  and  neighbourhood  have  alfo  taken  up  the 
manufafture  of  bror.d  cloths,  which  are  made  as 
fine  as  ihofe  of  the  \ve(t  of  ivngland,  together  with 
J'.erfeymeres,  ferges,  and  fomc  other  woolen  fabrics. 
Hull,  (fori,  E.  R.J  called  alfo  Kingllon  upon 
Hull,  as  being  liiuated  at  the  junt\ion  of  that  river 
with  the  Huniher,  is  a  large  antient  town  ((Ve  y. 
i,  pp.  358,  462)  and  n  county  of  itfelf.  It  has  r 
very  great  trade,  being  the  center  of  a  moil  extenf- 
ive  inland  navigation  through  all  the  fertile  and 
opulent  manufadnring  dillritts,  wutcred  by  the 
many  navigable  rivers  which  unite  in  the  branch  of 
the  fea  called  the  Humber.  Befides  a  great  inland 
and  coalling  trade,  Hull  has  very  extenlive  and  in- 
cieafing  commerce  with  the  continent  of  Europe 
and  America,  and  is  largely  concerned  in  the  Green- 
land filheiy.

KiLRONAN,  ( Rofc.  I.J  a  village  near  the  head 
of  the  Sliannon,  with  valuable  mines  of  coal,  iron, 
and  apparently  other  met.ils,  and  great  variety  of 
potter's  earth,  flint,  &c.

KiNCARBiN, /Tifr//;,  S.)  a  new  village  of  neat 
houfes  on  the  more  of  the  Forth.  Many  reflelf 
are  built  here,  of  which  fome  are  fold  to  other 
ports,  andjwiployed  in  the  Weft-India  trade  and 
Greenland  nihery.  'I  hofe  belonging  to  the  place 
meafure  above  4,000  tuna,  being  about  two  thirdi 
of  the  whole  fltipping  regiftcred  in  the  port  of  \I- 
loa,  of  which  this  is  a  creek.  They  are  moftly  em- 
ployed in  carrying  coal,  fdt,  lime,  &c.  from  Alloa, 
and  other  hailiours  on  the  Forth,  to  Leith,  Dun- 
dee, Petth,  Holland,  Norway,  and  the  Baltic,  and 
in  importing  wood,  iron,  flax,  and  flax-feed,  with 
which  they  fupply,  not  only  their  own  neighbour- 
hood, hut  even  Glafgow  and  the  weft  coaft  '  y 
meaufi  of  the  canal.  Many  of  them  aie  chartered ; 
and  of  thefe  fome  go  to  tlie  Levant,  and  one  we  t 
even  to  India  in  the  fervice  of  government  f .

There  are  quarries  </f  excellent  ftone,  trom  which 
the  inilmary,  royal  exchange,  and  regifler  office, 
in  Edip'^urgh,  a  church  in  Aberdeen,  and  (atcord- 
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ing  to  tradition)  the  flsdt  koufe  of  Amftcrdam  *, 
wfre  built.  In  addition  to  Biipbujlding,  tlie  ftaple 
manufaftiire  of  the  place,  two  companies  employ 
fome  looms  in  weaving  cotton  goods,  and  about 
loo  girls  in  tambouring.  iTit  fpirit  of  induftrj', 
which  animates  every  individual  of  this  fmaH  com- 
mnnity,  is  fuch  as  muft  give  pleafure  to  every  real 
fWf  nd  of  hig  country. 

KiNGHOKN,  (Fife,  S.J  an  antient  hurgh  on  the 
north  rtiore  of  the  Forth,  with  two  harbours,  and 
fcarcely  any  ftiipping,  except  nine  very  ftout  floops 
of  about  40  and  60  tuns,  which,  with  a  number  of 
rowing  boats,  are  conftantly  employed  upon  tlie 
ffrry  between  Pcttycur,  the  weilern  harbour  i  f 
Kinghorn,  and  Leith  ;  and  fo  fteady  and  Ikilful  arc 
the  feamen  in  thefe  veffels,  that  there  is  no  record 
or  remembrance  of  any  of  them  being  lolt.  The 
nianufaiaure  of  knitted  thread  ftockingt,  and  fpin- 
ning,  which  ufed  to  employ,  and  ftarve,  the  women 
of  this  place,  are  now  happily  fuperfeded  by  four 
or  five  mills  for  fpinning  cotton  and  flaK  by  ma- 
i  hinery,  in  which,  and  the  fubfequent  procefs  of 
weaving,  the  young  of  both  fexes  find  profitable 
employment.  Kinghorn,  like  the  other  coaft  towns 
of  Fife,  enjoys  the  advantage  of  having  coal  and 
nih  at  hand. 

KiNGscLERE,  ( Hamp.  E.J  a  pltafant  town,  With 
a  good  corn  market,  and  fome  trade  in  malt. 

KiNGSTANLEV,  (Glouc.  E.)  a  profpcrous  town, 
fituated  on  the  River  Stroud,  the  water  of  which 
is  noted  as  particularly  favourable  for  dying  fear- 
let.  There  is  a  great  trade  in  clothing,  the  cloths 
being  all  dyed  in  the  piece.  The  dying  works  are 
vtry  extenlive  ;  one,  in  particular,  reckoned  the 
greateft  eftablifhment  of  the  kind  out  of  London, 
has  a  fuite  of  work-fhopl^  which  make  a  little  town 
of  themfelves. 

Kingston,  (Sur,  E.)  an  antient  town,  pleaf. 
antly  fituated  on  the  Thames,  in  a  fertile  country, 
has  a  great  irurket  for  corn.

Kington,  (Heref.  E.)  a  confiderable  town,  with 
fome  clothing  trade,  and  great  markets  for  corn, 
cattle,  &C-. 

Kinross,  th?  capital  of  a  very  fmall  fliire  of  the 
fame  camt,  is  a  neat  little  town,  pkafantly  iiiuated 
on  the  well  fide  of  l.ocli  Leven  f,  wherein  there  is  a 
fine  fpecies  of  trouts,  much  edecmcd  in  the  Edin- 
burgh market.  'J  he  manufa£lure  of  cutlery,  for 
which  the  place  was  formerly  famous,  has  dcchned, 
}irobabIy  owing  to  the  SheiAcld  goods  being  cheap- 


er.   The  prefcnt  manufaftures  arc  filefiat  and  other 
linens. 

KiNSALE,  (Cork,  I.)  a  large  town,  containing 
about  10,000  inhabitants,  at  the  month  of  the  Ri- 
ver Bandon,  which  makes  an  excellent  harbour, 
wherein  there  is  a  dock,  with  ftore«  for  the  ufe  of 
the  r-oyal  navy.  A  good  deal  of  com  is  fliipped  at 
Kiniale  ;  and  it  has  a  fmall  (hare  of  the  provifiotr 
trade. 

KiNVEtt,  (Stnjf.  E.J  3  town  on  the  River  Stour, 
with  a  confiderable  manufafture  of  narrow  cloths, 
fome  of  which  are  almoft  as  fine  as  the  broad  cloths 
rif  the  Well  of  England.  There  are  on  the  river 
fome  mills  for  rolling  and  flitting  iron,  firft.  ereAed" 
by  a  man  of  the  name  of  Brindley,  wIkj  obtained 
the  fecret  of  conftrufting  and  managing  them  i« 
Germany  by  pretending  to  be  an  idiot. 

KiRKBY  Stephen,  (IVe/hi.  E.)  a  town  on  the 
River  Eden,  with  a  manufaflure  of  (lockings  in 
and  al.out  it. 

KiRKCALCY,  (Fife,  S.)  a  long  narrow  town  on 
the  fhore  of  the  Forth,  with  a  tide  harbour.  It 
polfctTed  a  very  confiderable  trade  in  the  feventeenth 
ccnturj',  as  appears  by  a  regifter  of  94  velfels,  va- 
lued, with  their  cargoes,  at  ;£"S3.79i  fterlingj, 
loft  or  taken  by  tlic  enemy.  Other  loifes,  and  the 
(laughter  of  many  of  the  inhabitants  in  the  civil 
war,  together  with  the  interruption  of  the  trade  to 
HoUand,  brought  the  town  to  a  languifhing  condi- 
tion ;  and  the  union  gave  the  linilhing  ilroke  to 
the  trade  of  the  port,  which  wiis  fo  completdy 
ruined,  that  in  the  year  1760  its  (hipping  confifted 
of  one  coalling  velfel  of  50  tuns,  and  two  ferry- 
boats  of  30  tuns  each.  Since  the  peace  of  1763 
the  exertions  of  fome  fpirited  individuals  have  i-e- 
ftored  the  trade  and  manufaftures  of  this  placp, 
and  raifed  them  to  a  very  flourilhing  uate.  The 
veffels  belonging  to  the  town  msafure  above  4,0:0 
tuns  §.  To  Holland  and  the  Baltic  they  carry 
coal ;  and  their  returns  are  corn,  flax,  flax-feed, 
linen  yarn,  allies,  wood,  iron,  bark,  tallow,  &c. 
Some  trade  to  the  Mediterranean,  America,  and 
the  Wed  Indies  ;  and  a  few  of  the  fmallcr  ones  are 
in  the  coaftitg  trade  with  London,  Aberdeen,  &c. 
Confiderable  quantities  of  bed  ticks,  and  checked 
and  flriped  linens,  are  made  in  and  near  this  town  ; 
and  many  more  are  purchafed  from  other  parts  of 
Fife,  which  are  fent  moflly  to  London  and  Glaf- 
gow.  'Ihe  yarn  for  thefe  goods  is  panly  fpun  in 
tlie  country,  and  partly  imported  from  Bremen  and 
Hamburgh.    Jennies  have  been  introduced  for  fpin-

Linlithgow,  the  capital  of  the  fliire  of  the 

fame  name,  and  an   antient   loyal   refidence,  is  a 

finall  town,  wherein  tanners,  curriers,  tawers,  and 

Ihoemakers,  wi  re  formerly  the  chief  maniifadurers. 

( .'onfiderablc  quantities  of  their  iliocs  go  to  Ameri- 
ca, ."-.oine  carpets  and  hoficry  ware  aa-  made  here  :

which  are  mvich  employed  in  fpiiining  and  weaving, 
and  carry  to  niarke:  great  quantities  of  yarn,  linen, 
and  >  ata. 

Lode,  (Com,  E.)  a  fmall  town,  or  rather  tw- 
feparate  burghs,  called  Eaft  Looo  and  Weft  Lt  , 
on  both  fides  of  the  River  Looc,  wliich  make.i  a 
harbour  for  veffcla  of  about  loo  tiins.  The  pdch- 
ard  filhery  is  the  chief  trade  of  the  place. 

Lossiemouth.  [Elg.  S.)  a  village  with  a  fmall 
harbour,  the  property  of  the  town  of  Elgin,  where 
coal,  fah,  and  other  necen'aries,  arc  landed  j  and 
fome  barley,  oats,  and  peltry,  are  (hipped.  The 
harbour  has  been  improved  by  the  ercAion  of  two 
piers ;  but  ftill  a  veflel  of  80  tuns  requires  a  fpring 
tide  to  get  into  it.  _ 

LouDWATER,  (Bud.  E.)  &  Village  with  a  man- 
ufaftur :  of  paper.  . 

LouGiiBURCH,  (Ltk.  E.)  a  fmall  town  with  a 
(liare  of  the  holiery  bufinefa. 
LovAT.  See  Kiltariuty. 
LvNCARTY,  (Pert/.',  S.)  a  village  on  the  River 
Tay,  wliere  a  moft  capital  bleach-field  was  eltab- 
lilhed  by  the  late  Meflicurs  Sandeman  and  Turn- 
bull,  whofe  (lefcendents  havc^iddcd  a  cotton  mill, 
and  manufafturcs  of  foap  and  candles. 

LuRGAN,  (Jrm.  I.)  a  thriving  village  near  the 
fouth  fide  of  Lough  Neagh,  with  a  (liare  of  the 
linen  manufafturc.  , 

Luss,  {DunL  S.)  a  village  upon  the  weft  bauK 
of  Loch  Lomond,  the  largeft  ftiect  of  fre(h  water 
in  Great  Britain.  There  are  <iuarries  of  good  flates, 
which  arc  exfortrd  by  its  inland  fea  in  fmall  (loops, 
called  gabarts,  to  Stirling-ftiire,  and,  by  the  River 
Leven,  to  Glafgow  and  other  places.  There  is  a 
cotton  mill,  and  a  manufatlure  of  thread,  each  on 
a  fmall  fcale.  .  ,      „  c 

Luton,  fB(,lf.  E.J  a  fmall  town  with  a  (hare  of 
ihe  lace  and  draw  mannfa6\ure8,  which  are  fpread 
over  the  adjacent  country. 

LvME,  (Ihrf.  E.)  a  well-buih  t  a  ,1,  fituatcd 
in  a  fmall  bay  on  the  Channel.  There  is  here  an 
artificial  mole,  called  the  Cobb,  conftruded  with 
iuch  folldity,  that  the  cullom  houle,  and  ware- 
houfes,  and  other  buildings,  have  been  erefted  up- 
on it.  This,  together  with  another  mole,  inclofes 
a  bafin,  wherein  velfels  lie  very  fnng.  The  merch- 
ants  h  e  fome  foreign  trade,  are  concerned  in  the 
Newloundland  (^diery,  and  alfo  cure  pilchards, 
w'leii  tliey  comefo  far  up  the  Channel. 

LvMiNGTON,  (Hamp.  E. )  a  town  (ituated  about 
a  mile  above  tlie  mouth  of  a  (hort,  but  navigable, 
tide  river,  which  makes  a  harbour  for  vcflels  ct 
cood  burthen  on  the  ilrait  between  the  main  land 
and  the  Ifle  of  Wight,  has  a  pretty  con(lderable 
trade,  and  is  noted  for  its  falt-works,  which,  how- 
ever, are  not  carried  on  now  fo  extenlivcly  as  form- 

"^LVNNE,  (Ncrf.  J?.)  a  large  anlient  town,  with 
about  1 2,000  inhabitants,  fituated  at  the  mouth  of 
the  River  Oufe,  v  Inch  n  ,.kes  a  fjiaeious  and  coin- 
wodiju*  harbour,  though  the  entrance  be  rather 


difficult.  The  mcrchaiUahsve  a  confidcrahle  trade 
with  .Spain,  Portugal,  Holland,  and  the  I'-ahic, 
and  fend  fome  (liips  to  the  Greenland  fidiery.  By 
means  of  the  River  Oufe,  which  is  navig.djlc  as 
high  as  Bedford,  and  itsfeveral  navigable  branches, 
the  produce  and  manufadbires  of  a  very  exionfive, 
fruitful,  and  opulent,  inland  country  are  brought 
down  to  Lynne,  where  they  are  (Itipped,  and,  in 
return,  all  the  wants  of  the  country  are  fupplied. 

Macdukf,  (Banif,  S.)  a  new  village  with  a 
good  harbour.  There  are  about  t.ooo  inhabitants  ; 
and  they  have  fome  pretty  good  vellels,  which 
trade  to  Leith,  London,  and  the  Eaft  country. 
In  the  River  Doveran  there  is  a  good  fiftiing  for 
falmon,  which  arc  moftly  pickled  for  the  London 
market;  and  fome  are  faked,  and  exported  to 
France  and  Spain. 

Mackiesfieid,  (Chef.  E.)  a  large  town,  with 
plenty  of  coal,  ftone,  and  flate,  in  its  neighbour- 
hood. The  articles  of  manufafture  an- — hats,  cot- 
ton goods,  fewiiig  fdk,  twift,  and  twift  buttons, 
cords,  filk  and  worfted  garters,  tape,  &c.  There 
are  alio  copper-works,  brick  kilns,  and  machinery 
for  throwing  filk,  chiefly  employed  by  the  Eaft- 
India  company. 

Maghirakei.t,  {Loni!.  /.)  a  town  near  the 
north-weft  ihore  of  Lough  Neagli,  with  a  confider- 
able  (liart  of  the  linen  manufadUirc. 

Maidenhkad,  (Bcri.  E.)  a  large  town  on  the 
Tiiames,  has  a  confiderable  trade  in  corn,  malt, 
and  timber,  which  are  fent  down  the  river  to  Lon- 

Maidston,  (Kent,  E.)  ahandfomeand  flouridi- 
ing  town  on  the  River  Med  way,  which  carries  bargea 
and  fnall  vfflels  up  to  it  with  the  tide,  is  fur- 
roanded  by  orchard*  of  apples  and  cherries,  and 
fields  of  corn,  hops,  &c.  the  produce  of  which, 
together  with  (hip  timber,  are  fent  to  the  dock- 
yards and  to  London.  Tliere  are  mannfaflures  of 
fine  paper,  and  alfo  of  thread,  introduced  by  the 
Walloons,  who  fled  from  the  perfecution  of  the  duke 
of  Alva. 

Maldon,  fE/K  E.J  a  large  town  on  the  fouth 
fide  of  the  Blackwater.  A  great  deal  of  corn  is 
(liipped  here  j  and  the  merchants  have  a  confider- 
able number  of  vcflels,  employed  in  trading  to  the 
Eaft  country,  and  in  coafting.  The  river  does  not 
carry  large  velfcls  quite  up  to  the  town,  fo  that 
there  is  a  great  deal  of  lighterage. 

Malmsbury,  (IVill.  E.J  a  town  noted  m  form- 
er ages  for  its  monaftic  eftablifliments.  /\t  the 
general  fupprefrion  the  famous  .abhay  was  fold  to 
an  opulent  clothier,  called  -Stump,  who,  inftead  of 
monks,  filled  it  with  cloth-weavcrs.  The  place 
has  no  confiderable  manufadure  at  prefent. 

Malton,  (7'ork,  A'.  R.J  a  town  at  the  head 
of  the  navigation  of  the  Dcrwcnt,  by  which  it  has 
fome  trade  in  accommodating  the  adjacent  country 
with  carriage. 

Maiochester,  (Lan.  E.)  though  not  a  coi- 
poration,  is  the  manufatturing  capit^  of  the  ncrtli- 
weft  pait   of  England.     Before  the  year  1541  ■: 
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was  rrckontil  a  populous  place,  ami  li.ij  m.iny 
maimtiidtuies  '  of  ilotlis  as  well  of  lyiineii  ar,  (jf 
'  wollen,  wlicrtby  tlie  iiilintiitaiinteo  of  the  falilc

12]  the  ar- 
ticles Mianufadured  are  fpeeitied  to  be  cottons,* 
frizes,  and  rngs  :  and  about  the  fame  time  Man- 
clielter  was  dillinguirtied  as  handfonier  and  more 
populons  than  the  neighbomiiij;  towns.  {^CamJeni 
Biilan.  p.  610.]  Thus  niannfartures  fooii  attraft- 
ed  people  (  inliillry,  nourilhcd  by  example  and 
emulation,  bi  came  the  chara6ler  of  the  place  ;  the 
manufaclures  branched  into  new  divllions ;  new 
fabrics  were  introduced  j  one  branch  of  trade  ^  av 
ed  the  way  for  another  ;  the  mannfafturc  wa«fpread 
over  the  adjacent  country  and  into  the  neighbour- 
ing towns,  and  became  famous  ;  improved  roads, 
bridges,  canals,. infurance  ofiicea,  banks,  and  other 
commercial  accommodations,  unknown  to   former 


open,  in  order  fo  examine  tbeir  Fabric.  Tlie  print' 
ing  Inifintfp  here  rivals  that  of  London,  or  rather 
it  may  be  faid  10  have  been  transferred  from  Lon- 
don to  Manehefter,  the  great  chymical  improve- 
ments of  the  Manchcller  artlfts  having  left  no  other 
fiiperiority  to  London  than  the  fancy  of  the  pat- 
terns, if,  indeed,  it  has  that. 

Mancheder  lies  on  the  River  Irwell,  which  was 
made  navi;^al)le  up  to  it,  before  the  Bridgewatrr 
canal  was  thought  of.  By  ihefe  two  navigations, 
and  efpecially  by  the  later,  it  enjoys  an  e:tfy  com- 
munication with  I^iverpool,  the  port  of  the  great 
inanufacluring  country,  of  which  this  hive  of  in- 
dullry  is  the  center. 

With  nfpedl  to  buildings  and  population  Man- 
chcller is  fuperior  to  moil  of  our  eitiej.  The  roads 
in  every  diredion  around  the  town  arc  bordered 
with  houfes  to  a  confiderable  dillance,  like  the  out- 
lets of  London  ;  and  the  adjacent  country,  alfo  like 
lliat  near  London,  is  adorned  with  gentlemen's 
feats. 

It  is  proper  to  obfervc,  as  one  of  the  happy  con  - 
fequences  of  profperous  indullry,  that  a  literary 
and  philofophical  fociety  was  ellablilhed  in  Man-- 
cheller  in  the  year  1781,  which  is  well  known  to 
men  of  letters  and  fciencc  in  all  parts  of  Europe.

E.)  a  town  on  the  north 
fide  of  the  month  of  the  River  Ellen,  which  has 
lately  rifen  to  confuierable  importance  in  the  coal 
trade,  aixl  has  feveial  ved'els  trading  to  the  lialtic. 
There  is  an  iron  limiacc  here. 

Masburgh,  (T'orl,  IV.  R.)  a  vill.ige  on  the 
River  Don,  oppolite  to  Rotherhani,  has  a  veiy

Mklros,  (Roxb.  S.J  a  fmall  inland  town  upon 
the  1  weed,  fatuous  lor  the  magnificence  of  its  ab- 
bay.  Hill  remaining,  and  the  Chronicle  written  in 
it  iiy  the  monks.  Though  it  is  in  the  heart  of  a 
(htip  country,  the  nianufailure  of  woolen  ch)th 
was  ncgkcted,  and  the  place  ac<juiied  a  reputation 
for  its  linens,  liut  that  fabric  is  now  giving  way 
to  the  more  beneficial  fabrics  from  the  native  wool, 
and  the  more  cafy  and  prolitable  biiliiufs  of  weav- 
ing cotton.

Mildenhall,  (Sujf.  E.)  a  confidjrable  town, 
has  fome  trad*  with  I^ynne  by  the  River  Lark, 
Bourn,  or  Mildenhall,  which  brings  boats  ii])  to  it, 

MiLFORD,  {Pemh.  W. )  a  town  lately  credted  on 
the  north  fide  of  Milford  haven,  and  furnilhed  with 
a  tjuay,  &;c.  to  accommodate  t.ie  (hipping  belong- 
ing to  fome  royalills  from  New  England,  who  pro- 

pofed  to  carry  on  the  fouthc^n  whale  fifhery. 

Milford  haven  is  a  larj^e  arm  of  the  fea,  branching 
out  in  a  vail  number  of  creeks  and  inlets,  wherein 
a  ihoufand  fhips,  of  any  burthen  whatever,  may  lie 
in  fafety,  and  without  incommoding  each-other, 
and  can  thence  be  at  fea,  by  favour  of  the  extraor- 
dinary high  and  tlrong  tides,  almoil  with  any  wind, 
fooner  than  from  any  other  conl'iderable  port  in 
Great  Britain,  and  without  being  hindered  by  the 
battling  winds,  fo  frequent  in  the  Channel.  Thefe 
advantages  feem  to  point  out  Milford  haven  as  the 
properell  llation  for  the  royal  navy.  But,  owing 
moil  probably  to  the  dock-yards  being  already  c- 
ilablillicd  at  a  vaft  expenfe  in  other  places,  there 
has  hitherto  been  almoil  no  ule  made  of  one  of  the 
bell  natural  harbours  in  the  world,  from  its  vari- 
ous creeks  a  good  deal  of  coal,  and  fome  copi-tr, 
flatc,  lime-Hone,  and  corn,  are  lliippcd.

I^.j  a  thriving  town  about  twb 
milc»  trom  the  mouth  of  a  river  of  the  fame  name, 
which  admits  veffcls  employed  in  trading  to  Lon- 
don, Brittol,  *c.  It  lia«  abundance  of  coal,  with 
v^liieh  It  fupplies  the  adjacent  counties:  and  tin  is 
found  on  the  banks  of  the  river  above  the  town 
Ihere  are  confiderable  if  )n  forges,  fmelting  honfes, 
and  works  of  copper.  The  harbour  has  been  hte- 
ly  improved,  and  ij  conneacd  with  lite  interior 
country  by  a  canal. 

Newark,  (Sott.  E.)  a  confiderable  town  upon 
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tlic  Trent,  wliicli  w  navigahltf  for  fjiluiR  cr»ft,  \m 
a  good  trade  in  corn,  malt,  wool,  liinc-ttonc,  and  u 
kind  of  Uonc  of  the  nature  of  plaller  of  I'ari*  (if 
not  the  fame)  found  on  the  Ucicon  lull-  A  cot- 
ton mill  gives  employment  to  iibout  300  people, 
moHly  women  and  children. 

NswBiooiNO,  (Northumb.  E.)  a  lidiing  village, 
fituatcd  on  a  point  hetwe>;n  the  mouths  of  the 
],ync  and  the  W;indlbcck. 

iNKWHtnoH,  (MtrJ.  S. )  a  vilWe  at  the  month 
of  the  Rivir  Ythan,  wliich  forms  a  harbour  for  vcl- 
fela  of  1 50  tuns.  A  few  velfda  belong  to  the  place, 
and  are  employed  in  coallirig  and  trading  to  Nor- 
way. Pearls  have  been  found  in  the  nvcr,  but  arc 
not  an  objeti  worth  the  labour  of  learching  for 
them.  . 

NlWBUROH,  (/Ing.  W.)  a  fmall  town,  with 
manufaftures  of  cordage  and  mats,  made  from  mar- 
ine plants. 

NswtuiiCH,  (Fife,  S.)  a  fmall  town  on  the 
foutli  (horc  of  the  Tay,  which  is  here  navigable  for 
fliips  of  500  tuns.  There  is  a  good  landing  place 
•with  piers,  &c.  but  it  is  too  near  to  Dundee  and 
Perth  to  have  any  confiJerable  commerce.  Silefias, 
ofuaburga,  and  brown  linens,  are  the  chief  manufac- 
turca. 

NiWBUdV,  (Btrk.  E.)  a  confiderablc  town  on 
the  River  Kennet,  which  is  navigable  to  it,  was 
(ince  the  ftat  of  a  moil  flourilhing  woolen  nianu- 
iadtuic.  molt  of  which  has  in  proccfs  of  time  mov- 
id  farther  well.  There  are  Hill  manufadurt'S  of 
druggets  and  fome  flialloons  :  and  great  quantities 
.)f  malt  arc  made  here,  and  fent  down  to  Loudon 
i)y  water. 

Nlwcastle,   (Northumb.  E.)   a  large,  hand- 
lume,  and  prol'peroiis,  towji,  fituatcd  on  the  north 
l)ank  of  the  Tine,  about  ten  miles  from  its  mouth. 
The  tide,  which  flows  about  eight  miles  above  the 
town,,  canics  TcfTela  of  good  burthen  up  to  the 
bridge  j  and  they  load  and   inload  with  their  fides 
tlofc  to  the  quay,   which  is  larger  and  longer  than 
that  of  CrlUol,  or  any  other  port  ia  the  kingdom, 
except  Yarmouth.     The  largell  (hips,  and  the  coal 
fhipi  in  general,  come  no  higher  than  Shiels  ;  and 
the  coals  arc  cariicd  down  in  keels   (vcflels  of  a 
limited  {m.>:s  ier\iiig  at  once  for  mealurcs  andllglit- 
.  rs)  which  take  them  from  the  Uaiths,  or  Ihipping 
places,  near>.li  to  the  mines.  The  coal  minea  are  th: 
fourre  of  the  trade  and  opulence  of  Newcaftle,  and 
tlu:.  Supports  of  its   manufafturcs,   which  compre- 
hend glafs  of  every  kind,  ironmongery,  and  pot- 
tciy,  all  very  extenfive,   and,  alfo  of  late,  iron- 
works.  Salt,  another  article  dependent  upon  abund- 
ance of  fuel,  i»  made  at  tlic  mouth  ol  the  river ; 
and  there  are  many  windmills  on  the  adjacent  moor 
for  exprcffing  oil,  and  for  other  manufadures  re- 
quiring powerful  machinery.  Grindllones,  for  which 
Ncwcalkle  haa  been  famous  as  long  as  for  coal,  are 
tut  and  exported  ia  great  numbers.     Befides  the 
prodigious  quantity  of  Ihippifig  employed  in  fup- 
plyiiig   London  and  other  places  with  coal,  the 
luetcliants  feud  many  veiRls.  to  other  piirls  of  the 
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kinf;domi  and  alfo  to  moll  parts  of  Europe,  and 
fome  to  the  Greenland  lidicry  (  ;ukd  their  port 
llandii  the  third  in  the  kingdom  iji  refpeil  to  the 
quantity  of  Ihipping,  and  is  Icarcely  inferior  to 
Liverpool.  Thv  velfels  built  for  the  coal  liade  are 
remarkable  for  being  llrong  and  ferviceahlc.

E.)  a  town  in  the  foreft  of 
Dean,  which  is  rifing  into  confequencc  by  means 
of  coal  mines  lately  (''Ccovered  befide  it,  whereby 
there  are  hopes  of  effeftiug  a  relloration  of  the 
iron-works,  which  were  wrought  here  fince  the 
time  of  the  Roman  dominion  in  the  ifland,  till  the 
want  of  wo<  i  fuel  obliged  the  undertakers  to  throw 
them  up. 

Newhaven,  {SiiJ.  E.)  a  fmall  fea-port  at  the 
mouth  (  he  Onfe,  by  the  ntvigation  of  which  it 
fuppliea.i.ic  country  as  far  up  as  Lewes,  and  a  little 
way  above  it,  with  coal,  deals,  &c.  and  gets  in  re- 
turn the  com,  wood,  bark,  &c.  of  the  country. 
The  harbour  admits  only  fmall  veffels ;  and  fome 
fiich  are  1    ilt  in  it. 

Newnham,  CCloiu.  E.J  ^  town  on  the  weft  fide 
of  the  Severn,  the  chief  bullnefs  of  which  is  (hip- 
building. 

Newpout,  (Hamp.  Ej  a  large  town,  the  cap- 
ital of  the  Illc  of  Wight,  about  five  miles  above 
the  mouth  of  the  River  Medina,  which  carries  fmall 
velfels  up  to  it,  by  which,  and  its  fituation  near  the 
center  of  a  fertile  country,  it  has  a  pretty  good 
trade. 

Newport,  (Mon.  £.)  a  good  town  near  the 
mouth  of  the  Uik,  wl  ich  makes  a  harbour  for 
fmall  vclTela.  Shipb  lildiiig  is  the  principal  bufiuel* 
of  the  place. 

NtwPORT,  {Pmb.  IV.)  a  fmall  town  at  the 
mouth  of  the  River  Newerne,  which  was  a  good 
lurbour,  till  the  llieam  c'  1    ;cd  its  courfe. 

Ntwrour  I'agnel,  {Bud  E,^  a  confiderablc 
town  on  the  River  Oufe,  ^viti'  a  good  market  tor 
corn,  and  a!  >  for  bone  lace,  tiu-  manufacture  of 
the  town  and  adjacent  country. 

Newport  P-  itt,  fMayo,  I.J  a  fmall  town, 
fituatcd  on  a  river  at  the  heaJ  of  a  .rge  bay,  open- 
ing to  the  Atlantic  ocean,  and  lludded  with  iuiui. 
merable  illauds,  among  which  tliere  it  exallent  an- 
chorage. Though  ranked  as  a  port,  its  (hipping 
is  very  trifling,  and  its  fmall  export*  confift  cliiefty 
of  corn. 

New  Ross,  flt^ex.  I.)  a  good  town  on  the  Ri- 
ver Barrow,  whish  caaics  large  veffels  up  to  the 
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quay,  and  is  navigable  aa  far  as  Atliy  in  the  county 


oi  Kildarc,  hai  a  confiderable  exportation  of  bee 
butter,  corn,  flour,  and  fome  linens. 

Newry,  (Down,  J.)  a  profperoun  town  with 
Bbout  10,000  inhabitants,  who  carry  on  a  confider. 
able  trade,  chiefly  in  linen  and  provifions,  which  is 
much  promoted  by  a  canal  affording  an  inland 
rommuuication  between  Loujrh  Neagji  and  Car. 
ling  ford  bay,  wliidi  is  an  excellent  harbour  for  the 
lareell  flilps.

J'.)  a  town  on  the  north  bank 
c.l  tlie  Stuu-,  by  the  iiavigatiuu  <,f  which  it  has 
lome  trade.  A  good  deal  of  yam  for  the  Norwich 
inaniifaclurers  is  (pun  here. 

NiiLsTON,  (Jienf.  S.)  a  thriving  village,  which, 
with  fotne  iicNver  villages  in  its  neighbourhood,  is 
occupied  by  weavers,  employed  upon  muslins  and 
otner  cotton  goods,  (Ilk  gauzes,  cambrics,  lawns, 
&c.  1  liere  are  here  three  cotton  mills,  an  cxteii- 
five  pnnt-field,  and  twelve  bleaehfields. 

Northampton,  the  capital  of  the  (hire  of  the 
fjme  name,  ii  a  handfome  town  on  the  River  Nen 
which  has  been  made  navigable  by  boats  up  to  it! 
A  great  manufadure  of  flioes  for  home  confumption 
and  exportation  was  long  carried  on  here ;  but  that 
trade  has  lately  declined,  as  has  alfo  the  lace  man- 
ufadure,  which  tifed  to  emplov  many  of  the  wo- 
men.

barlinrilm  of  an  nj:;e  in  which  military  ideas  enffrofl-- 
cd  all  attention,  induced  the  founders  to  prefer  a 
precipitous    fandy    rock.       The     inhabitant,     are 
chiefly  employed  .n  the  lior.e.y.  or  ftocking,  man. 
ufatture,  of  which  this  town  is  the  principal  feat. 
I  he  nianufaaurers  give  the  yarn,  whether  of  wool. 
cotton,  or   fdk,   to  their   workmen,    and   receive ' 
made  work,  weight  for  weight,  which  they  keen' 
m  the  rough    till  they  receive  orders  from    the.r^ 
cuUomers.

Orkney  islands,  a  large  duller  of  iflands, 
wliich,  togetiier  with  the  Shetland  illands,  con- 
ilituted  the  antient  Norwegian  earldum  of  Ork- 
ney, and  now  conftitute  the  mod  northerly  fliirc 
in  the  Britifli  dominions.  The  largeft  of  the  Ork- 
neys is  called  Mainland,  in  which,  an*  iu  moft  of 
the  other  iflands,  there  are  a  great- number  of  ex- 
cellent natural  harbours,  which  arc  of  very  little 
life  for  want  of  trade.     The  inhabitants  have  about 

200  boats  employed  in  filhing  on  their  own  coall 
snd  among  the  Shetland  iflands.  Kelp,  which  has 
become  the  ftaple  commodity  of  the  iflands,  is  an- 
nually made  to  the  aixiount  of  about  three  or  four 
thoufand   tuns,  and  moilly  carried  to    NewcalUe.

S.)  a  large  and  flourifliing 
town,  fituated  on-  the  Water  of  White  Cart,  which, 
by  the  help  of  a  fliort  canal  to  avoid  Infliinnan 
bridge,  carries  vcflels  of  60  tuns  up  to  the  houfes. 
About  the  time  of  the  union  Pafley,  originally  a 
village  fuhjcft  to  an  abbay,  began  to  be  nole.l  for 
manufaftures  of  coarfe  checks,  handkerchcfs,  and 
fluffs  called  Bengals,  and  nlfo  muflins,  which  could 
not,  however,  (land  a  competition  with  thofe  of 
India.  All  thefe  were  carried  on  upon  a  fmall 
fcale.  The  manufafturfrs  afterwards  went  upon 
lawns,  gauzes,  kentings,  cambrics,  and  other  light 
fabrics,  which  were  found  more  profitable.  Thefe 
were  followed  by  ounce  threads,*  filk  gauzes,  rib- 
ands, muflins  which  rival  thofe  of  India,  and  other 
cotton  goods,  which  are  all  made  In  the  greateft 
perfcdlion  in  this  hive  of  induftry,  which  is  dcferv- 
edly  called  the  ManchcHerof  Scotland  :  and  Faflcy, 
like  that  great  manufafturing  capital,  enlivens  the 
induftry  of  all  the  country  around,  and  is  alfo,  like 
it,  exempted  from  the  convulfions  of  parliamentary 
reprefcntation.

and  is  now  removed  from  the  fta  by  the  embank- 
ment of  Sunk  ifland  and  the  adjacent  mud-banks. 

Peeblfp,  the  cajriial  of  an  inland  fliire  of  tlie 
fame  name,  is  ar,  antient  town  on  the  north  bank 
of  the  'I'wetd.  Being  ui  llie  heart  of  a  fliecp 
country,  it  has  fome  manufadurcs  of  blankvts, 
lluffs,  coarfe  cloths,  &c.  but  moil  of  llie  yarn 
fpun  htrc  is  fold  to  Englifli  manufacturers,  who 
return  it  to  Scotland  in  the  form  of  finiflied  goods. 
The  manufafture  moil  worthy  of  notice  is  a  brew, 
cry  of  porter,  conduced  by  Mr.  Ker,  who  has  dii- 
covered  an  important  faving  in  the  ufe  of  hops. 

Peel,  (Mann)  r^  fmall  town  with  an  indiflerent 
harbour  at  the  head  of  a  littk  bay,  has  fome  veffeb 
employed  in  filhing.

Ri'NFRiiW,  the  capital  of  the  Ihire  of  the  fame 
name,  a  fmall  town  near  the  foiith  tide  of  the 
Clyde,  has  mani;facluit3  of  muflins  .i:id  other  cot 
ton  cocJi,   ar.d   lonn-  fdk  pfooits.

'I'he  mines  of 
rock  fait   were  difcovercd  about  a  century  ago.

Sandwich,  [Kent,  E.)  one  of  theCinqne  ports, 
and  formerly  a  pl.ice  of  great  importance,  but  now 
in  a  great  mcafure  ruined  by  the  retreat  of  tlie 
fe.i,  has  ftill  a  few  vcfTels  which  fail  to  the  Baltic, 
and  fome  coafting  trade.  The  only  article  made 
here,  worth  mentioning,  is  malt. 

San«.ih4R.  ( Diwj.  S.)  a  town  on  the  Nith, 
formerly  noted  tor  a  p.irticular  kind  of  knitted 
v.orfl.edftockinfiS,  the  demand  for  which  has  fallen 
off  fince  the  Am-'rican  war.  Some  carpets,  fergps, 
flannels,  and  other  woolen  (luffs,  are  made  here  ; 
and  there  is  an  iron  plating  forge  near  the  town. 
Sanquhar,  furn.  unded  by  Mi«cp,  coal,  and  dreams 
of  water,  i  i  well  fitualed  for  a  couliderablc  woolen 
manufaclurc. 

Scar  BURGH,  (J'cri,  X.  2.)  a  thriving  town, 
fituated  on  the  ileep  .Oope  of  a  hill,  ha;i  a  harbour 
quite  dry  at  low  water,  protedted  from  tii^  north 
winds  by  a  lofty  j.eainfular  rot  k,  or  /car,  on 
which  is  placed  a  callle.  Tiie  harbour  is  the  bell 
of  the  few  on  the  coall  of  York-dure  ;  and  a  good 
deal  of  bufinefs  is  done  here  in  the  foreign,  coall- 
ing,  and  coal,  trades.  Many  vcfleis  arc  built 
iicrc  i  and  there  is  a  manufadnre  of  fail-cloth. 
Tlie  herring-  iifhcry  gives  einploytnent  to  many 
hands  in  the  feafon  ;  and  there  is  abundance  of 
cod,  mackerel,  turbot,  lobiters.  Sec.  A  great  deal 
of  money  is  circulated  in  the  place  every  fummer 
by  ftraugtrj,  alliaittd  by  a  medii:'.;:!  well,  tlic 


convenience  of  fea  bathing,  for  which  the  fmooth 
fand  and  regular  flope  of  the  beach  are  exceeding- 
ly well  adapted,  the  amufemcnts  provided  for 
them,  and  the  fafhion  of  frequenting  fuch  places,

Seaford,  {Si^.  E.)  one  of  the  Ciiwjue  ports, 
now  reduced  to  a  fmall  fifhing  town,  which,  how- 
ever, has  houfes  built  with  Hone  and  covered  witn 
Hate. 

Seatun,  (Dev.  E.)  a  fmall  town  at  the  moutli 
of  the  Ax,  had  once  a  harbour,  now  clicked  up 
with  fand. 

SeATON  DeLAVAL,  orSEATON  SLU!CE,{A'f/r//- 

umb.  E.)  a  village  with  a  harbour,  formed  at  the 
mouth  of  a  brook  by  the  indullry  and  fpirit  of 
Admiral  Sir  Ralph  Dclaval,  capable  of  receiving 
fmall  veffels,  which  take  in  coal,  the  only  merch- 
andize of  the  place.  Larger  veffels  load  lying  at 
anchor  off  the  harbour. 

Sedgeley,  (5/n^.  E.)  a  large  village  with  a 
very  confiderable  manufafture  of  ironmongery 
goods,  moilly  agricultural  utenfils. 

Selby,  (Tori,  IV.  R.)  an  improving  town  on 
the  wcH  fide  of  the  Oui'e,  about  15  miles  below 
York,  has  fome  veffels  of  good  burthen,  which 
trade  to  London,  &c. 

Selkirk,  the  capital  of  a  (hire  of  the  fame 
name,  has  a  manufadture  of  tape  and  other  inkle 
ware,  and  no  other  trade  worth  notice,  unlcfs 
fpinning  wool  for  the  manufafturers  of  Ejigland 
may  be  called  a  trade.  The  fpirit  of  indultry  is 
reprelTed  by  cledtioneering  politics,  and  a  poor's 
rate,  the  later  cf  which  is  an  evil  ver)-  uncommon 
in  Scotland. 

Sevenoiks,  {Kent,  E.)  an  inland  town  with 
fome  mills  for  throwing  lilk. 

Shaftsbvrv,  [Dorf.  E.)  a  fma'l  town  with 
good  Itone  houfes,  has  a  manufadture  of  ihirt  bnt- 
topi-  wherci'i  about  i-,200  people,  young  and  old 
of  bo.  -  Texes,  are  employed. 

SHEERNkss,  (Kent,  £.]  a  fort  on  the  north - 
call  point  of  Shcpey,  commanding  the  entrance  of 
the  River  Medway,  wherein  many  (hips  of  war 
are  ufually  laid  up.  There  is  a  dock-yard  here 
for  building  frigates,  under  the  infpedlion  of  the 
commifTioner  at  Chatham. 

Sheffield,  (Tori,  IV.  R.)  a  large  and  popu- 
lous town,  the  inhabitants  being  edimated  at 
30,000,  whofe  indullrv  is  chiefly  exerted  in  the 
manufadture  of  cutl'-ry  ware,  for  which  it  has 
been  famous  at  leall  as  early  as  the  age  of  Chau- 
cer, and  in  plated  goods,  this  town  being  the 
center  of  thefe  manufadlures,  which  are  I'pread 
(iver  all  the  adjacent  counti-y.  Every  cutler  con- 
fines himfelf  to  one  branch  of  the  manufadture, 
which,  together  with  the  (lamp  mark  put  on 
his  goods,  is  exprefTed  on  his  lign  :  thus  one  pro- 
fclfes  milking  table-knives  ;  another,  pen-knives ; 
another,  rafors  ;  .me  makes  tailor's  and  gardener's 
fciffors ;  another,  tine  feiffors,  &c.  There  ar.- 
alio  makers  of  filtf,  buckles,  &c.  fuhdivided  ac- 
cording to  the  nal'ire  i;f  their  goods.     The  neigh- 
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bounng  country  abounds  with  iron-ftone  and  coal, 
the  two  grand  foundations  of  the  manufadure. 
The  foreign  iron  required  is  brought  from  Hull 
by  the  River  Don  to  a  place  about  three  miles  be 
low  the  town  ;  and  the  bulky  articles  of  the  man- 
ufaaurc  are  fent  to  market  by  the  fame  convey- 
ance. Sheffield  has  alfo  a  filk-mill,  and  fome  lead- 
works. 

Shepham,  (Som.  E.J  a  village  employed  in 
raifing  lapis  calaminaria  from  the  mines,  chiefly 
for  the  brafs-works  in  Briftol. 

Shefton  Mallet,  rSom.  E.)  a  thiiving  cloth- 
ing  town,  which  makes  about  150,000  yards  of 
broad  cloth  annually,  and  has  alfo  a  manufadure 
of  knitted  llockinjrs. 

Sherborv,  0or/.  E.)  a  large  town,  which 
formerly  had  a  great  woolen  manufadure,  now  de- 
caye<l.     There  are  fome  mills  for  throwing  111k. 

SHEfLANO,  a  large  cluder  of  iflands,  the  mod 
northerly  divifion   of  the   Britii:i  dominions,  the 
chief  of  winch   is   called  the  Mainland.     Thtfe 
iflands  poflefs  a  moll  valuable  breed  of  (heep,  bear- 
ing wool  of  the  very  fincll  quaiitv,  which  the  peo. 
pie,  not  knowing  the  value  of  it,  ufed  to  dcftroy  by 
working  It,  along   with  the  coarfeft   v^-ool,  into 
knitted  ftockinga,  their  only  manufadure,  which 
were  fold  for  lefs  than   the  value  of  the  fine  xvool 
m  them.     (wSee  above,  V.  iv,  p.  206.;    BialTav 
found,  on  the  ealt  f.de  of  the  Mainland,  has  long 
been  famous  for  the  rcfort  of  the   herrings,  and 
\.h^  gre.U  fjbtry  CTrrud  on  tha-t  Ij /rn^„frt,  which 
might  be   an  incxhauftible  fource   of  wealth   to 
Great  Britain,  and  efpecially  to   thefe  idands,  if 
the  opprelllons  of  the  fait  laws  were  removed.     In 
the   more  permanent  iilbery    for  cod,  ling,  t.iflc, 
."Vc.   about  2,400  of  the   people  are   employed  in' 
about  500  boats  during  the  fummer  :  and  tlie  lifli 
ihe  produce  of  their  indudry,  arc  delivered  at  lUn'. 
ulated   prices   to   their  landlords,  by  whom   they 
i-re  cured,  and  fliippcd,  to  the  amount  of  about 
Hoo  tuns  annually,  molHy  to   Leith,  and  fome  to 
liambuigh,  Lilbon,  and   even   up   the    Mediter- 
-anean.     Oil  is  made  from  the  livers  of  the  filh  • 
«nd  in  the  year  1791  they  had  2,000  barrels  of  it^ 
which,  however,  waa  much  more  than  iiluul.    Some 
l-uttir,  fait  beef,  and  hides,  are  alio  exported, 

1  here  are  a  great  irindier  of  moll  excellent  na- 
tural harbours  in  all  parts  of  thefe  illands,  which 
.ire  ufclefs  tor  want  of  commerce,  and  are  fcarcclv 
(erviceable  as  nielter  to  vedlla  caught  in  ftorms,  for 
-■•ant  ot  heing  known. 

Shiels,  or  SiiEALS,  corruptly  written  fbut 
not  pronoumed)  Shields,  flhir.  E).  In  the  reiirn 
of  Henry  III  there  were  apparently  no  buildii.n-i 
jit  the  mouth  of  the  Tine,  on  either  fide,  except 
loine  lod'rtfs,  huts,  Jhkh,  or  (hidings,  for  flielter 
to  the  hlhernirn,  win,  had  110  craft  larger  than 
batels,  or  fmall  boats,  and  were  obliged  to  carry 


their  fid,  to  Netccaftle.  where  a  prifo  wa?  taken 
out  of  them  for  the   king,  and  cuftoms  for  the 
town.     But  in   or  before   the  year  1279,  as  the 
burgeffes  of  Newcaftle  reprcfented  in  a  complaint 
m  parhamcnt,  the  prior  of  Tinemouth  ereded  26 
houfes  clofe  upon  the  brink  of  the  water,  and  had 
in  them  fifhermen  who  had  large  vefTcls,  and  bak- 
era,  and  brewers,  from  whom   he  received  above 
36   marks   a-year ;  and  from    too  to  200  boats 
and  other  velTels  in  a  year  fold  their  fi(h,  &c.  and 
bought  bread,  ale,  and  other  necelFaries,  at  the 
prior  8   town   of  Shtles ;  by  which  praaices  and 
ufurpations  the  king's  and  the  town's  revenue, 
were  much  impaired.     The  prior  of  Durham  was 
accufed  of  having  ereded  a  fimila-  town,  and  made 
limilar  encroachments  upon  the  rights  of  the  kin-r 
and  the  town  of  Newcaftle,  on   his  fide  of  the 
mouth  of  the  river.     But  either  his  foundations 
were  on  a  fmallcr  fcale,  or  the  burgefTes  of  N.-w- 
callle  thought  themfclves  left  aggrieved  by  th  -.n 
than  by  thofe  on  their  own  fide  of  the  river  •  for 
the  grievance  of  the  new  village  of  Sheles  0:1  the 
north  fide  IS  much  more  infilled  upon  in   their 
pleading,  and  it  was  apparently  the  larjicft  of  the 
two.*     IRyhy  Plac. pari. p.  2^.] 

Thefe  petty  jealoufies  have  long  ago  been  loll 
light  of  m  the  great  co-operations  of  the  coal  trade: 
and  Shiels  IS  now  a  large  and  profperous  town, 
400  fail  being  often  at  once  in  the  harbour,  which 
IS  the  port  of  NewcalUc,  and  thegreatcll  (hippina- 
place  in  the  world  for  coals,  which  are  the  foiind- 
ation  of  all  the  trade  and  manufaaures  of  th- 
place.  The  trade  of  making  fait  has  decayed,  as 
appears  by  the  duties,  which  ufed  to  amount  to 
^Ho.ooo  a-ycar,  being  reduced  to  ^ro.ooo,  and 
the  number  of  pans  falling  from  200  to  6  or  8 
1  iiere  are  ten  yards  for  buildin.;  (hips,  and  three 
dry  docks  for  repairing  ;  and  the  carpenters  have 
the  r.-putation  of  building  ftrong  and  good  vcfTels. 
Ihe-caretwoglafs-houlcs  for  window  glafs,  and 
two  for  bottles;  and  al!  t!ie  manufadures  and 
l)ranches  of  bufiiicfs,  created  by  a  very  bri(k  (hip- 
ping port.  ^ 

North  Shiels,  which  is  in  NorthumhrhmJ on 
the  oppofitc  fide  of  the  river,  had  only  five  or  fix 
(i(h;Tmen's  huts  in  the  reign  of  Edward  I,  [Huu'-- 
inMs  m.  Bf  Durham,  F.  W, p.  482]  l^vii.g  been 
probably  reduced  to  it^i  former  (late  in  conl'- 
quence  of  the  complaints  of  Newcaftle.  It  is  now 
a  popLilous  town,  and  partakes  of  tLe  trade  and 
profpenty  of  its  neighbour  on  the  foutli  fiJc  of 
the  river,  which,  however,  has  lor;g  been  coufider- 
ea  as  the  principal.

Stonehaven,  (Kink,  S.)  a  fmall  town  with  a 
pood  and  improveable  harbour,  having  22  feet  at 
liigh  fpring  tides.  Of  the  few  vellels  belonging 
to  the  place,  fome  fail  to  the  Baltic,  but  mod  are 
coafters.  Some  ofnaburgn,  fail-cioths,  (bettings, 
ciiecks,  &c.  are  made  here  ;  but  not  to  any  great 
extent. 

Stormount,  formerly  Coi.inhai;oh,  (Perth, 
S.)  a  large  ellablifhment  of  works  for  bleaching, 
and  for  fpinning  cotton,  the  machinery  of  which  i» 
driven  by  the  water  of  the  Tay. 

Stornowav,  (Rofs,  S.)  a  town  fituated  at  the 
head  of  a  fine  bay,  or  loth,  on  the  cafl.  (kle  of  the 
idand  of  Lewis,  which  makes  a  deep  and  fpacious 
harbour  for  fliips  of  any  burthen.  About  50  vtf- 
fc'a,  belonging  to  the  port,  arc  employed  in  tiie 
fiflitry,  in  coalling,  and  ui  foreign  trade.  The  in- 
duftry  of  the  people  is  dircdlcd  chiefly  to  the  her- 
ring iilbery  ;  cod  and  ling  are  alfo  caught  and  cur. 
cd,  and  fome  fifti  oil  is  made.  Tiie  town  contains 
•about  8co  inhabilunts,  many  of  whom  have  good 
lioufts :  and  it  has  the  accommodations  of  a  cuf- 
toni-houfe,  a  pofl-olUce,  a  weekly  packet  for  carry, 
ing  letters,  goods,  and  pafTengers,  to  and  from  tlie 
main  land,  three  fchool-houTes,  and  alfo  a  town- 
houfc,  and  an  aflembly  room,  •  being  in  all  re- 
fpefls  the  moll  populous,  the  largelt,  and  moft  im- 
portant, town  ia  the  whole  range  of  the  Weilern 
li'iandd. 

Stourbridge,  (Camh,  E.)     See  Cambridge. 

Stourbridce,  (IVon.  E.)  a  thriving  town  on 
the  River  Stour,  with  great  manufaftures  of  broad 
glafs,  flint  glafs,  and  a  tranfparent  kind  of  red 
l^l.ifs,  crucibles,  and  earthen  wares  of  various  forts. 
The  abundance  of  coal,  iron  ore,  and  clay,  give 
birth  to  confiderable  manufaftures  of  nails  and 
every  article  of  ironmongery,  and  alfo  brick.works. 
Some  woolen  cloth  is  made  here. 

Stourminster,  (Dorf.  E.)  a  fmall  town  on 
r.nother  river  called  Slour,  with  a  nianufaiEiurc  of 
the  kind  of  baine  called  fwanfltin. 

Stouri'ORT,  (IVorc.  E.)  a  tliriving  village  fitu. 
ntcd  at  the  juniftion  of  the  River  Stour  and  a  can- 
■il  with  the  Severn,  has  a  bafm  and  quay  for  the 
..cconunodation  of  barges,  and  a  good  deal  of 
liulinefs  in  conveying  goods  up  and  down  the 
river. 

Stow  on  the  Wovld,  (Ckuc.  E.)  a  fmall 
town,  chiefly  noted  for  its  fairs,  at  which  hops, 
thtefe,  and  (hccp,  are  fold  to  a  large  amount. 

Stow  market,  (Sujf.  E.)  a  large  town,  about 
I J  miles  above  Ipfwich  on  the  River  Orwell, 
wliicli  lias  been  made  navigable  to  it,  whereby  the 
trade  of  the  place  has  been  much  incrcafed.  The 
nianul'afture  of  woolen  (hirts,  whicii  formerly 
llnurilhcd  here,  has  declined  ;  aud  facking  and 
cordage  have  come  in  its  place. 


Strakcford,  (Ihii'H,  I.)  a  town  fituated  on 
the  flrait  which  forms  the  entrance  into  a  fmall 
land-locked  fen,  called  Strangford  loch,  with  a 
harbour  for  fmall  vcflels,  ranked  as  a  culiom.houfe 
port,  in  whii.h  fome  corn,  lineUi  and  cattle,  are 
fliipped. 

Stranraer,  (Wig.  S.)  a  town  fituated  at  the 
head  of  a  fafe  and  commodious  bay,  called  Loch 
Ryan,  which  afliirds  unthorage  for  the  largell  vel- 
fels,  and  good  accommodation  for  thofe  of  100 
tuns,  alinoil  cloie  to  the  houfes.  From  having 
only  two  fmall  vtlTels  in  the  year  1764,  this  poit 
has  incrcafed  its  fliipping  to  above  1,600  tuns, 
chiefly  employed  in  the  heiring  filhtry  and  coall- 
ing trade.  Some  of  them  trade  to  the  Unltic, 
and  import  wood  and  other  materials  for  building 
houfes  and  vclTels. 

Stratford,  UVar,  £.)  a  good  town  on  the 
well  fide  of  the  River  Avon,  which  brings  barges 
up  to  it,  haii  fome  trade  in  corn  and  mah,  and  in 
water  carnage  for  the  neighbourhood, 

Stratii^ven,  (Lan,  S.)  a  fmall  inland  town, 
enliveicd  b^  tlie  sotton  manufaflure,  and  flowci. 
ing  upo'-  muflin,  which  gives  employment  to  the 
young  girls. 

Stkatiidane,  (Tyr.  I.)  a  town,  well  fituated 
for  tj.adc,  on  the  River  l'"oyle,  which  is  navigable 
up  to,  it. 

Strathmiguo,  (F'/'t  S.)  an  inland  little  town, 
with  a  (hare  of  the  linen  maniifaflure.  There 
was  a  manufa£lure  of  white  thread,  conducted 
chiefly  by  Mrs,  Carrick  :  but  I  apprehend  it  is 
dropt.  Excellent  wool  is  produced  on  the  ad- 
jacent Lomond  hills,  and  the  other  requifites  for 
the  woolen  manufaflure  are  at  hand  :  yet  I  do 
not  find  that  any  attempt  haa  been  made  to  turn 
thefc  advantages  to  any  account. 

Stromness,  (Ori.  S.)  a  village  in  the  Main. 
land,  (or  largcft  ifland)  of  Orkney,  with  a  fafe, 
deep,  and  commodious,  harbour,  much  rcforted 
to  by  veffels  which  arc  prevented  by  head  winds 
from  palling  through  the  Pcntland  firth.  A  few 
fmall  velTela  arc  employed  in  the  fifliing  and  coal- 
ing trade.  The  liudl'on'f-bay  company's  (hip» 
call  here  to  (hip  people  for  their  fettlements,  three 
fourths  of  thofe  in  their  fervice  being  fuppofcd  to 
be  Orkncymen  :  and  the  Greenland  whidets  alfo 
(hip  many  of  their  hands  at  this  port,  and  land 
them  again  on  their  way  home. 

Strontian,  (Wr/,  S.)  a  village  in  Sunart,  with 
copious  lead  mines,  wherein  about  200  men  are 
employed. 

Stroud,  (Claue.  E.)  ^  good  town,  fituated  on 
a  river  of  the  fame  name,  with  very  txti  i.iivc 
manufaflures  of  fine  cloth,  the  moft  of  which  an; 
ingrained  colours,  and  particularly  fcarlef'!,  for 
dying  which,  the  clear  water  of  the  river  pulefTcs 
a  peculiar  excellence  :  and  thtnc  the  vallev,  as 
far  as  the  eye  tan  reach,  appears  full  of  fcarlet

Sudbury,  (Suf.  E.)  a  good  town  on  the  north 
bank  of  the  River  Stour,  which  has  been  made 
navigable  up  to  it,  haa  thereby  fomc  trade. 
There  arc  manufafture*  of  pcrpctuanas.  fay?, 
and  other  (luffs.  *     *^  ^  ' 

SuNDFRLANn,   {Diir.  E.)  formerly  called  New 
Weremouth,  (ituatcd  on  a  point  of  land  formed 
by  the   fca   and   the    River  Were,   from   being  a 
triflinjr  village  .iboiit  200  years  ago,  •  has  become 
a  larg.",  handlomc,  and  profperoiis,  town.    Itu  prof- 
pcnty     fprings    entirely   from    the   neighbourinrr 
i;oal  iniiio,  and  the  commodioufnefs  ofthe  port', 
from  which  seKeh  can  proceed   to  fta  with  the 
northerly  winds,   which,   though   fair  for  the  paf. 
lagc  to   London,   fomctimes   lock  up  the  vcfTels 
lying  loaded  in   the  mouth  of  the  Tine.     The 
convenience  of  fuel  at  hand  encouraged   the  ellab- 
hftiment  of  falt-works,  and  afterwards  iron-works, 
imttcivs.   hmc.works,  glafs-houfea,  and  copperas 
works.     Thus   do  the   ufeful  arts  and  induftiy, 
working   upon    natural    advantages,    create    new 
branches  of  beneficial  employment.     Sunderland, 
with  Its  dependent  villages,  contains  about  20,000 
people.     It   is  next   to   Liverpool  and  Newcaftle 
in   quantity  of  fliipping,  and  has  a  very  confider. 
able  foreign  trade,  and  a  prodigious  trade  in  coals 
and  other  coaamg  bufinefs.     For  the  accommoda- 
Uon  of  the  fliipping,  as  well  as  the  inhabitants  and 
travelers,  a  bridge  of  caft  iron  has  been  erefled, 
whicii   19  ellecmed  the   molt  capital  fpccimen  of 
this   lattly-invented   conllrnftion   of  bridges.     It 
has  only  one  arcli,   which  is  2.?6  feet  wide  in  the 
fpan,   and  100  feet  high  above  "low  water,   admit- 
tmg  veflels  of  confiderable  burthen  to  pafs  under 
It  with  their  topgallant   ma«s   Handing.     VcfTels 
of  great  burthen   and   excellent  worhman/hip  are 
built  here.

a  warchoufe  m  London,  and  another  in  Green, 
wich,  and  have  three  veffeU,  conftantly  runninR 
writh  their  goods  to  thofe  warehoufei. 

SwANSEV,  {G/am.  If.)  a  thriving  town,  fituat- 

ed  on  the  River  Tawev,  which,  wUh  the  flood- 

tide,   carries  vefTeU  of  200  tuns  two  niil«  above 

the  town,  has  a   very  confiderable  trade  in  coal, 

ime,  iron,  c^ay,  and  (l.^g-dones,  which  .ire  carried 

to  London,  Briftol,  Cornwall,  and  Ireland.    There 

are  fevcn  copper-works,  an  iron-foundery,  a  braf-- 

houfe,  a  fpelter  manufaftory,  a  pm-ery,  two  con- 

lidcrable  breweries,  fcvtral  yards  for  rfiipbuildinir, 

and  a  wet  and   dry  dock.     As   trade  and  manu- 

faflures  beget  more  trade,  the  merchants  of  Swan- 

ley  have  lately  extended  their  commerce   to  the 

Baltic   and   the  Weft  Indies;   and  it  appears  by 

the  cullom-houfe  books,  that  their  /liippimr  trade 

has   nicreafed  to  about  five  times  the  amount  of 

wl.at  It  was  about  thirty  years  ago,  an  incrcafe  of 

profperity  comparable  to  that  of  Liverpool.

E.)  a  hamlet  in  the  parifl,  of 
Himley,  in  which,  and  in  the  adjacent  diftrid, 
wherever  there  is  a  fufiicicnt  water-fall,  there  is  a 
mill  for  manufaauring  fcythes,  reaping  hooks  or 
fickles,  axes,  &c.

E.)  an  antient 
town  lying  on  both  iides  of  the  River  Tame 
which  has  been  noted  for  good  ale,  and  a  mar.u. 
tadture  of  narrow  woolen  cloth.  It  ia  now  dlftin- 
guiftied  and  animnted  by  the  exteiiPve  works, 
ellabhflied  by  Sir  Robert  Peel  :;nd  Company  here, 
and  m  the  adjacent  village  of  Fazely,  for  carry.  . 
ing  on  the  cotton  manufadurc  in  every  ftage  of  its 
progrefs,  including  fpinning,  weaving,  bleachincr 
printing,  &c.

Wye,  has  manufa£lures  of  wre  and  other  w<irk» 
in  iron.  i'-s 

Tipton,  (S/tiff".  E.)  a  village,  in  which  tJiere 
are  iran  fiiqnaces,  rolling  artd  flitting  mills,  and 
works  in  a  variety  of  articles  of  'ron,  among  which 
the  maau£a£lure  of  nails,  from  the  largeft  fpikel 
down  to  tacks,  whereof  1,200  weigh  only  twe 
ounces,  defenrea  notice,  as  farni*ing  cmployraent 
to  women  and  children  a»  well  as  men.  At  the

TaoWBKjDGB,  (»^V.  £.)  a  tliriving  town,  on 
the  River  Were  near  it*  junfiion  with  the  Avon, 
has  confiderable  rauiufaaures  of  fine  broad  cloth, 
kerfeymere  &c. 

Tavao,  (Con,  E.)  one  of  the  coinage  towns 
torna,  is  ^^tuated  at  the  confluence  of  the  River 
Falc,  and  two  other  rivers,  which  form  a  harbour 
capable  of  receiving  veffels  of  about  loo  tuns, 
whirh  are  employed  in  carrying  the  ore  of  tin  and 
copper. 

TutLAMoaE,  (King.  I.)  a  neat  little  town  on

in  every  dircaion  upon  canals,  which  comrauni- 
cau  with  the  Thames,  the  H^m*er,  the  Merfea, 
the  Dee,  and  the  Severn. 

Uebridgs,  (MiJ.  E.)  a  tow,j^n  the  River

igable communication  with  all  parts  of  England, 
and  a  very  cafy  iiitercourie  with  London  by  the 
additional  canal  extended  to  Paddington. 

Wainfleet,  (Line.  E.J  a  town  with  a  finaH 
harbour,  and  a  few  coafting  veMs. 

Wakefield  (Tori,  ff.  R.)  „^,  a  handfome 
town,  noted  for  its  woolen  manufaaurc  200  years 
ago.  lCar,dem  Britannia, p.  565.]  It  is  fituated 
on  the  River  Calder,  upon  which  failing  veffels 
can  proceed  ma.y  mil-s  above  the  town.  The 
manutadurcs  of  woolen  cloth  and  light  woolen 
Huffs  are  very  confiderable  in  and  around  the  town  : 
and,  for  the  accommodation  of  buyers  and  fellers, 
a  handfome  and  commodious  hall  has  lately  been 
built.  A  great  deal  of  wool  is  alfo  fold  here  ;  and 
there  13  a  confiderable  trade  in  fending  coals  down 
the  nver  for  York,  Hull,  &c.  ""»  «own 

Walderw^ck,  {SuJ.  E.)  a  village  at  the  mouth 

f  ii^'^'  ^1"^^  "PP*''"'**  '°  Southwold,  with 
a  imall  (hare  of  coafting  trade. 

Wallinoford,  (Bert.  E.)  a conffderable  town 
on  the  Thames,  fends  great  quantities  of  coni  and 
malt  down  the  river  to  Londoi>. 

Walsall,  (4'/2^  £.)  ,  populous  towq,  had  a 
great  mauifeaure  of  buckles,  when  they  were  in 
general  ufe.  There  are  manufafiures  of  various 
articles  of  ironmongery,  chieBy  for  the  ufe  of 
ladJlers,  and  of  nails,  in  making  which  women  and 
children,  as  well  as  men,  find  employment. 

Wandsworth,  (Sm.  E.)  a  tifiage  near  the 
fouth  bank  of  the  Thames,  has  a  mam.faaui^  of 
hats,  onginally  eflablilhed  by  French  protcQwit 
refugee,,  a  fcarlet  dye-houfe  on  n  large  fcale,  iron 
mills,  0,1  mills,  mills  for  making  white  lead,  print- 
fields  for  cahcoes,  diftilleries,  Ac. 

Wansford,  {Tork,  N.  R.)  a  vilEige  with  a 
cotton  work. 

\\akj.,  (Htrt.  E.)  a  confiderable  town  at  the 
head  of  the  navigation  of  the  River  Lea,  by 
means  of  which  the  inhabitants  cordufl  the  trade 
ot  the  adjacent  rich  and  fertile  country  with 
London,  carrying  thither  ^reat  quantities  of  com, 
malt,  and  flour,  and  reU'ming  with  coals  and  every 
kind  of  merchardii^e.  The  chief  manufadure.  of 
the  town  and  neighbourhood  are  making  malt  and 
gnnding  wheat.  '' 

Wareham,  (Z),w:  E.)  a  fmall  ta«'„  at  the 
mouth  of  the  nver  Frome  in  Poole  harbour,  had 
formerly  fome  fliipping,  which,  by  the  inc«:afing 
ftallownefs  of  the  water,  on  the  well  fide  of  ihc 
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harbour,  have  been  removed  to  Poole.  T(jbacco. 
pipe  clay  is  now  the  chief  article  of  the  trade  of 
the  place. 

Warkworth,  (Norlhumh.  F.)  a  fmall  town  at 
the  mouth  of  the  Coquet,  the  inhabitants  of  which 
are  chiefly  employed  in  catching  and  curing  faU 
mon,  of  which  there  is  great  plenty  in  the  river. 

Warminster,  (fVill.  £.;  a  confiderable  town 
with  a  good  woolen  manufafturc,  and  a  grcit  trade 
in  wool,  corn,  and  malt. 

Warw.ky,  (GIoiic.  E.)  a  village  near  Briftol, 
lias  large  copper  works. 

Warrington,  (Liin.  E.J  a  confiderable  town 
on  the  River  Merlea,  haa  manufaftures  of  hncka- 
buck  table  linen,  fail-cloth,  glafs,  pins,  and  fome 
cotton  goods,  and  is  noted  for  the  gooducfs  of  Its 
malt  and  ale. 

Warwick,  CCumi.  E.)_  a  vilUge  on  the  River 
Eden,  has  works  for  fpinning  cotton. 

Warwick,  the  capital  of  the  (hire  of  the  fame 
name,  is  a  populous  and  handfome  town  of  ftone 
houfes,  fituated  on  the  River  Avon.  The  chief 
trade  of  the  place  has  been  making  malt,  to  which 
Ibme  cotton  works  have  lately  been  added. 

Watch ET,  (Som.  E.J  a  town  with  a  fmall 
harbour,  has  fome  veffels  employed  in  carryirg 
alabailer,  lime  of  an  excellent  quality,  and  kelp, 
and  in  bringing  corl.  Some  falmon  are  caught 
here  ;  and  the  herring  fifhery  is  attended  in  its 
feafon. 

WATERroRb,  the  capital  of  the  county  of  the 
fame  name  in  the  fouth-eaft  part  of  Ireland,  is  a 
large  and  flourifning  town,  with  about  35,000  in- 
habitants,  fituated  on  the  fouth  fide  of  the  River 
Suir,  a  few  miles  above  its  jundtion  with  the  Bar- 
row, below  whicli  there  is  a  fpacious  eftuary,  call- 
ed Waterford  harbour.  Vefltls  of  good  burthen 
can  lie  at  the  quay,  which  runs  along  the  whole 
}»ngth  of  the  town  ;  but  the  largell  vcfTcls  lie  a 
few  miles  lower.  V^aterford  is  next  to  Cork  in 
the  export  of  provilions,  and  rivals  Drogh.;da  in 
the  export  of  corn,  flour.  Sec.  The  poll-office 
packets  to  and  from  Milford  liaven  are  ftalioned 
here. 

Wednesbvrv,  CSlflj:  E.J  a  fmall  town  near 
Birmingham,  with  manufaaurcs  of  lucks,  gun- 
locks,  nails,  and  other  articles  of  ironmongery. 

WE7.t.iNGBi;iiGH,  (Norlhamp.  E.J  a  confider- 
able town  with  good  ftone  houfes,  lias  a  large  fhare 
of  the  lace  manufa£^ure,  and  a  good  market  for 
corn. 

Welmngtok,  (Shrop.  E.J  a  town  fituated 
among  minea  of  coal,  lime,  and  iron  ore,  has  large 
furnaces  lor  iron,  wrought  by  ilcam. 

WEi,t,iNOTnN,  C^om.  E.J  a  town  on  the  fouth 
fide  of  the  River  Tone,  with  a  confiderable  mami- 
fafhive  of  druggets  and  ferges. 

WKi.ts,  (tJorf.  E.J  a  decayed  town,  with  ahar- 
boui  much  iiijiiied  by  the  fea,  has  fome  velTels,  and 
fome  trade  in  corn  and  malt  but  fifliing  is  the 
pr'nc  al  buiincls  of  the  place. 

Whlls,  (Sam.  E.J  a  fmall  eptfcopal  city,  has 
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little  bullners  of  any  kliiJ*  ex;ept  that  fome  of  the 
women  are  employed  in  knitting  ftockingv  and 
working  lace.  > 

Wels^fool,  CMoai.  fV.)  a  Bonfiderab!8tf'v'r» 
at  the  head  of  the  n-ivigable  water  of  the  Sevcw;,, 
has  a  great  market  for  the  flannels,  which  are  the 
Haple  manufacture  of  the  neighbouring  country. 

Wemvss,  pronounced  Weems,  (Fife,  S.J  a  fmall 
town  with  a  tolerable  tide  hisrbour,  and  fome  1  ide- 
in  (hipping  coals  and  fait  to  the  portp  ol  Scoi  ad, 
and  coals  to  the  liaUii  Hamburgu,  and  the 
Netherlands,  whence  wood,  iron,  and  flax,  are 
brought  in  return.  Some  good  veffels  are  built 
here  ;  and  feveral  of  the  larger  i  ncs  belonging  to 
the  place  are  chartered  by  the  merchants  of  other 
ports  for  foreign  trade,  or  by  government  as  tranf- 
ports.  The  town  has  a  (hare  of  the  trade  in  low. 
priced  linens,  the  general  ftaple  of  Fife.- 

WisTBWRY,  (Wilt.  E.J  a  town  on  the  border 
of 'Salilbury  plain,  has  a  conddeuble  manufadture 
of  woolen  cloth,  and  makjs  a  great  deal  of  nialt. 

Th..  Westbrn  isLANBS,  fo  called  as  lying  on 
the  weft  (ide  of  Scotland,  conlift  of  Ekic,  Lewis, 
North  Uift,  South  Uift,  Barray,  Cannay,  Rum, 
Col,  Tirie,  Mull,  Lifmore,  Colonfay,  Jura,  Hay, 
and  an  almoti  inntunerable  multitude  of  fmailer 
iflandt. 

In  the  darkcft  ages  of  European  barbarjfm  the 
light  of  fcieace  (hone,  comparatively  bright,  in  thefe 
remote  iflands  !  and  fome  faint  rays  from  them  il« 
luminated  the  country  now  called  Scotland,  and  even 
England.     From  the  ninth  to  the  thirteenth  cen- 
tury  inclufive,  they,  together  with  Mann,  :onftit- 
utcd  the   Norwegian  feudal    kingdom   of  Mann. 
During  that  period  they  were  in  fome  degrte  en- 
livened by  arts,  induftry,  and  commerce  \  and  their 
fleets  were  frequently  formidable  to  the  roails  of 
England,   Scotland,  and   Ireland.     The  unhappy 
condition  to  which    Scotfand  was  reduced,  very 
foon  after  the  acquilition  of  the  kingdom  of  Mann^ 
by  the  deaths  of  the  good   King  AUxiinder  III, 
and   his   infant   griind-daugluer   yuten    Margaret, 
funk  the  iflands  into  a  (late  of  barbarifm.     They 
continued  negleded,  and  almoft  unknown,  by  the 
government  of  Scotland  ;   and  the  acceflion  of  the 
Scottifli  foveteign  to  the  crown  of  England  remov- 
ed  them  ftill  further  from  the  atttntiun  of  the  court. 
Even  now,  the  little  knowledge,  which  people  in 
general  have  of  them,  is  chiefly  derived  iiom  the 
accounts  given  by  travelers,  who  have  lately  vililed 
them  from  motives  of  curiofity. 

Bui  this  negleHed  portion  of  the  Briti/h  empire  it  an 
unopened  mine  of  tvruIlL  and  profperity,  nulncb,  when- 
ever iifhall  he  rejUred  to  iti  natural  imparlance  ly  pa- 
triol'u-  luifilom,  mill  lie  infinitely  mure  valuable  thanjifly 
conqurflj,  andffly  di/Lni  colonic}^ 

Wexford,  the  capital  of  a  county  fo  called,  is 
a  confiderable  town,  with  about  g,Qto  inhabitants, 
fituated  at  the  mouth  of  the  Kivtr  Slaney,  011  the 
fouth  fide  of  a  Ipacious  harbour  or  bay,  to  which 
there  belong  above  60  veffels  of  moderate  burthen. 
The   exports   confill  ot   corn,    flour,   atto  lome 
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provifioni.     A  gooJ  <le«l  of  coarfc  woolen  cloth 
is  made  in  the  neighbourhood  * 

WEYHiLt,  (Hamp.  E.)  a  village  noted  for  its 
annual  fiiir,  reckoned  the  greateft  market  in  Eng- 
land for  hops,  cheefe,  and  ^eep. 

WErMouTi:  and  MatcoiiB  Rsoit,  ^Dorf, 
E.)  though  reprefented  by  four  members  in  par. 
liamcnt,  are  but  one  town  as  a  corporation,  and  as 
a  port,  frparated  only  by  a  river,  called  the  Wey. 
The  merchants  are  concerned  in  the  Newfound* 
land  fifliery,  and,  in  confequence  of  that,  ;n  a  trade 
to  Portugal.  Shipb-iilding  i«  the  chidf  manufac- 
ture of  the  place. 

Whitborh,  (LinL  J.)  an  inland  villige,  with 
a  fmall  cotton  manufaftory,  »nd  fome  weaving  and 
flowering  work  for  Glafgovr. 

Whitby  (Tori,  N.  R.)  was  originally  a  firti. 
in|[  village  at  the  mouth  of  the  Eflc,  and  in  the 
►eign  of  Henry  VIII  it  was  little  more.  [/,?/. 
Itin.  y.  i,  p.  57,]  Before  the  year  1700  it  had 
forae  fliare  of  the  coal  trade,  a  id  then  poffelTed 
about  60  vcffels  of  about  80  tuns  burthen ;  and 
no\  it  has  become  the  feventh  port  in  England  in 
quantity  i.'  fhipping.  The  inhabitants  arc  krgcly 
conceded  in  the  coal  trade,  and  alfo  in  foreign 
commerce,  and  the  Greenhind  filhery,  in  which 
branch  they  have  for  many  years  been  generally 
next  to  London.  The  adjacent  numerous  alum 
works  fumifli  cargoes  for  many  veffels  (  and  great 
quantities  of  the-  produce  of  the  country  are  (hip- 
toed  here,  and  alfo  of  fifh,  which  are  carried  to  the 
Mediterranean,  the  Weft  Indies,  *c.  The  town, 
though   rather  inconveniently  placed  on  the  fteep 


banks  of  the  river,  is  Well 'built  and  populous. 
The  harbour  is  moftly  artificial,  being  formed  at 
a  great  eliponfe,  bjr  projefting  piers,  and  is,  not- 
^vithftanding,  much  incommoded  by  fand  at  the 
mouth  of  it.  It  is,  however,  capable  of  contain- 
ing 500  veflels,  which  muft  lie  aground  at  low 
water.  Shipbuilding  is  a  principal  trade  of  the 
place,  and  the  vcflels  are  remarkably  ilrong,  and 
well  adapted  for  the  coal  trade.  There  is  alfo  a 
manufaaure  of  canvafs  j  and  fome  kelp  is  made  on 
the  fliore  for  the  fervice  of  the  alum  works. 

Whiti!chu«ch,  {Hamp,  E.)  a  fmall  inland 
town,  with  fome  manufaaures  of  light  woolen  (lufff, 
Whitehaven,  (Cumt.  E.J  a  large,  weliJ)uilt, 
and  flouriihing,  town,  and  the  principal  pavt  0.1 
the  weft  fide  of  England  for  coal,  of  which  proJ 
digioHs  quantities  ane  fent  over  to  Ireland.  The 
coal  mines  here  are  faid  to  be  the  drepeft  in  Eng- 
land,  and  fome  of  them  penetrate  a  confiderable 
way  under  the  bed  of  the  fea.  .Salt,  an  ufual  at- 
tendant  upon  coal,  is  made  here  to  a  great  amount. 
The  merchants  have  fome  concern  in  foreign  trade  ; 
and  Whitehaven  is  the  fixth  port  in  England  for 
quantity  of  (hipping,  heing  next  to  Hull.  Though 
the  cxifttnce  of  Whituhaven  two  centuries   ago 


IS  ajfctrtimed  by  its  appearcnce  in  Camden's  map 
of  CumberUnd,  yet  it  was  not  thought  worthy  of 
being  noticed  in  his  work.  It  owes  its  importi 
nnce  to  the  coal  mince,  and  the  fpiritad  exertions 
of  the  family  of  Lowther. 

Whitehsrm,  (ly^g,  S.J  an  antient  town,  with 
a  pretty  good  ha:  hour  r*.  the  diftancc  of  three 
tniL's,  formed  by  a  little  idand,  to  which  there  be- 
long  a  few  fmall  velTv'ls,  employed  in  coafting. 
There  are  fome  cotton  manufaftures,  and  fpme 
tan^yards. 

Whitney,  (Ox/.  E.)  a  long  and  populous  town 
on  the  River  Windrufti,  a  branch  of  the  Thames, 
has  fome  manufaaures  of  felts  and  duffl^is  :  but 
the  chief  bufinefs  of  the  place,  wherein  about  3,000 
people  of  both  fexes  and  various  ages  are  employ- 
ed, is  the  manufaaure  of  blankets,  for  which  this 
town  has  a  great  reputation. 

Whitstaple,  (Keni,  E.J  a  maritime  village, 
and  a  hmd  of  harbour  for  Canterbury,  whereby 
It  has  fome  coafting  trade.  The  oyftors  upon  tlie 
coaft  give  employment  to  many  of  tlie  people. 

WiccoMB,  {Euci.  £.)  an  antient  town  with  a 
manufaccure  of  paper,  and  a  very  great  market  for 
corn.  '  -^ 

Wick,  {Cain.  S.)  a  fnii.ll  town  with  an  indiffer- 
ent harbour.  Some  herrings  are  pickled  and  imok- 
ed  ;  a  fi(hery  for  cod,  &c.  is  carried  on  by  a  I.on- 
don  company  j  and  fome  pickled  falmon,  brou  At 
over-land  from  Thurfo,  arc  (hipped  for  London. 

WiCKLOw,  the  capital  of  an  Iri(h  county  of 
the  fame  name,  a  p'.cafant  town,  with  a  fmall  har- 
bour and  a  few  vcifels.  It  has  forae  trade  in  ex- 
porting  corn,  coafting,  &c.  and  is  noted  for  the 
quality  of  its  ale. 

Wig  AN,  fLuii.  E.)  a  large  and  wcU-buIlt  town, 
conneaod  with  Liverpool  by  a  canal.  Placed  iji 
the  neighbourhood  of  Liverpool  and  Manchcfter, 
It  partakes  of  their  fpirit  and  indullry.  Delides 
its  old*elUbli(hcd  iron  forges  and  foutideries,  it  hus 
thriving  manufadures  of  follianH,  calicoes,  and  fey. 
eral  other  articlej  of  cotton,  the  great  ftaple  of 
Lancalhire,  and  alfo  linen,  and  blankets,  bcd-cov- 
erlt'ts,  &c. 

AViOTOM,  the  capital  of  the  moft  foutherly  (hire 
in  Scotland,  which  has  the  fame  nnmc,  is  a  fmall 
town  with  a  harbour  at  the  mouth  of  the  Rivpr 
Bladcnoch,  which  is  ranked  as  a  port  by  the  cuf- 
tom-.!iourc.  It  has  a  few  vellels,  which  are  employ, 
cil  in  coafting.  There  is  a  pretty  good  falmon 
(ifticry,  and  a  trifling  fidi-ry  for  cod  and  herring.^. 
There  a.  ■  manufactures  of  plaiding,  flannel,  and 
cotton  gooti;.  .ill  on  a  fmall  fcale.

E.)  an  antient  epifcopal 
city,  fitnated  about  15  niiles  above  Southampton 
on  the  Itchin,  or  Aire,  wh;ch  is  navigable  for 
barges  thus  far,  and  formerly  carried  them  as  high 
as  Alresford,  but  the  upper  part  of  the  navigation 
is  now  ncgkded.  The  ci^y  has  very  little  of  man- 
ufeitnfes  or  trade  of  any  kind,  except  fomc  deal- 
ing in  wool,  and  the  fate  of  checfe  and  cattle  at  the 
feir. 

Windsor,  [Berk.  E.)  a  Urge  town  on  the 
fouth  oank  of  the  Thames,  has  a  great  market  for 
corn,  and  no  other  trade  of  any  confequcncc,  ex- 
efept  what  is  occaiioned  by  the  refidence  of  the 
royal  family  in  the  neighbourhood. 

WiNiATON,  (Dvr.  E.)  a  village  near  the  fonth 
bank  of  the  Tine,  containing  about  1,500  inhabit- 
ants, moftly  blackfmiths,  employ  ed  in  the  great 
iron  manufaftory  cftabliOied  by  Sir  Ambrofe 
Crawley.  The  Cliief  articles  made  here  are  nails, 
files,  edge  tools,  and  hoes,  which  are  famous  in 
all  parts  of  tlie  continent  of  America  and  the  Weft 
Indies.  '   ■  '    '• 

WiNSTORi*,'f  C*y:  E.)  a  village  with  a  (hare  of 
the  fak  trade.     See  Sai-t-works. 

WiRKSWORTH  fDrii.  E.J  i»  a  good  town, 
wlierein  tlie  cour?  for  detefmining  difputes  among 
the  rriners  is  held,  and  which  may  on  every  ac- 
eoant  be  efteemcd  the  capital  of  the  mining  count- 
ry in  Derby«fhirc.  The  various  kinds  of  lead  ore 
are  here  firelted  (u  e.  the  lead  is  fcparated  from 
the  l>eterogeneons  matter)  by  furnaces  blowp  by 
bellows  worked  by  a  water-wheel.  The  quantity  of 
had  obtained  from  the  Derby-lhire  mines  is  about 
five  or  fix  thoufand  tuns  in  a  year  :  ''^re  is  about 
tbe  fame  quantity  of  iron  ;  and  abc  500  tuns  of 
sriamine.  MiUHones  and  grlnd-lv^nes  arc  alfo 
nlade  in  this  neighbourhood.  A  cotton  manufac- 
mrytrnploys ■  about  2CX5  people  here;  and  fome 
are  employed  in  combing  wool. 

WisBKCH,  (Camh.  E.)  a  well-built  town,  fitu- 
ated  in  the  heart  of  the  fen  country,  and  amidft  a 
»ombination  of  natural  and  faditious  riven,  which 
are  moftly  r.avigable  for  veffels,  larger  or  fmaller. 
The  town  has  fome  coafting  vcfl'cls,  which  carry 
»he  corn,  butter,  &c.  of  the  adjacent  country  to 
J.ondr.n  and  other  places,  and  bring  all  kinds  of 
ueceffary  articles  in  return,  for  the  fupply  of  the 
great  extent  of  country  to  which  the  barges  have 
accefs  by  inland  navigation. 

WiTHAM,  (EJ.  E.)  a  neat  little  town,  with  a 
ftiare  of  the  baize  manufaflnre. 
WivEHHOE,  {EJ.  E.)  the  harbour  ofCglchcJlcr 
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for  lirge  veffels,  being  abotit  fmir  miles  lower  on 
the  rivT.  Here  the  celebrated  Colcheflor  oyiUrs' 
are  ptick<d  in  fmall  calks  •  for  carriage  or  export*) 
ation, 

WivELScoMBS,  (Som.  E.J  a  thriving  ta*»n, 
with  manufu^uics  e>f  blankets,  coatlng«,  kerftys, 
biire,  and othercoarfe  woolen  articlts. 

vVouvFRHAMPTON,  [Stof.E.)  B  large' -and 
profperouB  town,  has  great  manufadures  ir>  iron, 
brafs,  japannjd  ware,  and  toys,  executed  in  gold, 
fdver,  brafs,  mother  of  pearl,  &c.  The  lock, 
fmiths  arc  particularly  6u\i\\\  in  conllrufting  locks, 
v,-liich  arc  exceedingly  curious,  fome  of  them  par- 
taking of  the  nature  of  clock.work,  aral  of  very 
minute  fixe.  A  great  part  of  the  iron-mongcry 
ware  is  made  by  the  farmers  of  the  adjacent  count- 
ry, and  fold  by  them  to  the  great  manufadturers. 
In  the  year  1750  the  town  contained  7)454  in- 
habitants, and  befon:  the  commencement  of  thr 
war  in  1793  they  were  increafed  to  18,500,  Such 
arc  the  happy  ei{e£t«  of  perfevering  induftry  and 
ingenuity.  WolverhampTon  has  the  advantage  of 
very  extenfive  communication  with  moft  parts  o£ 
England  by  canals. 

The  porifli  of  Wolverhampton  contains  •  great 
number  of  villages,  all  more  or  lefs  engaged  i  ■* 
the  fame  branches  of  manufiftnrc  5  and  a'^ong 
them  Willenhall  and  Billion  may  be  noted  as  the 
moft  confidcrable. 

WooDBRiDGE,  (Suff.  E.)  A  neat  little  town, 
fituatcd  aboyt  ten  miles  above  the  mouth  of  the 
River  Deben,  which,  though  it  runs  but  a  fhott 
courf'',  is  navigable  by  veffels  of  confidcrable 
burthen  up  to  the  town.  It  has  a  convenient 
quay,  and  yards  for  building  veffels,  is  ranked  at 
a  port  by  the  cuftom-houfe,  and  has  a  good  num- 
ber of  veffels,  which  are  employed  moftly  in  coaft- 
ing, and  trading  to  HuUand,  &c.-  Great  quant- 
ities of  cheefe  and  Sutter  are  (hipped  here. 

WooBsT^ici,  (Ox/.  E.J  a  Imall  town,  noted 
tor  works  of  fteel  and  pol  ihed  iron,  and  ftill  more^ 
for  gloves,  which  conttitute  the  chief  bufinefs  of 
the  place. 

WooLWiCM,  (Kent,  E.)  a  large  town  on  the 
Thames,  entirely  occupied  by  the  royal  dock-yard, 
and  other  (lores  and  works  connefted  with  the 
navy,  and  inliabitrd  by  people  employed  in  the 
federal  departments  of  building  and  fitting  out 
(hips  of  war.  In  an  adjoining  field,  called  the 
warren  or  park,  a  prodigious  quantity  of  great 
guns,  balls,  mottars,  bombs,  and  other  artillery^ 
are  kept  in  conftant  readinefs  for  fervice. 

Worcester,  the  capital  of  the  county  of  the 
fame  name,  is  a  large,  antient,  epifcopal,  city» 
fituated  on  the  eaft  fide  of  the  River  Severnt  which 
is  navigable  thus  far  by  good  floops,  many  of 
them  carrying  top-fails,  whereof  40  or  50  may  be 
feen  at  a  time,  whence  the  city  might  b«  fuppofcd 
to  have  a  very  great  trade.  The  fale  of  hops  is, 
however,  the  principal  branch  of  bufinefs  in  the 
place.  The  woolen  manufadlure  was  once  very 
8ourilhing  and  cxtcnfive  here  ;  but  now   there   ia 
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fcarcely  any  other  nmnufaAurc  than  that  of  gloves, 
for  which  article,  I  have  bcf »  told,  the  makers 
here  receive  from  eighty  to  u  liundred  tlwufand 
pounds  a- year. 

Workington,  (Ciimb.  £,)  a  town  at  the 
mouth  of  the  Rivei  Derwcnt,  which  forms  a  tolcr- 
able  harbour  for  veflels,  which  are  employed  in 
carryinff  coalf  to  Ireland.  There  it  a  good  fal. 
moil  filbery,  aim  fome  falt.worka,  the  ufual  at- 
tendantg  upon  coal.  There  is  an  iron  foundery 
upon  an  extcnf.re  fcalc,  with  a  mill  for  boring 
cannon,  flitting  mills,  rolling  mills,  &c.  There 
are  alfo  manufailurcs  of  fail-cToth  and  cordage. 

VVoRSTED,  (Nerf.  £.)  a  town  bilievcd  to  have 
given  its  name  to  the  kind  of  woolen  yarn  fo  c?]l- 
cd,  has  foine  manufadlurea  of  Norwich  Huffs  and 
hoAery. 

WoTTON  UNDER  Edoe,  {Ghuc.  E.  I  8  thriving 
town,  with  a  very  confidcrable  manufafture  of 
woolen  cloth. 

Wrikton,  (Sem.  E.)  a  fmall  town,  with  fome 
mineg  of  lapis  calaminaris.  Teazles,  a  kind  of 
thiftles  ufed  in  the  woolen  inanufadure,  are  cul- 
tivated here. 

WaaiMAM,  {Dfrh.  E.)  a  confic'erable  town, 
with  a  good  manufaftuie  of  flanr.cl  in  and  around 
it,  fmelting  works  for  lead,  and  Mr.  Wilkinfon'a 
foundery  of  great  guns,  &c.  at  Brymbo  nsar  it. 

Yarmouth,  (Hamp.  E.)  a  neat  little  town  of 
ftone  houfes,  near  the  weft  end  of  ihe  Ifland  of 
Wight,  ftanda  at  the  .mouth  of  a  large  inlet,  yrhkh 
affords  good  anchorage  for  large  vefl'ela,  and  baa 
fome  coaAing  trade. 

Yarmovth,  (Norf.  E.J  a  large,  regular,  and 
well-built,  town,  fituatcd  on  a  peninfula  formed 
by  the  fea  and  the  River  Yare,  which  receives  the 
waters  of  the  Waveney  and  the  Thyrne ;  and  all 
the  three  rivers  being  navigable  many  miles  up  the 
country,  this  town  has  the  advantage  of  a  good  ii.- 
land  navigation.  Yarmouth  ftill  keepa  up  its  an- 
tient  riputation  as  a  firft-rate  fifliing  port,  its  her- 
rings being  known  and  cfteemed  all-over  the  world. 
The  f'fhers  aKo  profccute  the  mackerel  filhery  in 
the  fcafon,  and  the  cod  filhery  of  the  North  fea. 
The  quay  here  is  reckoned  one  of  the  fineft  in 
Europe ;  and  the  port  is  the  eighth  in  England 
m  the  quantity  of  (hipping,  being  in  that  refpcA 
next  to  Whitby.  Befidea  fi/h,  the  antient  (lapie 
ef  the  place,  which  are  (hipped  for  London,  Spain, 
Portugal,  and  Italy,  great  quantititf  of  corn  and. 


malt  from  tlie  adjacent  fertile  couiway  are  (hipped 
here  for  London  and  otlier  £riti(h  ports,  ai.d  for 
Holland.  The  merchants  alfo  export  great  quant- 
ities of  the  woolen  manufattures  of  Norwich  and 
the  neighbouring  country  ;  and  they  liave  a  con- 
fiiierable  trade  with  the  Netherlands,  Norway,  and 
the  Baltic,  from  which  their  imports  are  chiefly 
timber  and  naval  ftores  for  tho  ufe  of  their  fliipping. 
Shipbuilding,  and  the  trades  connt-aed  with  (liip. 
ping  and  filhing,  employ  the  manufafturing  induftry 
of  the  place. 

Yarum,  {7'ori,  A'. /?.)  a  fmall  town  on  the 
River  Ties,  has  fome  coafting  trade,  cliiefly  in 
carrying  corn  and  leal }  but  much  of  its  buliucis 
has  been  carried  to  Stockton,  which  is  more  con- 
veniently fituated  rearer  the  mouth  of  ti  e  river. 

Yeovil,  (Sem.  E.J  a.  confiderabk  town  on  the 
River  Ivcl  or  Yeovil,  has  a  great  market  for  but.' 
ter,  cheefe,  corn,  cattle,  and  hogs.     The  woolen- 
roanufaflure,  formerly  eihblilhed  here,  has  decay- 
ed ;    and,  in  its  Read,    leathsr    gloves  have  be- 
come the  (iaple  of  the  place.  '"" 
yo«K,  an  archiepilcopal  city,  and  ;•  county  olf* 
itfelf,  is  fituated  on  the  Oufe,  which  is  here  a  very' 
refpeflable  river,  though  it  has  not  yet  received' 
the  waters  of  rapft  of  its  chief  tributary  ttreamjy 
and,  by  the  help  of  a  lock  below  the  city,  brings 
up  fea   velTela  of  about  ninety   tuns.     TJiis   an. 
tient  city,  the  leCdence  of  the  Roman  emperors 
when  in    Britain,    the    metropolis  of  the  great 
Northumbrian  kingdom,  and  ftill  the  capital  of  the 
north  part  of  England,  has  little  other  trade  than 
retail  Aop-keeping.     It  is,  however,  a  comfort- 
able refidence  for  many  of  the  genteel  families  of 
the  neiglibouring  country,  who   Uve  here   for  the 
fake  o^  moderate  expcnfe,  the  education  of  their 
children,  agreeable  company,  and  the  amufements 
of  plays,  afTembhes,  &c.     Being  alfo  hn  ecclefi.. 
aftical  metropolis,  and  a  confiderable  thoroughfare, 
a  good  deal  of  money  i»  circuLted   in  the  city  in. 
dependent  of  trade. 

YooGHALu,    (Cori,  I.)  a  town  conveniently 
fituated  on  the  fpreading  mouth  of  the  Black- 
water,  which  forms  a  good  harbour,  and  is  navig- 
able about  15  miles  up   the  country.     It  containi      ' 
about    7,000   inhabitants,    enjoys   a   confideraUe 
(hare  of  the  proviiion  trade,  and  po(Ie(re»  more. 
veffels  than  any  port  in  Ireland,  except  Dublia.. 
and  Cork.
